TENTH LOCATION. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, April 24, 1899. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the West Roxbury and Roslindale Street 
Railway Company for a location of tracks on Ashland and 
Oakland streets and Blue Hill avenue, and on Washington 
street near Ashland street, having further considered the 
subject, respectfully recommend the passage of the accom- 
panying orders.

Ordered, ‘That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West Roxbury and Roslindale Street Railway Company 
to lay down tracks in the streets of the city of Boston, said 
company shall have the right to lay down, maintain and use 
an additional track beginning at and joining with the present 
tracks of said company on Washington street about 1,500 
feet south of the N. Y..N. H. & H. R.R. bridge at Forest 
Hills; thence through said Washington street to a point 
about 400 feet south of Ashland street; also a single track 
beginning at and joining with the present tracks of said com- 
pany on South street ; thence across South street, and through 
Ashland street, Oakland street and Blue Hill avenue to the 
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dividing line between the city of Boston and the town of 
Milton, with all necessary curves, switches, turn-outs and 
connections. 

This location is granted upon the condition that necessary 
changes in the tracks and overhead system of any existing 
street railway shall be made at the expense of said West 
Roxbury and Roslindale Street Railway Company; said tracs 
and turn-outs being shown by red lines on a plan made by 
Hodges & Harrington, dated January 21, 1899, and 
deposited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
Roxbury and Roslindale Street Railw ay Company shall accept 
this order of location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply 
with the conditions herein Pereairicd: and shall file said 
acceptance and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty 
days from the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be 
null and void. 

The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within six months from the date of the passage of this order. 

Ordered, That the consent of the Board of Aldermen be 
hereby granted to the West Roxbury and Roslindale Street 
Railway Company, to establish and maintain the electric 
system of motive power in the operation of its cars in the 
city of Boston, by the overhead system, so called, as follows : 

On Washington street, froma point about 1,500 feet south 
of the N. Y.,N. H. & H. R.R. bridge at Forest Hills to a point 
about 400 feet south of Ashland street, and beginning at the 
present overhead system of said company on South street; 
thence across South street, and through Ashland street, 
Oakland street and Blue Hill avenue to the dividing line 
between the city of Boston and the town of Milton. 

And permission is hereby granted to thesaid West Rox- 
bury and Roslindale Street Railway Company, to erect, main- 
tain and use such wires and iron poles, of the height of not 
less than 20 feet, at the places indicated by red circles or 
dots on the plans filed in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets, dated January 21, 1899, as may be necessary to 
establish and maintain said overhead electric system of motive 
power. 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and 
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quality of material used, shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be 
approved by him. 

Also, upon condition that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now possessed 
or that may hereafter be conferred on the Board of Aldermen 
of the city of Boston, to make rules and regulations per- . 
taining to the operation and maintenance of the electric 
system, and the running of electric cars in the city of 
Boston.

In describing this, the first series of Free Municipal Lec- 
tures in Boston, it is proper to refer to certain other lecture 
systems, in which the present one may be said to have had its 
origin. 

Courses of free lectures were established in New York 
City by the School Board in the spring of 1889, and have 
continued under the control of the same body untilnow. Dur- 
ing the first season one hundred and eighty-six lectures were 
given, with an average attendance of one hundred ard nine- 
teen. In the following season there were decided symptoms 
of flagging interest ; but with the appointment of the present 
manager, Dr. Leipziger, in 1890, a great impetus was received, 
the growth having steadily continued until the season of 
1897-98, when a total attendance of over half a million was 
reached at forty-one localities, with fifteen hundred and 
ninety-five lectures. 

The matter was taken up last year by the Educational 
Department of the Twentieth Century Club of this city, 
under whose direction thirty-six lectures were given at six 
public school-houses by twenty-seven lecturers. The ex- 
penses of the undertaking were paid by private subscription, 
the use of the halls being given free of cost. The stimulus 
to this enterprise was received directly from an address given 
by Dr. Leipziger before the Twentieth Century Club, and the 
experience gained has been utilized in the work of the present 
Municipal Course. 

The system of lectures described in the present report was 
conducted under the direction of a committee appointed by 
His Honor Mayor Josiah Quincy, consisting of ten mem- 
bers. 

Their first meeting was held December 10, 1898, and the 
lectures ran from January 12 to April 18, 1899. As the 
time for arranging courses was short, it was thought best to 
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make the beginning at one point only, and to postpone open- 
ing at the other localities until four weeks later. The place 
chosen for the opening course was Bates Hall, in the Old 
Public Library Building, one of the most central and best- 
known points in the city. 

It was further decided to give dignity to this ‘“ Central” 
course by making it representative of national, municipal and 
social interests, in a way to attract public attention. In 
pursuance of this plan it was the first work of the committee 
to secure speakers upon three sets of topics under the desig- 
nations of “Imperialism,” “ Boston,” and ‘Social and Indus- 
trial Subjects,” in each of which four lectures were given, 
beginning January 12, and continuing once a week. The 
interest shown in these courses was great from the outset, 
hundreds being turned away from the first four lectures for 
want of room. The course was opened by Mayor Quincy in 
an address setting forth the objects of the lectures and adding 
a few words in reference to the special subject of the even- 
ing. A list of the speakers and their subjects is placed at 
the close of this report. 

Local courses were also established at nine other points in 
different parts of the city, as follows: East Boston, Lyman 
School; Charlestown, High School; North End, Hancock 
School; West End, Bowdoin School; South End, ward- 
room, Old Franklin-School Building; Roxbury, Sherwin 
School; South Boston, Shurtleff School; Dorchester, ward- 
room at Meeting House Hill; Jamaica Plain, Lowell 
School. The free use of the school halls was given by the 
School Committee. 

The number of lectures assigned for each place was eight, 
to be given in February and March; a few extra numbers 
were given, making, with the twelve of the Central course, a 
total of eighty-six lectures. In three of the schools the 
lectures ran on into April. The number of lecturers was 
forty, 

The lectures have embraced the following topics :

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The purpose and aim of the Municipal Courses of Lectures 
as conceived in advance can best be stated by quoting froma 
letter addressed by the Mayor to the School Committee 
under date of October 25, 1898, and from the Mayor’s open- 
ing address : 


From THE LETTER TO THE SCHOOL COMMITTER. 


“JT wish to direct your particular attention to the point 
that such courses of lectures afford extensive and varied 
opportunities for the continuance of education in adult life, 
and that the plan involves a much larger utilization, with a 
slight additional cost, of a very expensive school plant. In 
view of the very large sums of money which this city has in- 
vested, and is still investing, in school buildings, it is cer- 
tainly important from a mere economical standpoint that. 
these should be put to the largest possible use for the benefit. 
of the community. It hardly seems intelligent to confine the 
use of expensive school buildings, many of them containing 
halls well adapted for lectures, to the hours when the schools 
are in session; and if there is among the people of this city 
as much of a thirst for knowledge as has been demonstrated 
to exist among the people of New York— and we surely have 
no reason to doubt that this is the case — it would certainly 
seem wise to extend very greatly, in every section of the city, 
the facilities for public instruction, and to offer them to adults 
as well as to the young, when it can be done at such a com- 
paratively small additional expenditure.” 


FROM THE OPENING ADDRESS. 

“This is, therefore, an undertaking to popularize adult 
education, to stimulate thought, to encourage reading and to 
promote enlightenment; it is not intended for the benefit of 
children, who are provided with their own opportunities for 
acquiring an education through the rich facilities afforded by 
our public schools of different grades, but for those who have 
passed beyond the school age, yet who are aware how little 
of the rich store of human knowledge can be taught within 
the walls of a school-room, who realize that education con- 
tinues throughout life, and who are ambitious to add to their 
knowledge of the world in which they live, and to fit them- 
selves to better perform as citizens their part in its govern- 
ment. It will be the endeavor of the Committee to make 
this process of continuing education interesting, even enter- 
taining at times, as well as instructive, and to so choose the 
lecturers and the subjects as to enlarge the knowledge and 
broaden the minds of those who shall attend them, along 
lines which will really have some value and significance.” 


A 
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Although the educative purpose has been held clearly in 
view, it was not thought bestat the outset and with so small 
a number of lectures, to give a distinct prevalence to the 
didactic tone, or to group lectures in subjects except in the 
ease of the “* Central” courses. The element of attraction, 
however, is indispensable; and with this fact in view, free 
use was made of the stereopticon, rather more than one-half 
of the lectures being thus illustrated. As a result, it occa- 
sionally happened that at a given place the audiences were 
of twice the size on those evenings when stereopticon views 
were given as compared with other evenings. The Central 
courses, as is indicated by the subjects chosen, have been 
mar ked by a distinct educational aim in the direction of 
public affairs. If. any one idea can be said to have been 
given special prominence, it has been that of municipal im- 
provement, as illustrated by lectures on parks, common prop- 
erty, passenger transportation, baths and gymnasia, and civic 
architecture. The two latter subjects have proved especially 
suited to the wishes of the public, and the two corresponding 
lectures have been delivered in seven different localities with 
distinct evidences of public interest and approbation, which 
has also called for their repetition under other auspices. 

There has been a wide range of literary quality in the 
lectures, but experience has shown that the importance of 
this quality is secondary to that of the human element. 
Good writing is not sufficient. Whether written or not, the 
lecture must bring the speaker’s personality and thought into 
direct contact with thatof his hearers. Written lectures are 
a hindrance to this so far as they stand between the speaker 
and his audience. Efforts have been made to secure for the 
courses anumber of men and women of eminent reputation, and 
on the whole, this effort has been rewarded by public apprecia- 
tion. In the case of many of these, the acceptance of the 
regular fee (of ten dollars a lecture) has practically amounted 
to the. gift of their services; and this has been literally the 
casein several instances, where all compensation. was de- 
clined. For those who have shown their public spirit in this 
manner the committee can do no less than express the grati- 
tude of the community. 

The committee venture to think that the benefit received 
from such contact with persons of intellectual and moral 
eminence is of a peculiar value, not to be rated in the same 
class with the entertainment or instruction given by the 
average lecturer. An appreciative respect for superiority is 
better than smatterings of infornration picked up from floating 
data. It is certainly desirable that people should be 
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acquainted with a great many facts about the world, its con- 
tents and its laws; but by far the greatest thing in the world 
are its great men and women, and there is no gift that can 
be bestowed on the masses of our people, of more value than 
a personal experience of their living faces and voices. 

The free municipal lectures are intended to attract local 
audiences, by bringing to them what they cannot conveniently 
go long distances to hear. It is hoped, also, that they will 
give opportunity for a development of local pe rd 
feelings of local interest and mutual acquaintance, and ¢ 
local public spirit, for which opportunities are now Paes 
The committee wish to recognize, with gratification, certain 
efforts to promote these lectures, on the part of private indi- 
viduals to whom such feelings have appealed. It may also 
be pointed out that certain ward-rooms, formerly looked upon 
as the exclusive possession of the voting class, have been 
made by these lectures fit places for the resort of both men 
and women. 

The character of the audiences has quite met the anticipa- 
tions of the committee — solid, serious, and ready to take 
amusement or instruction as they came. ‘They have shown 
an attentiveness and good-breeding, a respect for place and 
occasion, which we accept as a most cheering testimony of 
popular appreciation of the undertaking, of equal value with 
the evidence of numbers. 

The age of admission has been fixed at eighteen, which agrees 
with the New York practice. Upon this point the Committee 
desire to enlarge a little. The question of the admission of 
children has been forced upon their notice so often that it 
seems best to make a brief statement of the reason for adopt- 
ing this policy. There is no doubt that many children would 
find the lectures, especially the illustrated ones, enjoyable 
and often profitable. That the graduating class of a gram- 
mar school should have admission to a free lecture given in 
their own hall, seems at first sight a reasonable demand. 
Experiments were made along this line in the courses given 
last year by the Twentieth Century Club, but the results 
were unsatisfactory. Numbers of young children slipped in 
along with older ones. Lecturers, brought face to face with 
this element, felt constrained to adapt the tone of their lectures 
to its requirements, contrary to the understood design 
of the lectures, and, as a result, adults were led to discon- 
tinue attendance on what seemed to be lectures for children. 
The problem of keeping order also presented difficulties. 
which it was hard to cope with in the circumstances of the 
public lectures. The experience of the past season has not. 
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warranted the committee in abandoning the age limit. 
Personal observation has convinced them that the majority of 
lecturers are either not prepared for, or are not suited to an 
audience of children, and that the Municipal Lectures ought 
to be understood as lectures for adults. 

Supervision has been effected by one volunteer for each 
locality — often the master of the school. Where possible, 
the same person has supervised all the lectures at one locality. 
Experience has shown this to be exceedingly desirable. 
A firm and experienced control adds greatly to the value of 
the lectures. The duties of supervision comprised the 
issuing of programs, seeing that the doors were opened at the 
right time, and that the janitor’s work was done, posting and 
instructing policemen, introducing the lecturer, watching 
over the order of the room, counting the audience, etc., with 
the forwarding of a detailed report the same evening to the 
secretary. 

The lectures have been given at 8 o’clock in the evening, 
the doors being open at 7.80 P.M. (in the case of the Old 
Public Library, changed to 7.15), and closed at 8; no tickets 
were required; from one to three policemen were present at 
each lecture. 

Owing to the shortness of the time no general program of 
the lectures could be published in advance. Special pro- 
grams for each locality, announcing the four lectures for one 
month, were issued on three by five-inch slips. By per- 
mission of the School Committee, these were distributed in 
part among the pupils of the grammar classes, the children 
being requested to give them to their parents. For the 
month of March a folder was issued in addition to the above, 
reproducing the ten programs on one slip. Window cards 
(eleven by thirteen inches), with announcement of locality 
and four lectures each, were distributed over the city, and as 
a means of attracting more attention, a special pictorial card- 
program in two colors was devised, the design for which was 
contributed by Mr. C. Howard Walker. Various forms of 
large placards were used for door entrances, and in one 
quarter 200 large bills were posted up. The announcement 
of Municipal Lectures was regularly made by certain daily 
papers in connection with lists of entertainments for the day, 
and other frequent notices were given. Excellent reports of 
the Central courses appeared in the papers. 

Thanks are due to the daily press for the free insertion of 
announcements of lectures, which probably constitutes a 
principal means of reaching the public. The personal in- 
fluence and presence of masters, assistant masters, visiting >

physicians, and residents of college settlements, as super- 
visors of the lectures, has been beyond value, and deserves 
recognition as rendered without compensation. 

A series of lists of works of reference, in illustration of 
the topics of the Central courses of lectures, was prepared by 
Mr. Herbert Putnam, Superintendent of the Public Library. 
Six of these lists were printed for distribution at these 
lectures; they are reproduced in the ‘ Monthly Bulletin of 
Books added to the Public Library,” Vol. IV., Nos. 2, 3, 4, 
under the following titles : 


(1.) Imperialism. 

(2.) The Water Supply of the City of Boston. 

(3.) Civie Architecture. 

(4.) Passenger Transportation in Boston. 

(5.) Baths and Gymnasia. 

(6.) The Labor Movement in England and America. 


Results: The whole number of lectures given being 86, 
and the total attendance, 18,200, the average per lecture is 
212. The variation, however, has been very great; the Cen- 
tral courses began with an attendance of about 1,000, the 
smallest being 150. The numbers at the local courses 
ranged from 32 to 525. In the former case there was a 
falling away after the first lectures; in the latter there was 
a great but irregular increase, doubtless ascribable to the 
lectures becoming better known. In some localities the 
lecture is now so popularized that large audiences are at- 
tracted by the intrinsic merit of the subject or speaker, 
independent of the announcement of stereopticon views ; it 
may be said that the habit of going has begun to be estab- 
lished. Included under the latter remark are certain 
localities where such personal contact had previously existed 
between the masters of schools and their neighborhood as 
made the way easy for the introduction of these lectures. 
Vigorous advertising by the enclosure of circulars in ad- 
dressed envelopes, and by announcement in churches, have 
also brought success. 

In the accompanying table attention is called to the follow- 
ing points : 

The large attendance at the first Central course may have 
been due in part to the subject, and the standing of the 
lecturers ; but it should be noted that the sudden fall in 
average attendance at the second and third courses coincided 
with the opening of nine other (local) courses. 

The total attendance at all lectures was 18,200, averaging 
_ 212; divided between Central courses, 5,580, with an aver- 
age of 465, and local courses, 12,620, with an average of 170. 
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The effect produced upon attendance by stereopticon 
illustrations was very small (7 per cent. increase) in the 
local courses as a whole. In South Boston the apparent 
effect (for one cannot be positive where data are so few) was 
a lessening of attendance; at’ Central courses II. and III., and 
South End, there was no change; at Charlestown, a moderate 
increase; at Jamaica Plain and Dorchester, a considerable 
gain; at Hast Boston, North End, West End, and Roxbury, 


very great gains. The smallest audiences were affected 
much more than the large ones.

A series of averages was made, representing the rate of 
increase in attendance at the local lectures given in February 
and March. All the first lectures were added and averaged ;

The bills for the Repair Division on the April draft were 
for repairs on various places during 1898, properly charged 
to the maintenance account. ‘These repairs were necessitated 
by the increase in patronage at all places during the bathing 
season. 

The order of Councilman Chamberlain states that but one 
bath is at present open to the public. ‘This is an error, as at 
the present time, beside Dover-street Bath, the East Boston 
Gymnasium, five convenience stations and twelve urinals are 
maintained. We also have a force of three men employed 
at the wharf, repairing houses; two watchmen are also em- 
ployed, and the office force is maintained. Pay-rolls for each 
month, at present, amount to $1,800. 

Concerning the expenditure of money on loan account for 
summer baths, permanent improvements, the following is a 
list, as taken from the Auditor’s books. All these permanent 
improvements were necessitated last year by the increased 
demand for bathing, and are in good order for this year’s 
summer bathing :

In reply to the accompanying order, referred to me, I can 
only state that in vetoing, under date of March 17, the 
amendment of section 12 of chapter 53 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances, providing that none but legal voters of Boston shall be 
employed in any capacity as male subordinates in any depart- 
ment, I distinctly stated that, under the provisions of section 
12 of chapter 266 of the Acts of 1885, it was, in the opinion 
of the Corporation Counsel, * entirely outside of the powers of 
the City Council to undertake to define by ordinance the 
qualifications of officials or employees, or to impose limita- 
tions upon their selection by the executive departments.” 
It follows that such amendment to the ordinances cannot be 
recognized by the executive as having any legal force or 
effect, and until a court decides otherwise the heads of depart- 
ments will not consider themselves called upon to pay any 
attention to the amendment. I should consider that a recog- 
nition of this amendment, as having any legal effect, was a 
surrender by the Mayor of powers lodged in his hands by 
the charter amendment Act of 1885, and it will only be 
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regarded, therefore, as an expression of opinion as to the 
proper executive policy on the part of the City Council.

From this list it appears that the parcel of land designated 
in the order is much cheaper in price and much larger in 
area than any other considered, with the exception of the 
estate on Yarmouth street, which a majority of the Board 
did not consider a suitable site. The Board has secured 
for the city an option, running for forty days, to purchase 
the lot designated in the order for the sum of $37,000, mak- 
ing a price of a little less than five dollars « foot. While it 
was recognized that a site nearer the present one would ‘have 
been desirable, it seemed impossible to secure one within the 
limits of price which the Board felt should be fixed. As an 
engine house costs about $25,000 to build, it will probably 
require an additional appropriation of about $7,000, even with 
this site, to provide for the building of a new engine house. 
The lot selected is certainly very desirable in respect to size, 
and on account of having a twelve-foot privateway in the rear. 

As the engine company formerly occupying the Dartmouth 
street engine house is now without any quarters in the dis- 
trict which it formerly covered, being temporarily provided 
for in the fire department headquarters on Bristol street, the 
importance of settling the question of the new site and pro- 
viding for the erection of a new engine house at the earliest 
possible moment need not be dwelt upon.

In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, June 12, 1899. 
The special committee of the Board of Aldermen appointed 
to visit and inspect the prisons in the County of Suffolk, 
having made the inspection required by the statutes of the 
Commonwealth, respectfully submit their first semi-annual 
report: 


SUFFOLK COUNTY JAIL. 


The committee visited the Jail on Thursday, May 18, and 
found it to be in the usual cleanly and healthful condition. 
The inmates were questioned as to the treatment, food and 
cleanliness, and each one spoke in high praise of the man- 
agement and the kindness shown them by those in charge. 
The committee were impressed with the cleanliness of the 
institution and the quality of the food furnished. ‘They 
again recommend the erection of a new building for the 
detention of women, in which provision could be made for a 
modern laundry, and a part of the same building could be 
fitted for hospital work. At the present time if inmates are 
taken sick they have to be treated in their cells. An appro- 
priation for the construction of a brick wall to take the place 
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of the wooden fence that partly surrounds the jail should be 
made at once. 


HovusE OF CORRECTION, SouTH Boston. 


The House of Correction in South Boston was visited on 
Thursday, May 18. The committee feel; as his been recom- 
mended for the past five years, that a new institution should 
be erected for the sake of humanity, either on the main land 
or on one of the islands in the harbor. ‘The buildings are 
antiquated, and to apppropriate any money to repair them 
would be a wasteful expenditure. The management of this 
place was commendable under existing conditions, and the 
committee feel that everything that can be done for those 
unfortunate enough to be confined there is being done. The 
prison building, so called, where the cells are located, is not 
fit for human beings to live in, and immediate steps should 
be taken for the sake of humanity. The calisthenic drill and 
the school established here have both proved successful 
under their competent instructors. 


HovuskE OF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. 


The visit of the committee to this institution was made on 
Thursday, June 1. 

‘The institution and its inmates showed to the satisfac- 
tion of the committee that its management was of the best. 
Cleanliness in every branch of it prevailed, and the food 
served to the inmates was good. 

The hospital and its management was closely inspected, 
and the inmates asked as to their care and comfort. The 
rephes received were confirmatory of the good opinion formed 
by the committee of its supervision, and they were pleased to 
find that those confined there joimed with them in that 
respect. Everything about the place showed that care and 
attention was afforded the unfortunate sick. 

The only recommendation the committee have to make for 
the improvement of this institution is the abandonment of the 
present building occupied by female prisoners, and the erec- 
tion of a new building for their accommodation, containing 
not less than five hundred cells. 


HovusE oF REFORMATION, RAINSFORD ISLAND. 


The committee inspected the House of Reformation on 
June 1, Thursday, and found, in addition to a number of 
minor improvements, that an electric light plant was in

process of construction. We believe that the new super- 
intendent has made considerable improvement in the conduct 
of the institution, and that he holds the respect and con- 
filence of the boys. ‘The committee desire to call the at- 
tention of the trustees to the fact that the treatment of the 
boys by the Athletic Instructor does not meet with the com- 
mittee’s approval, and believe that under different methods 
the institution would be the gainer in kindly feeling and 
better discipline. 


PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


The Parental School was visited on Wednesday, May 24. 
The buildings are overcrowded, and the construction of new 
dormitories would be a very desirable improvement. 

The committee were satisfied that improvements in the 
methods of punishment might be made both at this insti- 
tution and at Rainsford Island, and recommend that the 
trustees should prevent unnecessarily severe treatment of 
the boys under their charge. ‘The committee also recom- 
mend a reduction of five hundred dollars in the salary of 
the Superintendent of the Parental School, believing he is 
now overpaid for the character and amount of service he 
renders. 

REMARKS. 


The committee find that the institutions under a one-head, 
salaried officer are much better managed than the institutions 
under a board of trustees. At all the institutions the com- 
mittee were received with courtesy, and every opportunity 
was freely given for the investigation the committee are 
obliged to make under chapter 220 of the Public Statutes, 
with the single exception of the Parental School. At this 
institution the superimtendent refused a direct answer to 
questions of the committee relating to the treatment of the 
boys. 

Believing that a community as populous as the City of 
Boston offers a field sufficiently large from which to secure 
employees in the Parental School and House of Reformation, 
we regret the employment by the trustees of non-residents 
secured through employment agencies. We believe that such 
service is not for the best interests either of the city or of 
the children confined in these institutions. 

The committee believe that the House of Reformation for 
boys is out of place on an island, and the instutition should 
be removed to the main land,and the buildings given over to 
the Penal Institutions Department, to be used for a women’s 
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prison, thus bringing about an effectual separation of the 
male and female prisoners. 

The committee are indebted to Penal Institutions Commis- 
sioner Marshall and Deputy Sheriff Bradley for the free 
opportunity afforded for inspection, and believe them espe- 
cially worthy of commendation for the manner in which the 
institutions under their charge are conducted.

Srr,— The Committee appointed on examination of Repair 
Division have attended to the duties assigned them, and beg 
leave to submit the following report: 

A careful examination of the accounts from January 1, 
1898, to April, 1899, including verification of pay-rolls and 
checking of all bills for work and material, has been made, and 
the same found to be correct. The profit to the city during 
this period, as shown by enclosed statement, is $12,616.60, 
and the work, so far as the Committee can learn, is of superior 
quality, and has been performed in a satisfactory manner. 
While it is difficult to form a correct estimate of the cost of 
repairs made in many departments, we have found by esti- 
mates made upon plans and specifications submitted by the 
City Architectural Department, that the estimates of the 
Repair Division were lower than those submitted by outside 
contractors who were invited to bid in competition, and in 
some cases the work was performed at less than the estimated 
cost. 

In the opinion of the Committee, the establishment of the 
Repair Division has been a profitable undertaking for the 
city, and if its operations were large enough to enable it to 
purchase a larger machinery plant, and also purchase stock 
and materials in larger quantities, the Division would be able 
to do better service for the city. 

The system of book-keeping should be changed from single 
to double entry, as the present method does not show the 
affairs of the Division in such a complete form as is de- 
sirable; and we recommend that this change be made, and 
the.accounts so arranged, that the amounts due to, and by the 
Division, together with the approximate standing of the 
Division, can be easily and correctly ascertained.

DEAR Srr,— I have made an examination of the accounts 
of the Repairs Division of the Public Buildings Department 
of the city of Boston, and beg to submit the following 
report: 

My examination has covered the period from January, 
1898, the beginning of the Division, to April 1, 1899, and 
has included: trst.— The addition of all pay-rolis as 
shown on the original pay-roll books, and the verification of 
their amount by the original paid pay-roll sheets in the City 
Auditor’s office.

REPORT OF JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


ON 


INVESTIGATION OF RAINSFORD ISLAND. 


CirTy OF BOsTON 
In Common COUNCIL, July 13, 1899. 


The special committee, appointed by both branches of the 
City Council to investigate certain charges made against the 
Board of Trustees of Children’s Institutions with reference 
to their management of the House of Reformation at Rains- 
ford Island, have finished their hearings and respectfully 
submit the following report: 

Mayor Quincy, in his statement on the appointment of the 
members of the unpaid boards, in the daily papers of June 
15, 1897, guaranteed to the public trained intelligence for the 
performance of each function of these boards, including the 
Trustees for Children, who are in control of the House 
of Reformation at Rainsford Island. In investigating this 
latter institution we have now fairly tried, after two years 
of costly experiment, the principle on which the free boards 
are based. ‘The issues are clearly drawn between the City 
Government and the new school of reformers. The 
question to be answered, a question purely and simply 
of home rule, is whether the people of Boston are to have 
anything to do with their public institutions, or whether 
these are to be handed over to the so-called scientific influ- 
ences which operate in this board. ‘There were five distinct 
guarantees given to the public in Mayor Quincy’s statement 
in behalf of the Board of Trustees for Children. First, 
the juvenile wards of the city were to be under the close 
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supervision of persons who had a thorough training and ex- 
perience in charity and philanthropy. Second, their intellects 
and minds were to be trained under the supervision of expert 
educators. Third, an expert in children’s diseases was to be 
appointed to look after the sanitary interests of the institu- 
tion and the health of itsinmates. Fourth, this board should 
contain at least two business men, which would insure careful 
financial management, and finally, political affihations were 
not to be considered in the making up of this board, for, said 
Mayor Quincy, “I am sure that party politics will in no way 
influence their actions.” 

In many instances these guarantees have not been sus- 
tained by facts. Your committee found the Superintendent 
of the Institution at Rainsford Island guilty of several grave 
errors of judgment. Among them may be mentioned the 
construction, in the attic of the main building, of a cell for 
the confinement of boys. This was located in such a position 
that in case of fire there would be no possibility of escape for 
the unfortunates who should happen to be confined there. 
Your committee consider this a most serious mistake and 
deserving of the gravest censure. 

We find a wholesale system of impudent evasion of the 
civil service laws, in order to exclude Boston people from 
employment, which cannot be too severely criticised. By 
this system the trustees were enabled to make their own 
selections, on grounds predetermined upon, and to appoint 
their friends to places for which no justification can be found 
in the proper economy of the institution, coupled with which 
was the policy of comparatively high salaries for the positions 
which they thus filled. 

From the testimony of three of these individuals, appointed 
under these conditions, viz., ‘“* Baker, Athletic Instructor,” 
“ Fisher, Instructor of Military Drill,” and ** Davis, Assistant 
Superintendent,” we learn that the duties of the three posi- 
tions which they fill could be discharged by one person. 
Your committee recommend the discharge of two of these 
officers, namely, Messrs. Baker and Fisher. The educational 
interests of the institution we find seriously injured by the 
fads, theories and favoritism which are used in the manage- 
ment of the schools. We found five female teachers in 
charge of the schools, who, between vacations, weekly leaves 
of absence and holidays, have been away from the Institution 
about thirty weeks of the school year, and their work or 
influence during all this time has been in no way available 
for the instruction of the pupils or for the order and disci- 
pline of the institution. Your committee recommend a male 
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teacher for principal, in order that there may be better dis- 
cipline in the institution. 

During the long period of summer vacation, places have 
been created for pupils of the Institute of Technology, viz, 
Leopold L. Cayvan, Irving Weeks and a certain young lady 
named Harriet Noyes, at salaries of $35 and $40 a month. 
It is believed that this course has been adopted by some of 
the trustees in order to make places at convenient times 
of the year for their friends. If it were necessary to give 
the boys at Rainsford Island instruction in chemistry, 
zodlogy, biology, vocal music, botany and drawing, as these 
young people profess to do, it would be best to insist on this 
instruction from the regular corps of teachers. 

Your committee protest against the using of any public 
institution of this city as a place to exploit the latest fads 
and vagaries in education, as appears to be the case in this 
institution. We owe a duty to its inmates which would 
make such a course little short of criminal. “ 

Your committee furthermore condemn the system which 
has been inaugurated, during the trustees’ incumbency, at 
the House of Reformation, which seems to aim at giving 
the pupils an indefinite smattering of almost everything and 
recommends a closer adherence to the common sense methods 
of a common school education, which would be certain to 
insure a better economy in management as well as_ better 
results in general. Your committee also recommend that 
the term of vacation at the House of Reformation. be as 
hitherto, that is to say, two weeks in the year. 

How have the important functions of caring for the health 
of the inmates and looking after the sanitation of the Insti- 
tution been performed? In these matters your committee 
discovered a condition highly discreditable to every one di- 
rectly responsible for the interests of the Institution, and 
for the welfare of its inmates and its employees, which calls 
for the gravest censure. 

Your committee found the conditions under which a 
number of employees were obliged to perform work at pauper 
salaries or for nothing so absolutely filthy as to be a serious 
menace to the health of every one on the Island. We 
brought to the attention of the superintendent and trustees 
an open water tank, into which articles of old clothing and 
food refuse were thrown, from time to time, and allowed to 
remain there indefinitely, the water from which was drunk 
daily, at morning and evening, by the boys in two of the 
dormitories, and which in all probability was the mysterious 
source of fevers and other troubles which made their appear- 
ance in the Institution.

A few of the many instances of gross neglect of the 
health and welfare of the individual inmates will suffice 
here. <A boy, one Gardella, incurred a serious injury to his 
left elbow, and was denied, for a period of about five weeks, 
the surgical treatment which he urgently needed. 

A boy named Keller was sent to the Institution in 
December, 1897, suffering from a disease of one of the eyes, 
contracted through a cold, which threatened the ultimate 
loss of its sight. Notwithstanding that members of this 
boy’s family made repeated requests for the special treatment 
and care which his case demanded, these requests were never 
eranted until after the investigation, upon which your com- 
mittee have the honor to report, had been started. The 
system of allowing a so-called band-master to have the care 
and dispensing of the medicine is nothing short of criminal 
negligence and cannot be too severely criticised. 

The citizens and taxpayers of Boston are not prone 
to complain of the reasonable expenditure of the public funds 
for all proper purposes, and in view of the high assurances 
which have been given for the financial wisdom and business 
ability at the disposal of the unpaid board in charge of the 
House of Reformation, it might, perhaps, be expected that 
direction of the financial and business interests of the Insti- 
tution, might afford at least some redeeming feature. 
Yet no wise and honest business man could be found 
in public or private life to expend funds of any description in 
the manner in which the city’s money has been applied at 
Rainsford Island within the last year. Many thousands of 
dollars have been squandered for which there are no practical 
results to show, and the facts indicate a financial recklessness 
and business incompetency which the most severe critic of 
the so-called unpaid boards could not have anticipated. 

Your committee, by reason of other important duties, 
have not had the time to examine fully into this part of the 
work, but deem the subject so important that they respect- 
fully recommend the appointment of a special committee, to 
examine all the bills for the repairs and additions at the 
House of Reformation, for the last and present fiscal year, and 
such other details of the financial management of that Insti- 
tution as may be deemed necessary, as, for instance, the hir- 
ing of a baker four months before she baked a loaf of bread, 
and the buying of yeast during a part of this time for 
the baking of 150 or more people, and throwing it daily over 
the sea wall. Your committee find that the Trustees, after 
six months costly experimenting, are baking the white bread 
for the Institution at a cost to the city of over $40 a month 
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more than it costs to buy the bread in Boston, and that they 
are not yet able to bake the brown bread, but have to bring 
this bread from Boston. 

The so-called athletic instructor, who does not instruct in 
athletics, but whose duty appears to consist in abusing and 
beating the boys, receives $40 a month for doing the work 
which was formerly performed by House Officer Leighton at 
a salary of $35 per month. He is assisted in his duties by 
the so-called baker, who does not bake, and they jointly try 
to accomplish the work formerly done by Officer Leighton. 
This is a simple illustration of the many financial mistakes 
made by this board. 

Your committee found, on investigation, many cases of 
severe cruelty, notwithstanding the stereotyped testimony 
of the paid subordinates of the Trustees, whose utter lack of 
knowledge of law and reforming of boys cannot be too 
severely criticised. 

The many improvements which were made since the begin- 
ning of this investigation is evidence of the bad condition of 
the Institution. 

The re-establishment in a reformatory of a dark solitary 
cell for the confinement of these children, after the same had 
been abandoned in the Penal Institutions, and which is con- 
trary to law, is, in the opinion of your committee, a step back- 
wards and a blot on the fair name of our honored city, and 
demands the most severe censure. 

Mayor Quincy, who made the statement that political affili- 
ations in making up the unpaid boards would in no way 
influence their action, has generously redeemed this promise 
by placing these boards in the hands of persons who, while 
representing no organized political party, show by their 
actions their lack of thorough knowledge necessary for 
membership on a board charged with such responsibilities. 

To secure perfect adjustment and harmonious organization 
on the broadest principles of modern philanthropy educated 
and enlightened sympathizers with wage-earners were placed 
on the Board of Trustees to see that the interest of the em- 
ployees should not be neglected. Nevertheless, citizens of 
Boston are employed at the House of Reformation at pauper 
salaries, under conditions which are a disgrace to the city and 
which cannot be wiped out too soon, while non-citizens, whose 
offices are not essential to the business of the Institution, 
under the favor of the trustees, are employed at compara- 
tively liberal salaries. Thousands of dollars belonging to the 
citizens have been wasted by the financiers of the Board of 
Trustees at the House of Reformation in the past year, 
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while they may have saved a few hundred dollars to the 
city at the expense of nurturing in the Institution a condi- 
tion of white slavery, which cannot be otherwise than subver- 
sive, to a large extent, to the legitimate purposes of reform. 
Our honored city cannot afford to be placed in any of its de- 
partments in the position of a shylock which makes a pitiful 
commerce on human necessities, and any kind of reform must 
needs be spurious when it stoops to methods which perpetu- 
ate the errors which it is the aim of reform to obviate or 
remove. 

Your committee is emphatically opposed to any adminis- 
tration of our public institutions by which they are not fully 
accessible to the common people through their duly accredited 
and elected representatives, and through other proper chan- 
nels; and they are particularly opposed to such an adminis- 
tration as represented by the Trustees for Children. 

In response to the public demand for better treatment of 
the unfortunate in our public institutions two years ago, the 
class who constituted the movement represented by the 
unpaid boards, so called, came into the gap with the brightest 
possible endorsements from the chief executive and them- 
selves. What are the results? We find this class eminently 
respectable and well-intentioned, but their aims and methods 
are fraught with insidious dangers. The civil-service law is 
not a law unto them, although among them are to be found 
some of its self-constituted guardians, and they hold the city 
ordinances in contempt. - 

The example which this body of pre-eminent and enlight- 
ened reformers give of disrespect for law and order in the 
community would be a serious menace to public morals if 
permitted to go unrebuked. 

The “Boston Herald’s” editorial of February 6, 1899, 
warned the public that the free boards were likely to prove 
more expensive to the city than salaried heads of departments. 
Your committee believe that during the past year the 
House of Reformation at Rainsford Island, under the charge 
of the Board of Children’s Trustees, has cost to maintain, a 
much larger sum of money than it would if under the charge 
of a paid commission. 

In the unpaid boards an expensive policy of foolish experi- 
ment is continually going on. In the unpaid boards, instead 
of experts, as promised, we have amateurs. 

Your committee have, with regret, compared the confusion 
of these boards with the orderly methods which prevail in 
the Penal Institutions Department. 

Your committee would call special attention to the amazing 


methods by which the testimony offered by the paid subor- 
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dinates of the board was given to the committee. To those 
who were present at’any of the public hearings given by the 
committee, it was self-evident from the manner in which 
they testified that the witnesses had been coached and in- 
structed as to what they were to say. 

At the last hearing, held in City Hall, paid subordinates, 
dependent upon the Trustees for employment, were called 
to state that the administration was perfect, and that the 
boys were happy, in order to contradict an ex-watchman of 
the Institution, who was compelled to leave because he would 
not shut his eyes to the facts and keep quiet. Under these 
circumstances your committee feel justified in stating that 
the greater part of the testimony presented by the Trustees 
is unreliable, especially so from those persons for whom indi- 
vidual members of the Board of Trustees had succeeded in 
finding places at the House of Reformation. Under these 
conditions it is almost impossible for the public at any time 
to find out what is going on at the Institution. In order to 
insure proper responsibility, a wise, economic and safe ad- 
ministration, and freedom from theoretic vagaries in the 
management of children’s institutions, your committee find 
that it will be necessary to have a paid agent or agents at 
the head of such institutions, and so respectfully recom- 
mend.

. RAINSFORD ISLAND, April 25, 1899. 
HEARING BEFORE THE JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON INVESTIGATION OF RAINSFORD ISLAND IN- 
STITUTIONS, IN REGARD TO THE MANAGEMENT 
OF SAID INSTITUTIONS. 


PRESENT: The following members of the Committee: 
Aldermen Drxon (Chairman), CoDMAN and ADAMS; Coun- 
cilmen LINEHAN, CHAMBERLAIN, BORDMAN and Cuppy, — 
and the following members of the Board of Trustees of Chil- 
dren’s Institutions Department: Messrs. LAMB (Chairman), 
O’HARE and Putnam, Mrs. Quinn, Mrs. DEWEY, and 
Miss CHEEVER. Clerk of Committees, Mr. JOHN F. DEVER. 


Mr. Lams. — Mr. Chairman, I understand that this inves- 
tigation is to be an investigation of this Institution. I ask 
that the Supermtendent of the Institution remain in the 
room while the charges against the Institution are made. I 
think the accused has a right to hear of what he is accused. 

Mr. LinEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to make a 
statement, — that the charges are brought against the Trus- 
tees, and the charges are mismanagement, and there is no 
charge brought against the Superintendent. We will hear 
the Superintendent as a witness, but I do object to the Su- 
perintendent remaining here while the boys testify. I don’t 
object to the Trustees, but I do to the Superintendent. ~ 

Mr. LAms. — That is not the point, Mr. Chairman, at all. 

Mr. LineHAN. — And I don’t think it is a good idea for 
the Trustees to try to throw obstacles in the way of the 
Committee at this time. 

Alderman CopmMANn. — Mr. Chairman, I wish to say that 
I don’t understand the Councilman’s position to be exactly 
that of not being willing to have the Superintendent of the 
Institution hear what he claims the mismanagement to be, 
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but that he does not want him to be present so that he can 
hear the testimony of the witnesses, or anything of that sort. 
I presume he has something in the way of a statement as to 
the reasons upon which he bases his inquiry into the question 
of mismanagement, abuse of the boys, or something of that 
sort; and that I presume he is willing that the Superintend- 
ent should hear, and I think it is perfectly right that he should 
hear that. But I don’t think that the Superintendent should 
be here while we are having any cross-examination of wit- 
nesses. 

Mr. LAms. —I have not asked for that. I am not asking 
his presence during the cross-examination of witnesses. I 
simply ask that he may hear the charges brought against the 
management of the institution. That is all. 

Mr. LineEHAN. — And I desire to say, Mr. Chairman, that 
the charge is mismanagement, and the burden now lies on 
the committee to prove it. 

Mr. LAMB. —I suppose there are certain charges in relation 
to mismanagement in one way or the other. “That is a very 
general term. 

Mr. Cuppy. — Mr. Chairman, I certainly shall have to ob- 
ject to the Superintendent staying here to hear the charges 
read. I think it is a case of “forewarned, forearmed,” and 
I don’t believe in having the Superintendent listen to the 
charges. 

The CHAIRMAN. —I would like to say that I think it is 
nothing more than right that the Superintendent should be 
here to hear the charges. When the witnesses come in, I 
should think that we ought then to exclude the Superintend- 
ent 

Mr. LAms.—I couldn’t hear that last statement, Mr. 
Chairman. 

The CHAIRMAN. —I say I think it is nothing more than 
right that the Babes muencent should be here when the charge 
is read. 

Mr. LAMB. — That is all I am asking, Mr. Chairman. 

The CHAIRMAN. — When the witnesses come in, I think 
the Superintendent should be shut out. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — Mr. Chairman, I move that no 
paid official be allowed to be present while the boys are being 
examined. 

Mr, LINEHAN. —I second the motion, Mr. Chairman. 

The motion was carried. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Mr. Ghitiraiand I would like to 
ask you if this investigation is not the result of an order 
passed, or something of the sort? If so, I would like to hear 
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the order read, if it can be produced, so that we may know 
exactly how we stand on the matter. I was not present at 
the time when it was passed. 

Mr. DEvER.— The order is simply that a joint special 
committee be appointed to investigate the management of 
Rainsford Island. ‘That is the gist of it. 

Alderman CopMAN.—I see, then, no reason why we 
should not go ahead now. 

Mr. Cuppy. — The only objection is to the presence of 
the Superintendent of the Institution. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Let us proceed, then, at once. 

The CHAtRMAN.—Will the gentleman call the witnesses 
now and open the hearing ? 

Mr. LAms. — Well, what do I understand the situation 
to be now? 

Mr. DEvEeR. — It has been voted that no paid officials of 
the institution be allowed to remain in the room during the 
examination of witnesses. 

Mr. Lams. — Then the Superintendent will be requested 
to retire. 

Mr. Dever. — During the examination of the boys, of the 
witnesses. | 

Mr. LAMB. — Well, but you will allow him to remain 
during the reading of the charges ? 

Mr. LINEHAN. — I move you, sir, that Mr. Sanderson, the 
ex-officer, be allowed to remain here while the Superintendent 
is here. 

The CHAIRMAN. — If there is no objection to that. 

Dr. Putnam. — Well, I don’t know about that. It seems 
to me that Mr. Sanderson is a witness in the case, and I 
never heard of witnesses being admitted to hear the testi- 
mony of other witnesses. 

The CHAIRMAN. — We are not going to allow him to be 
present during the examination of witnesses, but only while 
charges are being read. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — But there are no charges to be read. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Well, then, we will proceed with the 
examination of witnesses. 

Mr. LINEHAN. —I will state that we propose to call Mr. 
Anthony as a witness, and he is the first witness. 

Mr. Lams. — Do I understand that there are no charges 
against the institution ? 

Mr. LineHAN. — No charges to be read. Quite a number 
are made. 

Mr. LAms. —I don’t know how charges are to be replied 
to unless we can know what they are. If we are not to know 
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what the charges are, I don’t know why we are summoned \ 
here. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — It seems to me we are going away 
around Robin Hood’s barn, and I see no reason for wasting 
any more time here. I don’t see any objection to Mr. San- 
derson being here until Mr. Anthony is requested to leave 
the room while the boys are being examined, and that while 
the examination of the witnesses is in progress they both be 
requested to leave the room. For that reason I move that 
Mr: Sanderson be allowed to remain in the room until the 
boys are called for examination, and when we have acted on 
that we can then proceed to work. 

Dr. Putnam. —I think the Trustees would wish to enter 
a protest on that. It seems extremely improper that anyone 
who is going to testify with regard to what has happened 
here should be put in such a position that he can modify his 
testimony to suit what has been said. Of course, I don’t 
mean to say that Mr. Sanderson would do that, but that 
would be the position that a person is put in who is allowed 
to hear the evidence of other persons. 

Mr. LAms. — Do I understand that Mr. Sanderson has 
been sent for? 

The CHAIRMAN. — The motion is ready to be put. 

Dr. Putnam. — Is Mr. Sanderson requested to remain in 
the room now ? . 

The CHAIRMAN (to Mr. Sanderson). — Step out a moment, 
please. (Mr. Sanderson left the room.) 

Alderman ApbAms.-— Mr. Chairman, in regard to what 
Dr. Putnam has just said, I say it is just as fair to have Mr. 
Sanderson in the room as Mr. Anthony at the present time. 
Mr. Anthony will undoubtedly go on the stand to testify, 
and probably Mr. Sanderson will also do so, and I think it is 
just as fair to have one here as the other. 

Dr. Putnam. — The question is whether Mr. Sanderson 
is on trial or not. I don’t understand that he is. 

Alderman ApDAms.— And, as has been said before, Mr. 
Anthony is not on trial. The charges are mismanagement 
of the Institution on the part of the Trustees, and we have no 
charges to make against Mr. Anthony particularly. He 
will be called as a witness, no doubt, to say what he has to 
say about the matter. I don’t know of any charges against 
Mr. Anthony. We have nothing to do with Mr. Anthony, 
but look to the Trustees of the Institution. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — Mr. Chairman, it seems to me that 
the Trustees are trying to throw everything possible in the 
way of our getting to work. They have nothing more to do 
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with this investigation than a babe unborn ; and it seems to 
me that they are trying to obstruct the procedure to the best of 
their ability. I think we have a right to carry the investiga- 
tion on as we see fit; and, without any more needless talk 
about the matter, I move the previous question. 

The main question was ordered, and it was voted that Mr. 
Sanderson be admitted to the room. 
Ir. Chairman, I simply wish to enter a pro- 


test against this. 

Alderman ApAms.— Mr. Chairman, I now move that we 
proceed with the hearing as rapidly as possible, as our time 
is limited. 

Mr. LinrH An. — Mr. Chairman, I would like to have the 
Superintendent here. 


SUPERINTENDENT JOHN C. ANTHONY. — Sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. Linen AN.)—What is your name, sir ? 

A. John C. Anthony. 

@. Where did you come from? Where was your resi- 
dence before you came to this institution ? 

A. New Britain, Connecticut. Previous to that I was a 
resident of Boston — the year before that. 
What is your salary, Mr. Anthony ? 
$1,500.

A. The system means that he must earn five thousand 
merits before he is allowed to be released from the Island. 

@. Suppose a boy gets ten merits, how long does that 
keep him back ? 

A. It puts him ahead one day. 

@. And if he is docked ten merits ? 

A. It puts him back one day. 

Q. Ten merits is one day ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Then you have a right to fine a boy one hundred 
merits and keep him back ten days ?

And have a right to dock a boy one thousand merits 
and keep him back one hundred days ? 

A. IfI should think proper. It has never been done. 

@. You know, Mr. Anthony, that a number of boys have 
been punished on the Island lately, do you not ? 

A. A good many have been punished. 

Q. All by you? 

A. By me, or in my presence — when I was away from the 
Island by somebody acting for me. 

(. Kindly state to the committee the names of the other 
officers who punished the boys in your presence ? 

A. Mr. Boyd—well, I may make a general statement, 
that any of the men are liable to be called upon to do it if I 
wish them to. 

Q. In fact, about all the officers punish the boys, do they? 

A. In my presence. 

Q. About all the officers punish the boys? 

A. <Any of the men are liable to be called upon for that 
purpose. 

What do you use to punish the boys ? 

A rattan. 

Ever use a strap? 

Did the first two weeks I was here —a leather strap. 
Have you that strap here now? 
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Yes, sir. 

Can you produce it ? 

Yes, sir. 

Who made it ? 

The shoemaker. 

What sort of a looking thing was it? 
Two pieces of leather sewed together. 
Sewed together ? 

Yes, sir. 

No rivets in it? 

No, sir. 

Who-was the boy you beat with the strap — the feeble- 
minded boy? 

A. I don’t know to whom you refer. 

Q. Who is it that gives out the medicine here, Mr. 
Anthony ? 

A. Fisher does, when the doctor doesn’t come over. 

(). How often does the doctor come ? 

A. Whenever he is called upon. 

(. How often has he called here? 

A. On an average two or three times a week, through 
the month. 

How do you call him? 

By telephone. 

How is the telephone to-day ? 

All right. 

How has it been all winter? 

A number of times I couldn’t get any communication. 
When I first came here they couldn't get Central. I was 
called up by Central every hour. 

Q. Couldn’t get Winthrop ? 

A. No; that was my Central. I could call up other 
people around the islands, but my bell wouldn’t go there. 
Since that the cable was carried away entirely — both my 
cable from here to Long Island and from Long to Deer 
Island — so that neither of these two islands have had any 
telephonic communication. 

Q. How do you account for the fact that people tele- 
phoning from the city cannot get any communication with 
this island ? 

A. Well, the telephone from Long Island to Deer Island 
has been up for several weeks, but my cable from here to 
Long Island is working. I can call up Long Island. 

(. That has been working all winter? 

A. No; there was a period when my cable was broken 
and I couldn’t get any communication, couldn’t get any one.

@. Do you remember a boy who complained of being 
sick a short time ago and who was sent to Long Island ? 

A. Well, several boys have been sent under those 
conditions.

A. We would do what we could, and if it was thought 
best we would telephone for the doctor, and would be ready 
to get him over in a rowboat. 

@. How could you telephone for the doctor and have 
him come over when the boat doesn’t run in the night? 

A. We couldn’t unless we used some signals, but the 
other way would be to get Joe from the Rock to row over.

How many boys fave you in the Institution? 

One hundred and twenty-nine—two in the hospital. 
You have no resident physician here?

Several years — I don’t know how long. 

And this is the first time he has ever got a salary? 
No, sir. 

It is the first time since you have been here ? 

Yes, sir. 

And he was getting no salary when you were first 
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here ? 
A. --No, ‘wir, 
(). And he is now getting five dollars a month? 
A. Yes, sir. 
@. He is a licensed engineer ? 
A. A licensed fireman. 


@. Where does he sleep, Mr. Anthony ? 

A. In the room you saw in the cottage. 

(. How often does the engineer go to town, Mr. Anthony ? 
» A. Mr. Downey has not been to town more than twice. 

@. I mean Mr. West? 

A. Twice, I ' think, certainly —twice, I think three 
times.

How long has he remained away ? 

A. day or two. 

Two days sometimes ? 

Never two nights. 

Don’t you think it rather a risky thing to place the 


care “of a powerful engine in the hands of a man who only 
has a license as a fireman and who is getting only five dollars 
a month ? 
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I consider him reliable. 

You do, and you only pay him five dollars a month? 
Yes, sir; that is all. 

Now, Mr. Anthony, how about the cells in the build- 


I have no room used for a cell. 

Did you ever lock a boy up? 

Yes, sir. 

Where? 

In the closet under the stairs. 

How long did you keep him there ? 

He was there from late one evening until morning — 


visited every hour and given an opportunity to come out; the 
door had a large square opening in it and he was taken out 
just after dinner the next day. 


@. How many hours was he there, Mr. Anthony ? 

A. Sixteen or seventeen hours. 

(). Was he there in the day time? 

A. Yes, sir; part of the time. 

. In the night time? 

A. Part of one night, yes, sir — placed there late in the 
evening. 

@. Was he placed there in the day before the night or 


the night before the day ? 
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The night before the day. 

And kept in there until the night afterwards ? 
No, sir; until after dinner. 

When was that, Mr. Anthony ? 

I think the thirteenth day of February. 

Last February ? 

Yes, sir. 

How long were you on the island then, Mr. Anthony ? 
Since the second day of January. 

Was he put there according to your orders ? 
Yes, sir. 

You didn’t have him handcuffed ? 

No, sir. 

What did you feed him on? 
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A. Bread and water. 

Q. How many meals did you feed him on bread and 
water ? 

Three. 

How old was the boy ? 

Fourteen. 

W hat is his name? 

Patrick Sliney. 
. What offence was he put there for? 

Set fire in the building —in one of the sanitaries in 
wooden building. 

How did he start the fire? 

With papers. 

And what else ? 

Matches. 

What was his object, do you know ? 

I couldn’t say ; naturally to burn the Institution. 

Well, what closet was it you locked him in — that 
one down there with the brushes ? 

Aj Yes, sir: 

@. How do you account for the door there now ? 

A. The other one was taken off and this one put on, to 
make a closet for this purpose. 

(. How long ago did you start on that ? 

A. A month ago. 

Q. Is it a fact that when you knew the City Govern- 
ment intended to investigate the Island you made that into a 
closet ? 


the 
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A. No, sir. 

@. You had no such intention in doing it? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Now, Mr. Anthony, did you ever give orders to hand- 
cuff a boy? 


A. In one case. 

Q. What case was that ? 

A. The case of Frank Gottlich, who has three times 
escaped from the Island, and who made another attempt at 
that time. When I came here, this boy was handcuffed to 
the bed with others who had attempted to escape. After 
being here a week, I took off the handcuffs, and told them 
that as long as things went all right with those boys I 
shouldn’t put them on again, for which they seemed grate- 
ful. Gottlich soon after made this attempt to lead some of 
the boys off on the ice when the harbor was full of ice. I 
had the boats in the open water. For three nights I put the - 
cuffs on and took them off. 
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@. Where was he sleeping? 

A. In the third dormitory, middle room, second bed in 
the row from this end. 

(. Handcuffed in the bed or to the bed ? 

A. To the bed, as has always been the custom. 

Q. What was the boy’s name ? 

A. Frank Gottlich. 

@. You have a small boy Bete by the name of Charley 
Brown, a colored boy ? 
Yes, sir. 
How old is he? 
Eleven or twelve. 
Do you know what he is here for? 
I do not. 
Did you ever put him in solitary confinement ? 
I put him in for three hours. 
What for? 
For filthiness. His clothing was constantly in such 
a condition that it could not be borne with. It had always 
been so since the time I came, and since that time he has 
given no trouble whatever in that way. 

Q. Did you ever have a doctor examine that boy? 

‘A. Yossi sir 

Q. What did he say was the matter with him? 

A. Said: “ We have a great many things of that sort ; 
there is no need of his doing that’’—and that he was all 
right. 
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Did you feed him during those three hours ? 

That was between meals. 

Did you give him anything to eat during that time ? 
It was between meals. 

Did you feel justified in putting a boy eleven years 
old i in solitary confinement ? 

A. I tried every other means, and it was useless. I was 
satisfied this boy could stop that business, and was justified 
by the outcome 

@. Just a moment — simply answer my questions. 

A. That is what I am trying to do. 

Q. Well, answer them “yes” or “no.” These lengthy 
statements take up lots of time. I asked if you felt justified 
in placing the boy in solitary confinement. 

Yes, sir. 

What cell did you put him in? 

The same one that Patrick Sliney was in. 
The one you are now using for a closet ? 
Yes, sir. 
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(). The one that there is no ventilation in? 

A. ‘There is no ventilation now. ‘There was then. 

Q. Now, Mr. Anthony, how many hours a day do the 
school teachers work ? 

A. They are on duty for five and one-half hours in the 
school-room, whichis half an hour longer than for corre- 
sponding work in the city. 

Q. Just a moment. How many hours are they on duty? 
I am not speaking about corresponding work. 

A. Five and one-half hours, five days in the week, and 
two evenings one and one-quarter hours. 

Q. Where do the school teachers go when they get 
through teaching school Friday night? 

A. They go away or stay, just as they choose. 

Q. What time do they have to be back Monday morn- 
ing? 

aN In time for the opening of school. 

Q. Now, Mr. Anthony, on how many boys do Ue inflict 
corporal punishment on an average ? 

A. There have been some weeks when there - were only 
one or two cases, one week when there was no case, one 
week when there was only one case. There was a time, 
when I came here, that the school was in open insurrection, 
and I had a hard time. 

(J. What was the cause of that? 

A. I could not say. 

(. ‘The school was in open insurrection ? 

A. ‘ Yes, sir. 

(. The boys were boisterous and raising the deuce in 
general ? 

A. Worse than that. Every time an officer’s back was 
turned there was trouble. 

Q@. I would like to ask you, Mr. Anthony, why you gave 
Officer Sanderson an order on the City Treasurer ? 

A. Because he asked me for his pay. I told him that the. 
proper way to obtain his salary was to wait until the pay-roll 
came back, after the paymaster came down the harbor, and 
then draw his salary, the same as any officer would who was 
not on the island. He told me of cases of which he had 
known where a man was discharged and an order was given 
direct on the Treasurer. I told him I didn’t think it would 
be of any use, but I would give him an order and he could 
see whether it was worth anything. I didn’t know about it. 
I was ignorant of whether or not it was worth anything. 

Q. You didn’t know whether you could give.an order on 
the City Treasurer or not? 
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Yes, sir; I was ignorant on that point. 

As to whether it would be recognized ? 

Yes, sir. 

But you gave the order just the same ? 

Yes, sir. I told Sanderson to see whether my name 
on the document was worth anything. 

(. Let me ask you why you didn’t give an order on the 
Trustees, so as to see whether it would meet with their ap- 
proval ? 

A. He asked me if I would give an order on the City 
Treasurer, and he told me it was a correct thing for me to do. 

Q. Didn’t you think it was rather a dangerous thing for 
a man coming from New Britain to give an order on the City 
Treasurer ? 

A. I didn’t know whether it was the correct thing to do 
or not. Mr. Sanderson asked me to give the order, and I 
did so. . 

Q. (By Mr. Cuppy.) I would like to ask Mr. Anthony 
a question. In regard to these boys handcuffed to the bed, 
in case of fire how could they make their escape ? 

A. There were two officers in that dormitory with keys 
to the padlocks and to the entrance. 

(). There was more than one boy? 

A. WhenI came there were three, I think — three or four. 

Q. There is none now? 

A. There have been none since a week or ten days after 
Icame. I took the handcuffs all off with this one exception 
of which I have told you. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) You said you were in New 
Britain a year, or about a year? 

A. Iwas in New Britain a year and four months. 

(). You went to New Britain from Boston ? 

1, REIN Gs Fae 

@. Were you connected with any institutions of this sort 
in New Britain? 

A. No, sir— public school work — Principal of the Cen- 
tral Grammar School there, and Supervisor of the lower 
grade schools. 

@. What was your business before you went to New 
Britain, when you were here ? 

A. Assistant Superintendent of Thompson’s Island Farm 
School. 

Q. (By Mr. BorpMAN.) Mr. Anthony, what are the 
rules of the institution as to inspection of buildings daily ? 

A. There are no set times, as I don’t consider that best. 
The house officer has charge of the main institution. One 
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of the assistant matrons has charge of the officers’ rooms, and 
I make a tour of the Island and buildings myself. 

Q. Do you observe the cleanliness of the buildings daily, 
yourself ? 

A. I pay attention to it; yes, sir. I attempt to have 
them as clean as possible. 

@. Had you been into the lower room in the cottage — 
the back room of the cottage — this morning ? 

A. I had not. 

@. Then you were not aware of the filthy condition of 
the room? 

A. I was not. 

Q. Mr. Anthony, what are the rules as to boys leaving 
the dormitory during the night, after they have gone to bed; 
that is, leaving the room for sanitary purposes? 

A. The boys are given a chance directly they go up to 
bed to go to the sanitary, and they go in line. After that, 
if there is any necessity, they ask the watchman in charge. 

Q. They go without escort? 

A. The watchman is there where he can see them. 

Q. Ifa boy wished to drink from the faucets in the upper 
tank, there would be no one to prevent, whether or no a boy 
could drink from the faucets there without being stopped ? 

A. Well, if a boy was up there and saw fit to drink from 
those faucets he could do so, the same as he could from other 
faucets where the water is used for washing purposes; but the 
boys understand that that water is not to be used for drink- 
ing purposes, and it has not been so used to my knowledge. 

@. Is there any other arrangement made to give the boys 
drinking water during the night? 

A. Not in that dormitory. 

Q. What is the system of military drill here, Mr. An- 
thony, or military instruction ? 

A. The military drill-master has charge of the boys at 
such times as can be arranged for military drill, giving them 
as far as possible the regulation military drills. The work 
has not been taken up to any great extent. The work has 
been chiefly with the lines passing from one place to another 
— passing in to school and out of school. The regular drill 
is given every morning early after breakfast, and if at any 
other time the boys can be used for that purpose it is taken 
up. Instead of the boys passing in mobs, as they formerly 
did, they pass in lines. 

. That answers the question. Now, in view of the 
fact that your telephone is frequently out of order and there 
is no other means of communicating with Long or Deer 
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Islands, have you directed the military instructor, or has he 
made any provision, to use any system of signals ? 

I have made provision for such signals. 

Is that a part of the military work ? 

No, sir; arranged between Howard and myself. 

Not military ? 

No, siz. 

Howard ? 

Howard is at Long Island. 

(By Alderman Day.) Is that bandmaster a regis- 
ter ed pharmacist ! ? 

A. He is not. 

Q. (By Alderman ApdAms.) Do you allow the officers 
to choke the boys, place their hands upon them, shake them 
or assault them in any way ? 

A. No, sir; my rules to govern my officers provide that 
they shall not place hands on boys unless an assault is made 
upon them by any of the larger boys, and if at any time it 
is absolutely necessary to place hands on boys to make a 
written report to me. 

Q. You don’t know of any case abet. that has been done 
since you have been Superintendent ? 

A. Choking? 

Q: .Yes. 

A. No, sir; I don’t know of any case where it has ever 
béen done. 

(. , Do you know of any case where there has ever been a 
written report made to you in regard to that, where an 
officer has choked a boy ? 

An “Nose. 

@. (By Mr. Linenan.) Mr. Anthony, do you remem- 
ber of a boy who complained to the Trustees about the cook 
chasing him the other night ? 

Aili do: 

(). What did you say to the Trustees ? 

Mr. Lams. — I object. 

Q. (By Mr. LineHan.) Do you remember a boy making 
a complaint to the Trustees that the cook chased him with 
a knife, Mr. Anthony ? 

A. Such complaint was made last Thursday. 

(At this point the bugle was sounded.) 

Q. How many times a day do they blow that bugle? 

A. I can have it stopped. 

Q. How many times a day do they blow the bugle ? 

A. They have a number of calls for different things, 
when the boys make a change from one place to another. 
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Q. How many times ? 

A. About thirty times, I think. I have a programme 
which will show you that part of thesystem, Instead of the 
whistle they used to use, they have a bugle. 

Mr. BoRDMAN. —I would like to have the order of calls 
before the Committee, with the military instructor present, 
later on. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) In reference to that boy who com- 
plained to the Trustees about the cook chasing him with a 
knife — when was that ? 

A. I think last Thursday. } 

Q. Did you say anything to the boy about complaining 
to the Trustees ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. That if he did he would be chastised ? 

A. No, sir; I have not said anything of the kind. 

Q. Is it true that the cook chased him with a knife? 

A. I don’t know. 

Q. You said a moment ago that you had heard of a boy 
complaining to the Trustees about that ? 

A. Yes, sir; complained to the Trustees last Thursday. 

Q. You didn’t answer my question ? 

A. I say the boy complained to the Trustees last 
Thursday. 

Q. Well, is it so that the cook did chase him with a 
knife? 

A. Not that I know of. No such complaint has ever 
been brought to me. 

Q. Why did the boy complain to the Trustees that the 
cook chased him with a knife, if the cook didn’t chase him? 

A. No such complaint has ever been brought to my 
attention, Mr. Linehan. I don’t know anything about it. 
I believe there was something said to the Trustees about it. 

Q. Isn’t it customary for you to look into scrapes like 
that ? 

A. The thing was not reported to me. 

Q. Anything that is not reported to you you don’t 
bother your head about ? 

A. No'such thing was reported to me. 

Q. Did you hear about it? 

A. Iheard of the boy making some complaint about it 
to the ‘Trustees. 

Q. Did you investigate it? 

A. I did not; I don’t think there is anything serious 
in it. | 
Q. Don’t you think it rather a serious thing for the cook 
to chase a boy with a knife? 
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A. It was never done. 

Q. Do you know whether it was or was not, by 
investigation ? 

A. I know it was not done—didn’t make a formal 
investigation. 

Did you ask the boy? 

I asked the cook. 

What did the cook say? 

That nothing of the sort occurred. 

Why not ask the boy? 

Because the complaint didn’t come to me. 

Don’t you consider that there are two sides to all 
stories? 

A. Yes, sir; in this case I passed it over. 

Q. (By Mr. BorpMAN.) In regard to the dirt in the 
room on the lower floor of the cottage, how long could that 
have been left there without being found — without being 
noticed by you? 

A. Well, a few days. 

Q. <A few days? 

A. Yes, sir; two or three days. 

(. And how long could the hole under the floor, which 
is in the main room, the lower room of the cottage, have 
remained in an unhealthy and filthy condition, and unsanitary 
condition, without being discovered by you—vwhere the 
ashes are and the smell is so offensive ? 

A. I couldn’t say. 

Q. You at brief, regular times, make a rigid inspection 
of the buildings? That is part of your system? 

A. I make a complete tour of the main _ buildings 
every day. 

Q. That is all — but not of the minor buildings ? 

A. Not of one or two of the minor buildings. The 
blacksmith’s shop I perhaps go into once a week —some- 
times perhaps every day, but no regular times. 

Q. You don’t make it a point then, to visit every build- 
ing on the premises which is occupied for living purposes 
within two days or three days ? 

A. I visit them all within three days; yes, sir. 

Q. But you didn’t make such a rigid inspection that you 
discovered the filthy condition of the gottage ? 

A. I meant to. 

Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) In reference to that 
cottage, where the fireman and somebody else sleeps, we saw 
two iron beds upstairs there this morning ? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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(. How long have those two beds been there? 

A; One ever since I have been here, one there about 
a week. 

Q. How many men slept in the room before the second 
bed was put in? 

A. Two. | 

@. Where did the man sleep who didn’t have an 
iron bed? 

A. There was another bed there that, at the request of 
the man who slept in it, had never been put up. ‘The legs 
had never been put on the bed, but it was left on the floor, 
with the mattresses on top and without the legs under it. 
It was by his own request that it was left that way. 

Q. That is, he slept on the floor ? 

A. Yes, sir; by his own request. 

Q. (By Mr. Cuppy.) Whether you ever heard of a boy 
being struck by a billy or a blackjack ? 
eNO. EnLr: 

Fred Novak — you never heard of that? 

That boy was struck once. 

He was struck once ? 

Yes, sir. 

With a billy or a blackjack ? 

With a billy, a regular billy, which officers are allowed 
to carry. May I state under what conditions ? 

Q. No; nothing more. 

The CHAIRMAN. — I would like to hear the conditions. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) I would like to know why 
he was struck with a billy instead of ‘being given other 
punishinent ? 

A. This boy was one of four who attempted to escape 
two weeks ago last Saturday night. He is one of the largest 
boys on the Island. He made threats to split the head of 
any officer who should oppose him in any way. He had 
been planning for some time to escape, and he had been 
watched for some time. ‘The boys here have been known to 
have such weapons as pieces of lead pipe and things of 
that sort, and he could easily have carried out his threat. 
These four boys evaded the officers in charge of them early 
in the evening and were at large on the Island. I was noti- 
fied and with other officers made my search for them. Three 
of them were found under the cottage. Two men were with 
me. One of them went under the cottage, away under, after 
one boy. The other officer was more than half way under 
the cottage. I was standing there in the dark alone and this 
boy crawled out and got up. He put up his hand. I 
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couldn’t see whether he had anything in it or not, and I 
struck him once with the billy. He put his hands down, said 
he would behave himself. I searched him, saw that he had 
no weapons and brought him back to the institution with the 
other boys. 

Q (By Alderman le ) You were a little bit 
frightened, weren’t you, when he came out? 

A. Iwas. I merely wanted to defend myself. I had no 
intention of hurting the boy. 
You hit him over the head? 
Yes, sir. 
(Quite a hard blow ? 
No, sir. 
Didn’t stun him? 
No, sir; he stood right there and then walked home 
with me, talking all the way. 

Q. Cut his head? 

A. No, sir; I don’t think it raised a lump — couldn’t say 
about that. 

Q. (By Mr.CHAMBERLAIN.) You didn’t mean to strike 
him at all, did you? 

A. Why, the motion of my arm was voluntary; yes, sir. 

@. Then you must have been a little bit frightened at the 
time to strike him, and an excited man isn’t apt to hit a man 
a little tap, a slight blow, you know, if he is afraid of him? 

A. I simply wanted to let the boy know that I would 
stand no nonsense from him if he had a weapon. He was an 
escaping prisoner; I was the officer in charge of the Institu- 
tion. 

Q@. For that reason, your blow would probably have been 
a hard blow. 

A. It was not. 

Q. I don’t know how it would be with you, but I 
shouldn't give a light blow. 

A. Well, that boy is here, and if there is any mark of 
severity it will show, gentlemen. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) What did you do with the boy 
when you brought him to the Institution ? 

A. I chastised him. 

Q. With what? 

A. With a rattan. 

@. What do you consider a chastisement with a rattan, 
Mr. Anthony ? 

A. Striking a boy over the buttocks. 

@. How many times ? 

A. That depends. 
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Q. How many times in the case of a boy attempting to 
escape ? 
A. In this case I think twelve blows were given. The 
punishment book will show. 
Were they light, easy blows ? 
No, sir. 
You meant every blow, did you? 
I meant to hurt; yes, sir. 
Did you cut his head when you hit him ? 
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You admit that you did hit him? 

I hit him once ;. yes, sir. 

(By Alderman CopMAN.) I just want to ask the name 
of the man who slept on the floor? 

A. There was no man on the floor. 

Q. No,not right on the floor, but on the bed without legs ? 

A. Mr. Downey. 

Q. (By Mr. LinenANn.) One more question — who sup- 
ples Mr. Downey with his clothes ? 

A. He has bought them with money he has earned through 
the summer. 

Q. He gets practically no salary, and no clothing? 

A. He is paid twenty-five dollars a month during the 
summer. 

On this Island ? 

Yes, sir. 

By the Trustees ? 

No, sir. 

He has served entirely without pay and without clothes? 
Yes, sir; he is satisfied with that. 

Who washes his clothes ? 

I think they go with the institution clothes — with the 
other clothes. I know they do. 

Q. How long has he had this salary of five dollars ? 

A. This month. 

Q. Just started this month ? 

Asc Yes, sir, 

Mr. LAmp. —I desire to protest again against the dis- 
charged watchman remaining here during the examination of 
the next witnesses. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — Mr. Chairman, the gentleman has a 
perfect right to protest; that is all right ; but I don’t see what 
good the protest does. 

Dr. Putnam. — Mr. Chairman, allow me to say that I wish 
this hearing were being held before a larger audience than the 
one here. Everybody knows that a hearing which is not con- 
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ducted in a proper way does not prove anything. We wish 
the committee to fully realize and to take the responsibility 
in the matter. It seems to me that the hearing is not properly 
conducted when a witness — especially under such circum- 
stances as these — is allowed to hear the testimony of the other 
witnesses. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, I protest against the Trus- 
tees interfering with the work of the committee. It is only 
natural that they should say the hearing ts improper when it 
is going against them, when the chances are that we will bring 
out a few facts not to their credit; and I think this com- 
mittee is perfectly ready and willing to take the responsi- 
bility for its acts on its own shoulders. I think we are able 
to take it. We have made our charges ; it is our duty to sub- 
stantiate them. ‘The Trustees have nothing to fear if every- 
thing is all right, and there is no need of their losing any 
sleep over it. 

JOHN Cassius Davis. — Sworn. 
(By the CHAIRMAN.) Your full name, please ? 
John Cassius Davis. 
Your position ? 
Assistant Superintendent. 
(By Mr. LinenAn.) Mr. Davis, what is your salary ? 
My salary is twenty dollars a month. 
What is your duty? 
My duties are those of Assistant Superintendent. 
. What are those duties ? 

Mr. BorpMAN. — Mr. Chairman, I would move you that 
Mr. Anthony and Mr. Sanderson —if I have the name cor- 
rectly — be invited to withdraw until Mr. Sanderson testifies. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Mr. Chairman, I will second that 
motion. , 

Mrs. Dewey. — Mr. Chairman, may I ask a question? 
Mr. Sanderson was in the room during Mr. Anthony’s testi- 
mony. Now, isn’t it only square that Mr. Anthony should 
be allowed in the room during Mr. Sanderson’s testimony ? 

It was voted that Mr. Anthony and Mr. Sanderson be re- 
quested to withdraw. Both gentlemen withdrew from the 
room. 

Dr. Putnam. — Mr. Chairman, I desire to speak a moment 
on this subject. JI think you are forgetting that you are 
getting testimony on things that have happened in this place, 
where none of the Trustees live, in consequence of which they 
are unable to answer what may be brought up. It will be 
necessary, if Mr. Anthony is excluded now, to have him 
called again to have all the testimony read to him, in order 
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that he may say whether the testimony is true or not. It is 
perfectly plain that, as far as answering questions is con- 
cerned, it is impossible for anybody who does not live here to 
answer them. 

Mr. BorpMAN. —I would say, Mr. Chairman, that the 
witnesses will testify, will answer the questions, and their 
testimony, the evidence here, the Trustees will of course hear. 
If there are any points that they wish to call Mr. Anthony 
on, surely he will Ise subject to call, and aS stenographer has 
notes on any particular question. | 

Mr. Davis.— Mr. Chairman, I wish to speak to Mr. 
Anthony a moment. 

Dr. Putnam. — Mr. Chairman, may I be allowed to say 
that the Trustees protest against the arrangement ? 

Mr. Linen An. — Mr. Chairman, if the Trustees don’t stop 
protesting, by gosh I will protest against the Trustees being 
allowed to remain in the room. We might as well bust the 
meeting up, if they are to go on in this manner. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The hearing will proceed. ‘The Assist- 
ant Superintendent has taken the stand and is ready to 
answer questions. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan). Mr. Davis, describe your duties 
as Assistant Superintendent ? 

A. Iwas here the last month. When I came here we 
were short-handed for help. My work has been detail work | 
partly. I have been officer in charge, assistant to the officer 
in charge, taking care of the yard, duties of that sort. In 
the Superintendent’s absence or sickness I have taken his 
place, held the demerit sessions, things of that sort. 

(. How many times has the Superintendent been away 
from the Island since you have been here ? 

A. I don’t remember, sir; I cannot tell you. 

Q. As the Assistant Superintendent, don’t you remember 
how many times the Superintendent has been away from the 
Island since you have been here ? 

A. It is impossible for me to remember how many times 
Mr. Anthony has been away from the Island. I have no list 
of them. 

Q. Has he been away over night ? 

A. Not to my knowledge. 

Q. Where is your home? Where were you before you 
came here, Mr. Davis ? 

A. My home is in Vermont. 

Q. What institution did you come from? 

A. I don’t know what you mean by “institution.” 

Q@. What institution? I ask you this to bring out what 
experience you have had in the reforming of boys. 
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A. You mean criminal institution ? 

@. Did you ever serve any time in an_ institution? 
(Laughter.) I will put it another way—the other way 
looks bad. (Laughter.) Were you ever employed in an in- 
stitution in your life before you came here ? 

A. Iwas employed in a military academy. 

@. What experience have you had in reforming boys? 

A. Inthis military academy I was staff officer and in- 
structor a year—have had four years’ experience in teaching. 

. How old are you, Mr. Davis ? 

A. Jam twenty-six. 

(. Well, what experience have you had in reforming 
boys ? 

A 


. Do you mean in reform schools ? 

Q. Sure. 

A. Ihave never been employed in a reform school be- 
fore. 

This is the first time you were ever employed in a re- 
form . school ? 

A. This is the first time I was ever employed in a reform 
school; yes, sir. 

@. You don’t consider the rules governing a military 
academy the same as the rules governing a reform school, do 
you? 

A. Yes, sir—the military academy I was in. 

Q. Where was that military academy ? 

A. Worcester, Mass., the Highland Military Academy— 
the same class of boys here as there. 

(). But that is not a reform school? 

A. It doesn’t go by the name of a reform school. 

@. It isn’t an institution of any kind? 

A. It is a private institution. 

Q. For reforming boys ? 

A. I don’t know what you would call it—reforming boys 
or dealing with them. They teach, give military instruction 
to boys, and take care of them. 

@. Are you a voter in Boston, Mr. Davis?

(. Did your name come down from the Civil Service? 

A. No, sir. 

(). Was your name ever on the Civil Service in Boston ? 

A. No, sir. 

(By Mr. BorpMANn.) Mr. Davis, do you have any- 
thing to do with military instruction here at the Institution ? 
re Yes, sir. 

Q. In what way? 
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A. More in reference to arranging the details of the day’s 
duty on military system. 

(. And what does the duty of the military instructor 
consist of ? 

A. It consists of the movements, military movements, on 
the parade ground. 


Francis H. Boyp. — Sworn. 


@. (By the CHAIRMAN). Your full name, please ? 

A. Francis H. Boyd. 

@. What position do you hold, sir? 

A. Farmer. 

Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) Do you hold any posi- 
tion as what they call a yard officer ? 

A. That is what they term it here, sir. I am outside. 

(. You attend to your farm? 

Deh Xe8: 

Q. Mr. Boyd, where did you come from? 

A. I came down from Oakham in this State. 

(. Was your name on the Civil Service list ? 

AST NO: SST. 

Q. Are you a voter in Boston? 

A. No, siz; I-am-not. 

Q@. Did you procure this position through an agency of 
any kind? 

Aci NOs Sires cid mot. 

(. How did you happen to procure it ? 

A. Through Mr. Johnson, the Superintendent of the 
Truant School at Hopedale, Worcester County; formerly 
with him, 

Q@. Did you have anything to pay for the position ? 

A. No, sir. 

P. Did you ever make a strap for Superintendent 
Anthony with rivets in it? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know anything about a strap of any kind 
that was made to punish boys with ? 

I saw one; yes, sir. 

Explain the nature of the strap, please ? 

Well, a strap about eighteen inches or two feet long. 
Well, a thick strap ? 

Well, it was thin; just two or three pieces of leather. 
How put together ? 

Fastened together with a rivet. 

Q. That is what I wanted to find out. You say a strap 
that had rivets in it ? 
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A. Yes, sir. 

(). That is all, unless some of the rest of the committee 
want to ask questions. I am glad to identify this strap with 
rivets. That is all. 

Alderman ADAms.—-I would like to have that strap pro- 
duced, if it is possible to produce it. 

Dr. Putnam. — May I ask Mr. Boyd a question ? 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam). — Did you see the str- p used? 

A. No, sir; I didn’t see the strap used at all. 

@. Then you don’t know whether the strap with the 
rivet was used at all? 

A. I don’t know about that. 

Q. So there might have been a strap without a rivet, and 
the one with a rivet might not have been used at all? You 
only know that there was a strap with a rivet, and you are 
not aware that it was used ? 

A. That is all; were going to sew one and the needle 
broke, and put a rivet in to keep it from falling apart. 

Q. But whether that was used for punishing boys you 
don’t know?

Q. (By Mr. LinesAN.) How many straps were there, 
one or more? 

Q. With rivets in?

You didn’t make the 
strap ?

(). You saw it after it was made? 

A. I saw the strap after it was made. 

(. Do you know what it was made for? 

A. Couldn’t tell you; could guess, but couldn’t tell you. 

Q. Who would naturally make a strap of that sort here, 
if anybody ? 

A. It would probably be done in the shoemaker’s shop, 
where they have leather ? 

~Q. A yard officer wouldn’t make a strap ?

Alderman ApbAms.— Mr. Chairman, I move that the 
Superintendent be instructed to produce that strap. 
Alderman Codman seconded the motion, and it was car- 
ried. 
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Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) Mr. Boyd, what do you 
think that strap was made for—not what you know it was 
made for, but what is it your impression that it was made for? 

A. Well, it mght have been made to use. 

Q. In what way? 

A. Now, I don’t know. 

Q. Task you what you think it was made for? 

A. Well, it might have been made to lick a horse with, 
if they wanted to. 

How many horses are there on the Island? 

cay. 

(). Is it a customary thing to use a strap on the horses 
down here? 

A. I have known such things. 

Dr. Putnam. — I thought that matter had been explained, 
and that is the reason why we did not go into it any further. 
What I understood was that there were two straps — one 
riveted and one sewed. I wanted to know which was the 
one that was used. I asked him whether he saw the riveted 
one used, and he said he didn’t. 

Mr. LinEHAN. —I didn’t understand that there were two 
straps. I asked the gentleman the question, and he said all 
he knew of was one — that he saw one strap. 

The CHAIRMAN.—I will state that the gentleman, in 
answering the question, alluded to the fact that in sewing 
the strap the needle was broken, and that a rivet was put in. 
That is as I understood it that in sewing the strap they 
broke the needle. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — The question comes whether there are 
two straps or only one ? 

The CHAtRMAN. — The gentleman doesn’t seem to know. 

The Witness. — Well, but I answered the general ques- 
tion. I was asked whether I saw more than one that was 
riveted, and I said “ No.” 

Q. (By Mr. LiInenAN.) But you saw one with a rivet 
in it? 

A. Yes, sir; and I saw one without a rivet in it. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) That was sewed? 

A. Yes, sir; that was sewed. 
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CHARLES EDWARD FISHER. — Sworn. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) What is your name, your 
full name, please ? 

A. Charles Edward Fisher. 

Q. What position do you hold? 
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A. Drillmaster. 

Q. (By Mr. BorpMAN.) What pay do you receive and 
where do you come from? 

A. My home is Worcester, Mass. The pay is forty dol- 
lars a month. | | 


@. Are you a voter in Boston? 

A. No, sir, Iam not; in Worcester. 

@ Where did you obtain your military education ? 

Ad INSEE G. 

(J. Explain — translate? 

A. Natural History Camp, Summer Military School. 

(. Conducted by whom? 

A. Charles H. Burbank. 

(). Where did he come from? 

A. Let’s see. I believe he didn’t graduate from West 
Point, but he had a training at West Point. 


And what is his present official military position ? 
He is captain of the company in Worcester. I don’t 
know what company. 

@. <A militia company? 

A. Yes; he is also teacher in the Classical High School 
in Worcester. 

@.. He is now captain in the Worcester militia com- 
pany ?

Q@. And he is in the Second Regiment ?

. How much time did youspend in this Natural History 
Camp? 

A. Four summers. 

(). How much time each summer ? 

A. Commencing the first of June and going to the first 
of October. 

@. And your time was exclusively spent in that camp in 
military drill? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Doing nothing but drilling? 

A. Doing nothing but drilling. 

@. How many hours a day do you work in the Institu- 
tion here ? 
From the time I get up until I go to bed. 
You are on duty all the time? 
I am on duty doing something or other all the time. 
Military work ? 
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A. Not military work entirely. 

@. How many hours a day do you spend in military 
work? 

A. In military work — half an hour, an hour and a half, 
two hours, two hours and one-half — about three hours a 
day. 

Q. Three hours a day you are engaged in military work? 

AL (Yiesssir, 

Q@. You do all the military work on the Island? 

A. All the military work on the Island is under my 
charge. 

Q. That is, matters to do with the clerical part of the 
military work? 


A. Yes, sir. 
Q. <As well? 
A. As well. 


Q@. And the arrangement of the day’s schedule? 

A. Of the day’s schedule. You will also bear in mind, 
perhaps, that every line that is formed or goes anywhere is 
under my charge — to and from school, to and from work. 

@. No one else has anything to do in the Institution 
with any military work? 

A. They have charge of it under my supervision. 

@. But no one else has anything to do with any military 
arrangements of any kind or sort? 

A. Mr. Wilson, who was here previous to me, started 
the new programme, for I was a new man here then, and I 
completed it. 

@. Did you procure your situation here through an 
agency ? 

aN EU BUS 

Q@. And did you pay the agency for procuring you the 
situation ? 

A. I followed the rules of that agency. 

@. Now, then, Mr. Fisher, will you tell me what move- 
ments you instruct the boys in here? 

A. Well, what are termed “foot movements ”’ in militia. 

@. Particularize ? 

A. Fours right, column right about, fours right about, 
fours left about, and so on. 

Q. That is sufficient. In what formation do you make 
the men march? 

A. In fours, going by right flank. 

(. Going to the shop, and so forth? 

A. Column of fours, double file, except in passing some 
place where it is not possible to pass double file. 
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Do you have a bugle? 

Yes, sir. 

Don’t blow yourself ? 

No, sir. 

How many calls are sounded each day ? 
There are forty-seven. 

Forty-seven calls on the bugle ? 

On the bugle. 

Have you a list of the calls? 

Yes, sir. 

. CanlI see it? Will you place it before the com- 
mittee ? 

A. I can give you one (handing a paper over). This 
has been altered, commencing yesterday. 

Q. Very well—if you will leave with or give the com- 
mittee a copy of the original list? 

A. I will. 

Q. Have you arranged a system of signalling with the 
other islands in the harbor or taken up signal work ? 

A. Well, I have spoken of it butit has not been done. 

Q. With whom did you speak? 

A. Mr. Anthony, at the time the cable was broken. It. 
occurred to me that it might be well to do something of the 
sort. 

Q. You have had no other military experience then, than 
this unofficial, informal Natural History Camp ? 

A’ iING, 

Q. That is your total military education ? 

A. That is my total military education. 

Q. And you have never drilled anywhere else; and you 
think you are competent to earn a salary of forty dollars a 
month as military instructor with only that amount of mili- 
tary education ? 

A. Yes, sir; Ido. I will take a position anywhere to 
drill a company. 

My experience with Natural History Camp boys at 
Technology doesn’t warrant that. 
(By Mr. LineHaAn.) How old are you? 
I will be twenty-three next month. 
How much did you pay the agency for your position ? 
Their regular per cent. 
What is that? 
That you can find by consulting their circulars. 
I am asking you how much? 
It is five per cent. of the salary. 
By the year or by the month? 
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A. By the year. 

@. And you keep paying them that five per cent. right 
along, do you? 

A. Oh, no. 

Q. Ordo you pay them all at once? 

A. Theirrules youcan obtain. It is the Winship Agency. 
They have a circular and their rules you can see, and you 
can find that the amount expected is five per cent. of the 
year’s salary. 

(. I asked you how much did you pay as your five per 
cent.? 

A. My salary is forty dollars a month. I think twelve 
times forty is four hundred and eighty. Five per cent. of 
that is twenty-four dollars. 

(Q. Twenty-four dollars you paid for your position here ? 

A. I paid the regular per cent. 

(). You paid twenty-four dollars for your position here? 

A. Iwill not answer the question. I don’t think it con- 
cerns the committee. I paid five per cent., the regular 
amount. 

Dr. Putnam. — Mr.Chairman, I will ask if that is properly 
a question that has anything to do with the management of 
the Institutions ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — No; I rule that out. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) I would like toask if he 
continues to pay the agency as long as he holds the position ? 

A. That is one year’s salary that the per cent. is on. 

@. And then it is all over? Don’t you pay the second 
year ? 

As TNO pst 

Dr. Putnam. —I wish the gentleman would ask these 
questions of Mr. Fisher privately. It seems to me they 
haven’t anything to do with the management of the Insti- 
tution. 

Alderman CopMAN. — They do, decidedly. If the manage- 
ment of this Institution has to go to agencies for instructors, 
and so forth, I think this committee wants to know it. Cer- 
tainly I want to know it. i 

Q. (By Mr. BorpMAN.) Mr. Fisher, have you any 
ability to instruct in the musical line? Have you any 
musical ability and knowledge —I mean in the way of field 
music ? 

A. I know what field music is, and can teach them if 
they know how to play at all—that is, teach the band to 
play together, so that it would be good music for the field. 

Q. There is, however, a bandmaster on the Island, is 
there not? 
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There has been. 

There is not at present ? 

There is not at present. 

Who fulfils his duties ? 

His duties are fulfilled by myself, principally. 

Who else? 

No one else. I can fulfil his duties and my own, too. 
Do you have any ability to instruct in athletics ? 
Yes, sir. 

You do? You are an athlete, then? 

I was so considered when I was in college. 

Is there an athletic instructor on the Island? 

There is. 

What is his salary ? 

I am not concerned with his salary. 

You don’t know of your own knowledge? 

No, sir. 

Then you are able, you feel, to instruct in athletics 
and j in music and in drill? 

A. I should say I wasn’t able to instruct in music. I 
wouldn’t call myself an instructor in music. 

(). You would be able to conduct musical instruction on 
the Island with the assistance of a specialist in Boston two 
days in the week ? 

A. Yes; I guess I could on two days, all right. 

(. Then it is a fact, within your knowledge, that there 
have been, or are—are now or have been in the near past 
three officials here performing duties which you feel that you 
are competent to perform yourself ? 

A. Oh, I couldn’t perform all of them. What do you 
think Iam? I could perform them separately, but not all 
together — oh, no. 

(. You feel, then, that it is beyond your powers as a man 
to give instruction to the inmates of this Institution in military 
drill three hours, in athletics which could not take more 
than an hour—and in musical instruction? You feel that 
you could not give instruction in those three branches ? 

A. I feel that if things could be laid down like that — 
say three hours now and two hours then, and another hour at 
another time, that would be one thing, but my duties could 
not be divided up in that way. 

(. You feel that you could instruct in those three sub- 
jects ? 

A. I could, if you could put hours enough in the day for 
me to do it. 

Q. (By Alderman CopmMaAn.) Mr. Fisher, how long 
have you been here? 
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A. Since the 10th of February. 

Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) You wouldn’t have any 
hesitation, Mr. Fisher, in taking the band in its present state 
of efficiency and carrying it on, would you? I understand 
that the band here plays in pretty good shape, doesn’t it? 

A. I think I should hesitate; yes, sir. 

Q. You would ? 

A. Yes, sir—it needs somebody who is a regular band- 
master to teach them. In the case of a great many boys 
you get hold of them through their interest in music. You 
take some of those little fellows that know just a httle bit about 
it, and take a man who can play to them, and it will inspire 
them and they will work on it, and you can get them work- 
ing on one thing in that way and they will improve in every- 
thing. 

. But most of the boys are familiar with the funda- 
mental principles in music, aren’t they, in the band? 

A. Most of the boys in the regular band, as they call it. 
It is the beginners who need that special instruction. 

Q. (By Mr. LingHAN.) Have you been through the 
Civil Service ? 

A. If you mean to askif I have taken the examination, 
no, I haven’t, but I studied for it. 

Q. But you were taken from the Civil Service list and 
put in? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) Were you called upon 
to chastise any of the boys by the Superintendent ! ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(. And have had to do it by yourself, in order to get the 
boys to do what you wanted them to do, under your instruc- 
tion ? 

At No, sir 

(. Then you have only punished the boys when you were 
told to do so? 

A. Only when I was told to do so. Those were my in- 
structions when I came here, to only whip the boys in the 
presence of the Superintendent. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) I would like to ask Mr. Fisher 
about this musical business, as some interest has been shown 
in it. I will ask if you would consider yourself able to play 
the instruments or to teach them ? 

A. No, sir; I cannot play on them, but I could direct a 
band. 

Mr. BorpMAN. — I will explain the purport of my ques- 
tion to Dr. Putnam in this way: I wanted to find out 
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whether the military instructor would be able to direct the 
band if the musical instructor came down two days in the 
week. 

Dr. Purnam. — Yes; but I understood the question was 
raised as to whether Mr. Fisher could take charge of the 
music, when the subject of music was under discussion. I 
understood him that if the boys were able to play instruments 
- and were able to beat time, that he would be able to direct 
them in a certain way as to the kind of music to play, that he 
would be able to tell them, if they were playing ahead with- 
out keeping time, that they were not keeping good time, and 
were not making clear notes. But he would not be able to 
take a boy who didn’ t know how to play, and say: “ Play in 
such and such a way.” ‘That is all. 


CLARENCE EDGAR BAKER. — Sworn. 


Q. (By the CHATRMAN.) What is your full name, sir? 

A. Clarence Edgar Baker. 

(). What position do you hold? 

A. Athletic Instructor—or Physical Director, it should 
have been. 

Q@. (By Mr. BorpMAN.) . Where is your home, Mr. 
Baker? 

A. Well, my people live in Brunswick, meat but I claim 
residence in Boston. 

(). You came here from Brunswick, Maine? 

A. No, sir; lived in Boston. 

Q. How long? 

A. Since the twenty-eighth day of last January I have 
made my home here. 


Ocarb3S0)-? 

A. No; I1 mean 1898. 

@. You said last January ? 

A. I beg your pardon. 

@. Are you a voter in Boston? 

A. I presume I am. 

Q. Are you registered? 

A. I am not registered, because I cannot be until May, 
can I: 


Q. You have one year’s residence. Was your name on 
the Civil Service list ? 

A. It was not, sir. 

(). You were not appointed then, from the Civil Service ? 

A. No, sir; I was not. 

(. What training have you had in the line of athletic 
work before coming to the Island ? 
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A. I had four years’ regular work at Brunswick, an in- 
structor my last year in college under the Physical Director. 
That is, Bowdoin College ? 

Yes, sit; Brunswick, Maine. 

Are you a graduate of the college ? 

[.am, sir. 

What kind of work do you set out for the boys ? 

I set out to give them what they need — giving them 
thorough physical measurements and aiding the boys who are 
deficient, thoroughly building them up 

. What do you give them in the way of apparatus ? 

A. Gave dumb-bell until the warm weather, and since 
then base ball, and so on — don’t need dumb-bells or anything 
of the sort now. 

@. You have no gymnastic apparatus, then, but have 
measurement of the boys. After you discover the deficiencies, 
however, you have no apparatus to put them on to? 

A. None at present. 

(. Of what nature is the athletic instruction during 
warm weather ? 

A. Field athletics, baseball, and so forth. 

@. Do you have regular hours for instruction ? 

A. Ishouldn’t say regular at present, because we have 
been short-handed and I have been doing everybody’s work. 

Q. But does the schedule permit of your having an hour 
or two hours during the day Aue you can conduct athletic 
instruction ? 

AN UYess sir, 

(. How many hours a day do you work on athletic work ? 

A. At present I have been working on the measurements 
about five hours a day — that is, taking the boys out of the 
- school in the forenoon, when I wanted them, and the same in 
the afternoon. 

(). You were a member of the athletic team of Bowdoin 
College ? 

A. Played foot-ball on the team, rowed on the boat, class 
team, was in track athletics, and so forth. 

Have you beaten the boys? 

No, sir. 

Have you administered chastisement ? 

Yes, sir; but I don’t call that beating them. 
What do you use in chastising them ? 

Used a rattan once on two boys. 

Do you use your own discretion ? 

Under certain circumstances. 

What are the circumstances ? 
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A. I had charge of the house at one time, having another 
assistant with me at the time. Mr. Anthony was not feeling 
well. We were in the office under the small dormitory. 
There was a good deal of noise going on there, so much noise 
that I couldn’t stand it, and I went up and told the boys to 
keep still, and then went down again. The noise continued, 
and I went up again, and they were throwing stools. I 
caught one boy and gave him six blows with the rattan. 
After that they got fooling around with the bed clothing and 
kept on making a noise, until the disturbance was equally 
bad as it was before, and I went up and whipped another boy 
the same way. 

Q. You didn’t get instructions from Mr. Anthony ? 

A. He was not feeling well and did not want to be called 
unless there was something very serious. ‘That is the way 
he left it that night. : 

Miss CHEEVER.—I would like to have Mr. Anthony 
called in to answer questions on that point. 

The CHAIRMAN. —I don’t think it amounts to anything 
anyway — not enough to call in Mr. Anthony. 

Q. (By Mr. BoRpMAN.) Mr. Baker, what have you ever 
said in regard to the City Council of Boston? 

A. Well, I cannot remember that I have said much of 
anything in particular. 

(). Have you ever passed an opinion on the City Council ? 

A. Well, that is a pretty hard question to answer. 

Mr. LAMB. — May I ask what the question was ? 

Mr. BorpMAN. — I will say that during the pendency of 
this investigation it was reported that Mr. Baker said that 
the City Council of Boston amounted to nothing, anyway. 

(). Did you ever make a remark to that effect, with that 
purport ? 

A. Idon’t remember that I ever did, sir. We people in 
this world, you know, make remarks that mean nothing, 
anyway. 

Q. But you say you haven’t made the remark ? 

A. Do you want me to detail the circumstances? I 
think I remember the case. 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. At the time the Philadelphia City Council was down 
the harbor I made the remark that the Philadelphia City 
Council was down here and somebody said, “that doesn’t 
amount to anything,” and then something was said to the 
effect that “the Boston Common Council are coming to-mor- 
row,’ and I think I passed the remark that that didn’t 
amount to anything, either. There was no investigation 
upon it. Does that satisfy you? 
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Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) Do you remember, a few weeks 

ago, taking three boys to one of the cottages here ? 

No, sir. 

And chastising them ? 

No, sir. 

You don’t remember that ? 

I didn’t do it. 

Didn’t do it? 

No, sir; never took three boys. 

(By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. ) These raps that you gave 
to the boys with the rattan were’ light, easy raps, or pretty ° 
heavy? 

A. I think I could stand them myself, easily. 

Q. They were not heavy? 

A. Ishouldn’t say they were. 

(. And you never saw any chastising done here that 
was heavy—mostly heht? 

A. I never saw anything done that any boy couldn't 
stand with perfect ease — that is, without danger to his phys- 
ical condition. 

Q. (By Mr. BorpMAN.) Mr. Baker, are you capable of 
instructing in any other line than athletics— that is, have 
you had any experience in military drill? 

A. Nothing more than in college — had more or less of it 
there — not a military college. Of course, I mean these ordi- 
nary movements. 

Q. Ordinary march movements, such as “fours right,” 
“fours right about ’’— you could instruct in those things ? 

Ahi Yes si 

(. Do you have any knowledge of music, military music ? 

Av o¥ esc 

(. You could superintend, then, the practice of a band 
that was attended by an expert once or twice a week? 

A. Yes, sir; couldn’t manage a wind instrument, because 
of the physical difficulties. 

(). But you could superintend ? 

A. I could tell whether everything was working right 
and could mark the time. 

@. And you think that, within the working hours of 
a fair working day, you could superintend athletics, drill 
and band practice? You think a man could do that? 

A. No; I don’t think he could take all three and do 
justice to them. 

(. That answer is in view of the number of boys on this 
Island ? ; 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. And still you know it is an ordinary thing for the 
military instructor at a military college to instruct in ath- 
letics, in military drill and in music? 

A. Yes, sir; but he has several assistants out of the 
college upper classes. 

Q. Do you know the situation at the Maine State 
College? 

AS ah¥ es}'sire 

Q. Do you know that the instructor there has entire 
charge of the entire instruction in the military, music and 
the drill? 

A. Iam not entirely sure of that, but I know they have 
three or four coaches for a football team, a baseball team, and 
for track athletics, and so forth. 

(. That is granted; but here you have no teams of that 
sort ? ; 

Ajo No,.sir. 

@. Your work here is practically in connection with the 
general play of the boys? 

A. We have baseball teams; yes, sir. The shoemakers 
have a team, the printers and the carpenters have a team. 

Q. Now, asa matter of your professional judgment, do 
you or not think it is possible at this institution for one man 
to conduct the necessary instruction in military drill, in 
athletic drill and in the practice of music? 

A. No, sir; I don’t think so, with this class of boys, be- 
cause if you put them in as officers you cannot trust your 
officers. In college, if you put in officers and tell them to do 
certain things you know they are going to be done. But 
here it is another story. Here if you have the boys for 
officers of a company, if you leave. them for ten minutes they 
are going to lie about what has happened. You cannot trust 
them. 

(. Wouldn’t it be possible, in your attendance on the 
drill ground, to give military instruction to the companies? 

A. You might there, but the trouble would be that you 
would have to have supervision of them everywhere. 

@. Don’t the yard and institution officers conduct the 
march from one building to another ? 

A. Yes, sir; but you cannot leave any company alone. 

Q. I don’t say that you can leave the companies alone ; 
but I drill four companies at Technology and I can see every- 
thing that is going on from one to another ? 

A. Well, I was speaking of the condition of things we 
have to contend with here. 

Q. Then you think you could not take charge of the drill, 
the band practice and athletics ? 
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A. No,sir; I don’t think I could do it as it ought to be 
done, to be fair and square with you. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) You came here when, as 
I understand you? 

A. January 28. 

@. And about a year before that you came to Boston? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How did you hear of this place down here, this 
vacancy ? 

A. I heard of it through an agency I belonged to for 
years. 

Q. What is the name of that agency ? 

A. The Fiske Teachers’ Agency. 

. And you, of course, had to pay the Agency to get the 
place ? 

A. Yes, sir; had to pay a fee, the same as anybody else 
would. 

Q. (By Mr. Cuppy.) You said you couldn’t trust some 
of the officers, that they lied. Have you any special reason 
for saying that? Do you know of any time when officers 
have lied ? 

A. Did you understand me to mean officers of the Insti- 
tution or boys? 

(. The officers — you said you couldn’t trust them. 

A. The boys who would be officers of the company, I 
meant. I hope you didn’t misunderstand that, any of you — 
I meant the company officers. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Mr. Baker, how many hours a 
day do you spend giving athletic instruction ? 

A. Ihave until lately spent five hours, all the forenoon. 

(. What have you been doing the rest of the time? 

A. Lately, as I said before, I have been taking the house 
officer’s place. A house officer went away the other day, and 
the Bae hasn’t been filled. 

Rather shorthanded now ? 

Yes, sir. 

How long have you been in the Institution ? 

Since January 28, 1898. 

1899, I suppose you mean ? 

18 
Then you are only here a few months ? 

A little over. 

And you consider that the Institution is rather short- 
handed now ? 

A. Just now the house officer is away and I am taking his 
place. 
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Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) When did you graduate 
from Bowdoin. 

AY 11896: 

Mr. Lams. — Would it not be proper at this time to ask 
Mr. Anthony to come in and explain why this man adminis- 
tered the whipping the night that he testifies to — or do you 
prefer to have that done later? 

The CHAIRMAN. — We will have it done later if the com- 
mittee wishes, Mr. Lamb, but I don’t think it is anything 
that amounts to anything. 

Miss CHEEVER. — My feeling is that the Trustees don’t 
know the details of these things and that it is only fair and 
right that our agent, who does know the details, should give 
any explanation that may be necessary. I think it is only 
right to have our agent come in and answer any questions 
that we are in doubt about at any time. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Mr. Chairman, it seems to me it 
will expedite matters to wait until we have finished and then 
if there are two or three questions which it is desired to call 
the Superintendent in to answer at that time, he may come 
and answer them. It seems to me that would be better than 
to call him in every time when there seems to be a disa- 
greement. 


ANNIE A. MACALLESE. — Sworn. 


@. (By the CHAarrMAN.) What is your full name? 

A. Annie A. MacAllese. 

@. What is your business ? 

A. I was hired as cook in the bakery, to bake bread. 

Q. (By Mr. Linewan.) When did you come to the 
Island ? 


January January 2d, rather. 

How much do you get a month ? 

Twenty-five dollars. 

And where did you reside before you came here ? 

I came from Somerville when I came here. 

Did you secure your position through an agency ? 
No, sir. 

W ell, how much bread have you baked since you 
have been on the Island ? 

A. Well, I don’t know just how much I have baked. 
When I went in to the bakery at first I tried several bakings 
and the oven wouldn’t work, and I discovered that the oven 
was not fit to bake bread, and closed it until we got a new 
oven, and I took a position in the Institution. 

(. How long has the new oven been there? 


Bceecror: 
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About two weeks. 

And you came January 2d? 

January 2d. 

. And you practically baked no bread up to two weeks 
ago ? 

A. Idid when I came first. Of course, then the oven 
wasn’t in fit condition to bake bread in and we didn’t get a 
new one until two weeks ago, so how could I bake bread? 

Q. That is what I said. You have been here since Jan- 
uary 2d? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). And up to two weeks ago baked only two or three 
batches of bread ? 

A. More than two or three batches, but I don’t know 
just the amount I have baked. 

Q. (By Mrs. Dewey.) I will ask the witness to explain 
the position she has held in the meantime, to show that she 
has not been doing nothing ? 

A. Well, I have been busy ever since I came. 

(The CHAIRMAN.) The committee understands that, 
lady. 

Q. (By Mr. Linen An.) Well, how long were you bak- 
ing before you discovered that the oven was not good? 

A. I baked two or three bakings. Of course I thought 
the fire not being going for so long might have something 
to do with it, as, of course, the oven was quite damp. So I 
kept the fires going night and day and tried to bake good 
bread in the oven. 

For how many days ? 

Well, for about a week. 

From January 2d? 

Yes, sir. 

We will take it from January 9 to two weeks ago — 
in that time you have done no baking? 

A. I haven’t done any baking. 

Q. (By Mr. Cuppy.) I would like to ask the witness 
how she got her situation here, whether it was through an 
agency ? 

A. No; it wasn’t through an agency. It was through the 
Superintendent. 

Q. Did you have to pay anything for the position ? 

A. Did I have to pay anything to get it? No, sir. 

Q. What have been your duties since you came here ? ‘ 

A. Since I left the bakery the Superintendent gave me a 
position in the dormitories, to take charge of those, and I 
have done that, and I have taken charge in the boys’ dining- 
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room morning, noon and night, and I have taken charge of 
the boys’ gowns up there; kept them repaired. That is 
what my duties have been. 

(. But you were hired as the baker? 

A. Yes, sir; I was hired as the baker. 


ANNIE M. WALSH. — Sworn. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN). State your name in full, 


Annie M. Walsh. 

(By Mr. Linrnan.) What are your duties ? 

Junior matron. 

What is your salary ? 

Thirty dollars. 

Where did you come from? 

Fall River. 

Did you secure your position though an agency ? 

No, sir. 

What are your duties? What do they consist of ? 

Well, at present I assist in the dining-room morning, 
noon and night, and then I assist in the dormitory in the 
morning. I have charge of thirty-two boys and have an 
evening class of thirty-two boys from half-past six until 
twenty minutes of eight. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) May I ask if Miss Walsh will 
state what innovation was started at the time she came here 
— for what particular purpose she was engaged ? 

A. Well, Mr. Anthony when he engaged me had the 
purpose in view of opening this little home at the cottage 
here with these small boys. I have charge of all the small 
boys of the Institution. here, and we are going to move up 
there, getting ready as fast as we can, and I am going over 
here to have charge of the boys, to be matron over there 
then; going to separate the small boys from the large boys 
and have a home over there for these boys, letting them see 
what home life is. 

@. (By Mr. LineHAn.) Do you know a boy named 
peer Brown ? | 
Yes, sir. 

A little colored fellow? 

Yes. 

How old is he? 

I think he is ten or eleven — one of my boys. 

(By Alderman CopMAN.) — Miss Walsh, what expe- 
rience did you have before you came here in this line? 
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A. Not altogether with boys —had boys and girls, a Sab- 
bath school with twenty-five boys and girls. But I have 
worked with boys and girls for the last ten years. 

Q. Didn’t labor with them during the week ? 

way” No, siti 

Q. Just Sunday school ? 

A. Yes, sir; connected with a boys’ club in Fall River. 
I have worked with those boys since the club was opened. 

Q. Did you know the Superintendent before you came 
here ? 

A. Mr. Anthony? - Yes, sir. 


ALEXANDER G. PATTEN. — Sworn. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) State your full name, sir. 
A. Alexander G. Patten. 

. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) What position do you 
hold on the Island ? 
Watchman — night watchman. 
Where do you come from ? 
Boston. 
How long ago did you come here ? 
A year ago the twelfth of next month. 
Was your name on the Civil Service list ? 
Yes, sir. 
Your name was drawn from that list ? 
Yes, sir; by Mr. Perkins. 
How many watchmen were there on the Island when 
came here ? 
Two. 
I mean besides yourself ? 
One night watchman besides myself. 
How many are here now ? 
There are the day men doing duty. 
How many watchmen are here now doing duty ? 
Three. 
Two when you came here and three now. 
Yes, sir. 
So there are more now than when you first came

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you consider the Island short-handed in any respect 
as far as officers, watchmen or any part of the management 
of the Island is concerned ? 

A. I considered it short-handed when I came, because the 
day men were doing night men’s duty. 
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@. You don’t consider them short-handed now ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. How many boys have escaped from the Island to 
your knowledge since you have been watchman ? 

A. Nineteen. 

@. You have been here a little over a year? 

A. No;Ihaven’t been here a year until the twelfth of 
next month. I came the twelfth of May. 

@. You have been here a year, and nineteen boys, as far 
as you know, have escaped from the Island since you have 
been here ? 

AY ORy Sir 

- Do you know how many boys tried to escape from 
the month of May, 1898, until the month of January, this 
year? In other words, in practically the last six months of 
last year how many tried to escape? 

A. I can only speak about nights on that. I don’t know 
anything about the day. I am sleeping in the day. There 
were three or four — I wouldn’t be certain— that escaped in 
the night and were recaptured before they left the Island. 

@. You think three or four tried to escape in that period 
of time ?

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) What is your salary, Mr. 
Patten ? 

A. Thirty dollars. 

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) Do I understand that the answer 
in relation to our being short-handed referred to watchmen ? 

A. Watchmen, yes. 

@. I understood that that referred to watchmen ? 

ALae ey, OS: 

Q. Mr. Lams. — Would it be in order to ask how many 
escapes have been made since Mr. Anthony came, since the 
first of January —since he was here, under the new manage- 
ment ? 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. —It is no harm to know that, but I 
don’t see that it is of much interest. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) How many escapes have oc- 
curred since Mr. Anthony came? 

A. No escapes. 

Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN). Do you attribute that to 
the influence, foresight and watchfulness of Mr. Anthony — 
the fact that there have been no escapes since he came? Do 
you attribute that to Mr. Anthony alone? Do you consider 
him the cause of that? 

A. Well, I suppose he being the Superintendent it must 
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be due to him. I suppose so. I don’t know as I exactly 
get the import of that. There has been more watchmen 
since Mr. Anthony came. | 

Q. I understand the fact to be brought out that since 
Mr. Anthony has been here no one has escaped. Has any- 
one escaped since he has been here? 

ARaENOE Sis 

@. So I didn’t know but what you attributed that to the 
fact that Mr. Anthony was here ? 

A. Ido partly; yes. 

Q. (By Mr. Cuppy). You say there are three night 
watchmen now ? 

A. There are three night watchmen now. We are one 
watchman short now. 

Q. Only two? 

A. No, three now; but when we are competent we have 
four. 

(. But only three now? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And do you think that is sufficient at night to shut 
off all danger of boys escaping? You think it is enough? 

A. It is enough by placing the men in the yard inside. 
It wouldn’t be enough if it was only in the yard. The man 
in the dormitory is doing duty, so practically we have four 
watchmen in that way. . 

Q. Did you ever hear the boys give any reason for want- 
ing to make their escape or r why they took such chances in 
escaping ? 

A. No; I never did. 

Q@. Never heard it from any of the boys ? 

AN: 

Q. (By Mr. Linesan.) Mr. Patten, how many em- 
ployees, to your knowledge, were employed here previous to 
this year, previous to January, 1899 ? 

A. Idon’t know. Well, the fact is, gentlemen, that ex- 
cept at night I don’t know much about this place more than 
you do. I go to bed early in the morning and get up at 
night. I know what takes place nights. That is all. I 
go off duty at six o’clock and go to bed, don’t even eat. 
I am off duty in the day and on duty at night. As far as 
anything that takes place at night is concerned, I know about 
it, but in the daytime I couldn’t be expected to know what 
happened. I couldn’t give you any direct testimony as to 
what takes place in the daytime. 

Q. (By Mr. Cuppy). Were those boys caught that 
escaped in the latter part of December in Logue’s boat, at 
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the wharf, and made their escape? After the big storm, 
when they were repairing the wharf, Mr. Logue had a boat 
at the wharf while repairing it. I believe three or four boys 
escaped early in the morning ? 

A. Iam sure I don’t know. 

(. In December, after the big storm. You remember 
the time they went ? 

A. Iremember the time they went.

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) —State your name in full, Mr. 
Bean? 
A. Benjamin Bean. 
Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) — Where did you come 
from ? 
Halifax, Nova Scotia.

In the country, do you mean ? 
No, down here at the Island ?

Mr. Patren. — Mr. Chairman, I would lke to correct an 
error in the testimony I gave. The boys that escaped num- 
bered nineteen, but only fourteen escaped and got away from 
the Island. The others were captured on the Island. 
Whether you meant those that got away altogether or those 
that escaped from the dormitories I don’t know. Fourteen 
got away from the Island, but five got out and were recap- 
tured.

I have been working 
in the summer hospital in the summer months; got twenty- 
five dollars a month over there.

What sort of bed have you been used to sleeping in? 
Well, I have been sleeping on the floor, but it is my 
own ‘choice entirely. They offered to set up the bed, but I 
was satisfied to have it down there. Had been sleeping in 
one of the bunks, because it was convenient to my work. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Please state your name in full? 
A. Bernard Downey. 

Q (By Mr. Linegan.) How old are you, Mr. Downey? 
A. Fifty-three. 

Q. And what are your duties here? 

A. Assistant fireman. 

@. Licensed fireman ? 

A. Yes, sir; I am a licensed fireman, also plumber. 

Q. Capable of running the plant?

@. Capable of running the whole plant here? . 
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They set up the beds there and mine was left on the floor. I 
worked over there a few months, took a vacation of a few 
weeks, and when I came back that bed of mine was not set 
up and the next morning I told them not to mind about it.

A. Ishould think if he undertook a job like that to 
relieve me he would pump her up, feed his boilers. 

@. Do you think a man like that is competent to take 
charge of boilers in an institution like this? 

A. I don’t know about that. I have seen men before 
this licensing business came out capable of running steam 
boilers. 

Q. He was a bandmaster? 

AL.) Yes)! siz. | 

@. And he was capable of taking care of the plant when 
you went up to town? 

A. Yes, sir; it was only once when I went up to town. 

@. How many times did you go to Boston last summer, 
Mr. West? 

A. I went up in June and September. - 

Q. Who took care of the plant when you went up in 
June? 

A. I think Wilson. 

@. Who took care of it when you went up in September ? 

A. I think the man that was here before me just now, 
Mr. Downey. 

Q. The fire hose — now, how do they get water up to 
that ? 

A. They have a stand-pipe, both entrances, running from 
the boiler to the mains, and have fifty feet of hose on each 
landing, coming together in the dormitories. Sometimes it is 
at eighty pounds pressure, and I have seen it at one hundred 
and ten pounds pressure — have a No. 4 block plug. 

Q. How long have you had that ? 

A. That was put in when this Island was connected with 
Deer Island. 

Q. You would use that in case of fire, would you ? 

A. I would put it on if the pressure was low. 
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Q. Do you know anything about the water in the tank 
in the belfry, that we examined? 

A. Yes, sir; I saw something on top of the water, an 
applecore or something, and reported it to Mr. Anthony, and 
he went and had it cleaned out. 

Q. Saw something on top of the water? 

A. An applecore. 

@. How did it get there? 

A. I think the boys must have thrown it in. 

Q. There is a good chance for them to throw almost any- 
thing into the tank ?

The hearing was adjourned, on motion of Mr. Linehan, 


subject to the call of the Chair. 
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SECOND DAY. 


RAINSFORD ISLAND, May 9, 1899. 
The hearing was resumed at 10.40 P.M., Alderman 
Dixon, Chairman, presiding, and a quorum of the committee 
of the City Council present. 


Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — Mr. Chairman, while we are wait- 
ing I would like to ask Mr. Lamb, through you, who at this 
time constitute the Board of Trustees of Children’s Institu- 
tions ? 

Mr. LAMB. — The Board of Trustees of the Children’s In- 
stitutions consists of Dr. Putnam, Mrs. Dewey, Miss Cheever, 
Mrs. Quinn, Mr. Dasey, Mr. O’Hara and myself. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — Did any of that Board resign about 
the first of May, recently? 

Mr. Lams. — I don’t know how their resignations stand — 
how. that matter stands on the question of acceptance. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — But the whole Board resigned, did 
they not? 

Mr. LAms. — Yes. 

Miss CHEEVER. — The Mayor stated that we would hold 
over until after this investigation. 

Mr. LAmsB. — Yes, that was stated by the Mayor, that we | 
would hold over until after the investigation. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — Oh, none of the resignations have 
been accepted ? 

Mr. Lams. —I think not until after the investigation is 
ended. I think there is that proviso. 
Miss CHEEVER. — Well, I believe in the official statement 
which the Mayor issued to the press, if I read it correctly, 
it said that the resignations had been accepted — but they 
were not,’in view of the investigation which was being held 
at the Island. 

Dr. PutNnAm. —I think any of us can state whether or not 
our resignations have been accepted. I can state that mine 
has not been. I cannot state and do not know whether any 
other has been or not, but mine has not. 
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Alderman CopMAN.—I don’t know how it affects us, 
whether they have or not. I presume this Board, as a Board 
of Trustees, wants to proceed and wants to make some reply 
to the questions that were propounded and to the charges 
that were perhaps preferred the last time we met, and I want 
to know what the purport of this question is, and why the 
matter has been brought up? 

Mr. CHAMBRELAIN. — The matter was brought up for 
this reason: if the resignations of the members of the Board 
of Trustees are not accepted, of course, they still hold office 
and have a right to ask any questions they want to at this 
hearing. If they have been accepted, I don’t see what 
standing they have before this committee more than 
strangers. 

Mr. Lams. — We shall have to answer each for himself 
and herself, sir. | 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — That is all right. As long as the 
resignations are not accepted, I find no fault whatever. 

Mr. Lams. —I answer for myself. Mine is not accepted. 

The CHAIRMAN. — We are now ready to proceed, Mr. 
Lamb. 

Mr. LAmp. — Mr. Chairman, the first witness we intended 
to bring is probably now on the water— Mr. Bradley, of 
Thompson’s Island. We shall have to wait for his arrival 
unless, we proceed with other witnesses. 

Mr. LINEHAN.—I object to waiting. There are no 
charges preferred against Mr. Anthony, and it is a matter 
of total indifference to the committee how good he is or 
how poor he is. Any of us know that evidence on that 
point cannot properly be taken, as Mr. Anthony is a subordi- 
nate of the Trustees, and they are responsible for his actions. 
I object to sitting and waiting here until we get Mr. Bradley. 

Mr. LAms. — We don’t mean to wait now, but are willing 
to go on with the testimony. The first witness we will call 
is Miss Murphy. ; 

Alderman Brick. — Mr. Chairman, I will suggest to Mr. 
Lamb that the witnesses be held in readiness, and heard as 
quickly as possible. When we are through with one, having 
another one immediately called, and hearing them as they 
come. ‘That will expedite matters. 

Mr. LAMB. — That is what we intend doing. We havea 
list. 


Miss ANNIE Murpuy. — Sworn. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) State your name in full, 
please ? 
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A. Annie Murphy. 

(2. What position do you hold? 

A. Iam a teacher in the fourth grade. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Miss Murphy, did you know 
Mr. Sanderson, who was a watchman here lately ? 

A. Ihave met him here; yes, sir. 

@. Will you tell the committee what you have heard 
lately about him bearing on this investigation ? 

A. Well, there was a friend of mine in a car who over- 
heard — 

Alderman CopMAN.—Do you want to hear what the 
witness has heard about him or what she knows about 
him? 

The Witness. — I know nothing about him, but a friend 
of mine overheard him say on the car that he had made the 
trouble at Rainsford Island. . 

Alderman CopMAN. — Mr. Chairman, I object to that. 

Dr. Putnam. — If the committee object to hearing the 
evidence, I would like to call on Miss Murphy at some later 
time. 

Mr. Stonge. —I think it is proper that the witnesses the 
Trustees bring before the committee should tell what they 
know of their own knowledge, and not what they have 
heard -— not what they have overheard, or what they have 
heard from somebody else —only what they know them- 
selves. 

Mr. LINEHAN. —I would like to ask the witness a few 
questions, if you please. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) I would like to ask you how 
many hours a day you teach school? 

Five and one-half. 

Do you teach school on Saturday ? 

No; we do not. 

Do you remain on the island on Saturday ? 
We do: not. 

Go to the city? 

Yes, sir. 

And come back Monday morning? 

Yes, sir. 

What time do you get back? 

About nine o’clock. 

. Were you up to the city during the big storm last 
winter ? 

A. There were several storms last winter. 

Q. Well, you know the one to which I refer —the big 
storm, when you couldn’t get down there? 
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Yes, sir. 
For how many days? 
Monday and Tuesday — returned Wednesday. 
Who taught school when you were away ? 
I don’t know that there was any school. 
Got a vacation at Easter. 
No, sir. 
Any vacation at Christmas ? 
Had a vacation Christmas, two days away. My 
vacation was prolonged on account of sickness. 
(. How many months vacation do you have in the 
summer time ? 
A. July and August. 
@. Do you ever remain with the boys after supper ? 
A. Yes, sir; we remain and teach in the evening. 
@. How long since you have been teaching in the 
evening ? 
A. Well, this is the third week; but before that we gave 
up two evenings, one night changing the boys’ library books. 
@. But before that you never gave instruction after 
supper ? 7 
Yes, sir. 
All the teachers ? 
Yes, sir; two evenings in the week. 
You teach five and one-half hours a day? 
Yes, sir. 
And go to the city every Saturday ? 
Yes, sir. 
And come back Monday ? 
Yes, sir. 
(By Alderman CopMAN.) How long have you been

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. Since a year ago last November. 

You are a graduate from the Normal School ? 

No; the Quincy Training School. 

Live in Quincy? 

No, I don’t; I live in Weymouth. 

(By Mr. LINEHAN. ) Did you secure your position 
ugh an employment agency ? 

I did. 

And what percentage did they charge? 

Five per cent. of the first year’s salary. 

How much did that amount to, Miss Murphy ? 

Well, they charged a commission on $620. 

On an average, just about how much would that 
commission amount to? Do you know? 
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A. Over thirty dollars, of course. You know nearly 
every teacher is registered at an agency. 

Q. I just wanted to find out if you did get your position 
through an agency, that is all. 


JOHN CLINTON ANTHONY. — Sworn. 


(By the CHAIRMAN.) State your name in full, please? 
John Clinton Anthony. 

And your position ? 

Superintendent. 

(By Dr.. Putnam.) Mr. Anthony, have you any 
reason to think that Mr. Sanderson had anything to do with 
this investigation ? 

Mr. LINEHAN. — I object to Mr. Sanderson being brought 
up. That man has not testified; there has been nothing 
said about him. 

Dr. Purnam.— Mr. Chairman, various boys have given 
testimony at various times, and we wish to show, if we can, 
that Mr. Sanderson inspired that testimony and was con- 
nected with it, made statements with regard to the House of 
Reformation which led to the investigation. 

Alderman Brick.— Mr. Chairman, it seems to me if there 
is anything that would show spite and malice on the part of 
Mr. Sanderson towards Mr. Anthony, and that that is what 
actuated these charges, Mr. Anthony and the Trustees have a 
right to show them. ‘They would have that right in a court 
of law, and should have the same right here; and if they can 
state anything they have heard, anything specific that would 
show that, they have a right to show it here. It seems to 
me that it may throw some light on the matter. 

Mr. LINEHAN.— Mr. Chairman, I would like to ask the 
Trustees what evidence they have to show that Mr. Sanderson 
ever said one word against the Institution ? 

Dr. Putnam. — That is just the point. That is what I 
asked Mr. Anthony the question for. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — I don’t see that it has any bearing on the 
matter before the committee. 

Alderman Brick. — Mr. Chairman, it certainly has with 
me. 

Mr, LinEeH AN. — Mr. Sanderson has not testified here — 
has not testified at all. | 

Alderman Brick. — That is not exactly the question. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Mr. Chairman, I don’t object to his 
testifying to anything he has heard Mr. Sanderson tell, but I 
do object to having him say what he has heard about the 
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matter. If he has heard Mr. Sanderson say anything or has 
anything to say about Mr. Sanderson while he was here, his 
actions, and so on, I don’t object to that. But I don’t think 
he should be allowed to say what he believes or has heard. 

Dr. Purnam. — May I ask Mr. Anthony if he has heard 
Mr. Sanderson say anything with regard to the —I meant 
to use the alderman’s words. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Anything he had heard Mr. Sander- 
son say, or anything in regard to Mr. Sanderson’s behavior 
while here or after leaving that he knew of his own knowl- 
edge. 

Aiveruan Brick.—— Anything in his attitude while he 
was here and when he was gone that he knows personally. 

Mr. LingtHan. — What has that to do with the case? If 
Mr. Sanderson has beaten any of the boys, I will be pleased 
to hear it. But he has not testified, has made no charges. 
He merely came here as a witness. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Well, I decide that Mr. Anthony can 
tell what he heard Mr. Sanderson say or what he did on the 
Island while he was here. 

The Witness. — Well, the most definite point I have is 
the last day he was here. He made the statement to me at 
the time I told him he must leave that he had already injured 
me and my officers a good deal while he had been here, and 
that he would do so to a greater extent after he had left. If 
you don’t care to have me go into the history of this man 
while he was here, I will not do so, but that testimony covers 
a portion of the ground. 

Q. (By Alderman Brick.) I will ask to have the wit- 
ness state briefly why Mr. Sanderson left; what were the 
causes or reasons for his leaving the Island ? 

A. I had definite knowledge that Mr. Sanderson was 
causing insubordination among the boys; that he was creating 
dissatisfaction with the officers, the management, and the 
result was seen in the attitude of the boys towards the man- 
agement. I hesitated to believe it for some time, until I was 
forced to do so, and then I told Mr. Sanderson that he 
must go. 

Q. Did you bring that matter to the attention of the 
Board of ‘Trustees ? 

A. I did. 

(). Did they act on it? 

A. They did—at what time do you mean, or what time 
are you referring to? 

(. At any time previous to the investigation or previous 
to his leaving ? 
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A. I stated the fact to individual members, not to the 
Board; but as soon as I discharged Sanderson I so reported 
to the Trustees, and the cause. 

Q. What I had in mind was, did you first discharge him, 
or did you first bring the matter to the attention of the 
Trustees and did they order his discharge ? 

A. I discharged Mr. Sanderson. 

Q. Yourself? 

AY ee. 

Mr. LAms. —I would like to state that the engagements 
and discharges are made by the Superintendent. 

Alderman CopDMAN. — And approved by your Board ? 

Mr. Lams. — Yes. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) (Handing a letter to witness.) 
Is that your letter in regard to Mr. Sanderson ?

(. Will you be pleased to read it? 

The witness read the following :

I hereby report the discharge of Frederick J. Sanderson, watchman, 
to take effect April 26.

He has stirred up the boys to much insubordina- 
tion, and the large punishment list of this week can largely be traced to 
the spirit engendered by his speeches to the boys.

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Have other officers spoken to 
you about Mr. Sanderson ? 

A. Yes, sir; several of them, and I think that can be 
brought out by the testimony of the other officers, because it 
is not directly within my knowledge. 

Q. How did you obtain Mr. Sanderson ? 

A... In the Civil Service. 

(. And he had the recommendations necessary ? 

A. The usual recommendations of the Civil Service; 
yes, sir. 

Q.. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) Just a moment — did you say 
you obtained Mr. Sanderson through the Civil Service ? 

A. Yes, sir; he was sent to me by the Civil Service. 

(). How long were you here when he was sent to you? 

A. The day I came. 
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Q. Then you made a requisition for him on the Civil 
Service the day you came, as a watchman ? 

A. No, sir; the requisition was made by the Trustees. 

(. Then you never did make a requisition ? 

A. Ihave made a requisition on the Trustees. 

@. You say you wanted a watchman ? 

A. Iasked for a watchman of the Trustees, and they put 
the business through the Civil Service. 

@. How many days before you came was the requisition 
made for Mr. Sanderson? 

A. I don’t know. 

(. Then you did not make the requisition for him? 

A. I did not make the requisition. The matter was ar- 
ranged so that he could come down. I asked to have a 
man the second day before I came, and he was then asked 
to come down with me, two days later. 

Dr. Purnam.—If the Councilman would like an ex- 
planation, I would say that the officers do not apply to the 
Civil Service directly, but to the Trustees, and the Trustees 
apply to the Civil Service, and they send the men down. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam. I would like to ask Mr. An- 
thony if there was anything else Mr. Sanderson said to him 
in regard to carrying on the Institution and in regard to the 
boys ? 

A. Mr. Sanderson complained to me at various times of 
the treatment of boys by various officers — officers he had had 
occasion to report to me for laxness of duty and officers 
against whom he seemed to have malice, and whenever I was 
obliged to speak to Mr. Sanderson by way of reproof he 
always ended by turning back on these officers; and in each 
case the case was investigated and found to be without foun- 
dation, and the evidence can be given in the various cases. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) I would like to ask the names 
of the officers who reported Mr. Sanderson to you? 

A. Leighton, Boyd, Walton and Mr. Baker. 

(. Wasn’t that the Mr. Boyd who made the strap? 

A. Mr. Boyd, I believe, helped to make the strap. 

(). And he is one of the men who reported Mr. Sanderson 
to you? 

ALY ésy'sir. 

Q. What did he say? How did he report him, Mr. An- 
thony ? What did he say to you? 

A. That he considered that Mr. Sanderson was stirring 
up the boys to insubordination, that he had been very confi- 
dential with the boys, taking them out to one side and talk- 
ing with them.

(). Just a moment— he had been confidential with the 
boys.

Q. What I want to find out is how he would have a 
chance to talk with the boys — how, if he was sleeping all 
day, he could be stirring them up to insubordination. How 
could he do that ? 

A. Bysleeping a portion of the day and talking with the 
boys at other times in the day. 

@. I beg pardon — you stated that he slept all day. 

A. I beg pardon—TI did not say that. As a matter of 
fact I know that, while he was night watchman, he was 
around the Institution a great deal during the day. 

Q. (By Mr. Stone.) When did he sleep ? 

A. Icouldn’t say. I know at times it seemed as if he 
could not have been awake during the whole night. 

@. When did you receive word of the insubordination he 
was creating among the boys ? 

- A. About two weeks before he left. 

Q. Upto that time you had no fault to find with Sander- 
son ? 

A. Not as definitely as lately. 

Q. Up to that time you considered Sanderson a good 
officer ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. But you had no fault to find with him? 

AGONY es? 

Q. What? 

A. The general disposition to find fault in the Institution 
with his food and lodging and the way the boys were handling 
the dormitories — the way I asked them to be handled. 

Q. How long had he been complaining about that ? 

A. Since the 1st of February. 

Q. And how long was he on the Island ? 

A. A month then. The first month he was perfectly sat- 
isfactory. 
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Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Did you ever instruct Mr. 
Sanderson to handcuff a boy to the bed ? 


A. In one case, that I have referred to. 

@. Did you ever instruct him to do that? 

A. JI instructed him to do that; yes, sir. 

Q. Did he handcuff him to the bed ? 

A. I presume he carried out my instructions. 

Q. Did he ever protest against handcuffing him to the 
bed ? 

AMON Oeil, 


Q. Now, didn’t you consider it rather a dangerous thing 
to do to handcuff a boy to a bed in a building without fire 
escapes ? 

A. The watchman was there and had a key to the hand- 
cuffs. 

@. Another question — why did you say here at the last 
hearing that there was no cell and afterwards substantially 
acknowledge that there was a cell? 

A. Idid not. There is no cell. That place under the 
stairs was not used except in those cases that have been 
referred to. 

Q. Why was the door taken off and another one put on? 

A. Because of the reasons that have been substantially 
stated here already, that we wanted to use that place to stow 
things away in, and fixed it up to use for that purpose. 

(). Were there bars and a wire screen inside that ? 

A. There was an opening about 20 inches by 14, 
covered as you describe. 

Wasn’t it 9 inches square ? 
No, sir. 
Where is that door now ? 
It is in the blacksmith’s shop. 
In the cell where the boys were locked it was per- 
y dark, wasn’t it? 
No, sir. 
Where was the light to come from ? 
Through that opening. 
This place was under the stairs ? 
Yes, sir. 
And there was a wire screen inside the bars ? 
Yes, sir; so that the boys couldn’t pass anything in. 
So that the boys could not pass anything in to a boy 
th: at was there — that was why it was made in that way? 
Yes, sir. 
me Did they ever pass anything in there? 
Yes, sir. 
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(). How did you find it out? 
A. It was an easy thing to do. 
Where did you get ventilation there? 

There was ventilation enough in there. An officer 
ara there every hour at least and took the boy out and 
ventilated the closet. 

@. Didn’t you state here at the last hearing that you had 
a boy locked in there eighteen hours ? 

A. I stated at that time that the boy was taken out 
every hour? 


@. Every hour? 

A. Yes, sir; day and night. 

Q. Locked in and taken out every hour? 
AT 9 Yes, Bir 

Q. What was the boy’s name? 

A. Patrick Sliney. 


Did you hear the boy state —no, you weren’t here — 
the boy stated that he was locked in seventeen hours, without 
being taken out. 

A. I said that he was locked in seventeen hours, too, but 
he was taken out every hour. My instructions to the night 
watchmen and the day men were that he should be carried 
out every hour, taken out. 

(. Didn’t you know, as officer of this Institution, that 
it was contrary to the State law to lock a boy in dark 
solitary ? 

A. It wasn’t dark solitary. 

Q. Ithought from what you had already said that it was. 
Was there any window there? 

A. A window in the door. The door is at your disposal, 
gentlemen. 

Q. Perhaps it is like the strap. We were waiting at the 
last hearing to see the strap produced, but it wasn’t pro- 
duced. 

A. I can produce it. 

Q@. You can produce it two weeks afterwards —that is 
all right; but not at the last hearing. Why didn’t you pro- 
duce it then? 

A. You didn’t ask me to. 

@. You stated three times that you would produce the 
strap, and the Trustees stated so. 

Dr. Putnam. — At the middle of the hearing, when we 
were ready with evidence to go on, Mr. Linehan moved that 
the investigation adjourn. I think that is sufficient answer 
to that. The straps are there, ready to be seen. 
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(By Dr. Putnam.) Do you remember that affair in the 
dormitory March 6? 

A. Iremember the report that was made to me. 

Q. What report was made to you, and by whom? 

A. Mr. Baker reported the punishment of two boys in 
the dormitory, as he is obliged to report all punishments not 
given in my presence. Mr. Baker at the time was acting 
in Mr. Leighton’s place. Mr. Leighton was house officer and 
was on leave of absence, and Mr. Baker was taking his place 
as house officer. The house officer at that time, before the 
Assistant Superintendent was brought, acted in the place 
of the Superintendent when the Superintendent was not 
present. So in general he had power to act for me that night. 
That night I was ill, just recovering from the grip, and had 
especially deputized Mr. Baker to take charge if there was 
any occasion for any discipline, saying that I was to be 
called only in a very serious case. The next morning Mr. 
Baker reported to me the punishment of two boys in the dor- 
mitory. I asked him the circumstances. He said they were 
creating a disturbance. JIasked him where the watchmen 
were. Mr. Baker was very ioath to report to me the fact 
that the watchmen were lax in their duty. 

(). What watchmen ? 

A. Sanderson and Muldoon, at the time of the affair. 
Muldoon was a new man, who had been there but a few days, 
and he had been placed with Mr. Sanderson to be instructed 
in his duties. The point’ at which the outbreak was was 
the most dangerous point for escape —a small corner room 
in which twelve escapes had been made the month before I 
came, and I had instructed the watchmen to have watch kept 
constantly in the corridor of that room. As the affair was re- 
ported to me by three of the officers there at the time — Wal- 
ton, Fisher and Baker — the watchmen were at the farther 
end, the farthest room, and did not know that the men had 
been in the dormitory at all, or that there had been any dis- 
turbance there, until Mr. Baker had been there a second 
time. It did not seem that any of the watchmen had been 
~ there in the dormitory at all. The noise was such as to call 
the officers from the officers’ sitting room. 

Q. (By Alderman Brick.) What I wanted to ask Mr. 
Anthony is if he will state briefly what are the methods of 
punishment here and what system, what means and system 
are used to acquaint the Trustees with punishments, so that 
they know what goes on here? First, briefly, what are the 
methods of punishment, and then what method and system 
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do you use so that the Trustees may become acquainted with 
the nature and extent of the punishments ? 

A. The merit system is used, first, and the grade system, 
upon which I can give you papers that will explain. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. —I think most of this testimony has 
been given at the last hearing, and the aldermen can see it 
when the records appear. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Yes; it came out at the last hearing. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) Mr. Anthony, I understood 
you to say the last time when you were before the commit- 
tee, that unless under special circumstances —such as you 
testified in one instance was the case with Mr. Baker — your 
officers would not punish boys without instructions? You 
testified to that effect? 

Asy (es, S10; 

@. Well, do you think your officers understand that the 
same way ? 

A. I think so. 

(J. As I remember, Mr. Baker testified that in any reason- 
able case where a boy had committed an offence he would 
feel justified in punishing the boy. I think you will find 
that he testified that if, in his opinion, the case demanded 
punishment, he would have the power to inflict it. 

Miss CHEEVER. — May we have Mr. Baker’s evidence ? 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) I will ask the Superin- 
tendent to state that, and then will ask Mr. Baker when he 
comes in? : 

A. You mean my general rule? 

®. . Yes; state it. 

A. That there shall be no corporal punishment except 
in my presence, unless I specially deputize a man for the 
purpose. 

Q. (By Miss CHErvEeR.) The case in the dormitory 
that has been brought up, was a case where you were not 
present ? 

A. I was not present. 

(. And you have explained that, as far as Mr. Baker is 
concerned, at this time by saying that he was specially depu- 
tized to do it? 

A. Yes; Iwas in my house ill and had him specially 
placed in charge that night. 

Q. I will ask you if you had any evidence, after this re- 
port as to Sanderson by Mr. Baker, that Sanderson had any 
ill-will towards Baker? 

A. Not from Mr. Baker, but from other officers. 

(). But from other officers ? 
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A. Mr. Baker has said very little. 

(J. What officers ? 

A. Walton, Mr. Leighton, Mr. Boyd. 

Q. Had you ever heard of such ill-will before, or had the 
attitude of the officers been pleasant? 

A. Perfectly pleasant up to that time. ; 

Q. What evidence did you have after this as to ill-will? 

A. Well, what Mr. Sanderson said to me personally was 
sufficient. 

@. What did Sanderson say to you personally ? 

A. At the time I called Sanderson and Muldoon into the 
office, the day after the affair, to talk to them about it, he was 
very angry to think that Mr. Baker had gone into the dormi- 
tory at all or had reported the affair at all to me, and occa- 
sionally after that he complained to me because I sent day 
officers up at night to see what transpired, and reported to 
me several cases of alleged cruelty on the part of Mr. Baker, 
which I found on investigation had no foundation. 

Cases of choking, and so forth? 

Yes, sir. 

You looked into every case? 

Yes, sir. 

And found no cases ? 

No cases of brutality or severity. 

Did any other officer complain of Baker ? 

No, sir. 

(By Alderman Brick.) Do you know of Mr. San- 
derson’ s previous career? If he had had any other experi- 
ence in other institutions ? 

A. I think he had never been in any institution before. 

Q. (By Mr. LinEHAN.) I would like to ask you a ques- 
tion, Mr. Anthony — what institution for reforming boys had 
you had experience in? 

I had been — 

(. Where were you before you came here ? 

A. Iwas in New Britain. 

Q. What doing ? 

A. Iwas principal of a grammar school there, and had 
charge of the lower grades my own. 

Q. And is that all ? 

A. Before that I was at the Thompson’s Island Farm 
School, Assistant Superintendent. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) You say you were principal 
of a school in New Britain ? 

A. I was principal of the consolidated schools of New 
Britain, Conn., having supervision of the lower grades, 
being supervisor of seven schools besides my own.

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) How long ago was it that you 
graduated from college ? 

A. Four years. 

(). And before you were at New Britain and Thompson’s 
Island ? 

A. I was principal of the West Bridgewater High School. 

Q. Did you do anything at Brown University ? 

A. I was instructor there, teaching 1 in the rhetoric depart- 
ment, in my senior year. 

@. Now, please explain that story about the tobacco — 
the case of the boy who was punished, who said he could not 
find the tobacco and then was taken to the cottage — 

A. Excuse ine. It will be preferable, perhaps, if I tell my 
story without hearing the other testimony. 

Q. Yes. 

A. The boy confessed to me that he had taken tobacco 
and had it hidden in the cottage. I sent the boy with Mr. 
Boyd to find the tobacco, as he said he would do, and he came 
back without the tobacco, said he couldn’t find it. I talked 
with him — didn’t punish him, and he said he thought he knew 
where the tobacco was. He returned there with Mr. Baker 
and I told Mr. Baker to take the heht rattan and if he re- 
fused to find it to punish him. The boy went down there 
with Mr. Baker, and didn’t find it. Mr. Baker gave him 
four strokes — I have reason to believe they were not severe 
and the boy then found the tobacco and came back with 
Mr. Baker. 

Q. (By Mr. LinenAn.) Were you there? 

A, UN ORSIE: 

Q. Then how did you know about it? 

A. From the boy —he so stated to me; and the boy said 
he didn’t object to bemg punished in the cottage, but did in 
the school-room. 

Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) Have you seen the testi- 
mony since the last hearing ? 

A. No, sir; only in the papers. 

()-) 2; The official report ? 

AN oO, sit. 

Q. Have you been informed by anybody as to what each 
particular boy said ? 

Yes, sir. 

(). You have a pretty general idea as to what was said at 
the last meeting by the boys ? 

A. A pretty fair idea, I think. 

Q. Did I understand you to say that Mr. Sanderson 
criticised the management of the Institution here ? 
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Asn gXcOS, SIPs 

Q. And in a general way you hold Mr. Sanderson re- 
sponsible for the bad conduct of the boys? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q: In fact, you hold him entirely responsible for certain 
disorderly conduct and insubordination? That is, when he 
was away there would be no trouble with anybody — there 
was nobody left to sympathize with the boys and to stir up 
trouble ? 

A. I think all the officers sympathize with the boys. I 
never accused Sanderson of sympathizing too much with the 
boys, because no officer can sympathize too much with them. 
I accused Sanderson of creating insubordination. Sanderson 
asked me if I accused him of being too sympathetic with the 
boys. “No,” I said, “I accuse you of creating insubordina- 
tion.” 

@. You never heard of any of the other officers making 
any remarks at all about the way boys were treated ? 

A. No, sir; not adversely. I know of no other officer, 
either here now, or who has left since I have been here, who 
would create trouble among the boys. 

Q. (By Alderman Brick.) Do you mean that Mr. 
Sanderson’s acts stirred the boys up to insurrection ?

Q. In what way — worked the boys up so that they were 
ready to make trouble ? 

A. Yes, sir; the boys stated to me that he said that I 
had no right to punish them, that they were punished for 
offences that I had no right to punish them for, that he would 
see that they had redress for their wrongs, and that he wanted 
them to be ready to see the Common Councilmen when they 
came down and have their stories ready for them. The result 
of that talk was the insubordination to which I have referred. 

Q. That was the result of it? 

A. The result of such conversation with the boys was to 
create insubordination, a constant spirit of rebellion, in the 
yards and school-rooms. 

Q. (By, Dr. Putnam.) Did Sanderson complain of the 
food? 

A. Not entirely; no, sir. He complained of the other 
features. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Well, he was complaining 
about the usage the boys were getting, the beatings they were 
getting ?

@. Did Sanderson say anything to them, or have you - 
reason to think Sanderson said something to them that might 
create insubordination ?

Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) Who was struck with the 
billy ? 

A. Fred Novak. 

@. You have heard of the testimony he gave before the 
committee in regard to that stroke, have you not?

@. Do you remember how his testimony compares with 
yours ?

Q. Further than that you testified that you struck him 
lightly on the head ? 

A. I believe that he testified that he had a bunch on his 
head as large as his fist.

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Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Did any officer see him struck ? 
Was any officer on hand then?

Q. Who? 

A. Mr. Walton. 

Q. (By Alderman Brick.) How big a boy is he? 

' A. Novak? I should say that-he is a boy nearly as tall 
as I, if not fully. 

Q. How old? 

A. Sixteen or seventeen. 

Q. How much does he weigh? 

A. I should say one hundred and thirty. 

Q. What was he doing at the time he was struck ? 

A. He had escaped from the Institution and had gone 
with the other boys to the further end of the Island. 

(. Did he offer resistance to you? 

A. Yes, sir; put up his hand to strike me, and I struck 
him. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. —I think the alderman suffers under 
a disadvantage from not having been here at the former hear- 
ing. 

0. (By Dr. Putnam.) Did Mr. Sanderson ask to be a 
house officer?

And is there anything in regard to that which shows 
any animus on his part? 

A. Well, he seemed very much put out because I didn’t 
give the place to him. That was about the time just before 
these affairs occurred when I had reason to think Mr. San- 
derson was not acting as he should. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) Would he have more pay 
in that position ?

@. How much more’? 

A. Five dollars a month more and day work. 

@. (By Miss CHEEVER.) On what date was Sanderson 
discharged ? 

A. April 12, I believe. 

@. You have given the grounds of that? 

A. Perhaps the 14th —I am not absolutely sure that that _ 
is the date. 

Q. How did Mr. Sanderson take his discharge? 

A. Well, he seemed very much surprised, but before he 
got through he made these statements which I have already 
reported. He was very angry at the time. He made other 
statements that same day to other officers, which I hope will 
be brought out. 
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Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Would you like to make any 
other statements in regard to Sanderson ? 

A. No, sir; I don’t care to. 

(Q. Iam now going to leave Sanderson, if nobody wants 
to ask the witness further about him. What is your general 
plan in regard to employment of officers and instructors. 

A. You mean my policy in employing officers ? 

GO, Yes; {sir: 

A. Well, I believe at all times instructors should be with 
these boys, that inside of the school-rooms and outside of the 
school-rooms, at their work and play, at all times the boys 
should be in groups, instead of being treated in masses, as 
far as possible to get at the individual boy; and that at all 
times officers should be instructors, whether they are at work 
with them outside or at work in the houses, the dining-rooms 
or the dormitories. 

(). Have you made any changes in the staff of officers 
with that end in view ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(. Having instructors instead of officers ? 

A= OCGS, Sir 

@. What are those changes ? 

A. Mr. Baker is physical director and Mr. Fisher is 
military drill master. I would say that those men, outside 
of those special departments, have the usual duties that would 
come on the master of a cottage — such as care of the bath- 
ing of the boys, care of the dining-room and clothing. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) If you had this Institution on 
the cottage plan, as you would like to have it, in what places 
would these officers fall? 

A. Masters of the cottages, taking charge of the cottages 
and this work I have mentioned outside, in some special line. 

QQ. Is that office recognized in all modern institutions — 
master of cottage, as well as instructor? 

A. Yes, in all places where they have the cottage system, 
as all up-to-date institutions have. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Is that office covered in the Civil 
Service at all? 

Bl Seio.ra in 

@. The question of agencies was brought out — what is 
the usual use of agencies in connection with getting instruc- 
tors and teachers in the community in general, in other 
schools and other educational institutions ? 

A. Superintendents of schools very seldom go anywhere 
else for teachers. 

@. Except where? 
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A. To agencies. There are two or three large, well- 
established agencies, which are recognized as perfectly trust- 
worthy. 

@. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Those are monopolies, aren’t 
they ? 

A. Yes, trusts. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) What was Mr. Baker engaged 
for? | 

A. As athletic instructor. 

. Well, you had reason to be satisfied with his prepara- 
tion ? 

A. I was. 

@. Do you remember what that was? 

A. I had letters to refer to which were on file at the 
agency. I had the personal word of the head of the agency, 
whom I know personally very well; and I have a letter now 
from the Director of the Sargent Gymnasium at Bowdoin 
College, where Mr. Baker was instructor for a year. 

@. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Can Mr. Anthony show that.

Will you state, for in- 
stance, if you were going to employ Mr. Baker, or an officer 
in that capacity, just what you would do? Would you get 
authority from the Board of ‘Trustees to employ such an 
official first ?

Q. Is Mr. Baker an all-around athlete or a specialist? 

A. An all-around athlete. 

(. He understands jumping, running, hurdling ? 

A. Yes, sir. He was an instructor in Bowdoin College, 
and this letter from there recommended him, and he did 
a great deal of measuring there for a year and a half. 

Q. (By Mr. Strong.) Then it was impossible for this 
agency to find anybody in Boston that would come down here 
and take the position ? 

A. They said so. 

Miss CHEEVER. —I would like to state that you will un- 
derstand that this Island is not so desirable a place as the 
Boston public schools, for instance, for teachers. Mr. An- 
thony came and tried himself to find a teacher for a vacancy. 
It is much more likely to be the people outside of the city 
who are willing to come here to a place like this. I think as 
we raise the standard here it may become more desirable for 
teachers. 

Q. (By Mr. Lineman.) [| would like to ask another 
question. Have you a new watchman down here by the 
name of McCarthy? 
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No, sir. 

Did you have one? 

No, sir: 

Did you have a new watchman down here lately ? 
Yes, sir. 

What is his name ? 

Coleman. 

How long has he been here ? 

Came last Saturday afternoon. 

Who was here before he came ? 

I had my full quota. 

Who took Sanderson’s place ? 

‘Mr. Frank W. Finn. 

Where did he come from? 

Recommended to me by the Civil Service. 
Made a requisition on the Civil Service? 
I told the Trustees. 

How long ago? 

I don’t recollect. My letters will show. 

Mr. Lams. —I perhaps can help matters in this way. As 
these requests to the Civil Service come through the Board, 
I would suggest that perhaps Mr. Linehan may obtain in- 
formation in regard to that matter through the Board. 

Mr. LINEHAN. —As the Superintendent has stated that 
the engagement of these men is left solely to him, I think he 
is the man who can best answer the question. 

Mr. Lamsp.—I am _ perfectly willing that he. should 
answer. 

(By Mr. LinenAn.) Iwill ask you if you communicated 
with the Trustees after Mr. Sanderson went away and told 
them that you wanted another man ? 

A. Yes, sir. May I make a statement ? 

Q. Just make a direct answer to the questions, and make 
any statement you wish to make afterwards. Now, who 
came here? Who was sent to you? 

A; -Mrekann, 

(. How long did he remain ? 

A. He is here at present. 

Q. Do you know whether there was a requisition made 
on the Civil Service for him? 

A. I presume so, but I don’t know. I make my requisi- 
tions to the Trustees, and they are sent by the Trustees. 

(. How long has Mr. Finn been down here ? 

A. Something over a week. I couldn’t say just how 
long. 

. Something over a week?

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A. I think he came the Ist of May. I haven’t the 
records here, but can find them. 

Q. How long was Mr. Sanderson away before you found 
~ aman to fill his place? 

From the 12th of April until this man came. 

Who filled his place ? 

Nobody.

No, sir. 

Was he night watchman in the dormitory ? 

Yes, sir. 

Who filled the place? 

There were three men. The watchmen changed so 
as to bring one man out during the night, and during the 
alternate night the watchman was off. 

(). How many watchmen were here when you came? 

A. Three. 

(). How many employees were there on the Island when 
you came first ? 

A. I couldn’t state the exact number. 

(. How many are here now? 

A. Icouldn’t state the exact number. 

Q. You are Superintendent of the Island and cannot 
state the number of employees under you? 

A. Not at present; no. 

(. How do you account for that? 

A. Well, I simply don’t know. My books are in the 
office, and I can simply show you, if you wish to see it, if you 
care to see it, the pay roll at any time. 

(. You don’t know how many people are working under 

ou? 
Z A. No; you will have to put that down to my igno- 
rance, Mr. Linehan. 

Q. All right. Now, who is the latest addition to the 
watchmen ? 

Mr. Coleman. 

You have three now ? 

We have four now. 

How many did you have when Mr. Sanderson was

How long has he been gone? 

Went to-day.

@. Well, do you have the power of making a requisition 
or applying to an employment agency for men if you want 
them yourself ? 

A. No. For watchmen? 


(. You simply communicate with the Trustees and ask 
them to send you down a watchman ? 

A. Ask them to make a requisition on the Civil Service. 

(. You ask them to make a requisition on the Civil 
Service ? 

Asw i Yes, ir: 

(. Did you bring anyone here lately who was not sent 
from the Civil Service ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Who secured Mr. Davis ? 

A. I did. The requisition was not under the Civil 
Service, I understand. 

Q. What was the day he came to the Island — the day of 
the month ? 

A. April 5. 

Q. Didn’t you know there had been a law passed in 
Boston at that time in regard to the matter ? 

A. Yes, sir. At that time? 

Q. Two days before that. 

A. Yes, sir; but Mr. Davis was engaged the last of 
March. 

Q. Didn’t you know there was a law pending then, liable 
to be passed? (At this point the bugle sounded.) How 
many times a day do they blow this thing? 

A. Sixteen times. 

Q. They have knocked off thirty times since the last 
time we were here? 

A. No, some, but not thirty. 

(). It was forty-six then? 

A. ‘That number on the programme were not used since 
it has been in effect. 

(. Well, the Instructor in Military Drill testified that it 
was blown forty-six times. 

A. Well, I think he never used the full number, Mr. 
Linehan. 
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Q. Well, didn’t you know, Mr. Anthony, that there was 
a law pending in Boston at that time? 

wn Y OS, Site 

(. Then why did you appoint Mr. Davis? 

A. I stated that I had been communicating with Mr. 
Davis for three months in regard to this position. 

Q. How Jong had you been on the Island when he 
came here? 

A. I had been here three months and four days. 

@. You have been here now three months and four days? 

A. No; I came here the 2d day of January, and was 
here three months and four days when Mr. Davis came. I 
thought that was your question. 

(). Three months ago you began to engage him? 

A. Began the middle of January. 

@. You had been on the Island only four days when you 
began to negotiate with him ? 

A. In the middle of January I commenced to. 

Q. You stated that you were here the second of 
January ? 

AY ey es aay, 

(@. You were here, then, four days when you began to 
negotiate with him ? 

A. No; my statement was that I had been here three 
months and four days when he came. I simply made that 
as a general statement, but, as a matter of fact, I began to 
negotiate with Mr. Davis about the middle of January. I 
think the letters will show that. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) May Task you if you had said 
anything to Mr. Davis? Hadn’t you spoken to Davis in 
December, before you were appointed ? 

A. Yes, sir; that was after my appointment here, know- 
ing that I should want such a position filled, and as I knew 
Mr. Davis I talked with him. But I had no written com- 
munication with him—as I understood the question was 
asked — until the middle of January. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) At what time was he 
appointed by you? 

A. The 28th of March. 

Q. (By Mr. Stonz.) From when did he draw a salary ? 

A. From the 5th of April. He was appointed the 28th 
‘of March. 

(. And commenced to draw a salary from the 5th of 
April? 

A. Yes sir. 

Q. Two days after the ordinance had been passed ? 
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A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Then he really began work as an employee here two 
days after that law passed the city government? 

PASE SY Os, Sif. 

Q. Then that law was broken when Davis came to work 
here ? 

A. I don’t consider so, because he came before the law 
was passed. Of course, that is a legal point. 

Q. Of course, you follow the laws of the city? 

A. I intend to. | 

@. Why did you not do so in that case? You knew at 
that time that the law had been passed? 

A. This man was appointed by me before the ordinance 
was passed. 

Q. But he hadn’t come towork. The subsequent action 
on the part of the city government might make your acts 
void ? 

A. My appointment was confirmed by the Board of 
Trustees. 

* Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN). You appointed him? 

A. Yes; but it was approved by the Board of Trustees. 

Q. (By Miss CHEvVER.) You expected him to come to 
work earlier ? 

Yes. 

Why was he detained ? 

Because he was a witness in a court case at his home. 
You expected him here at the time of his appointment ? 
tp 1 did. 

Mr. LAMB. — I have a letter from Mr. Davis dated the 2d 
of April. I think this ordinance was passed by the Council 
on the third or fourth, I am not sure which. 

Mr. LiInEHAN.— The third. 

Mr. LAmB.— This letter was dated by Mr. Davis the second 
of April, stating that he had not been able to come before and 
referring to his previous acceptance of the position, and we 
will be very happy to bring before you the letter appointing 
him in March, if you wish. 

(. (By Alderman CopMAN.) Are you aware that the 
Mayor did not sign that ordinance until the tenth of April; 
that it did not become an ordinance until the 10th? 

A No, sir; I was not aware of it. 

Dr. PutNAm.— I was aware of the fact. 

Alderman CopMAN.— You were ? 

Dr. PutNAmM.— Yes; in relation to Mr. Davis, I felt so 
sure that we had appointed him some time before the Com- 
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mon Council had even taken up this matter that I didn’t pay 
further attention to it. These letters are all at your disposal. 

Q. (By Mr. Strong.) Did you know that assistant 
superintendents came under the Civil Service ? 

A. I did not. 

Mr. LAms.-— In relation to this matter may I state a few 
words, as I had quite a talk with the authorities on this very 
point. Mr. Davis is also a master of the cottage. He is to 
have charge of the smaller boys — thirty boys at the other 
end of the Island — and there is no assistant superintendent 
on the books of the Civil Service. These requisitions that 
come from Mr. Anthony — all Civil Service matters — come 
through our office, and then they go to Mr. Cancannon. 
Then they go to the State House and come back to Mr. 
Cancannon, and then to us; and I have had, therefore, every 
one before me, and can explain them all to you. 

Mr. StonE.— Of course, you didn’t understand my ques- 
tion. 

Mr. LiInEHAaN.—I would like to ask you the question, Mr. 
Chairman Lamb. 

Mr. LAms.— Mr. Linehan. 

Mr. LiInEHAN.— Did you know that assistant superin- 
tendents had to be qualified under Civil Service ? 

Mr. Lams.—I did not. I knew that masters of cottages 
were not under Civil Service, and I took occasion myself to 
go to the State House in relation to this matter, and talk of it 
to the authorities there. If you call him an assistant super- 
intendent, they had no one to offer for that position. ‘There- 
fore we were at liberty to choose someone provisionally. If 
he was called a master of cottage, he would not come under 
the Civil Service. So that in either case we had the privilege 
of choosing our own officer. 

Mr. Stonrt. — Then, Mr. Lamb, assistant superintendents 
do come under the Civil Service? 

Mr. Lams. — Well, there is a question about that. 

Mr. Stoner. — Is it not a fact that they do? 

Mr. LAms. — It is rather an open question. 

Mr. Stone. — You have just admitted that they do. 

Mr. LAms. — In talking with Mr. Dudley, we have dis- 
cussed this question for some time, and it appears that an 
assistant superintendent might be considered as coming under 
the Civil Service. If that position did not come under the 
Civil Service, they had no one to offer for it. 

Mr. Stoner. — Then they could have called for an exami- 
nation of candidates for that position, which is their usual 
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rule, I believe. If there are no available candidates on the 
list, they call an examination. 

Mr. Lams. — Well, he is also a master of cottage, and a 
master of cottage does not come under the Civil Service. 

Mr. STONE. — He is also here as acting superintendent. 
Mr. LAMB. — Well. 

Mr. LineHAN.—Did you ever make an apphecation for 
master of cottage before ? 

Mr. Lams. — We have had no occasion to. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — Never have? 

Mr. Lams. — The cottage we are speaking of has always 
been a summer hospital. We never have had a use for it. 

Alderman Brick. — The reason was that you thought Mr. 
Davis such a desirable man that you wanted to get him and 
wanted the Civil Service to give him to you? 

Mr. Lamsp.— We considered Mr. Davis a most desirable 
man. 

Alderman Brick.— And that is the reason why you 
wanted to strain the Civil Service law to get him, because 
you thought he was a most desirable man to have ? 

Mr. Lams. — Oh, no; I don’t think there was any desire 
on our part at all to get around the law, the Civil Service. 

Alderman Brick. — That is done in a great many depart- 
ments, you know, where they think certain people are par- 
ticularly desirable to have. 


JOHN CLINTON ANTHONY. — Resumed. 


Dr. Putnam. — Mr. Anthony, — 

The CHAIRMAN. — Just a moment. Mr. Linehan wishes 
to ask a question. 

Q. (By Mr. LingsAn.) Do you know in what institu- 
tion Mr. Davis had worked before he came here ? 

Yes, sir. 

W here ? 

In the Highland Military Academy in Worcester. 
Was that an institution for reforming boys ? 

No, sir. 

Well, what are his duties here ? 

I think I have already defined them — acting superin- 
tendent in my absence and master of cottage. 

(). What are the duties of the master of the cottage ? 

A. To take charge of the cottage, to see that all depart- 
ments of it are properly managed, to look after the boys, 
seeing that they shall not harm their clothing, to see to the 
cleanliness of the Institution — of course, with the help of 
the matron. 
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Q. Do they eat in the cottage ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. He is master of the cottage and assistant superintend- 
ent ? 

Ais es, Sly 

Q. To your knowledge, he never has had any experience 
in reforming boys until he came here? 

A. He has had a wide experience with boys of all classes. 

@. I mean with reforming boys ? 

A. He never has had any experience with this class of 
boys. 

@. He has never been employed in a reform school be- 
fore ? 


A. No, sir; never has. 

Q. (By Dr. PUTNAM.) Mr. anehone 4 is there any dif- 
ference between educating boys and reforming boys ? 

A. I think the underlying principals are the same. I 
think that reform is merely a form of education. 

Q. We were talking about Mr. Baker — his duties as 
first laid out, what were they ? 

A. As athletic instructor and to be with the boys in 
their yard at play and work. 

(). What duties has he been doing since he came here 
besides that ? 

A. Positions here have been empty several times. Mr. 
Baker has had to fill any that were vacant, wherever he has 
been called upon. He started in on regular athletic work, 
but has been called on for other duties, so that he hasn’t 
been able to carry on class work; and together we made out 
a series of measurements to be taken in the case of each 
boy, carefully looking into the physical condition of the boy, 
carefully looking for defects and abnormalities, and that is 
being carried out, giving each boy careful measurements and 
individual work adapted to the boy, to bring up the defec- 
tive parts and bring the boy up to the average boy, physically. 

Q. Lask you why his duties were changed ac that time ? 
Did you state why you gave him the other duties besides 
those of athletic teacher ? 

A. Yes, sir; there were changes here during the first 
few weeks he was here and I had to call on him for various 
duties. 

(. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Now I want to ask about the 
condition of things here at the time of Mr. Baker’s arrival. 
What was the condition of things at the time of Mr. Baker’s 
arrival ? 

A. As I stated in my last evidence, my last testimony, it 
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was practically a condition of riot here most of the time the 
first six weeks I was here. 

Q. Did Mr. Baker complain of the difficulty of managing 
the boys ? 

A. Yes; it was very hard upon him. 

@. Did Mr. Baker have more boys to manage at that time 
than now ? 

A. Yes; he had very large numbers in the yard. [ hadn’t 
been able to break them up in groups, as I have at present, 
and he didn’t have the support in the yard he should have 
had from those assisting him. 

Q. Did you hear any complaint from Mr. Baker at that 
time that it was hard for him? 

A. Not at all. 

(. At the time you heard the complaint was the dis- 
cipline harder or easier. 

A. Very much easier. 

(J. The complaints of Mr. Baker, then, came at a time 
when the discipline was easier ? 

A. At an easier time — easiest time since I came on the 
Island ; worse ever since. 

Q. State how they came, and under what circumstances ? 

A. The complaints in connection with Mr. Sanderson ? 

Q. I think you stated that it was after some special 
trouble with Mr. Sanderson ? 

AGWAY 68' 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) I will ask you once more about 
Mr. Baker. Charges have been made — very smiliar charges 
by different boys, about their being choked and kicked by Mr. 
Baker. Do you believe them —do you have any reason to 
beleve them ? 

A. I don’t believe them in any way. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) I would like to have Mr. 
Anthony state his experience with Mr. Baker in the treat- 
ment of the boys? 

A. I have seen Mr. Baker under a great many various 
conditions, and several times when he has shown himself to 
be the most tender-hearted man. In cases of boys being 
taken ill, for instance, where they had to be taken to Long 
Island, he has displayed the most careful solicitude for them. 
In one case recently he has taken a boy into his own bed and 
tended him all night, just as a mother would do, and always 
has shown himself to be the friend of the boys; and up to 
the time when Mr. Sanderson began to make these com- 
plaints — this trouble — the boys were, I am sure, very fond 
of Mr. Baker and they are now. 
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Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Have you ever seen any evi- 
dence of confidence among the boys in Mr. Baker? 

AGHIEKES: 

Q. (By Dr. PutTNAM.) Have you any reason to think 
that there has been an agreement among the boys to tell 
certain stories ? 

patty et ete 

@. What reason have you to believe that? 

A. Certain boys have told me that certain of the boys 
down here were getting up rules and swearing to each other, 
boyhood fashion, to tell certain stories. 

(. Have any of the officers had occasion to tell you 
about that ? 

AG UR Ys6S., Sir 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Who? 

A. Mr. Davis, Mr. Fisher, Mr. Boyd, Miss Walsh, 
possibly Miss MacAllese. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) For what particular purpose . 
was Mr. Fisher engaged ? 

A. As drill-master. 

(J. You are satisfied with him ? 

A. Iam. 

(). You think he is competent to do the duties assigned 
in connection with that office ? 

A. I think he is a man who is competent to fulfil the 
duties, a most excellent officer in every respect, exercises a 
most excellent influence over the boys. 

* Q. In what way does he influence them ? 

_ <A. He is with them a great deal in their play and at 
their work and has charge of the wash-room and bath-room, 

as the master of the cottage would. 

@. Have you heard that some of the boys said that they 
were threatened with punishment in case they complained 
to the Trustees ? 

A. I have heard of it. 

{. Since the hearing commenced ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(. Is there any truth in that? 

A. I never have threatened any boy. The general atti- 
tude of the boys has been very open to the Trustees. I 
think the ladies, who have been here, most of them, more 
than the men, can testify that the boys come to them for 
any purpose, when they are not in the school-rooms. I have 
seen the boys speaking to them, asking for various things, 
and I have encouraged that sort of thing as far as possible. 
I never have threatened any boy with punishment for doing 
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that, never have discouraged it, and whenever a_ boy has 
complained to me for any reason and said that he would see 
the Trustees — as, in fact, some of the boys have threatened 
me with the Trustees —I have always said to them that the 
next time the Trustees came down they must take the 
opportunity to see them and tell the whole story. 

Miss CHEEVER. — May I tell a story about one such. boy 
—not on my last visit, but I think the third last visit to the 
Island? When I arrived Mr. Anthony told me that a boy 
wanted to see me. He was a big boy, who just came down, 
and he was in a discontented frame of mind. I didn’t care 
to see him very much, but Mr. Anthony insisted, said the 
boy wanted to see me, and thought he had the right to, and 
I saw him. I never have been down when the boys have 
not thought they had a right to see me, and I think it has 
been the same with the other Trustees. They have seen us 
and have made any complaints they wanted to make. 

Alderman CopMAN. — How often have you come down? 

Miss CHEEVER. — How often have I come down, Mr. 
Anthony? I have come down a number of times and stayed 
all day, and have seen the boys pretty thoroughly, and have 
spent the night twice. 

Alderman CopMAN.— How many times since the first of 
January ? 

Miss CHEEVER. — I should think seven or eight times — 
haven’t I, Mr. Anthony ? 

Mr. ANTHONY.— As many as that, Miss Cheever. I 
should say, on the average, that some of the Trustees are 
down once or twice every week. 

Miss CHEEVER. — Not as a body, of course. 

Mr. LAms.— Have a rotating committee —two come 
every month and then two more, and the others come when- 
ever they like. As far as I am concerned, boys constantly 
come and talk to me, about the way they feel about things, 
one way and another. I think we can all testify that they 
come to us perfectly freely. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Mr. Anthony, Charles Brown 
testified that he was in that closet under the stairs three 
days, being taken out for his meals. Is that true? 

A. No, sir. 

(). What are the facts? 

A. He was in there one evening after supper through 
the evening. The next morning he was at work in the 
Institution and was not placed there at all. He was placed 
there that noontime for not more than three-quarters of an 
hour, I should say, having one meal there; was taken out 
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again and was in school, and was placed there from quarter- 
past to half-past four, was there that evening and taken out 
in time to go to bed, having the second meal there. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) What has been the condition 
of the boy since that time ? 

A. He has given us no trouble since then. 

Q. The result of the punishment was effective ? 

A. Yes; it was. 

(. Has the result of the punishment shown you that all 
the boy needed was training ? 

fAL 2 SB 

@. That he was not physically disabled — it has. shown 
you that ? 

A. Yes; it has shown me that. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Charles Brown testified that 
the reason why he was put in there was because he wet his 
clothes. 

A. No, sir; when he was put there it was because of 
filthiness which I don’t care to mention, which was absolutely 
unnecessary. 

(. Why were the bars that were started for the light 
lodge stopped? Mr. Stockmer testified that he had begun 
to make bars and stopped again, and didn’t know why. 
State why ? 

A. The reason why, I think, can be found in my letter 
to the Board, published in “ The City Record” of April 6, I 
think, after the falling of the lamp here. That place for the 
lodge had been spoken of by me and approved by the Board. 
We began to build a light lodge there. After this affair of 
the lamp dropping I felt at once that that would be a very 
unsafe place for a boy to be confined in case of fire, and so 
reported to the Trustees and asked permission to discontinue 
the completion of that lodge and to wait for the rebuilding 
until such time as we could find safe places for the building 
of light lodges. That was approved by the Trustees, and I 
at once discontinued the blacksmith and carpenter work upon 
that lodge. 

Q. (By Mr. LingeHan.) Who was the one who sug- 
gested the site for the lodge? 

PASO. did. 

(. Any fire escapes on the building then ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Any fire escapes on the building when you came here ? 

Ao UN Of Sir: 

Q. Did you ever suggest the idea of putting up fire 
escapes ? 


‘ 
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A. No, sir; I have suggested the idea of having the 
building inspected by the Building Inspector with the idea 
of fire in mind, and that has been done. ‘The inspector has 
told us everything necessary to insurv: safety for officers and 
boys in case of fire, and those suggestions, I believe, are now 
in the hands of the Commissioners to be carried out. I 
think Mr. Lamb testified about that. 

Mr. LAMB.— Yes. 

The Witness. —I believe outside fire escapes are not 
mentioned in the law. 

Q. (By Mr. LinEHAN.) You are not sure of that? 

A. “Independent means of egress” is all that the law 
says. The Building Inspector made that statement to me. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) In regard to that cottage occu- 
pied by the officers — that little cottage under the hill — that 
is occupied by four officers, isn’t it? 

WOOTRY OB iSir: 

@. Wili you state their names ? 

A. Mr. West, Mr. Downey, Mr. Bean and Mr. Stockmer. 

Q. Have they ever made complaint of their quarters to 
rou ? 

: A. About two weeks before the last investigation Mr. 
West complained of his bed, the mattresses. I had them 
changed. At the same time I asked Mr. Downey if he would 
not consent to having his bed put up. It has always been 
on the floor and had been a good many months before I came, 
at his request. J asked him at that time if I hadn’t better 
put it up for him, and he said perhaps it would be satisfac- 
tory, and [ had it done. ‘That is the only complaint I had 
from any inmate of the cottage. 

Q@. Have you ever been in the cottage since you came 
here ? 

‘AY AY On, Sir; 

@. You remember something was said about there being 
filth in the lower rooms of the cottage ? 

A. At what time do you mean? 

Q. The last investigation ? 

A. The day when we were at the cottage? 

@. Yes; as a matter of fact, has anything been done to 
that cottage since the last investigation, two weeks ago? 

A. FY Geer sir: 

(). What was done? . 

A. A sweeping up of the coal. The further room was 
used as a store-room for coal and wood. ‘That morning it 
was cluttered up, but was not filthy, unless coal-dust is 
filth. There was some wood scattered about the floor, and 
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that has been cleaned up. At one corner of the further room 
in which you go had been placed an old sink. That had 
been taken out, and the plumbing taken out, and the hole 
filled up with ashes. My attention has been called to that as 
being filthy. I should say that ashes as a means of filling 
are cleanly and wholesome; but, as there had been complaint 
about that, I have had it removed and filled with gravel. 

Mr. LinEHAN. — I don’t think there is any need of going 
into the condition of the cottage. The committee was there 
this morning and saw the condition of it. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEever.) I will ask Mr. Anthony if the 
lower fluor, of which complaint was made, was occupied ? 

A. No, it was not; it was the ground floor and damp, 
of course, as any place of that kind would be. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee thoroughly understands 
that. 7 
Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) You remember that morning 
that we came here ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You remember that there was no bread baked? We 
went over to the bakery and there was no bread ? 

Aw} Yes: 

Q. That it hadn’t come down? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Of your own knowledge, how long does the baker 
allow the bread to sponge before she bakes it ? 

A. She goes in there with the boys at five o’clock in the 
morning, makes the bread, and it rises until just after dinner, 
I believe. 

Q. Do you remember the time it was when we came 


here? 
A. Yes, sir. 
(. After ten o’clock ? 
Ad S¥Vies, ain 
Q. No bread mixed up then, was there? 
A. No, sir; no yeast had been mixed the’ night before. 
Q. How do you account for starting a fire in the oven? 
A. Looked for the yeast on the morning boat. 
Q. How many hours do you allow to bake a sponge? 
A. Perhaps it would be better to ask the baker. 
Q. Oh, I guess you can answer that; seven or eight 


hours? When do you start the fire? 

A. That is another thing that I can’t say anything about 
—another point of my ignorance. 

Q. (By Dr. PutTnam.) About the strap mentioned 
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during the hearing; how many straps have been made, 
fastened together, since you have been on the Island? 

A. “Two. 

@. Tell us all you know about the strap. 

A. When I first came here, the first night, two members of 
the Trustees were present. It was necessary to punish some 
of the boys at that time. The rattan that had been used 
had been taken, probably by some of the boys, and couldn’t 
be found, and it was necessary to have some means of punish- 
ment. So Mr. Walton brought in two pieces of leather, 
which were used that night, that can be produced. 

Q. Fastened together ? 

A. No,sir; not fastened together. As we had no means 
of getting a rattan, I asked Mr. Walton to make me a strap; 
had no opportunity to sew until the next day, and made one 
partly sewed and partly fastened with rivets. He brought 
it in and I refused to use it on the boys, and it never was 
used. After that we had a sewed strap. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) What did you use that night? 

A. The other one; the pieces of leather. 

@. And the sewed strap? 

A. That was sewed together some time after. 

This is rather a personal question, but perhaps the 
committee would lke to know how it is that you test the 
severity of the strap used on the boys ? 

A. I would prefer that you should ask some of the other 
offivers. I prefer not to answer the question. 

(. Well, I think you had better tell us how it is that you 
make the test. 

A. Well, Mr. Walton is one of the heavy men and_ he 
tests those things, usually on me. ‘The riveted strap was 
tested on me, the sewed strap and the rattans. 

Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) Why is that? 

A. Because I want to know whether they hurt or not. 

Q. Do you have the idea that each boy has the same 
sensibility and so forth? Wouldn’t it be possible that you 
could stand a harder blow than somebody else ? 

A. I think, from psychological tests made on me in 
laboratory work, that my sensibilities are rather keener than 
those of the normal person. 

Q. Your sensibilities are not quite as sharp as those of a 
young man would be —of a little fellow eight, nine, ten, 
eleven or twelve years of age? Such a person would be 
liable to be more susceptible than you are? 

A. I think a physician possibly could testify as to that, 
but I asked Mr. Walton to do this and I think he did put 
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them on as hard as he could, and that is something that has 
never been done in the case of any boy, large or small. 

Q. (By Alderman Brick.) Have you the straps ? 

A. The riveted strap was never used — threw that away 
within a week or so after it was made. The other strap, the 
sewed strap, can be shown. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) I understood you to say that 
you allow the heaviest officer you have to test the straps and 
canes on you before they are used on the boys ? 

Yes, sir. 

How many strokes does he give you? 

Half a dozen. 

You mean, you allow him to beat you? 

Yes, sir. 

How often has that occurred ? 

In the case of those two straps, when they were made, 
after they were made, and whenever we have occasion to use 
a new rattan. 

Q. How many rattans do you use, or are used by the 
officers? Does each officer have one ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. How many are here now? 

A. JI cannot say. Each officer has one in his room, and I 
ask for them when I have occasion to. 

Q. These have all been used on you? 

IAD OFYes) Sir: 

Q. By whom? 

A. I guess Mr. Walton is the only officer who has ever 
put them on me. 

Q. And he gave you half a dozen blows ? 

Ave eY¥ es) ‘siri 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) The officers carry these rattans 
in the yard? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Are they allowed to use them on the boys without 
special directions ? 

A. No, six. 

Q. May I ask about Harris Baker? Did anybody ever 
tell you that Mr. Baker choked Harris Baker ?

What are the results of your investigation ? 
May I ask you to call on other officers, as I was not 
present — Miss MacAllese, Mr. Walton and Mr. Fisher. 


A. Sanderson made that statement. 
Q. To you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did you look into it? 

Ake oy O8SRIT, 

(). 

A. 
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Q. (By Mr. Lryegan.) As you make a record of all 
punishments, I would like to hear you say what Mr. Sander- 
son told you about that? 

A. He said Baker took this boy and choked him. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Where did this occur? 

A. I think this end building, around one of the platforms. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) I asked you a question. I 
asked you what Sanderson said about beating this boy ? 

A. He didn’t say the boy had been beaten. He said Mr. 
Baker choked him. 

Q. Did you see the boy ? 

A. I asked the officers. 

Q. Did you ask the boy? 

A INO, BIT. 

@. You didn’t ask the oo whether he was beaten and 
choked ? 

No, sir. 

What other officer did you ask ? 

Mr. Baker, Miss MacAllese, Miss Walsh. 

All present at the assault ? 

At the alleged assault. 

(By Alderman Brick.) You might go on and state 
what were the circumstances ? 

A. Mr. Cohen, the religious instructor of the Hebrew 
boys —of whom Harris Baker is one — sent Harris Baker 
out, as he had several times before, and Mr. Baker began to 
remonstrate with him, talking with him against his conduct 
in the Hebrew Sunday school, and the boy has a habit of 
yelling and he let out one of these yells at the time when the 
other Sunday schools were in session at this end of the build- 
ing. Mr. Baker, according to the testimony of the other 
boys before me, placed his hand over his mouth — didn’t 
choke him or maltreat him in any way, but placed his hand 
over his mouth. That is the evidence he gave tome. As 
he was one of the instructors of the boys, he did not want 
this boy to interrupt the progress of the other Sunday 
schools, then in session. 

Q. (By Alderman Brick.) How old is the boy? 

A. Thirteen, I should say. 

Q. (By Dr. Purnam.) James Adley testified that he 
had been beaten by Mr. Baker and Mr. Fisher, and fainted 
away after it, and that he hollered, and Mr. Anthony came 
up and choked him and fell on him, and Mr, Fisher choked 
him and licked him. Is that story true? 

Pa OSB: 

Q. What are the facts in the case? 


EOPerops 
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A. They are in my drawer in the desk — that is where I 
keep the book of punishments, and there are other officers 
who can testify to that. 

Q. What was he punished for? 

A. That night there was a new boy in the dormitory, an 
Italian boy, who didn’t understand English, and with whom 
the boys were having a great deal of fun. Two of them took 
the boy and threw him on the bed. ‘The watchmen were not 
in the dormitory, and this boy was sent down to me by San- 
derson for punishment. The boy was punished by Mr. 
Fisher — the first time Fisher ever punished a boy-— and 
given five strokes. 

Q. Were you present? 

NS PAY C5. +RIt; 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Other officers present ? 

A. Yes; and he was given five strokes, not extremely 
hard strokes, because Fisher is not a man who would put 
them on hard, anyway. + 

Q. What did the boy do after that whipping? 

A. He made a pretence of fainting, as he has done 
before. I spoke to him sharply, and he got up and walked 
to his seat, and we had no more actions of the sort. 

(). Have you had any more similar experiences with that 
boy of which you can tell ? 

A. Yes; I think within two or three weeks — I think it 
was three weeks ago—one afternoon on the playground, 
when the boys were out there, he was swinging on the rings, 
and the first I knew he was brought to me by three or four 
large boys, apparently in a dead faint, and I really thought 
the boy was seriously injured. It was said that he had hurt 
his arm. I examined his arm, and found no bones broken 
and no dislocation, and I stripped his arm and found no con- 
tusion, no redness, and I then spoke to the boy and told him 
to go to his play, which he at once proceeded to do. Mr. 
Baker was present at the time — no, not Baker, but Davis. 

Q. (By Alderman Brick.) That is, he was shamming? 

A. That is the idea; yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Loyenan.) That is, the boy had broken 
his arm? 

AP Nor sir. 

(. How do you account for a boy with a broken arm not 
having it treated for so long a time? 

A. The boy’s arm was never broken in this Institution. 

Miss CHEEVER.—In order to save time, perhaps we 
might have Dr. Townsend’s testimony here. 

The Wirness. — Perhaps I may be able to tell about that. 
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The boy’s arm was broken, as his mother tells me, four or 
five years ago in the city. He was treated at the City Hos- 
pital, and he had an enlarged joint. The joint was out of 
place — the arm was broken right at the joint. It seems it 
troubled him frequently, and he complained to Mr. Wilson, 
who was in charge of the dispensary, and Mr. Wilson band- 
aged it. It was not reported to me at the time, but a short 
time afterwards one of the officers noticed it when the boy 
was bathing, and I went to him, to the boy, and he told me 
the arm was paining him, and I sent him to Long Island. 
Perhaps the boy’s testimony on that point would be better 
than mine. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) What is the story about the boy 
being chased by the cook at night? 

A. Not having the facts before me at the time when the 
statement was made at the last meeting I didn’t know about 
the case. The boy had never made complaint to me that he 
had been chased by the cook. The facts in the case were 
that Mr. Lamb, Dr. Putnam and a lady visiting with them 
were down here one day visiting, and the lady, being inter- 
ested, was visiting the kitchen department out there and 
found that there was an altercation going on between the 
cook and this boy. ‘The cook was already under discharge, 
as I had not considered her a fit person, and she was going 
the next day or the next day but one. ‘The lady in question 
didn’t enter into it at all and didn’t see the incident between 
the cook and the boy, but the boy wished to tell her, thinking 
she was one of the Trustees. A few days later Mr. Lamb 
and myself were passing down the dining-room, and this boy 
was trying to tell what he had done, and how the cook acted. 
I told him to tell the story. The boy came up later that 
night and I asked him about it, and found that the boy was 
probably not to blame and I told him that I should not 
consider him to blame. He was not punished with any de- 
merit, but went to bed, and nothing more was said. The 
cook went in a day or two, having been under discharge for 
some days. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Has this boy ever threatened 
you with telling the Trustees ? 

A. I don’t recall. 

(). That statement has been made here. He said after- 
wards that he did tell the Trustees, and afterwards in answer 
to Mr. Linehan, he made different statements — if you will 
look over the testimony. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Did the boy say anything about 
being chased with a knife at that time?

A. He did not. 

(). Patrick Sliney testified at the last investigation that 
he had been charged with setting fire to a building, and that 
he hadn’t done anything of the sort. Have you anything to 
say about his setting fire to a building? 

A. He confessed to me at the time that he did, and he 
confessed also in the presence of certain Trustees within three 
or four weeks that he did. 

Miss CHEEVER. — Mr. Lamb knows that, and so do I. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Do you want to say anything 
more than you have about striking Novak with a billy? 

A. Nothing more than that I should like to have Mr. 
Walton’s testimony as to the conditions that night and the 
force of the blow —also Mr. Fisher’s testimony. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Now, as to the drinking water 
which the boys in the attic dormitory have been drinking 
from the tank, according to Mr. Linehan’s testimony, against 
your orders — what change is to be made in that? 

A. One of the faucets is to be connected directly with 
the main, with the sign over it “drinking water.” 

(). I mean, what changes in regard to the boys? 

A. That is to protect the printers who go up to clean 
their galleys, for which purpose that was put there. The 
boys have been placed in the garret there, the attic, at night, 
since I came. ‘They are now to be placed over in the hos- 
pital building, the cottage, and any of the boys we can place 
there will be given the dormitory space on the second floor. 

(. How long have you been urging that? 

A. I think ever since I came. I couldn’t say as to every 
time I have spoken to the Trustees about it. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Would you like to make any 
other statements ? 

A. I think not. 

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) I would like to ask you, after 
these smaller boys are moved to the former summer hospital, 
what disposition are you to make of the smaller upper rooms 
where they have been ? 

A. I shall direct that those be made into rooms for the 
engineer, and so forth, and that the walls be torn down there 
and flower gardens be placed there. I have also recom- 
mended flower gardens on either side of the cottage. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) It has been stated that the 
officers’ quarters were not a proper place for the officers to 
live. Have you made any other changes in officers’ quarters 
since you have been here? 

A. There was a large unused room, formerly used for a 
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school-room, which I divided up, making a long room for the 
officers, a general sitting-room, which they had never had 
before, and three rooms for officers’ sleeping-rooms. Mr. 
Sanderson, when he was here, slept in my own house. 

@. You gave up a room to hin. 

A. Yes, sir; two officers in one of the large rooms. 


CLARENCE EDGAR BAKER. — Recalled. 


Q. (BytheCHAIRMAN.) State your name in full and the 
position you hold on the island. 

A. Clarence Edgar Baker, Physical Director. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Mr. Baker, have you had any 
reason to believe that Mr. Sanderson was creating insubordi- 
nation in the school ? 

A. Yes,-sir; in the school-room, did you say ? 

(). In the Institution ? 

A. Yes, sir; in the Institution. 

Q. Well, will you tell us what reasons you have for 
believing that? 

A. Well, one was a direct interference with my own 
affairs once, down in the dining-room. 

Q. What was that? 

A. The boys were washing up the dishes for supper, and 
there was a new boy, an Italian, who couldn’t talk English 
very well, and he ran into another boy and knocked a dish 
out of his hand, and I turned in time to see it, and when I 
spoke to the boy about it, and tried to make him understand, 
Mr. Sanderson came rushing in the door and interfered in a 
way that was none of his business. Of course, that is bad 
for discipline, with twenty or thirty boys about there. 

Q. Was Sanderson always on duty at the time when he 
ought to have been ? 

A. He was not. 

(. Or asleep when he ought to have been ? 

As Nos sir. 

@. When have you known him to be off duty? 

A. After the boys were asleep I have known him to be 
in the office, the sitting-room, when he should have been on 
duty. 

@. Was he in the dormitory the night you heard the 
noises ? 

A. He was supposed to be there, but wasn’t. 

(). Did he know you had been there ? 

A. Didn’t know I had been in the room, as I under- 
stand it. 
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Q. What did he say when he found you had been there ? 

A. He said nothing at the time. 

(. Was Mr. Sanderson asleep generally in the daytime? 

A. He was not. 

(. Where have you seen him during the daytime ? 

A. Seen him at the dinner table, at the wharf, at the 
office. 

@. Many times ? 

A. <A great many times. 

. Do you know when he slept? 

A. No, I don’t. He must have slept sometime. It is 


impossible not to do so, according to all physical laws. 

Q@. Should you say, in a general way, that he attended 
closely to his duties? 

A. Ishould not. 

Q. Did he make any criticisins that were injurious to the 
Institution ? 

A. At the very last of it, yes. 

QQ.’ What did you hear? 

A. Well, I heard him say, for instance, once, that this 
boy wasn’t punished justly, and so on—made different 
remarks. 

(). ‘To whom did he say such things ? 

A. Made the remarks generally — at the table once. 

(). Before the boys ?” 

A. Well, I think probably. The waiters were there 
probably. 

Q. Do you know of his saying anything to the boys ? 

A. Not directly; no, sir; I don’t. 

(J). Did he have any special hostility to you? 

A. He did. 

(J. What was the cause of it? 

A. The cause of it was the affair in the dormitory. 

“ How do you know? 

Because he spoke to me about it, was very angry 
ee it and used very abusive language to me the next 
morning. 

Q. Why? 

A. Because I made a report to the Superintendent, and 
went into the dormitory and whipped two boys. 

Q. Did he show any special hostility to Mr. Anthony 
before he was discharged ? 

A. Well, I wasn’t here. I was away on leave. 

(. Did you know of any impropriety of talk before the 
boys ? 

A. Yes, sir; I did. I heard him with one of the older 
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boys, Burns, now gone out, when he was in the room shay- 
ing one night, and began talking about the places where 
minors could get drinks in Boston — discussing where you 
could get a drink here and there. I don’t know the names 
of the bar-rooms, because I didn’t know anything about them 
at the time, and didn’t remember. But I considered it 
wrong — so much so that I finally asked him to stop while I 
had the boy in my care. 

(. At the time you found the dormitory without watch- 
man and quelled the disturbance, do you think that is a thing 
that would have amounted to anything ? 

A. Well, it amounted to this much, that they were 
throwing stools at each other, which is rather a dangerous 
pastime after nine o’clock — I beg pardon, it was quarter of 
nine. 

@. Who were the two boys that you punished ? 

A. Gardelli and Lannon. 

Q@. Describe the punishment ? 

A. The first boy, Gardelh, I think I hit six times, but he 
was in bed and pulled the clothing over him and I didn’t hit 
him hard at all. 

(. Did any of the other boys see that ? 

Fig i Yi 0855 15 

Q. Any of the officers ? 

A. . Yes, sir; Mr. Walton. and Mr. Fisher, I think.) I 
know Walton was there. 

(. How was the other boy punished ? 

A. The other boy made more disturbance. I had to go 
up again — had been up twice before. 

(. The same night? 

A. Yes; after I had punished one boy I had to go up 
again right off; I didn’t punish but one boy when I went up 
before, the time before this. 

@. Do you think that disturbance would have occurred 
if the watchman had been on hand ? 

A. Why, it couldn’t have occurred and lasted half an 
hour. , 

(). How did you happen to punish except in the presence 
of the Superintendent on that occasion ? 

A. In the first place, I was taking the house officer’s 
place. He was away on leave over Sunday and there was no 
assistant superintendent at the time, and I took his place. 
Mr. Anthony had gone up on sick leave and had reported 
not to speak to him unless it was absolutely necessary. 

@. Was that matter reported to the Superintendent ? 

A. It was the next morning. 
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Q. Do you ever punish a boy without reporting to the 
Superintendent ? 

A. I never have. 

Q. At the last hearing you know a great many charges 
were made to the effect that you choked and abused boys ? 

AY CY 6s isin 

. The testimony of every boy who testified, I think, or 
almost every boy, was that you choked and kicked them. 
Is that true? 

A. Ideny the whole of it. I don’t think I ever abused 
a boy on the Island; have never done anything that you 
would call abuse. I know I never did. 

Q. Did anybody ever say anything of that sort to you — 
charge you with it, before the hearing? 

A. No, sir; never a word. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Had Mr. Sanderson ever 
spoken to you about it? 

A. No; the only time when he mentioned matters to 
me was in regard to the affair in the attic. 

Q. (By Mr. LineHAn.) How do you account for Mr. 
Sanderson complaining about you to Mr. Anthony in refer- 
ence to choking and beating the boys ? 

A. I don’t know, sir. I know he did make some remark 
of the sort, but it was after the affair with me. 

(). How do you account for the fact that there has been 
that testimony here? 

A. I think it was a conspiracy —- in fact, I am sure of it. 

Q. You think that it was a conspiracy of Sanderson’s ? 

A. No; I don’t know about Sanderson, but I know this 
affair occurred and that he was the officer concerned. 

(). But you know that Sanderson complained of you be- 
fore the committee came down here. You stated that? 


A. Yes, sir; I would lke to have that question again. 

Q. (The last question was repeated.) 

A. Well, complained of my doing what? 

(. Complained of your beating the boys. 

A. I know he did; yes, sir? once. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Was that the time in the dor- 
mitory ? 


A; No. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) What was that time ? 

A. ‘That was the affair of Leventhal that he complained of. 

Q. What was that. 

A. Leventhal and the boy Fox were going to the case 
where they hang up their things, the lockers —I think it 
was when they were getting ready for church, Sunday morn- 
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ing, and these boys got to pushing each other in the line and 
I went in and took one boy by one collar and the other boy 
with my other hand and shook them and put them where 
they belonged. ‘That is the whole extent of the case. 

(. Any other officer there ? 

A. Mr. Fisher was there. We were both on duty at the 
time. 

(). What was the condition of order or of insubordina- 
tion at the Island when you first came ? 

A. There wasn’t any order hardly. The insubordination 
was very great. 

Q. Was it difficult to manage the boys at the time? 

A. It was very difficult. You couldn’t turn your backs 
on any of them. 

@. At the time when this affair occurred at the dormitory 
that has been talked of lately, did you ever have any diffi- 
culty in managing the boys at that time? 

A. It was better than it had been, but not as good as it 
is now. 

Q. What was the story of changing that heavy door in 
the closet under the stairs ? 

A. That I don’t know about. I was outside at the time. 
But I know it was changed a long time ago. 

@. Do you know why they stopped making the bars for 
the lodge upstairs ? 

A. I don’t know — didn’t know they were making them. 
I do now, but didn’t know at the time, until this talk was 
started. 

Q. (By Mr. LinenAN.) Did you ever stop the boys from 
drinking that water up there that comes out of the tank in 
the belfry tower ? 


A. I did not; I had very little to do with the dormi- 
tory. 

Q. Did you ever drink that water? 

AN. St. 

A. Ever see them do it? 

A. No, sir. 

What were you doing in the dormitory at the time 
you say you licked the boys up there ? 

A. Went up to see what was going on. 

Q. And you saw what? 

A. Saw them throwing stools at each other. 

(J. Are they heavy stools ? 

A. I can show you one. (Picking up a stool.) That is 
one. : 

(. Was any boy injured there ? 
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A. Idon’t think any boy was permanently injured; no, 
sir. 

Q. Was any boy struck with a stool ? 

A. Yes, sir; one boy struck another with a stool. 

(. How many boys sleep in that dormitory ? 

A. In that exact dormitory I couldn’t state the number. 

@. How many do you think? The beds are about two 
feet apart, aren’t they ? 


Yes, sir; I should think there might be thirty. 

About two feet apart ? 

Yes, sir. 

How many stools were thrown ? 

Well, they had these stools and they were throwing 
them back and forth at each other. They told me that 
themselves. 

(). How far away were they when they were throwing 
them? . 

A. In bed throwing them. 

Q@. They were not on the floor, chucking them about? 

A. The boys were not; no, sir. But I saw that the 
stools had been thrown about. 

@. How far apart were they ? 

A. About four feet. 

(. Was the boy who was struck injured very badly ? 

A. No, sir; two of the boys were throwing stools at 
each other, were both struck — not injured very badly. 

(). Well, the idea is whether they could be injured much 
by those stools, whether they amounted to much of any- 
thing ? 

A. I guess you don’t know the boys. If you should see 
them playing out here, you wouldn’t think that a stool was 
not much of anything, if they were throwing it. 

Q. Judging from some of the testimony here, you would 
think that nothing would hurt them ? 

a60 (Ohi vel 

Q. (By Dr. Purnam.) What improvement has been 
made in the boys since you came ? 

A. A great deal, both in clothing and in general appear- 
ance. 

Q. Have the boys had their teeth attended to since you 
have been here? 

A, > Yessir, 

Q. By dentists coming from where ? 

A. From Boston. 

(J. Has an oculist visited the Island ? 

Away, OB SITS 
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(. Have you ever had reason to think that Mr. Anthony 
prevented the boys from talking to the Trustees, or did any- 
thing in any way to prevent them? 

_I have not. 

Did you ever hear the opposite ? 

I beg pardon ? 

That he encouraged the boys to do that? 

Gave them a chance, yes, sir. 

Do you remember any particular case ? 

I remember the case of Moran — James Moran. I re- 
member the statement he made that he was going to tell the 
Trustees, and he told him to go ahead and tell them when 
they came down. . 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Did you hear him make that 
statement ? 

Pel P Se Gil, 

@. And did you hear Mr. Anthony tell him to tell them ? 

A. Yes, sir; I stood right side of them. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Was anybody else present? 

A. Yes; but I don’t know what other officers were there. 
I know that there were officers there besides myself. 

Q. Do you remember when Charles Brown was put in 
the closet ? 

A. Yes, sir; don’t remember the exactdate, but remem 
ber the incident. 

Q. Do you remember how long he was there ? 

A. Yes, sir; there was a little entertainment in the 
chapel, and he was put in while that lasted, and I took him 
out myself and put him in bed. Then he was put in after 
breakfast, before school in the morning, and when school 
commenced he went into the school-room at nine, and he was 
put in for an hour at noon, giyen bread and water at aoon, 
and put ina short time after supper until bedtime — after 
Supper was there until bedtime. 

(. Do you remember about Patrick Sliney’s attempt to 
set the building on fire ? 

Acne eax sir: 

Q@. He denied that he set the building on fire. 

A. He didn’t set it on fire, but he tried to. 

Q. He said that it was done by another boy. What do 
you know about it? 

A. Well, the matter of the fire itself was discovered by 
Mr. Wilson, as I remember. I found matches on him. 

Q. (By Miss CHeEver.) You found Sliney with 
matches ? 

A. Yes; in his pocket. 
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(. Did he confess that he had been setting the fire ? 
A. I don’t remember; I think he did, though. 
Q. (By Mr. Lryesan.) You think he did, but you 
don’t remember ? 
A. I don’t remember the details of the investigation. 
Q. You only know that you found the matches ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
Q. And naturally when you found a boy with matches 
you thought he was trying to set a fire ? 
A. I didn’t make any such statement at the time or now. 
@. All you know is that he had the matches ? 
A. All I know is that he had the matches. 
Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Did you search him to find out 
whether he had matches or not ? 
A. I did — went into his pockets. 
Q. How about that escape of Novak — do you remember 
his escape or attempt to escape ? 
Yes, sir. 
Were you there at the time ? 
Yes, sir. . 
At the time he was struck by the billy ? 
No, sir; because I was keeping watch. 
Were you there when he was punished afterwards ? 
Yes, sir. 
Was he punished severely ? . 
When he was punished? —no, I was not. I had 
gone out of the room on an errand. 
Q. (By Miss CHEEvER.) You were not one of the 
officers then, who went down with Mr. Anthony ? 
A. Yes; I was one of the officers. Went down on the 
point — kept down here a long while, looking for him. 
Q. Do you know about any of the other officers then ? 
A. Walton, the engineer, West, and Mr. Anthony and 
myself were the only ones that were over there. 
(. I think there was another officer over there. 
Q. (By Mr. LineHan.) How many officers were with 
Mr. Anthony when he found the boys ? 
I don’t think over three. 
How many boys ? 
Four boys started to get away. 
How many in the cottage ? 
Three, I think. 
And how many officers were with Mr. Anthony ? 
I couldn’t tell you, at the time, because I wasn’t sure. 
How many were searching for the boys? 
Only four of us that I know of over on the point. 
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Q. You didn’t see any of the boys struck with the billy ? 

A. I did not. 

Q. And couldn’t tell whether it was an easy or a hard 
blow ? 

Aso NG? Sir, 

Q. How big a boy was Shiney ? 

A. Sliney wasn’t very large. 

Q. How big a boy was Novak? 

A. I couldn’t give you the exact weight — can’t carry 


the weight of 125 boys in my head. 

Q. How heavy do you think he is? 

A. I think he would weigh, stripped, 145 pounds — 
might weigh more, might weigh a little less. I don’t want 
to state that as his weight. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) It was stated at the last hearing, 
by a boy, that they found some whiskey of Mr. Boyd’s, and 
that Mr. Boyd was in the habit of drinking whiskey and 
smelled of whiskey. Did you ever notice any odor of 
whiskey about Mr. Boyd? 

A. I did not. 

Q. Have you any reason to think that he took any? 

A. None, whatever. 

(. It was also stated that Mr. Walton came back from 
Boston smelling of liquor. Have you ever noticed that of 
Walton ? 

A. I never did. 

Q. Ever hear any of the officers say anything about 
Walton taking liquor’? 

A. No, sir. 

OR Do you know anything about Walton taking liquor 
at any time ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Coughhn said that he was threatened with punish- 
ment if he told the Trustees? 

A. Who was that? 

Q. Coughlin ? 

A. Inever knew of such a threat. 

Q. Have you ever known any boy to be threatened with 
punishment if he told the Trustees ? 

A. I never did. 

Q. What do you think of Mr. Anthony’s management 
since you have been here ? 

A. Well, I am new to institution life, but I consider his 
management good, extremely good. 

Q. Do you think he is severe or otherwise ? 

A. I think he is inclined to leniency. 
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(). Can you say that he has been cruel to any boy in any 
way ? 

A. Ishouldn’t say, to the best of my knowledge, that he 
had been cruel to any boy. 

Q. (By Mr. LinEHAN.) You say he is easy? 

A. I think he is inclined to be lenient to boys; yes, sir. 
He is not one who will resort to punishment when other 
means will accomplish the end. 

@. Do you have any knowledge of his treatment of boys 
except from your work in the Institution ? 

No, sir. 

Have you any knowledge of other institutions ? 

No, sir. 

How do you know that he is lenient? 

Well, I know something about the boys. 

Have you ever been to the Concord Reformatory ? 
No, sir. 

You have never been through the institution ? 

No, sir. 

You don’t know how they use the boys there ? 

No, sir; I made a statement on that. 

Although you have no knowledge of it? 

From my good judgment — that is all. 

You have no knowledge of whether Mr. Anthony is 
re or lenient to the boys, according to institution rules ? 
No, sir. 

You don’t know what means are adopted for reform- 
ing boys at other institutions ? 

ANGST. 

Q. (By Alderman Brick.) You say, Mr. Baker, that 
you think these stories arise from a conspiracy among the 
boys. Now what do you trace that to — because they don’t 
like you, because you are unpopular? Is that it? 

A. No, sir; not at all. But it seems very strange that 
the boys should make some remarks in regard to certain 
things, when I know myself that they are not so. 

Q. Do you know how you stand with the boys, whether 
you are popular or not ? 

A. I couldn’t say. 

@ Have they shown to you how they feel toward you? 

A. I think the boys in general have shown that they 
rather like me — I don’t want to flatter myself. 

Q. But you think some of the boys have come together 
and told the same stories because they wanted to injure you? 

A. Not me, but because they wanted to make trouble — 
I think possibly they were told to. 
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Q. By whom? 

A. Possibly, Sanderson, I don’t say that he did. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Do you know of any boy being pun- 
ished by Mr. Anthony when he wasn’t guilty of an offence? 

Wi NO, BID. 

@. Do you know whether Mr. Anthony, in a general 
way, favors corporal punishment ? 

A. Ihave heard him say several times that he did not, 
except as a last resort. 

(. Do you know what he has done with a view to dimin- 
ishing corporal punishment ? 

A. I know the grade system was intended to do away 
with it, and also lodges to put the boys in instead of whip- 
ping them. He planned to have that done. 

@. Do you think the discipline of the Island has im- 
proved since you have come ? 

A. I don’t think — I know it has. 

@. Do you think it makes any difference in the boys ? 

A. Yes, the boys are a great deal more cheerful and 
easier to get along with than they were. 

@. Do you think Mr. Anthony inspects the Institution 
as he ought to ? 

A. Yes, sir; I know so. 

@. Has there been any improvement in regard to the 
cleanliness ? 

A. ~ Yes, sire 

ah): (By Miss CHEEVER. ) You mean in saying that, Mr. 
Baker, to speak of the boys or the Institution ? 

A. Of both. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) What are Mr. Anthony’s rela- 
tions to his officers in general ? 

A. His relations are of the best. 

(. Do you know of any ill-feeling towards him on the 
part of the ‘officers now in the Institution ? 

A. Ido not —not the least thing. 

(J. What do you think his relations are to the boys ? 

A. I have heard lots of boys tell how well treated they 
were by him and how mean it was of some of the boys to do 
certain things when they were treated so well. 

(. Have you heard any of the boys complain of unjust 
treatment ? 

A. Inever have. In fact I have heard the opposite — 
boys comparing their treatment here with their treatment in 
the Parental School and the Marcella-street Home, both 
places. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Do you think if a boy was 
treated badly he would come and complain to you ? 
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Ac een. Sil; 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) You think that if a boy were 
treated badly that he would complain of it ? 

A. Yes, sir; I think he would. Idon’t know why he 
wouldn't. 

(. Are you on such friendly terms with the boys that 
they talk of their affairs with you? 

A. Well, I think most of the boys tell me things. We 
are on friendly terms. 

(J. Confidential ? 

A. Yes, sir; in a way. They come to me with their 
troubles once in a while.: 

Q. Does Mr. Anthony pay any attention to the health of 
the boys ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Have you any reason to suspect that their health is 
not attended to as it ought to be? 
I have not. 
Have any entertainments been planned for the boys ? 
Yes, sir. 
Mention some ? 
Two or three stereopticon lectures, a lecture from 
charts on physics, impromptu musicales for them, and they 
have had their own entertainments that they have had to 


get up. 
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RussELL R. WALTON. — Sworn. 


Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) What is your full name? 

A. Russell R. Walton. 

(. Your position is what, Mr. Walton? 

A. As instructor in the shoe department. That is what 
I am on the pay rolls for—an officer. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Mr. Walton, do you remember 
“when Mr. Anthony first came making a strap for him to 
punish the boys? 

At dG, 

@. How was the first strap made? 

A. The first strap he used? 

D+ 8: 

A. The first strap he used, that I furnished for him, was 
a single strap—just one single strap, cut right off with the 
edges so as to be rounding. 

(. How was the other strap made ? 

A. A double strap, with two pieces of leather sewed 
together. 

Q. Is that it? (Showing strap to witness.) 
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A. Yes, sir. 

(. Was the other strap riveted ? 

A. Yes, sir; riveted something like that one. Mr. Boyd 
started to finish it and the waxed end gave out, and put in a 
few rivets. 

Q. Was that used on any of the boys? 

A. I don’t think so. 

Q. You never saw it? 

At i Nowsin. 

Q. Have youever used it on anybody, yourself, the strap 
with the rivets ? 

A. No, sir; not that I know of. No, I didn’t use that 
at all on any boy. 

Q. (By Mr. LinrewAN.) Where is the strap with the 
rivet in it? 

A. I couldn’t tell. I didn’t know where this one was. 

(). We would like to see that. 

Miss CHEEVER. — Where is that? 

Mr. ANTHONY. —I said I threw that away a week after it 
was made —- had no use for it. 

Mr. LinEHAN. — We don’t care to see the strap without 
the rivets; but we do want to see the one that was riveted. 

Mr. ANTHONY. — The strap with the rivet was not used. 
Of course, you can impeach the testimony of officers under 
oath. That is another question 

Mr. LINEHAN. — We want to see the strap with the rivet. 

Mr: ANTHONY. — It is not in existence, as faras I know. 

Mr. LineHan. — There is a statement that has been made 
that the strap with the rivet is here. Now, we would like to 
see that strap. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Mr. Walton, have you seen 
that strap (referring to the one just shown to the committee) 
used on boys ? 

Hirer 09: 

Q. Is that the strap that was used for punishment while 
a strap was used ? 

A. Yes; this strap was used for — well, I don’t know, 
perhaps six or seven nights. 

(). How was the strap tested to see whether it was severe 
or not? 

A. I tested it on the Superintendent one night before it 
was used on any of the boys. 

Q. Did the Superintendent request that of you ? 

A. Yes. 

(. Have you ever tested a rattan before it was used on 
the Superintendent ? 
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Aes. 

Q. Did you give him about as severe punishment as you 
gave the boys? 

A. Well, I hit him, perhaps not quite as many times, but 
fully as hard. 

Q. (By Dr. Purnam.) Have you any reason to think 
that Mr. Sanderson had any bad influence on the boys? 

A. Couldn’t say that I had. 

Q. Did you see Mr. Sanderson much while he was here ? 

A. No; but very little. 

@. Do you remember when Novak, Leveroni and other 
boys tried to escape ? 


A. Ido. 

Q. Do you remember Novak being struck by a billy? 

Atay es. 

Q. Did you see him struck? 

tA Saray. OS; | 

(). Knock him down? 

Al No. 

QO: sn it didn’t ? 

A. Yes; I am sure the blow did not knock him down. 
Ea You are perfectly satisfied that he couldn’t be knocked 


down by the blow without your knowing it? 

A. Yes; I am perfectly satisfied that the blow wasn’t 
hard enough. 

Q. (By Mr. Stone.) Well, did he fall down, Mr. 
Walton ? 

A. Well, not at that time. He was down ona sort of a 
side of a bank, lower than Mr. Anthony was. 

Q. (By Mr. LinEHAN.) How many of the officers were 
there ? | 

A. Iwas alone then — three at first. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Where were the officers ? 

A. West was under the building and I was partially 
under. I had Novak, and the other two — 

Q. (By Mr. LineHAN.) Altogether there were three 
there -— the engineer, Mr. West? 


A. West was away in under. 

Q. You were there ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And Anthony was there ? 

A. He came when the boys were out. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) How many boys were 
there ? | 

A. *“Three. 


Q. (By Dr. PutNAM.) Was Sanderson there ? 
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A. JI heard he was on the point, but I didn’t see him. 

Q. How long have you been an officer here? 

A. Two years the 1st of May. 

Q. What do you think of the administration of Mr. 
Anthony? 

Mr. LINEHAN.— I object to those questions. It isn’t a 
matter of what a man thinks, but what he knows. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) What do you know of the 
administration of Mr. Anthony, its being good or bad? 

A. You would like my opinion of Mr. Anthony? 

Q. Yes; your opinion of Mr. Anthony ? 

A. Ihave a very high opinion of him. I think he is a 
capable man. 

Q. What do you think of his general influence on the 
officers in his relations to the officers ? 


A. Good. 
@. And his relations to the boys? 
A. Good. 


Q. Have you at any time seen a better state of feeling 
among the officers than you see now? 

A. No; I never have. 

Q. Have you ever seen a better state of feeling among 
the boys?

Q. Have you any evidence that the boys are afraid of 
Mr. Anthony or regard him as a severe, cruel man ? 

A. I never have heard anything of the kind. 

(. Have you ever known him to give severe and cruel 
punishments ? |

was innocent of a charge?

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Does Mr. Anthony always 
punish a boy when the boy is brought before him in the 
evening? Does he punish him then? 

A. Yes; when he punishes him at all, within my knowl- 
edge. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Have you heard Mr. Anthony 
talk to the boys when they have appeared. before him for 
investigation and punishment ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you think he talks to them in a reasonable way ? 

A. Yes, sir; what the boys call giving them a chance. 

(). Were you in the dormitory at the time Mr. Baker 
went up and punished the boys for making a noise? 
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I was. 

Was Sanderson in the room? 

No, sir. 

At that time the boys testified that they were very 


severely punished — knocked about on the floor. Is that 


true ?

A. Some, and make shoes for people outside. 

Q. And how many pairs of shoes have you sold outside 
the institution this year ? 

A. A good many. 

Q. How many ? 

A. I couldn’t tell exactly how many, but a good many. 

Miss CHEEVER. — We have these things on our records. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — I would like to find out from this gentle- 
man how many pairs of shoes he makes and how many hours 
aday are spent in making them. I want to know how many 
hours a day the gentleman is working, and how much he 
cloes. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Do you make any shoes your- 
self ? 

Asin NO: 

Q. (By Mr. LineHnAN.) Well, a man who is superin- 
tendent of a shoe shop naturally is the one you speak of as 
turning them out. How many boys do you have working 
under you ? 

Eighteen. 

(). All working on shoes ? 

‘Ais el Beesalt. 

. What other institutions do you make shoes for besides 
this ? 

A. The Parental School, Long Island, House of Correc- 
tion, South Boston. 

Q. How many shoes have you sent to Long Island this 
year ? 

A. I think 180 pairs was the last order they gave us. 

Q. How long ago? 

A. Pretty nearly a year ago. 
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Q. Haven’t sent any this year ? 

XG NG: 

(. How many shoes have been sent out to the Parental 
School this year? 

A. Icouldn’t tell you. By looking on my book I could 
tell you. 

@. How many do you think ? 

A. I couldn't tell you. 

Alderman CoDMAN. — If you want the details you had 
better send for the book. He tells you frankly that he doesn’t ° 
carry the details in his mind; and if you want such informa- 
tion you had better look at the books. He may be a good 
shoemaker, and yet not carry such things in his mind. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — I want to bring out the fact that naturally 
this gentleman would have a very friendly feeling towards 
Mr. Anthony, coming on the Island and working two hours a 
day. 

amide CopMAN. — He tells you that he works from 
seven o'clock in the morning until half-past seven at night. 

Mr. LineHAn. — He has no record of how many shoes are 
made. 

Alderman CopMAN. — He has a record, and he has told you 
that he will produce it, if you desire it. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — He has no idea of the number of shoes. 

Alderman CopMAN.—He has a record, which is better than 
an idea. We should rule this whole business out. 

The Witness. —I have to do with this Island and the 
Parental School, too. The work is divided up. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — This man comes in and testifies as to what 
he thinks about Mr. Anthony, and when you come to ask him 
a few questions as to what he thinks or knows about his own 
business he doesn’t know anything about his own business. 

Alderman CopMAN. — You know that these things are a 
matter of record. 

Mr. LINEHAN. —I[ want to find out how much this man 
knows — the man who is testifying. 

Alderman CopMAN. — It is a matter of figures. 

Mr. LineHan.—TI don’t care to have him say what he 
thinks or to have other gentlemen ask him what he thinks. 
You ought to know more about your own business, and be 
able to tell more about what you think of your own business 
than Mr. Anthony. 

The Witness. —I think I do. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Have you a boy working for 
you by the name of Baker? 

As - Yasar. 
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Q@. How did that boy cut the top of his finger off ? 

Miss CHEEVER. —I don’t think that is a proper form of 
question. 

Q. (By. Mr. LingeHAn.) Was the top of that boy’s finger 
cut off? 

Yes, sir. 

How did he lose it? 

Cut it off. 

How did he cut it off? 

With a breasting machine. 

How does that go? 

Goes by foot power, lever. 

How did he cut the top of the finger off ? 

He says himself he did it a purpose. 

Did the boy cut off the top of his finger on purpose ? 
Yes. 

(By Dr. Putnam.) Did he tell you that he cut off 
the top of the finger on purpose ? 

A..,, He. did. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) How much did he cut off? 

A. Here, to the second joint. 

Q. (By Mr. O’HARE.) Did he ask another boy to do it 
for him? 

Avi He,did.;. yes. 

@. (By Mr. Stonrt.) Why did he do it? Did he tell 
you why he did it? 

A. Said he did it so that he could go to Long Island — 
thought he could go to Long Island. 

Q. Why? 

A. Because he thought he could skip away, run away 
from the Island. He didn’t tell that tome. That is what he 
told the other boys. 

Q. Is he a good boy or a bad boy? 

A. A very fair boy in the shop. 

(J. There are other boys worse than he is who would 
have more reason to get away than he would? 

AY see 

@. (By Alderman Brick.) What finger was it? 

A. The forefinger of the right hand. 

Q. To whom did he make this confession, that he had 
mutilated himself ? 

You mean, did he make it to me? 
Yes. 

He made it to the boys first. 

Has he since made it to you? 
Yes. 
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(J. And to other officers ? 

A. I don’t know whether he has to other officers or not. 

Mr. ANTHONY. — May I say that the boy made a state- 
ment to me, also, and that I was the first officer to whom he 
made the statement ? 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Mr. Walton, have you had any 
evidence of the boys having a sort of conspiracy against Mr. 
Baker? Do you think there would be any other way of ac- 
counting for their giving almost identical testimony about 
their being choked or kicked by him? 

A. It doesn’t appear so; no. 

Q. (By Alderman CopmMAn.) Did you ever see Mr. 
Baker choke anybody or grab anybody by the collar? 

A. No; take a boy by the shoulder, perhaps. That 
wouldn’t be much punishment. 

(. With both hands ? 

A. No; one hand, only one. 

Q. (By Mr. Stone.) Do you know of Mr. Sanderson 
creating or inciting any insubordination among the boys 
here? 

A. I don’t know of any personally; no. 

Q. Mr. Sanderson was always a good officer, as far as 
you know? | 
A. As faras I know. Of course, I saw some of his ac- 
tions that I didn’t like. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) What actions do you say you 
saw ? 

A. Well, one day Mr. Sanderson came down to my shop 
and went upstairs to the cutting-room, and was leaning over 
the board and was having quite a consultation with one of 
my boys, which I don’t allow. I had to step up and speak 
to the boy quite sharp, almost step in between them, before 
the boy went to work. It is not allowed for an officer to go 
into a shop and corner a boy up and speak for a long time 
with him, unless he speaks to the officer about it. 

@. Do you know what they were talking about ? 

Ayo NO, Bir. 

(). What other actions ? 

A. I don’t know of any. 

@. (By Alderman CopMAN.) What was the name of 
the boy in that case. 

A. Bannen. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Did you have much to do 
with Mr. Sanderson after that time ? 

A. No; I never had anything particular to do with 
Mr. Sanderson. 
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Q. Mr. Sanderson seemed displeased at that time, did he ? 

A. No; he didn’t seem to like it. 

Q. (By Mr. STong.) Do you know of Mr. Sanderson 
inciting the boys against Mr. Anthony or Mr. Baker? 

A. I don’t know. 

Q. That is all you know of, the one action you speak of 
in the shoe-shop ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is all] know. My business is only to 
run the shoe-shop. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenwan.) Have you any boys working 
for you that don’t go to school? 

A. Only two. 

Q. How old are they ? 

A. Seventeen or eighteen. 

Q. Why aren’t those boys sent to school? 

A. Iwill have to refer you to the Superintendent about 
that. The boys came to me to work. 


FRANK H. Boyp. — Recalled. 


Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) What is your full name ? 

A. Frank H. Boyd. 

@. And your position here is what? 

A. Well, what is termed yard-officer. 

Q. (By Mr. Liyenan.) Do you ever drive the horse, 
Mr. Boyd? 

A.~ Sometimes ; yes. 

@. Did you ever use that (referring to strap) on the 
horse ? 

A. No; I never did —never had occasion to. 

Q. Do you remember making the statement the last time 
that there was a strap made, perhaps, to beat the horse? 

A. Imade astatement that perhaps that is what it might 
be used for — told the committee that I thought it might be 
used for the horse. 

Q. Did you ever hear that a strap was used for that on 
the Island? 


A. Yes, sir. 

(). Ever see a strap used for that purpose on the Island? 
A. Yes, sir. 

@. You have seen a strap on the Island used on a horse ?

Q. Ever see that strap used for that purpose? 

A. No, sir.

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Was it a severe punishment ? 

A. <A pretty good whipping; yes, sir. 

Q. Did you see whether his head was hurt by a blow of 
the billy?

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) When you have seen the boys 
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punished have you ever heard any of them complain and say 
he would tell the Trustees ? 

A. Qh, yes; heard them do that lots of times. 

@. And when that has been done has Mr. Anthony 
threatened them with punishment if they told the Trustees ? 

237) NO. 

Q. What does he say to the boys about that? 

A. When I have seen him punish a boy and the boy said © 
he was going to tell the Trustees, I have heard him say, 
‘¢ Now go and tell the Trustees, if you want to. If you want 
to tell the Trustees, go and do so. I will give you a chance 
to teli them.” 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Who is that boy? 

A. I only remember the circumstance; he punished the 
boy and said, “Now, go and tell the Trustees if you want 
to.” 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) One of the boys testified at 
the last investigation that they found next to your lantern 
some bottles of whiskey. Is that true? 

A. No, sir; if I had a bottle of whiskey I wouldn’t set it 
down where those boys would get at it, near a lantern, I 
don’t think. I am too old for that. 

Q. Do you use liquor? 

A. No, sir; Iam not a drinking man. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEvER.) Do you remember taking 
Kehoe one night to hunt for some tobacco ? 

sa lie: Moc b 

Q. Where? 

A. To the cottage. 

Q. Where had you been before that? 

A. Icame up to the school-room, where they were having 
a session. 

Did Mr. Anthony punish the boy? 

Not when I went up there. ; 

Did he tell you to punish him ? 

No, ma’am. 

You punished him at the cottage ? 

No, ma’am; I volunteered to go with him when he 
said the tobacco was down there. I told Mr. Anthony that 
we could settle that quick, going down and finding it. 

@. Did you find the tobacco ? 

A. No, ma’am; there was a big cupboard there and he 
said it was back of the cupboard, and I tore the cupboard 
down to satisfy myself. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) You came back without 
the tobacco ? 
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AS a/ Yass ir, 

@. Did you go down with him again. 

A. No, sir; Mr. Baker went down with him and 
brought back the tobacco. I don’t know where he found it. 

Q. (By Mr. LinenAn.) Was any one present except 
Mr. Baker and the boy at that time? 

A. Icouldn’t tell you. I was in this cottage down by 
the school-house. . 

Q. (By Mr. Putnam.) Mr. Boyd, when Mr. Sanderson 
was here was he always attending to his duty in the night? 

A. I couldn’t say. 

@. Don’t know anything about it. Was generally asleep 
in the day? 

A. I have seen him about in the day too much for a 
night watchman, I should think. 

@. Where have you seen him? 

A. Oh, he has been around with me, been around about 
the booths with me twice in the daytime. 

(. Has that been often ? 

A. I said twice he went down there with me, and the 
most I would see of him daytimes would be at dinner time. 

(. How often has he been around at dinner ? 

A. I couldn’t say, but a great many times. 

@. Did he criticize the management of the school and 
the officers ? 

A. Not to me, sir. 

Q. Do you know about his saying anything to the boys 
that was improper for an officer to say ? 

A. Well, nothing only what I have heard the boys say. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN. ) Did HAUNT hear Mr. Sander- 
son say anything ? 

A.) “No, «sir, 

Mr. LineHAN. —I object to any other testimony, Mr. 
Chairman. 

Alderman Brick. — Well, if the conversation comes back 
from one of the boys it might have some bearing. 

Mr. Linenan.—I object to anything from a second 
party. 

Alderman CopMAN. — To anything said to them ? 

Alderman Brick. — That seems to be primary evidence. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) State what the boys have 
said or have stated ? 

A. I couldn’t recall any particular statement, only when 
they were talking about among themselves they would say 
that Mr. Sanderson was saying so and so. 

Alderman CopMAN.—I don’t think the committee cares 
about that. 
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Q. (By Alderman Brick.) Nothing tangible? 

A. Nothing tangible or definite, only what you would 
hear around. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Have you heard anybody charge 
Mr. Baker with choking the boys or treating them severely? 

A. Nothing only what I saw in the papers. 

Q. Ever heard any of the officers speak of it here ? 

AS TENG.) Sir 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Ever see any evidences of it 
yourself ? 

A. Never saw him choke a boy, or anything lke that — 
have seen him take hold of his collar, or something like that. 

Q@. (By Dr. Putnam.) Have you ever been present 
when he was punishing a boy? 

AreeLY OS. SIT. 

(J. Was his punishment unduly severe ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Were you present when Harris Baker was sent out of 
the Sunday school? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. How about Mr. Anthony’s punishments — are they 
extremely severe or not? 

A. No, sir; I don’t think they were, not judging from 
other punishments I have seen the boys get here before him. 

(. As compared with other punishments, you don’t con- 
sider them severe ? 

A. I don’t consider them severe. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) Who was it punished the boys 
so severely before that? 

A. I haven’t seen anybody punish the boys very severely. 
I don’t recall any of the boys being punished severely. They 
would simply stand up and take their punishment, and the 
punishment would be stopped when they thought the boy had 
enough. 

(. You said you didn’t think they were severe compared 
with what they had been before that. Who had you seen 
punishing the boys before ? 

I have seen Mr. Perkins punish boys. 

Severely ? 

Punish them until they would tell the truth. 
Did you ever see officer Leighton punish a boy ? 
Yes, sir. 

Severely ? 

No, sir. 

Ever see him choke a boy? 

No, sir. 
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(). Punch a boy’s head against the wall? 

A. No, sir. 

(). Hear of his doing that? 

A. Yes, sir; heard the rumor before I came here, a year 
or more ago; heard them make a kick about Leighton hurt- 
ing a boy. 

@. Punching him up against a wall and making a cut in 
his head ? 

A. I don’t know anything about that—I know they 
made some talk about it. 

(). How long ago was that? 

A. Before I came here. 

@. How long have you been here? 

A. Oh, a year and a few days—a few days less than a 
year. 
se Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Another question — you have 
been here for a year and a little over? 

A. A year the Ist of June. 

(). Nearly a year. What do you think of the present 
state of things here as far as you are able to judge — whether 
it is a satisfactory state of things in the Institution? 

A. Well, sir, that is a hard question to answer, for the 
reason that ever since this disturbance has come up we have 
had a hard time with the boys. Anybody would have that 
who undertakes to handle them. 

Q. What disturbance ? 

A. The investigation. 

(. But before the investigation ? 

A. Everything was running along very nicely, sir; 
smoothly. 

(). Have you ever seen the Institution in better order 
than before the investigation ? 

A. It was running nicely, sir, and getting along first 
rate when they first started in here with Mr. Anthony. Mr. 
Perkins let it get kind of slack. Mr. Anthony didn’t start 
in just as I supposed he would — started in easy, was going 
to govern these boys by kindness, not having any corporal 
punishment at all, but he found he couldn’t do it. When 
he started out to straighten them out, they began to come 
into line, and this investigation just raised the mischief with 
them. 

(J. Do you think there is a good state of feeling now 
among the officers towards each other? 

A. The best set of people altogether I ever saw, 
off duty. 

Q. And what do you think about the general relations 
of the boys to the Superintendent now ? 
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A. Inever heard any complaint at all. 

@. Have you any reason to think that the boys regard 
Mr. Anthony as a cruel man or a harsh man? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Has anything been done 
under the present administration to make it pleasanter for 
the officers, as to their rooms and amusements ? 

A. There has been quite an improvement—a sitting- 
room furnished us, a place to go evenings, and before we 
didn’t have it. Everybody had to furnish his own room. 

(. Should you consider that a useless luxury, a sitting- 
room, or does it have advantages ? 

A. No, I don’t consider it useless. I think it is very 
nice for us, because we can gather in there, kind of sociable, 
and we have had some very pleasant times this winter. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) You just said that when Mr. 
Anthony first came he tried to rule the boys by kindness ? 

Daven \ eS; 

(. But that he realized his mistake and commenced to 
straighten them out? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). What do you mean by that? 

A. He commenced to punish the boys for mis- 
chievousness. 

(By Mr. Stone.) How did he punish them? 
Started to punish them with that strap. 

What do you think of Mr. Sanderson as an officer ? 
Don’t think much of him, sir. 

(By Dr. Putnam.) Why not, Mr. Boyd? 

Because he wouldn’t attend to his business and had 
too much talk. That could be proved by people, that I said 
so two or three months ago. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Did you ever say so to Mr. 
Anthony ? 

A. Yes; right to his face — that if he didn’t keep his 
mouth shut he would make trouble among the boys. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) You said so? 

A. Isaid so to Mr. Anthony three months ago. I had 
nothing against Mr. Sanderson. He always used me first 
rate. - But he would never do in such a place as this. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) You never had anything 
against Mr. Sanderson ? 

A. No, sir; very friendly. 

Q. Always friendly ? 

A. Yes, sir; shook hands the day he went and I had no 
idea he was going until he went to the wharf and got on the 
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boat — had no idea that he was going, didn’t know but what 
he would stay there forever, only, as I say, he had too much 
talk with the boys to have success with them. 


CHARLES 


(By Alderman CopMAN.) What is you full name? 
Charles Logue. 

You are in the city employ? 

Yes, sir; city employ. 

What position do you hold? 

Chief of the Repair Division of the city of Boston. 
(By Miss CHEEVER.) Have you done a good deal, 
My. Logue, the last winter ? 

A. Yes; very often the last fifteen months. 

@. (By Dr.. Putnam.) Have many improvements been 
made by you since you have been here, through the Repair 
Division ? 

A. Yes; there have been a good many improvements 
made since we came down here first. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) Give us a rough idea of 
what you have done here, Mr. Logue. 

A. When we came down here we found that the dormi- 
tories were in pretty bad condition, plaster broken down and 
so forth, and we had that fixed up, and the dormitories 
painted, and we built them a new bath-room and put in a 
shower bath, something in the style of the institution in New 
York, Father Doherty’s home, and later on we gave them 
some new school-rooms, built some new school-rooms for the 
boys. 

Q. (By Mr. O’HarE.) What was the sanitary condition 
when you first commenced, and what is it now? 

A. Well, we found the drainage at first to be in very bad 
condition, almost pitching into the building instead of out 
to the tide. The result was, of course, that it had clogged 
up and left everything in bad condition. We removed all 
that and put in new drainage pipes, and carried them out 
much farther than they were ever carried before; put on a 
trap to prevent any back wash coming out after the drain 
had been emptied. Then we built a new sanitary arrange- 
ment for the boys, which was supposed to be as good an 
arrangement as can be found for an institution of this kind 
and which has been recommended by the best sanitary 
authorities. 

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) Will you state what was the old 
condition here, when you came ? 
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A. The old house that had been used for that purpose 
was simply a tumble-down old shanty, neither water-tight 
nor weather-proof, nor anything else — simply a stall, like an 
outhouse. 

Q. Any vault? 

A. No, not even a vault there. 

Q. (By Mr. Linrnan.) How long ago was that, Mr. 
Logue? 

A. About a year ago — about this time Jast year, I think, 
we started in. 

@. How long has your department been in existence ? 

A. It was organized the 12th of January, 1898. 

@. How many months ago is that, Mr Logue? 

A. Fifteen, I think, or sixteen. 

(. On an average, Mr. Logue, how many dollars’ worth 
of work have you done since you came down? 

Mr. Lams. — What average do you mean? You say: 
“On an average.” 

Mr. Linewan. — I would like to find out how many dol- 
lars’ worth of improvements he has made. 

The Witness. — To date, I should say in the neighbor- 
hood of $21,000 or $22,000. 

Q. (By Mr. Loyenan.) Has there been any new con- 
struction here, the building of any new houses, or anything 
of that sort ? 

A. Yes, school-house building. 

(. Did you build any cottages here ? 

A. No, no cottages. 

Q. Your work is all day work? 

A. No, all estimate work — estimate given to the 
Trustees. 

(. Did anybody else estimate on it besides you, Mr. 
Logue ? 

A. I don’t know about that. 

Q. Do you know whether there was ? 

A. I don’t know. 

Q. (By Mr. O'HARE.) About the Institution, in rela- 
tion to heat in the winter time — how was it when you came, 
and how is it now? 

A. When we came we found very bad provisions for 
heating the buildings — only one boiler, and no provision for 
heating the buildings, and we have put in another boiler, 
giving them better facilities for heating, and in case of the 
breaking down of one boiler they can heat the building with 
the other, also giving them proper heating arrangements for 
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the wash-house, laundry, giving them a heater there, giving 
them hot water for washing purposes. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) What about the lockers you 
put in? 

A. Iwas going to mention them. In building the bath- 
room we followed the same idea that has been followed in 
various institution in New 
York — of giving a boy a separate locker for himself, where 
he can keep his things under lock and key, and we have in 
the bath-room, I think, 150 odd lockers for the boys. 

Q. (By Mr. O'HARE.) State to the committee what 
orders you got about the water, in regard to changing so as 
to get a direct supply of water ? 

A. Oh, we found in an examination of the plumbing 
work that they were getting supplies from the tank, and that 
they hadn’t direct supplies for drinking purposes. 

Q. For cooking? 

A. For cooking or anything of that kind; and so I made 
the Trustees aware of the fact and they gave me orders to 
have the thing remedied immediately, and we did it. We 
took the matter in hand and gave them direct supplies. In- 
stead of having supplies from the tank they have direct sup- 
ples, with the exception of one tank, I believe, that we had 
lost sight of. 

Q. (By Mr. LinenAan.) Where is that—in the belfry 
tower ? 

AYE BG. 

@. And the boys naturally had to drink that water ? 

AG COS: 

@. You didn’t notice it, and the boys drank the water ? 

A. Yes. 

Mr. O’ HAreg. —I don’t think the witness understands the 
question. 

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) Do you know that the boys drank 
that water ? 

Ase ND. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) Was there any other water 
there ? 

A. No. Bip. 

@. And if you knew the tank was there you would have 
run a direct supply ? 

A. Undoubtedly. 

Q. (By Dr. PuTNAM.) Have you ever known a boy to 
drink tank water since that time ? 

A. No, sir; I never have known a boy to drink tank 
water since that time. 
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Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) What repairs are you engaged 
on now? 

A. Now putting in condition what was formerly the 
children’s hospital for boys. They are going to remove 
some of the boys over there, and we expect to be through 
fitting that place up for them pretty soon, giving them about 
the same advantages in the way of hot water, and we have 
done the same things there, giving them direct supply rather 
than from the tank. 

@. (By Alderman CopmMaAyn.) Do you include in the 
$21,000 to $22,000 building the wharf? 

A. I think so. The amount of money may possibly 
reach more than that, but I think that amount will cover it 
— may possibly reach between $21,000 and $25,000. 

(¥. You built the wharf ? 

A. Yes, sir; that was destroyed by the storm. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) The piling, too? 

ASP Nos 

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) The piling was done under your 
direction ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. LinenAn.) Was the piling of that wharf 
open to competition ? 

A. It was, yes, sir. 

@. Was the planking of the wharf open to public com- 
petition? Did anybody figure against you on the planking 
of the wharf ? 

A. I don’t. know, I am sure. 

Q. Never have anybody figure against you, do you? 

A. Oh, yes, very often. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) They never get it, do 
they ? 

¢ Yes, they have. They get it when they are lower 
than I am. 

Q. (By Miss CHrEever.) Mr. Logue, I would like to 
ask you this: Has there been, as far as you can observe, 
going in and out here, any improvement in the general con- 
dition since Mr. Anthony came? 

A. Yes, I have noticed that there has been a very marked 
improvement — in the boys, especially. 

Q. (By Mr. Linen An.) How often are you down here, 
Mr. Logue? 

A. I think every week. 

Q. How long do you remain when you come here? 

A. Well, that depends on whether I come in the morning 
or the afternoon. Of course, I come here sometimes and 
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spend an hour, and sometimes half an hour, in the afternoon, 
and the same in the morning. 

Q. What association do you have with the boys? 

A. Nothing whatever, only general observations in the 
buildings. 

(. All you know is from what you look around and see, 
and you come here and stay for perhaps half an hour in the 
week ? 

A. That is all; exactly. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Howdo you mean, Mr. Logue, 
that the boys seem improved ? 

A. Well, the general condition as to the rooms, and the 
general appearance of the boys passing to and fro in the 
buildings and outside, and even in the marching, I have 
noticed that it was much better than the condition under the 
former superintendent. 

Q. (By Mr. O'HARE.) Do you remember getting the 
order for the school-rooms, Mr. Logue, about the size, and 
why the size was made small? If so, state why it was. 

A. It was thought that the boys would be in much better 
condition if they were put in the rooms in small numbers, 
about twenty-five in a room, where they have at some times 
had thirty-five, forty, forty-five and fifty. 

(. And sometimes seventy ? 

A. Sometimes seventy, yes. And it was thought that 
the boys would have a better chance of learning and would 
not be so crowded. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) How many are there in the 
public school-rooms ? 

A. Sometimes thirty-five and sometimes fifty-five. 

(. And how many here, Mr. Logue? 

A. Twenty-five here. 

Q. Don’t you consider that the school-rooms here should 
be as large as the public school-rooms ? 

A. Well, they have, in fact, as it is now, more cubic feet 
of space per pupil than in the public schools. 

Q. Well, what I am trying to get at is this: If you take 
one school-room and divide it into two school-rooms, you 
have to have two school-teachers, whereas if you have one 
large school-room it can be presided over by one school- 
teacher, which saves money ? 

A. Of course, that is a matter of opinion, whether or not 
a teacher can take care of twenty-five boys better than fifty. 

Q. Well, if the other system is successful in the public 
schools of Boston, I don’t see why it should not be here ? 

A. Iam not prepared to say what the system is in the 
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public schools. I only know from my own observations as 
to the amount of cubic feet of space occupied by pupils in 
the public schools as compared with pupils here. They 
have more space here than in the public schools. 

(). Have more in one room? 

A. No, but have more cubic feet of space per pupil here 
than in the public schools. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Do you say, Mr. Logue, that 
you have noted the improvement in core through the 
schools ? 

A. Yes, in the passage of the boys through the buildings 
—for instance, in going to their play, going to their meals, 
or for whatever purpose they may be going through the 
rooms. | 

Q. It seems to you that the present system has already 
improved the order and the discipline — that it had that 
effect ? 

A. I believe it did. 

@. Do the boys show any signs of being cruelly treated, 
or have you had an opportunity to notice that? 

A. I never knew them to be. 

Q. They look fairly happy and contented, you think ? 

A. I think they have improved, as far as my observation 
has gone. 

Q. (By Mr. LinEHAN.) In relation to the cubic feet in 
the room, what do you mean by that? 

A. Well, in figuring out space, that is generally the plan 
adopted, giving so much cubic feet of space for each one of 
the boys. ‘That would determine the size of the room. 

(. Then you mean that here there are more boys than 
there is space ? 

A. No; I mean that in staking out the room, giving the 
size of the room, we allow more cubic feet per pupil here 
than they have in the public schools. 

(On motion of Mr. Chamberlain, the committee at this 
point voted that the hearing would adjourn at 2 o'clock 
P.M., subject to the call of the Chairman. ) 


JOHN HARVEY. — Sworn. 


(By Alderman CopMAN.) Whatis your full name? 
John Harvey. 

What position do you hold here, Mr. Harvey ? 

I am a carpenter by trade. 

Working here as a carpenter ? 

No; working for the City of Boston, in the repair 
division. 
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Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Mr. Harvey, what is your opin- 
ion as to the boys here? Have you talked with the boys 
while you have been down here, more or less ? 


A. Oh, yes; more or less. 

(. Have youseen the boys going in and out a good deal? 
A.) Oh,:yes. 

(). How long have you been down here now ? 

A. Pretty nearly four months. 

Q. Off and on, most of that time? 

A. Yes, sir; pretty much all the time. 

(). What j is the condition of the school, as far as an out- 


sider can see ? 

A. It seems to me to be all right, as far as I can see. 

(J). Have you heard the boys talking about Mr. Anthony 
being cruel or otherwise ? 

cA Mein, Sit. 

Q. Have you heard pleasant things about him ? 

A. I have never heard them say anything about Mr. 
Anthony, one way or the other. 

(). What is your opinion of the condition of affairs down 
here, as far as you have seen ? 

A. As far as I have seen, I think things are all right. I 
have worked in the schoolroom for three weeks. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Have you seen boys cruelly 
treated, or have you got the TEBE ESsiOn that they were 
cruelly treated ? 

AA. No; never did. 

(Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Have you heard the boys say 
they were cruelly treated by any officer ? 

AS NoSSir, 

(. Have you heard favorable or unfavorable things about 
the condition of things in the school since you have been 
here ? 

A. Never heard anything unfavorable here, but read in 
the papers about it. Iwas working here in the school at the 
time, and didn’t see anything the matter. 

@. (By Mr. LiyenAn.) What is your business ? 

A. <A carpenter. 


@. You have been working here how long? 
A. Four months. 

Q. Working here now? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Get your meals here ? 

y. a <<) 0 

(J. Get your dinner here? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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How much do you pay for it? 

Twenty cents. 

Who do you pay? 

Mr. Carroll is the gentleman here. 

Oh, yes, he is the storekeeper —and what did you 
you were doing? 

Carpenter work. 

Mix in with the boys a good deal? 

Sometimes, around the school-room. 

Who took the door off the closet ? 

Which one? 

The one that sets under the stairs. 

I don’t know. 

Did you ever have to work on it ? 

No. 

Ever see it? 

No, sir. The place under the stairs ? 

Yes. 

No, I never saw any place under the stairs where 
put boys. 

Ever see a place under the stairs ? 

Yes, sir. I saw the place under the stairs where one 
of the men here was developing some photographs. 

Q. How long have you been here did you say? 

A. Four months I have been working here — came down 
here the third of December; came down to work the time 
the wharf was built. 

@. Did you work on the wharf ? 

A: Ves, sir: 

Q. How long did you work on the wharf? 

A. Icouldn’t exactly tell you the number of days — some- 
thing like three weeks. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) How many men did you 
have there? 

A. At the start off had fourteen or fifteen men. When 
the heavy work was done sent the men back. 

Q. (By Mr. Linesan.) How came you to testify in 
this investigation ? 

A. I don’t know. Mr. Logue told me to come down 
here. 

Q. (By Mr. O'HARE.) Do you remember what you had 
in mind when Mr, Logue asked you to come down here? 

A. He asked me to come down and speak about the 
work, that is all—the work that was done here. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) What do you know about the 
boys ? 
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A. I know nothing about them. 

(J. And you are not prepared to make any statement ? 

A. Prepared to make anystatement? When Iwas down 
here I saw a good deal of the boys, so that I have been able 
to answer some of the questions which have been asked of 
me here. I mixed in with them quite a lot. 


ALFRED M. REYNOLDS.— Sworn. 


Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) What is your full name? 

A. Alfred M. Reynolds. 

(J. And your position here? 

A. Night watchman. 

(). Just been aroused to come here, have you ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Mr. Reynolds, have you any 
reason to think that the boys are ill-treated by the Superin- 
tendent ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Doyou think they have been ill-treated by the officers ? 

A. I haven’t seen any ill-treatment. 

@. When the boys come up in the evening for punish- 
ment you are on duty ? 

A. Yes,,sir;-L am. 

(). Have youseen any evidences of their being ill-treated ? 

A. Nothing serious; no, sir. 

(). Now, there was an occasion — do you remember it ? — 
when Kehoe was punished in the cottage by Mr. Baker? 

A. Iremember the time it happened. 

. Do you remember being asked to look at the boy after 
he was punished, to see if he was injured ? 

Ba oa). OBS 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Who asked you to do so? 

A. Sanderson. 

Crh Wihyir 

A. He sympathized so deeply with the boys, he said,-that 
he thought he would ask me to see the boy, to see if I ap- 
proved of such treatment. 

Did you look at him? 

I did — just glanced at him. 

(By My. LINEHAN.) What did you say then? 
I didn’t say anything. 

Did you express any sympathy ? 

Didn’t make any reply. 

Didn’t you make any reply? 

I did not; no, sir. 
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(By Dr. Putnam.) Did you find the boy injured ? 
No, sir; just the ordinary marks of punishment. 
Was blood drawn ? 

No, sir. 

Was he black and blue? 

No, sir. 

(By Mr. LinewAn.) What do you consider an 
inary mark? 

A. Well, the impression of what was applied. 

@. Black and blue, was it? 

A. No, sir; not black — simply red, that was all. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Do you remember the occasion 
when Novak, Leveroni and one or two other boys went and 
tried to escape ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Did Sanderson go down then? 

A. Yes, sir; he came after I called out. I got the first 
boy and then gave the word to Mr. Authony. The Super- 
intendent had been on the search at the time, and I joined, 
of course. 

@. Did Sanderson carry anything with him in the way 
of weapons ? 

A. Judging by his actions in my presence, I should say 
he had. He said he had a revolver. 

He said he had a revolver? 

Yes, sir; and I told him it was a very poor weapon 
to use where there were nothing but boys. 

What did he say ? 

Said you couldn’t tell what would happen. 

(By Miss CHEEVER.) Did he have anything else? 
Had a club, too. 

(By Mr. LINEHAN.) Who said that? 

Mr. Sanderson. 

Always sympathizing with the boys ? 

Yes, sir. 

And going around with a club and revolver? 

Yes, sir; he said so. 

Who said so? 

He told me so. I took his word for it. 

And in your opinion he had a revolver ? 

Yes, sir; I should judge he had by his actions. He 
made motions a good many times to draw it. 

Q. You didn’t see it? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Or the club? 

A. No, sir. 
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Q. And you say he was in sympathy with the boys? 

A. So he said—TI don’t know how much sympathy he 
expressed or showed. 

Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) Do you know that he had 
a revolver ? 

A. That is the way he expressed it. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) What did he say ? 

A. He said “I have a pop and have a mind to use it.” 

Q. (By Mr. LinenAn.) Didn’t say he had a revolver, 
but said he had a * pop ?” 

Alderman CopMAN. — Well, you know what a “pop” is 
don’t you? 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.)— Have you seen any other 
officers with a revolver? 

A. No, sir; haven’t seen any other officer with a revolver 
in the Institution. 

Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) — Mr. Reynolds, have you 
a sister in Boston ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(. How often do you visit her? 

A. I don’t visit her. 

(Q. 
or so? How often do you go to Boston ? 

A. Well, on account of my wife being dead I have occa- 
sion to go there occasionally, to tend after the little one, the 
child. 

@. Did you ever remark in your sister’s house about. 
sympathizing with the boys here, that you didn’t think the 
people down here were doing just right ? 

A. No, sir; I did not. 

i eG Gi not? 

A. No, sir. I haven’t seen my sister for over a month. 

(2. You have seen her since you have been here ? 

A. Once, yes, in my mother’s house. 

And you made the remark that the boys were treated 
rather badly down here and that you sympathized with them ? 

A. Nothing except that the boys received the necessary 
punishment when there was any violation of the laws of the 
Institution. 

Q. But you have a boy of your own, have you not, in 
some school? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And you never expressed any sympathy for the boys. 
down here, felt badly for the boys down here and thought 
they were used pretty roughly ?

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A. No, sir; only expressed how I was getting along and 
spoke a little of the life of the institution. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Do you think the officers here 
cruel, as far as you know? 

A. I never have seen any cruelty, no. 

Q@. Undue severity ?

_  Q. Have you ever thought that Sanderson was too con- 

fidential with the boys? 

A. He held a little secrecy with the boys. I didn’t 
know what it was about, but they seemed to have some 
secrets and I used to notice that he took certain ones and 
talked with them on the quiet, took them to one side. 

Q. Did he show any evidences of antagonism to the 
management of the school? 

A. Icouldn’t say. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Did you ever hear him say 
anything against Mr. Baker? 

Oh, yes; I did. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) What did he say about that ? 

A. Well, he has often said in my presence that he would 
like to fix him, that he would like to see him out of here, 
and that something has got to be done. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) Where? 

A. Right here. That is after Mr. Baker had chastised 
the boys. 

Q. Sanderson felt badly and said he ought to be gotten 
out of the way ? 

Aa, Xs. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEvER.) Did you ever hear him say 
anything against Mr. Anthony and criticise him in any 
way ? 

A. Who? Mr. Anthony? 

Q. Mr. Sanderson ? 

A. Well, he didn’t like the Seah tore There was 
instances there at the time when he did really express a 
dislike. 

Q. (By Mr. Lineman.) He didn’t think things were 
going on right ? 

A. Well, he didn’t try to make them go right himself. 

Q. Well, he didn’t think things were going right, in his 
opinion ? 

A. No. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Do you think things were going 
right ? 

A. Ido; yes, sir. 
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@. What device did Sanderson have for waking the boys 
at night? 

A. Had a little bottle of ammonia that he would put to 
the noses of the boys while they were asleep. 

(By Miss CHEEVER.) What for? 

To see how they would act when they were asleep. 
That was not a part of his duty ? 

Oh, no. 

What did he do after he woke them ? 

. Watched their actions, to see what motions they would 
go through. 

(. Did he ever have any conversation with them after he 
woke them ? 

A. Yes, spoke to one Sliney, a young boy that he used to 
take great interest in watching his movements, with the 
ammonia. 

Q. (By Dr. PutnAm.) Did you have reason to think 
that he took pleasure in watching the boys, in regard to pun- 
ishment ? 

A. I don’t know. 

Alderman CopMAN.-—It is not a question of what he 
thinks, but what he knows. 

Dr. Putnam. — I am not quite sure of what he knows. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Have you known him to advise 
boys to bring complaints before the Common Council or the 
City Council? 

A. He told me himself that he was going to get the boys 
to see if they couldn’t stop this business. I don’t know 
what he meant, but he was trying to influence the boys on 
some points that he wasn’t satisfied about. 
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CHARLES EDWIN FISHER. — Recalled. 


Q. (By Alderman CopmMaAn.) Your full name, Mr. 
Fisher ? 

A. Charles Edwin Fisher. 

(. And your position here is what? 

A. Drill-master. 

@. (By Dr. Putnam.) Mr. Walton and Mr. Boyd have 
been charged with using liquor. Do you know about their 
using liquor? 

A. Ido not, sir. 

Q. Have you any reason to think that either of them 
uses liquor? 

A. No, sir; I have not. 
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@. There is nothing you know about the matter? You 

have nothing to say about the subject? 

Nothing whatever to say about it. 

Do you know about Sanderson carrying firearms ? 
Yes, sir. 

What do you know about it ? 

He told me he carried a revolver and would not hesi- 
tate to use it. 

@. Whether you know that there have been a good many 
charges of cruelty and violence on the part of Mr. Baker, of 
choking boys and kicking them? Have you ever had any 
reason to think that those charges were true? 

A. I never saw any violence used by Mr. Baker, more 
than necessary. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Were you a witness of the 
punishment in the dormitory? 

A. I was. 

@. What can you say of that? 

A. The officers were in the officers’ sitting room. There 
was considerable disturbance in the dormitory, and Mr. 
Baker, Mr. Walton and myself went up there. We went 
into that corner of the dormitory. There was no night 
watchman there and Mr. Baker went right up to the boy 
and spoke to him first, and then used a rattan, and I heard 
a disturbance in the next dormitory, and there was some 
eight or ten boys — | 

(J. Mr. Sanderson wasn’t there? He didn’t know of the 
disturbance ? 

No, sir. 

Was the dormitory properly watched then ? 

I should say not. 

(By Miss CHEEVER.) Was there anybody there? 
No. 

Who was on duty at that time ? 

I think, Mr. Muldoon and Mr. Sanderson. 

. Did Mr. Sanderson appear able to attend strictly to 
his duty ? 

A. He may have been able to, but I don’t see how he 
could, for the reason that he was always around in the day 
time, and I don’t see how a man can work in the night time, 
and go without sleep in the day time. 

Q. Did you ever hear him criticising the actions of any 
of the officers ? 

A. Yes, to me. 

@. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) Was he ever found asleep 
at his post ? 
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A. I never knew of it. 

@. Have you ever heard of his being asleep when he 
should be on duty ? 

A. Well, what you hear doesn’t go. 

Q. You never saw it yourself ? 

A. Never saw it myself; no, sir. 

Q. (By Alderman CopMAN.) Do the watchmen have 
to turn a key here? 

A. Yes; sir; have to. 

Q. Do you know of his having skipped that ? 

AY Yes, sir? 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) You say that you didn’t know 
of his not being on duty, but you say you didn’t see him in 
the dormitory that night, because he wasn’t on duty there ? 

A. He wasn’t in the dormitory, where he should have 
been. That has been spoken of. 

Q. (By Mr. LinenAN.) How long had this state of 
affairs been going on— Sanderson not attending to his 
duty? 

A. At the time I was there, probably two months. 

Q. How often do you go to the dormitory ? 

A. When I am told to. : 

. And you say that Mr. Sanderson carried a revolver in 
his pocket ? 

A. He told me that he carried a revolver in his pocket, 
and wouldn’t hesitate to use it. 

Q. Do you carry a revolver ? 

AS, ONO: ait 

Q. Do any of the other men that you know of ? 

A. No, sir; not that I know of. 

Q. Didn’t you know that he was liable to shoot some of 
the boys in case of a little trouble? 

A. Isupposed he might; yes. 

Q. Why not report it? 

A. To whom? 

Q. To Mr. Anthony, the Superintendent. 

A. He told me that he should use the revolver if he 
considered it necessary. 

@. Why not report it to Mr. Anthony ? 

A. I considered that Mr. Anthony, perhaps, knew it. 

(. Here is an officer, with a revolver in his pocket, found 
asleep at his post time and time again ? 

A. Inever found him asleep at his post. 

(). You knew that he was? 

A. I never found him asleep. 
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Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Did you think that Mr. Sander- 
son showed evidences of hostility to Mr. Baker? 

A. Hedid; talked to me about it. 

(J. How did he show it? 

A. At the time that Mr. Leighton left he came to me 
and talked to me about it; said he thought he ought to have 
the position of house officer; and ever after that he treated 
Mr. Baker with a great deal of disrespect, and it was marked 
among the other officers. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Did he ever show any hostility 
to Mr. Anthony, before his discharge, that you know of ? 

A. Never heard him show it to his face. 

Q. Ever to you? 

A. Used to talk to me some, and in a manner that didn’t 
indicate that he liked him very well. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Did Mr. Sanderson ever make 
any improper talk before the boys ? 

A. I never heard hin, sir. 

Q. (By Mr. Linen an.) Who is house officer now ? 

A. Mr. Baker is doing the duties of house officer. 

(). Who is instructor in athletics ? 

A. Mr. Baker is doing that whenever he has the oppor- 
ni 


tu 
Q. How often does he have an opportunity? 
A. Circumstances alter cases. 
Q. How often does he have the opportunity ? 
A. Icouldn’t say. 
Q. Does he ever get the opportunity ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
@. How often? 
A. I couldn’t say — just answered the question a minute 
ago. 
Bo Who attends to the duties in connection with ath- 


letics when he is attending to the duties of house officer ? 

A. Iattend to them when possible, with my other duties. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Mr. Fisher, have you seen Mr. 
Sanderson watching boys being punished when he ought to 
be somewhere else? 

A. Lhave, sir. 

Q. When was that ? 

A. He was standing out behind one of the trees one even- 
ing, when there was a session in the school-room. 

Q. Where should he have been? 

A. In the office down underneath here, or on his tour, 
winding, —at least, so far as I know the duties of night 
watchman. 
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(By Mr. LINEHAN.) What time was it?’ 

I should judge half-past eight. 

What time do the boys go to bed ? 

Quarter of eight. 

Are the other boys kept in the school-room to be pun- 
ished after the boys go to bed ? 

A. When boys are punished they are held in the school- 
room, yes — have the demerit system down here. 

(). Are the officers present when the boys are punished ? 

A. The officers are present. 

@. How about Mr. Sanderson — did they object to hav- 
ing him present when the boys were punished ? 7 

A. I don’t know as Mr. Anthony would object. 

(. You say he was watching the boys being punished 
when he should have been attending to his duty? 

A. Yes, I don’t think a night watchman should have left 
the dormitory and come down when the boys were being 
punished. 

(). Where was he standing ? 

A. Out opposite, behind a tree. 

Q. His duty would compel him to be in the dormitory 
then ? 

A. I think he would be on the outside watch during that 
period. 

(. Then he wasn’t supposed to be in the dormitory ? 

iN NO; 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Was he supposed to be on 
duty ? 

A. Yes, as far as I know the duties of a night watchman. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) Going to and from the cottage 
he might look into the school-room ? 

A. Might have. 

(). He was doing, then, nothing but walking along and 
looking into the school-room ? 

A. Heshould have been either in the office or on his tour, 
winding. 

Q. What do you mean by saying he should have been in 
the office ? 

A. Should have been sitting in the chair. 

Q. Did you ever go winding boxes ? 

A... No, sir. 

@. How do you know, then, where he should have been 
at a certain hour ? 

A. I said that, as far as I know, he should have been in 
the ollice, or doing the winding. 

Q. How do you know about his duties ? 
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A. I know that the man had no business or no right to 
be around sneaking, peeking. 

Q. Did he see you? 

A. I think not. 

Q. Don’t you suppose he could use the same argument 
about you? wae 

A. No, sir; because I was in the hallway here, where he 
couldn’t see me, doing my duty. 

Q. (By Mr. Putnam.) Do you know of Harris Baker 
being sent out from his Sabbath School class, and then his 
saying that Mr. Baker choked him on that occasion ? 

A. .Mr. Baker did not choke him. 

(J. Do you remember the occasion ? 

A Yes! sir I'do: 

(). Tell us about the occasion ? 

A. Mr. Conant sent him out, because he was trouble- 
some, and he couldn’t do anything with him, and Mr. Baker 
had him in the school-room back of Miss Everett’s room 
there, and Harris was hollering so that it seemed as though 
something horrible was going on. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) That is a habit of his ? 

A. Yes; if you speak to him to reprimand him, the 
chances are ten to one that he will let out an unearthly yell, 
so that you would think he was being murdered, and he put 
his hand over his mouth to keep him quiet, because there 
were church services in the room. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) And you are perfectly certain 
that Harris was not choked ? 

A. Iam positive that he was not choked. 

@. (By Miss CHEEVER.) You are familiar with the case 
of Harry Leventhal ? 

Aa: es) Lam: 

Q. You might tell us about the case, if you remember it? 

A. Iwas in the boys’ bath-room, in the further corner, 
where the boys are pretty crowded, and I usually take a stand 
there where I can be near at hand; and Mr. Baker was 
standing at the other end, where the lockers are, where the 
keys are kept, and Mr. Sanderson — by the way, this was at 
the hour of church, the middle of the forenoon, when he 
should have been asleep — and he was standing near one of the 
lockers in the bath-room, and Harry Leventhal, and, I think, 
one of the other boys, Harry Fox, started to fight, and Mr. 
Baker spoke to them, and took them by the coat and tried to 
yank them apart, and Harry Leventhal doubled up his fist, 
and they both jumped back at the same time and ran up 
against the lockers back of the doors, and then when 
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Leventhal ran up against the lockers he lay down on the 
floor and commenced to kick and holler. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Is that all of it? 

A. Mr. Baker stopped his hollering by putting his hand 
over his mouth, the same as he frequently had. 

Q. (By Mr. LineHAN.) The same as Mr. Baker does 
frequently ? 

A. Frequently, certainly ; otherwise he would holler so 
that you could hear him all over the Island. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) In the case of James Moran, 
did you know of his being choked, kicked and thrown down 
by Mr. Baker, to your knowledge ? 

A. He never was choked by Mr. Baker, certainly was 
not kicked by Mr. Baker and was not thrown down. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) I suppose you are with Mr. 
Baker all the time? 

A. No, sir; but it seems that I have been in these cases. 

Q. There is no possible chance for him to beat a boy 
when you are not there? 

A. Yes, sir; but he didn’t beat those boys when I was 
around. In fact, I will be willing to say that no boy is ever 
beaten by an officer as has been testified here. 

(). Well, the boys say different ? 

A. And you believe them ? 

(. If you want to know, yes, I do believe them. 

A. Well, no man who knows the boys would. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) I would like to ask whether 
Mr. Fisher ever heard a boy threatened —for instance, 
Moran — with punishment if he told the Trustees or com- 
plained to them? 

A. I certainly never heard him threatened in any such 
manner, and I don’t believe he was. 

Q. What does Mr. Anthony do if the boys ever make 
complaint? Have you heard him? What is his attitude 
towards the boys telling the Trustees things? 

A. I don’t remember that I have heard cases of that kind 
coming up. 

@. Do you remember Mr. Anthony saying to James 
Kehoe, the boy who went out after the tobacco, that he 
would whip him until he was half dead? ; 

A. No; and I was present at the time. 

@. Didn’t he say that he would skin him, or lick hin, if 
he told the ‘Trustees ? 

A. No; he didn’t. 

.Q (By Dr. Putnam.) Do you remember a time when 
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you punished a boy named Adley? Do you remember about 
that, in the presence of the Superintendent ? 

AnscYes yiisdid: . 

Q. Do you remember the circumstances distinctly ? 

Ago YG: 

(. The boy testified that the Superintendent choked him 
and kicked him and threw him down. Do you remember 
exactly what happened ? 

A. Iyremember that the boy hollered considerably, and I 
stopped him the same as boys are stopped in that way, by put- 
ting my hand over his mouth, and Mr. Anthony merely got 
up out of his chair like that and told him to stop it, and didn’t 
leave his chair. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Did the boy faint? 

A. He did not. 

Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) Are you acquainted with 
the testimony given at the last hearing? 


A. No, sir. 
Q. Haven’t heard what the boys said ? 
heNovsir. 


(. Have you been told about it at all? 

A. No, sir; I saw the papers. 

Q. Neither Mr. Anthony nor anybody else has told you 
about the testimony of the boys? 

A. No, sir; I saw the papers. 

Q. (By Dr. Purnam.) What do you think of the 
general management of the Institution now ? 

A. Well, there has been a great improvement since [ 
have been here. 

Q. What do you think of the relations of the officers to 
each other ? 

A. They are very pleasant. 

Q. What do you think of the attitude of the boys 
towards the Superintendent and towards the officers ? 

A. I think they like the officers and understand them a 
great deal better than they used to when [I first came. 
When I first came the boys wouldn’t mind unless you were 
looking right at them, and now there are lots of boys on the 
Island that I had just as soon turn my back on and tell 
them to do something, with the feeling that they would do 
it. Before I knew they wouldn’t do it. 

Q. Do you know of the boys having any special hostility 
towards Mr. Baker? Well, I should rather say, do the boys 
in general have any hostility towards Mr. Baker? Of 
course, we already know that a great many statements have 
been made by certain boys. 
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A. I don’t know, if anything came up, if the boys would 
let me know that they had any hostility. 

Q. Well, do you know or have you seen any evidences 
of hostility towards Mr. Baker — evidences that he is an un- 
popular officer, [ mean? 

A. Well, I don’t know of anything that has ever hap- 
pened. 

Q. Do you think Mr. Baker is generally liked by the 
boys ? 

A. . Well, I should say he was; yes. 

Q. Do you think Mr. Anthony is liked by the boys 
generally ? 

A. Yes; I think he is. 

Q. Have you already stated —I think you have not — 
as to whether Mr. Baker ever treated any of the boys cruelly 
or harshly ? 

A. I don’t think he has; I have not seen it. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) You have been Se oa at the 
punishments ? 

A. Yes; andI have missed only one session, I think, ex- 
cept when I have been away on leave of absence. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Does Mr. Anthony approve of 
corporal punishment or otherwise? 

A. No; he does not. 

Q. Have you heard him say anything about it? 

A. No; I don’t think I have heard him say anything ; 
but I know he is always tired after it is over and breathes a 
great sigh of relief when he gets through. 

Q. (By Mr. LinEHAN.) He whips them so hard that 
he gets tired? 

A. No; he is stronger than that. 

Q. Do you call this boy that he struck with the billy, 
and whipped afterwards, a big fellow ? 

A. Yes; he is larger than you are. 

Q. No; we saw the boy. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Where were you when the 
attempt to escape was made by Novak, Leveroni and the 
other boys? 

A. Mr. Davis and I started to walk around the sea-wall, 
and must have been just around the bakery here. 

Q. What was your next duty? 

A. At the time the boys go to bed I am supposed to be 
around there. 

Q. (By Dr. Purnam.) Did you see Novak after this 
happened ? 

A. Idid; yes, sir. 
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Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Were you asked to? 

A. No. 

Q. (By Dr, Putnam.) Did you look at him? 

A. I did. 

(). See the condition of his head ?

(). What was the condition of his head where he was 
struck by the billy ? 

A. No swelling. 

Q. You would say that his head was all right? 

A. Ishould say so— no cut. 

Q. (By Mr. CHAMBERLAIN.) How did you happen to 
look at his head ? 

A. Because it is one of my duties to look after the boys 
when they are sick. 

(). Was he sick ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Then I don’t see any reason for your examining him. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) How did you happen to look at 
him ? 

A. I was standing out by the barn when the boy was 
brought in, and I knew the nature of the boys — that prob- 
ably they were taken with some difficulty, and I knew that 
when a boy started to get away, he would, if possible, get away, 
and that nothing in the ordinary line would stop him, and I 
saw him walking along and he had his hand up to his head, like 
this (illustrating). When they went into the school-room, 
T went in-— didn’t know what had happened, and I went around 
and looked at the side of his head. I should have said that 
a man struck him with his fist——-never would have thought 
it was a billy. 

@. (By Mr. LinenAn.) How long afterwards was it 
that you saw him? 

A. Ten minutes. 

(). Not more than that? 

A. No, sir. 

@. You made a statement that you thought the Island 
was in pretty fair shape? 

A. Did I make such a statement ? 

Q. You stated your opinion as to what you considered 
was the management of the Island, did you not? 

A. Yes; I said much better than when I came here, I 
considered it. 

Q. Did you ever work in a reformatory before ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. What are your duties, besides military instructor? 
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A. I am in the dining-room with the boys. I have 
charge of the dispensary — 

Mr. Lams. — We have been all through this at the last 
meeting.

He 
told you about that distinctly — told you that he had been 
to a summer school, and so forth.

(By Dr. Putnam.) Have you ever known of any 
neglect, of any case here being neglected or the treatment 
delayed, during the last three months, since Mr. Anthony’s 
administration, either through his neglect or through lack of 
communication? I don’t know as I can suggest any other 
way ? 

A. I have seen no evidence of it. 

Q. And have the boys received sufficient general med- 
ical treatment, do you think ? 

A. Ishould say so. 

Q. Do you think Mr. Anthony has been observant, as 
shown by his calling your attention to special cases, to 
chronic as well as to acute cases ? 

A. Ithink he has. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) When you have been over 
here on calls for special cases, has Mr. Anthony taken the 
opportunity to let you see all chronic cases and to bring 
them before you ? 

A. He has. 
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Q. (By Mr. LinEHAN.) Doctor, did you have a boy on 
the Island a short time ago suffering with pneumonia ? 
A. I did. 
Q. Coming from here ? 
Aes, Sir: 
@. How long was he suffering before he came to you ? © 
Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) I would like to ask what the 
name is ? 
A. McCluskey. 
Q. (By Mr. Linen AN.) How long was he suffering be- 
fore he came to you ?

Q. How sick was he? 
A. Dr. Worthing came over and saw the case that day. 
I was away. 
“Q. (By Miss CHEEveER.) Did Dr. Worthing wish the 
case taken over there ? j 
He made an observation.

What did you find ? 
He had high fever.

We removed him at once to the hospital. 
(By Mr. LinenAn.) Was the boy very sick when 
he was taken away? You saw him?

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Had the symptoms of pneu- 
monia developed when he was here at this Island ? 
A. We found none. 
Q. How soon did they develop when he went to Long 
Island ? 
A. The second day. 
@. (By Miss CHEEVER.) In your opinion, were you 
called in time for that case ? 
ee Os. 
Q. And in your opinion got to the Island in time to give 
good care ? 
A. Yes; that is, Dr. Worthing was —I wasn’t there in 
the morning. 
Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Could the boy have been better 
treated if a physician were on the Island ? 
A. I don’t think so. — 
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(. Do you remember Gardelli, the boy with the broken 
arm ? 

A. Yes, sir; the fracture I saw had the appearance of 
being an old fracture. 

(). Was it broken on the Island ? 

A. No, sir; if so, I don’t know of it. It seemed to be 
an old fracture.

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) What was the condition of 
that arm? Did you let a specialist see that arm at Long 
Island ?

Q. Have you his opinion of it?

@. Did he give you a statement ? 

A. We had his statement on the record books at the 
Island. 

Q. Could you give it ? 

A. He said we should simply keep on with the treatment 
we were giving him.

@. (By Mr. Linenan.) What treatment ? 

A. Giving it arest and keeping it in a sling.

A. It was a very short time before he came down. 

Miss CHEEVER. — Perhaps the gentlemen will remember 
that that is the boy who was too sick and weak to answer 
questions. 

@. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Is he sick now ? 

A. The last time I saw him he seemed very healthy. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) I understand that this occurred 
last summer ? - 

A. Well, I have the records. 

(. Do you remember just how long it was before he 
came from the hospital ? 

You mean how long since ? 

How long before he left the hospital ? 

Oh, I think in August he left. Iam not certain. 

Not last winter ? 

No, siz. 

And this winter he has not been ill ? 

Not to my knowledge. 

Have you ever had evidence of over-severe punish- 

ment of boys, evidence of their having been injured in any 

way ? Have you seen marks of over-severe punishment by 

the mapepmatdadent or anybody else ? 

No, sir.

(By Mr. LINEHAN.) Have you looked for it ?

Q. And have you then seen evidences of over-severe 
punishment ?

Q. Has any boy ever complained to you of over-severe 
punishment ?

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Q. (By Mr. LinenAn.) Who gives out the medicine 
here, doctor ? 

A. Icouldn’t say positively who does. 

Q. You haven’t any idea? 

A. No; I simply give directions, you know, and I sup- 
pose whatever officer is here carries them out. 

Q. Do you know of a boy here by the name of Robert 
Keller, with a sore eye ?

(). You never treated him ?

Dr. Putnam.—I have a letter in regard to Robert Keller, 
which I will read at the proper time, from Dr. Lancaster, 
the oculist, who has come down here. 

(). (By Mr. LINEHAN.) The boy has never been shown 
to you, has he, doctor? 

A. I think I saw him yesterday. 

(). Never before that? 

A. Idon’t remember. 

@. When do you come to the Island? 

A. Whenever I am called. 

@. How do they call you? 

A. By telephone. 

Q. Well, your telephone cable was out of order this 


A. I didn’t know it. 

@. There was no communication, was there, between 
Long Island and this Island ? 

A. I think the telephonic communication has been in 
pretty good shape between the two Islands. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) What has been your impres- 
sion in regard to Mr. Anthony’s general attitude towards 
the boys ? 

A. He always impressed me as being a friend of theirs, 
as well as the other officers. 

Q. Have you ever heard any complaints against the 
Superintendent from the officers ? 

A. No; never heard one. 

Q. Do you think the Superintendent looks carefully 
after the physical condition of the boys? 

A. As far as I can see, he does. 

Q. Do you think the officers to whom the matter has 
been left of giving out the medicines have attended properly 
to the treatment of the boys ?

A. As far as I know. 

Q. They are intelligent, as far as you know, and com- 
petent ? 

A. Yes, sir. ; 

Q. So you haven't any complaint to make of the officers 
here ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. That is all. I now desire to read the letter from Dr. 
Lancaster. Dr. Lancaster is an oculist who has come down 
to examine the boys’ eyes within the last few weeks. He 
says: ;

DEAR DR. PUTNAM: 

Robert Keller, about whom you asked me in your letter just received, 
has trachoma, or granular lids of the left eye. It is a mild case, as is 
shown by the fact that it is nearly limited to the lids and wholly limited to 
one eye, although usually (even with treatment at the clinic three times 
a week) the disease does more damage to the cornea than in this case, 
and nearly always involves both eyes. In other words, this boy has 
done better with the treatment he has received at Rainsford than the 
vast majority of cases we treat at the City Hospital or the Mass. Char. 
Eye and Ear Infirmary either as out-patients or in the house. 

This is not because the case is only just beginning for he has had it a 


long time — I think he said three years. 
Undoubtedly he will make a good recovery.

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) How often does he come down, 
doctor ? 7 

Dr. Purnam. — Once a week, I think, except, possibly, one 
week when the boats were not running. 

Q. (By Mr. LinEsAN.) Who treats the ear? 

Dr. Putnam. — Well, we haven’t any regular physician 
here now. We have a Red Cross officer on the Island, and 
formerly there was a man who had been in a hospital as 
assistant, a kind of nurse, but we haven’t had any medical 
officer, any physician. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — I would like to find out the name of the 
officer who treats the eye. 

Dr. Putnam. — Dr. Lancaster. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — Who treats it when he isn’t here, carries 
out the orders ? 

Dr. Putnam. — I believe Mr. Fisher does. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — Fisher is the Instructor of Military Drill? 

Dr. Putnam. — He is; he is what is called a Red Cross 
officer, has had some hospital experience. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — Who gives out the medicine ? 

Dr. Purnam.—I think Mr. Fisher is the only man who 
does it. 
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Mr. LINEHAN. — Who gives out the medicine ? 

Mr. ANTHONY. — Mr. Fisher does. 

Mr. LinEHAN. — Instructor in Military Drill? 

Mr. ANtHoNy. — Also has a diploma from the Red Cross 
Society. 

Mr. LINeHANn. — Instructor in Military Drill ?

Mr. LINEHAN. — And also acts as physician ?

The hearing was continued at two o’clock P.M., Chairman 
Dixon presiding and a quorum of the committee present. 

Chairman Dixon. — The committee will please come to 
order. We will proceed with the investigation of Rainsford 
Island 

Dr. Putnam. — Mr. Chairman, the Trustees would like to 
ask if the committee are going to call any more witnesses ? 

The CHAIRMAN.— As I understand it, yes, sir; they are 
going to call Mr. Sanderson. 

Dr. Putnam. — Well, will they be kind enough to do that 
now ? 

Mr. Cuppy. — We object to putting on Mr. Sanderson 
now. As the Trustees were putting in their case we 
thought we would wait until they got their case in, not 
interrupting them now. 

Dr. Putnam. — I cannot hear. 

Mr. Cuppy. —I say the committee decided not to put 
Mr. Sanderson on until the last, inasmuch as the Trustees 
had started to put in their case and we did not want to in- 
terrupt them. We theretore thought it advisable to put Mr. 
Sanderson on last, letting the Trustees continue to put in 
their case and finish it up. 

Mr. Linen An. — Mr. Chairman, I move you, sir, that Mr. 
Sanderson be reserved until the last, and that the Trustees 
be allowed to proceed with their side of the case. 

Mr. Cuppy. — Second the motion. 

Dr. Putnam. — Has that been passed ? 

Alderman DAy.— That doesn’t seem to me fair. If the 
Trustees are going to meet this testimony they ought to 
hear it before their side is closed. The ‘Trustees ought to 
have an opportunity to meet Mr. Sanderson’s testimony. 

Mr. Stoner. — As long as the Trustees are going on with 
their case now, I think it is all right to let them go on and 
finish at the present time, then put on Mr. Sanderson and 
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let him finish, and then let them have a chance to rebut any 
testimony that Mr. Sanderson may give. 

It was voted that the Trustees should now proceed and 
close their case, that Mr. Sanderson should then be heard, 
and that the Trustees should afterward have an opportunity 
to rebut. 

Dr. Putnam. — Mr. Chairman, it seems to the Trustees 
that the only proper thing for us to do is to hear the evi- 
dence. 

Alderman Day. — Mr. Chairman, I don’t think the Trus- 
tees have a right to take part when the committee are 
deciding questions. 

Dr. Purnam.—The Trustees, nevertheless, respectfully 
present their protest. If Mr. Sanderson is going to-make 
charges against the House of Reformation, the Trustees think 
it only proper that he should make them, Mr. Chairman. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee have just disposed of 
that, deciding to reserve him until the last, and that then the 
Trustees, if they afterwards want to offer any evidence in 
rebuttal, are welcome to do so. 

Mr. Stone. — Mr. Chairman, I move that we proceed with 
the first witness. 

Dr. Putnam. — Mr. Chairman, may I ask if the Trustees 
can have a few minutes to confer with each other on this 
matter ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Certainly. 

The Trustees retired and conferred. While waiting for 
their return, Alderman Day said: Mr. Chairman, I move that 
the Trustees be given an hour anda half to present their 
case and that the ae be closed, their side of the hearing, 
at four o'clock. 

The motion was carried. 

Upon the return of the Trustees, Mr. Lamb said: 

Mr. Chairman, do I understand that this is the last hearing 
to be held? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Well, I will state for Mr. Lamb’s in- 
formation that the committee met the other day and voted 
to go down to Rainsford Island. That was the sentiment of 
the committee — to go down to Rainsford Island at nine 
o'clock this morning,—and we were going to proceed to 
make arrangements for the committee to go down to Rains- 
ford Island at nine o’clock this morning. But yesterday, I 
think, we got a notice that it would be agreeable to the Trus- 
tees to meet us here to-day at two o’clock, and so we had the 
meeting here to oblige you. 

Mr. LAMB. —I ought to state that Mr. Dever asked me 
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over the telephone if we could meet here at City Hall, and I 
told him that we would much rather meet at the Island, but 
that I would see the others about it and see how they felt. 
I did so and found that Mr. Anthony could be here, and then 
I told him by telephone that if the committee preferred to 
~ have the hearing at City Hall we were willing. I had no 
knowledge of any arrangements being made to have it over 
on the Island. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee telephoned the other 
day and asked whether the Trustees desired the hearing to be 
held in the Hall or down at the Island, and they said down 
at the Island. 

Mr. LAms. —- We preferred that it be held on the Island, 
and I found through communicating with Mr. Dever that you 
preferred to have the hearing here. So it was arranged in 
that way, we thinking that the committee very much preferred 
to have it here. 

The CHAIRMAN.— The committee voted to go down to 
the Island at nine o’clock this morning. 

Mr. Lams. — We never heard of that. I am very sorry 
that we didn’t know it. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The gentleman who telephoned is right 
here, and the answer came back that you wanted us to come 
down to the Island. We voted to go down to the Island, al- 
though I think the majority of the committee was opposed 
to going to the Island. We voted to go down at nine o’clock 
this morning. 

Mr. LAMB. — By whom did you telephone? I will ask by 
whom the telephone message was sent? 

The CHAIRMAN. — The Assistant Clerk, the Clerk of this 
hearing. He had a talk with Mr. Lamb. 

Mr. LAms. —I am Mr. Lamb. I had a talk with the office 
through the telephone, and my recollection of that talk is that 
the committee preferred to meet here at City Hall. There- 
fore I tried to arrange for that and I sent back word here in 
the course of an hour that we could do so. I heard nothing 
in relation to going to the Island at nine o’clock this morning. 

Mr. Cuppy.— Mr. Chairman, I move that we proceed. 
We will be here all day if we don’t get at this. 

Mr. Lams. — Exactly. ‘The Board would like to ask, Mr. 
Chairman, as we have witnesses here who will take up the 
whole afternoon, that another hearing be given for the pur- 
pose of hearing Mr. Sanderson and the rebutting testimony. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Mr. Lamb, the committee have already 
decided to give you until four o’clock to close your side. 

Mr. LAMB. — What?

The CHatRMAN. — Until four o’clock. 

Mr. LAms. — It will be impossible for us to finish with our 
witnesses by that time. We have a great many, and if Mr. 
Sanderson’s evidence is to be brought in after ours — 

Mr. BorpMAN. — That doesn’t come out of your time. 

Mr. LAMB — We won’t have time this afternoon. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Mr. Chairman, I don’t think the 
committee should have voted to close this hearing at four 
o’clock, and I move that reconsideration of that action be 
had. If reconsideration of the vote that the Commissioners 
close their side of the case at four o’clock is had, I wish to 
state my position, that is all, before we vote to do anything. 

Mr. BorpMAN. —I see no reason for reconsidering that 
motion, Mr. Chairman. If the evidence is not in at four 
o’ clock a motion will then be in order to extend the time of 
the Board of Trustees beyond that, giving them more time 
to present their case. I think it would be well to have it 
understood, if we can, that the case of the Trustees will be 
rested at four o’clock. 

Mr. Lams. — Well, my question was — will you give an 
opportunity on some other day for the presentation of the 
testimony of Mr. Sanderson, so that we may have time to 
bring in rebuttal? There plainly will not be time to-day. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee has so voted. 

Mr. Lams. — ‘Bhat it should go on some other time ? 

Alderman Day.— That you should havea chance to bring 
in rebuttal at another time. 

Mr. Lams. — On another day ? 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — Mr. Chairman, it seems to me we 
are making the same mistake that we made down at the 
Island — wasting valuable time in chewing the rag. I think 
the committee will be fair in this matter, and if the Trustees 
want more time to answer some of the charges made, I see 
no reason why we shouldn’t give them more. The best 
thing we can do is to go on with the hearing to-day until 
four o’clock, and if further time is needed, continue it at 
some other time. I think the committee will be fair enough 
to give proper time to the Trustees. 

Mr. StoNE.—I move you, Mr. Chairman, that we now 
proceed with the investigation. 

The motion to proceed with the investigation was carried. 

Mr. LAms.— Mr. Chairman, it seems to us impossible to 
go on with the hearing of our witnesses until we know what 
the charges are. The principal witness, I understand, for 
the investigating committee is here. Now we feel that we 
ought to have an opportunity to hear what the charges are. 
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He has never been on the witness stand, we have never heard 
the charges, and we feel that, unless we have that opportu- 
nity, we prefer not to go on with our witnesses. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Mr. Lamb, the committee has just 
voted to proceed with the hearing the same as we did at the 
Island. 

Mr. LiInEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, I make a motion that the 
Trustees be given ten minutes to commence their side of the 
case. (Laughter.) 

The CHAIRMAN. — Mr. Lamb, will you please continue the 
hearing and call your witnesses ? 

Mr. LAMB. — Mr. Chairman, we are perfectly willing, sir, 
to have the hearmg continue. We shall, however, decline 
to call these witnesses. We don’t think it is possible under 
the circumstances. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — At the last meeting of the committee, Mr. 
Chairman, the committee voted to close the investigation and 
to report. The Trustees petitioned for another hearing, and 
it was against my will that they got another hearing. I real- 
ized that they would drag it out and would try to do so all 
summer. As a matter of courtesy to them, the committee 
voted to give them another hearing, and you see the position 
they have taken to-day. In regard to Mr. Sanderson we 
never had him on the witness stand, and at the last meeting 
of the committee on the Island Mr. Sanderson was attacked 
personally, was attacked in every way, in every way that 
they could possiby cast reflection on his personal character, 
and if he has an opportunity to reply to them he should be 
the man to reply and the man to go on last to reply to certain 
statements made by witnesses who appeared for the Trustees. 

Mr. Cuppy. — Mr. Chairman, if the Trustees refuse to go 
on with the hearing, I move you, sir, that the hearing close. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Mr. Chairman, I move you, inas- 
muchas the Councilman seems to think that Mr. Sanderson 
has been attacked, that he be allowed to reply to any attack 
made upon him, and be kept strictly to that reply. I have 
not been over the record of the last hearing sufficiently to 
know what the Councilman refers to; but if Mr. Sanderson 
has been attacked — as he is here presumably to reply to those 
charges or to the attacks that have been made upon him per- 
sonally — it seems to me perfectly fitting and: proper that he 
should be given an opportunity to place himself rightly before 
the Committee.

A. Frederick J. Sanderson. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) I would like to ask Mr. San- 
derson some questions. Did you work at Rainsford Island, 
Mr. Sanderson ? 

Agel idid: 

Q. What were your duties there? 

A. Night watchman. 

Q. How long did you work there? 

A. From the second day of January of the present year 
until the twelfth day of April. 

Q. How did you secure your appointment there, Mr. 
Sanderson ? 

A. Through the Civil Service. 

Q. Were you under Civil Service ? 

A. I was. 

@. How long did you work on the Island all together? 

A. As I say; from the second of January until the 
twelfth of April. 

And how many months was that ? 

About four months. 

How did you happen to leave there, Mr. Sanderson ? 
I was requested to leave the Island by Mr. Anthony. 
For what? 

The only reason he gave me was that I was too 
lenient with the boys, and that I had created a disturbance 
by conversation, which he says I had with the boys. That 
was the only excuse that he gave me. 

Q. Well, did he say you were too lenient with the boys? 

A. He did.. 

Q. Did he cite any occasion ? 

A. Not that I recall; no, sir. 

Q. Well, what did you consider he meant by being too 
lenient with the boys, Mr. Sanderson ? 

A. Well, I don’t know. Maybe I didn’t knock them 
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around and kick them around quite as much as some of the 
other officers did. 

Q. What do you mean by knocking them around and 
kicking them around ? 
I mean to say it was done. 
By whom? 
By My. Baker. 
Who is Mr. Baker? 
Day officer, athletic instructor. 
You say he beat and knocked the boys around ? 
He did. 
Did you ever see him do it? 
I have. 
On what occasion down there did you see him do 
that, Mr. Sanderson ? 

A. ‘The first one was on Easter Sunday morning — April 
2d, I think. 

Q. Who was the boy? Do you know the boy’s name? 

A. Harry Leventhal. 

Q. How old was the boy, Mr. Sanderson ? 

.Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Excuse me—when did this 
happen ? 

A. Easter Sunday morning. 

Q. (By Mr. LinenAn.) How old was the boy, Mr. 
Sanderson ? 

A. Idon’t know. I should judge he was fourteen. 

Q. Was he a very big boy? 

A. Not very large; no, sir. 

@. How large do yous suppose,’ 

A. Well, the average size of a boy of that age — I should 
judge fourteen or fifteen, possibly. 

Q. How large should you think that boy was, Mr. 
Sanderson ? 

A. I don’t know. 

Q. Was he a slight boy —a slight little fellow? 

A. Well, no; I couldn’t say that he was. He wasn’t 
consumptive —a good healthy boy. 

Q. Now, will you kindly state to the committee, Mr. 
Sanderson, what you saw Mr. Baker do to that boy ? 

Dr. Putnam. — May I ask if this is rebutting testimony ? 

Mr. BorpMAN. — An original witness. 

Dr. Putnam. —I thought the motion which was put and 
carried was simply to allow rebutting testimony. 

Mr. BorpMAN.— No; we voted to allow a certain time 
for rebutting testimony, but this is an original witness. 
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Dr. Putnam. —-Is this in accordance with the vote that 
was passed ? 

Mr. BorpMAN. — That was the intent of my motion, that 
each side should have half an hour for rebuttal after Mr. 
Sanderson. 

Dr. Purnam.— Then I did not quite understand the 
motion. Of course, the committee understand that we have 
a great many more witnesses to put on. 

Q. (By Mr. LinenAN.) Mr. Sanderson, will you kindly 
state what you saw Mr. Baker do to that boy on Easter 
Sunday morning? . 

A. I saw him strike him on the side of the head and 
knock him against a case of closets; and he kicked him 
in the ribs after he had fallen to the floor, and also cuffed him 
each side of his head. 

Q. Did you say anything to Mr. Baker ? 

AS didnt 

Q. After Mr. Anthony spoke to you about your being too 
familiar with the boys, did you say anything to him about 
Mr. Baker. ? 

A. I did. 

Q. What did you tell him’ ? 

A. I told him I should much prefer to have the boys feel 
towards me as they did than to have them feel towards me as 
they did towards several of the day officers. He wanted to 
know what I meant, and I told him. I made the charge 
against Mr. Baker on account of the treatment of the Leven- 
thal boy, and he said it was a serious charge to make, and 
that he would investigate it. 

Q. How long after that were you discharged, Mr. 
Sanderson ? 

A. I think Easter Sunday was on the second of April; I 
got through the twelfth. 

(. Did you have a boy down there by the name of Pat 
Sliney ? 

A. I did. 

Q. Did you know of that boy ever being put in solitary 
confinement ? 

Yes, sir. 

Where was he confined ? 

In a small, dark closet underneath the stairway. 

By what means was the closet ventilated ? 

A small opening at the top of the door. 

Was the opening all open or were there bars there, 
wire or anytning? 
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A. It was grated and slats of blinds in it, and inside of 
that there was a screen. . 

Q. Would you kindly describe that closet for the com- 
mittee ? 

A. Well, I should judge that it ran back from the-door, 
the threshold of the door, from ten to twelve feet in a slanting 
position, as it would have to underneath the stairs. It was 
about three feet wide, possibly four. 

@. And how large was the window in the door? 

A. As Icemember it, I should say about twelve by twenty 
inches. 

@. Yes; well, was there any glass in it? 

A. There was not. 

Q. No glass? Well, could you pass anything in through 
the window to a boy inside there ? 

A. No, sir; there was a fine meshed netting tacked on 
the inside to prevent that. 

Q. Well, if you got on the inside to look, could you see 
the hight? 

A’. No, sir. 

@. It was dark in there, was it ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And when the boy was locked in there it was totally 
dark, was it?

@. And how often did you let that boy out for exercise, 
Mr. Sanderson ? 

A. The instructions the night men had were to visit him 
each hour and allow him to come out if he was obliged to. 

Q. Just a moment— what do you mean by “allowing 
him to come out if he was obliged to?” 

Well, took him out to answer the calls of nature. 
Any other reason ? 

That is the only reason I know of. 

Were you instructed to take him out for exercise ? 
No, sir; merely to look in and see if he was all right. 
Did you open the door? 

Each hour. 

And looked in and saw the boy? 

Yes, sir. 

And closed the door again ? 

Yes, sir. 

How was the ventilation in there ? 

Very foul? 

A bad smell ? 

Yes, sir. 
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Q. How long was that boy confined in there to your 
knowledge, Mr. Sanderson ? 

A. A portion of three days, as near as I can remember. 

@. Do you remember being down with the committee 
the second last time they were down ? 

I do. 

Do you remember seeing that closet ? 

poe LPCLICL 

Was that the same closet the boy was confined in? 
It wasn’t in the same condition that it was. 

. What do you mean by that? 

. Well, the door that was on it at the time when it was 
used for a place of confinement had been removed and a 
lighter door put on. -There had been shelves put in and it 
was used for a store-room for buckets, brooms, mops, etc. 

Q. When you went to the Island the last time you dis- 
covered that the closet had been converted into a sort of 
store-room for brushes, buckets, mops and things ? 

A. Yes, sir; the last time. 

@. But when you left the Island what sort of a closet 
was it? . 

A. They were making the changes before I left, just 
before the investigation commenced. 

Q. What changes? 

A. Changing it from a solitary cell to a store-room. 

Q. It was nothing more nor less than a solitary cell? 

A. That is all it was used for. 

Q. Now, Mr. Sanderson, do you know anything about 
the boys having tobacco down there ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What do you know about that ? 

A. I know that they will steal it, or take their own 
money and have it brought to them by the workmen, 
mechanics, that call down there to do jobbing from time to 
time. 

Q. Do you remember any time that Mr. Baker went into 
the dormitory where you were a watchman to stop a row ? 

A. No, sir; I would like to make a statement in regard 
to that. 

@. We would lke to hear your statement. 

A. One evening, I think it was a Sunday evening, he did 
come up. You must understand that the dormitory was 
divided into three parts, to be attended to by two men. I 
remember where the so-called disturbance was — away in the 
wing of the building, not where it could be seen by a watch- 
man, in the main dormitory of that floor. One boy, as near 
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as I could find out, threw a stool which made a noise, and 
that wing, that dormitory, was directly over the officers’ sit- 
ting-room. They were congregated below, the day officers 
and teachers. ‘They heard some noise and he did come up 
in there, but the noise was so slight that I couldn’t hear it 
fifty feet away in the open room. He may have heard a 
noise directly over his head. 

@. What did he do when he went through the dormi- 
tory? 
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Whipped a boy. 
What did he whip him with? 
A rattan. 
Did he whip him very bad ? 
Not to — not bad, no. 
You thought the boy deserved it ? 
Yes. 
Did he leave any marks on the boy? 
I didn’t examine him. 
Did Mr. Baker say anything to you? 
He did. 
What did he say ? 
He had whipped a boy, and it was all over before I 
knew anything about it, and he merely told me of the noise 
that he heard, and he came up. I thanked him, and he went 
downstairs. 
Q. Did you ever know a case. of any officer having 
whiskey on the Island, Mr. Sanderson ? 
Yes, sir. 
Who was the officer? 
Clarence E. Baker. 
Did he have whiskey ? 
He did. 
Did you see it with him ? 
Yes, sir; gave me some. 
Where ? 
In his room. 
Where did he keep it? 
I couldn’t say as to that. 
Where did he take it from to give you some of it? 
It was a punch that he had mixed up. 
A whiskey punch ? 
Yes, sir. 
Did you see any of the real thing without the water? 
Yes, sir. 
Where was that? 
In a bottle. 
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@. Where did he keep the bottle? 

A. I couldn’t say as to where he kept it. 

@. Do you suppose any of the boys could have got it if 
they had come into his room ? 

A. They got tobacco out of his room, and got a gold 
watch out of his room, so he claims. 

Q. Well, they got tobacco out of his room? 

(AY Nee; Bir, 

Q. When was that? 

A. I couldn’t tell you the date. 

(. Well, do you remember any occasion down there 
when the -boys were beaten for having tobacco ? 

AX, te OS it. 

(J. Who were the boys who got beaten, Mr. Sanderson ? 

A. A boy by the name of Bell, a boy by the name of 
Kelley, a boy by the name of Carboni, and several that I 
can’t recall at present. 

(). Beaten very badly, were they ? 

A. So bad that they showed marks of it for from a week 
to ten days. 

(. And you say it was possible for those boys to get 
tobacco out of Mr. Baker’s room? 

A. I say that a lot of boys did get it from him. 

@. But it was possible for boys to get it out of his 
room, was it? 

A. Yes, sir; they have done so. 

@. And were they very hard down there on boys for 
having tobacco? Was it a very serious offence ? 

A. Yes, sir; very bad. It was very severe. 

(J). Considered one of the greatest offences to have 
tobacco ? 7 

A. Yes, sir; one of the greatest. 

Q. Do you remember one of the boys being taken to a 
cottage there and beaten by Mr. Baker ?

Q. What boy was that? Do you remember ? 

A. It seems to me that that was Bell — seems to me his 
name was Bell. 

~Q. Do you know whether there was any witness present 
in that cottage when Mr. Baker was-beating that boy ? 

A. The boy told me that there was not; that the engineer 
came down stairs. During the punishment the engineer 
came down stairs —so the boy told me. 

Q. Was that boy beaten very hard ? 

A. He was beaten so bad that he didn’t sleep that night, 
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and he showed marks for over a week; carried the marks 
when I left the Island. 

Q@. I suppose you, as night watchman, would have an 
opportunity to see whether the boy slept or not ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, Mr. Sanderson, did you ever stroll along the 
beach when you were down on the Island ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Did you ever find anything on the beach — find any 
yeast or lard ? 
ew -str 
How did it happen to be there ? 
Well, it was put out there, I suppose, to preserve it. 
Put out in the cold? 
Cold weather. 
How long was that before you left there ? 
Oh, I should say a month. 
A month before you left there ? 
Yes, sir. 
That was in the month of March ? 
I should say it was about the middle of March; 
yes, sir. 

@. Do you know whether the baker was baking any 
bread at that time? 

A. She was not. 

Q. Do you know whether they were doing any baking on 
the Island at that time? 

A. Well, the usual baking that was done in the officers’ 
kitchen. No baking down in the general bakery. 

Q. Do you know of any occasion where the yeast was 
sent down to the Island and thrown overboard ? 

A. I know the yeast continued to come for a long time 
after they gave up. 

(. Gave up baking? 

A. Gave up baking. 

Q. In large quantities, was it? 

A. I never weighed it, but I should judge it was a 
pound cake of Fleischman’s yeast. 

Q. How often did that come down? Do you know? 

A. Every day, I think. 

(. And they weren’t baking at the time, were they ? 

Ast No, str. 

Q. Whatdo you think they were doing with that yeast, or 
what were they getting it for? 

A. I couldn’t say. I will say this, that when I have 
been to the refrigerator at midnight to get my lunch I have 
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seen as many as four or five of those «packages in the re- 
frigerator. 

Q. Now Mr. Sanderson — 

A. I would like to state, also, that that was before the 
present cook came. 

Q. The present cook or present baker? 

A. The present cook; the officers’ cook. Miss Knight 
was in charge. 

Whois the cook for the Institution down there ? 

The officers’ cook ? 

The cook for the Institution ? 

Mr. Bean. 

Do you know how olda man he is? 

No; I should judge he is. between 60 and 70. 

He is the cook, the recognized cook, isn’t he ? 

He is the cook —that is, the cook for the boys, the 
inmates. 

Q. Cooks for the inmates. Do you remember any occa- 
sion down there, Mr. Sanderson, when you told the boys where 
they could buy whiskey when they came to Boston? 

A. Inever talked to-the boys about any such subject. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) What subject? 

A. Never talked with them about where they could buy 
whiskey in Boston. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) You were telling me that you 
read a statement about it in the papers ? e 

A. Yes, sir; I did —read about where Mr. Baker testi- 
fied that he overheard me telling the boys where minors could 
obtain intoxicating liquor in Boston, and that he remonstrated 
with me and took the boy away, as he was under age. 

@. And you think that is nothing more nor less than a 
concoction of his own brain ? 

A. It isa falsehood, an utter falsehood. 

Q. Now, Mr. Sanderson, after you left the Island did you 
meet’anybody in the city, any of the school teachers in the 
city ? 
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I did ; yes, sir. 
Which one of them was it? 
Miss Murphy. 
Did she have anything to say ? 
Passed the time of day and we talked over something 
of the investigation. 

Q. What did you say about the investigation ? 

A. Why, I said that I thought my dismissal was rather 
abrupt, as I had just retired after doing a night’s duty, and 
about 11 o’clock that morning the Superintendent came to 
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my room and woke me and said that he wished me to leave 
the Island that afternoon, on that afternoon’s boat. 

Q@. Well, did you have anything to say about the people 
that were on the Island? Did you pass any remarks about 
them ? 

A. Why, yes; I told her that I thought Mr. Baker was 
offensively harsh in his treatment of the boys. 

Q. What did she say ? 

A. Well, she said they were not angels that were there, 
and if they were they would not be there. She told me of 
some cases that I don’t remember now of trouble she had 
with the boys. I believe she told me that one boy struck 
her since [I left. 

Q@. That is, since you left the Island ?

Q. Did you ever know a case where a boy struck a 
teacher while you were on the Island ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Were you ever sick while you were there, Mr. 
Sanderson ?

@. Were you on duty while you were sick?

@. Do you ever remember sitting in the officers’ sitting- 
room and talking with the shoemaker ?

Q. Would you kindly tell us a little about that, tell the 
committee something about that? 

A. Well, that was a —I don’t know as I can tell you 
the drift of the conversation. It was a general thing. 

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) May I ask of whom you are talk- 
ing? I didn’t hear that ? 

A. Mr. Walton, the shoemaker. 

Mr. LINEHAN. —- The same old complaint ? 

Mr. LAmps. — Well, you don’t mind my asking that, do 

ou ? 

Q. (By Mr. Linen an.) Would you kindly tell the com- 
mittee something about that? 

A. Well, there were several times. It was a common 
occurrence for me to come in evenings and sit down a little 
while before I went on duty. What time do you have refer- 
ence to? 

Q. Well, do you remember ever being in there and the 
shoemaker was there and the baker was there and one of the 
* teachers was there? Do you ever remember that time? 

Ao Yess sir. 
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Q. Tell us something about that time ? 

A. Well, it was one night that I was sick and off duty, 
and before I retired I went in there and sat down awhile. 
One of the teachers — 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) What teacher was it? 

A. Miss Osgood. 

Q. (By Mr. LinenAN.) What of it? 

A. Wrote a note and passed it across the table to Mr. 
Walton. 

That is, the shoemaker Walton ? 

Yes, sir. 

Yes; what did he do? 

His answer to whatever the inquiry was I don’t know. 
Yes. 

Within two or three moments Miss Osgood and Miss 
MacAleese followed Mr. Walton out of the room. As he 
got up he dropped the note. I was a little mite curious — 
I picked it up and read it, and it asked what time the night 
officer went on duty. 

Q. That is what the note read ? 

A. That is what the note read. 

@. Handed to the shoemaker by one of the young ladies ? 

A; Yessir 

(. Now, Mr. Sanderson, do you ever remember seeing 
the school teachers out late at night around the Island ? 
Yes; one of them. 

One of them. How late? 

Eleven, half-past eleven. 

Alone? 

No —oh, no. 

Who was with her? 

Mr. Fisher, Mr. Baker and Miss MacAleese. 

Three ? 

That was two couple. 

(By Alderman CODMAN.) Miss Osgood, the teacher ? 
Miss Osgood. 

(By Mr. Lryrnan.) How many ladies were there ? 
Two, and sometimes there would be three. 

How many officers were there? 

Two — they were all officers in a sense. 

Well, I mean the men. 

Dr. Purnam. — May I ask if his first statement in regard 
to this may be read by the stenographer? I don’t know 
what he is talking about. Mr. Sanderson speaks in rather 
an obscure voice. 

The WitTNEss. — I can speak louder. 
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Mr. LingEHAN. — I guess you are a little hard of hearing, 
Doctor. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Did you notice that very often? 

A. Quite a frequent occurrence; yes, sir. 

@. Of course, you, being the night watchman, had an 
opportunity to see these things? 

A. Yes, sir; especially when it was my hour out. 

Q. Now, Mr. Sanderson, did you ever know of an occa- 
sion where the men officers left the Island after hours ? 

Yes, sir; frequently. 

Where did they go to? 

Over to what they call “« The Rock,” Portuguese Joe’s. 
What did they go over there for ? 

I couldn’t say what they go for. 

Well, what do they sell over there? Did they sell 
anything ‘ ? 

A. Liquid refreshments. 

Q. What do you consider liquid refreshments ? 

A. Lager, whiskey, etc. 

@. Anything else? : 

A. Idon’t know of anything else. In the lobster season 
they have lobsters. 

Q. Well, what time of the year was it — cold weather? 

A. March; yes, sir. 

Q. In your opinion now, Mr. Sanderson, what do you 
think they went there for? 

(The answer, referring to what he “thought” they went for, 
was objected to by Alderman CopMAN, and ordered stricken 
out. ) 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) How many boys escaped, Mr. 
Sanderson, while you were on the Island ? 

A. Not any. 

Q. Do you remember a night when three of the boys 
tried to get away? 

I do. 
Do you remember a boy getting struck with a black- 
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With a billy. 
Q. Witha billy? 
Aw. Y8, S17: 
Q. Who struck the boy ? 
A. Superintendent See 
@. How old was the boy? 
A. Well, I should judge he was sixteen or seventeen, I 
don’t know his age. 
Q. Very big boy? 
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No, sir. 

How big? How much do you suppose he weighed ? 
Probably 120. 

Were you there ? 

I wasn’t present, no, sir; 1 was at another part of 
‘Hs island. 

Did you see the boy after he was struck ? 

I did. 

Was there anything the matter with his head ? 

Well, there was a prominent lump on his head. 

Did he have his hand to it? 

He did. 

How long did he keep his hand to it ? 

All the way back to the Institution. 

After that? 

VES SSir: 

Did he complain about it after that ? 

He did. 

Did he say he was hit very bad ? 

A. He said that he was knocked to his knees. I don’t 
know anything about it. I-don’t know whether he was or 
not. 

Q. Do you know, Mr. Sanderson, the reason why those 
boys tried to escape? 

A. Well, they said that they were trying to avoid pun- 
ishment. 

Q. Trying to avoid punishment? 

A. Yes; the serious punishment that they received. 

Dr. PutnNaAM.—May I remind the committee that when 
Miss Murphy wanted to say what she heard from another 
person, that was not permitted, but it seems that Mr. San- 
derson is about to say what was said to him. It seems 
hardly proper. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — It is all right. 

Q. (By Mr. LinyenAn). Do you remember a boy losing 
the top of his finger in the shoemaker’s shop? 

A. That occurred before I went to the Island. 

Q. Before you went to the Island ? 

A eR RIT, 

Q. Do you know of any case where a boy was sick, com- 
plaining ? 

AG Yess sir. 

Q. Do you know if that boy was sent to Long Island? 

A. He was, after while; yes, six. 

Q. How long was he complaining before he was sent 
there ?

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A. A week or ten days. 

Q. Well, what was the trouble with that boy? 

A. Why, I don’t know; I never heard; you couldn’t get 
any opinion in regard to a boy’s condition after he left the 
Island and went to Long Island; I never could.

— If you cannot give the date, it isn’t a 
piece of evidence that we can rely on.

Was there another dormitory 
over the one where you were ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did they ever handcuff any boy to the bed up there ? 

A. No, sir; that was occupied by smaller boys. 

Q. How old was the oldest boy down there when you 
were there ? 

A. Well, I should judge he was twenty. 

Q. Do you know his name ? 

A. Well, there was two old boys 
should think, was Burns, Patrick Burns.

That cell was there when 
you came there ? 

A. No, sir; it was converted into a cell after I went 
there. 

@. About when ? 

A. Well, I couldn’t say; when I went down there it 
was used as it is now, for the same purpose. 

Q. Then, as a matter of fact, that cell was perhaps used 
only half the time you were there — two months ? 

A. Yes, sir; since the investigation was spoken of it was 
abolished. 

Q. As a matter of fact, while that cell was being used 
they were preparing and creating another place upstairs, 
weren't they? | 

A. Yes aw 
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Q. So it was only temporary —a temporary cell, at the 
best ?

Q. (By the CHarrMAN.) Well, Mr. Sanderson, you 
spoke about the door. What was the door made of —wood ? 

A. The door was the wooden door that originally was on 
the closet, with the panels filled in flush, an iron plate over 
that, and a sheathing over that; so that the outside of the 
door apparently was wood, but between that and the back 
part was an iron door.

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Anybody tell you to?

And it was good judgment, in your opinion, for him 
to have the cake — it was the proper thing ? 

A. Yes, sir; I will say that he was not in solitary when 
I*gave it to him. 

(). He was not in the closet ? 

A. No, sir; not inthe closet. 

Q. Where was he when you gave him the cake ? 

A. In the dormitory—some I took up and didn’t eat 
myself. 

Q. (By Mr. Stone.) Mr. Sanderson, did you ever 
create insubordination at the Island ? 

A. Not to my knowledge. 

Q. Do you know that Mr. Baker testified that you did ? 

A. Yes;I1 saw the statement in the paper —or at least 
that Mr. Anthony stated that I created insubordination. 

Q. Did you ever have any trouble with Mr. Baker in the 
dining-room in regard to an Italian boy?

(. What was the trouble? 

A. Well, there was a boy committed just before I came 
away. He couldn’t speak good English, and apparently 
didn’t understand what he was told to do. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) What boy was this?

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A. I can’t recall his name — Vigi, or something like 
that — a very peculiar name. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) There is a boy named Vigi ? 

A. No; I know him—not him. The boy came along at 
the last. I was stationed at one of the doors of the dining- 
hall and Mr. Baker was about to take this boy’s name to 
refer him to the Superintendent for investigation and punish- 
ment for something that he didn’t do. Another boy whose 
name [ will tell you in a moment bumped into him, and he 
spilled some bread crusts or swill on the floor. That was the 
offence, and the Italian was not to blame. So I merely in- 
terceded and spoke for the boy. Well, he said, “I wanted 
him to be more careful.” I couldn’t see but what he was 
using every caution that he could. 

Q. (By Mr. Stone.) Did you ever see Sek MIE TE 
Anthony use a strap on the boys? 

A. No, sir— while it is in my mind, allow me to say 
something in regard to hiding behind trees. 

Q. (By Mr. Linrwan.) Certainly. 

A. Every three hours the night watchmen alternate, go 
out one hour. Well, I have been in the habit of going out 
around there in the yard, and I did stand behind a tree one 
night and saw some of the punishments. I could see the 
arm raised and the blow fall. I wasn’t standing there to 
watch for it, because you could hear it without seeing it. 

The CHAIRMAN. — That is all, Mr. Sanderson. 

Mr. O’HARE. —I want to ask Mr. Sanderson a question, 
if I may be allowed. 

Q. (By Mr. O'HARE.) You stated that you know of 
some of the boys paying some of the laborers, the workmen, 
to get them tobacco ? 

A. I never mentioned any of the boys’ names at all, but 
I said that boys did do it. 


Q. Do you know of any particular case ? 

As UY esisir. 

Q. Name the boy who did it? 

AS lean: 

Q. Who? 

A. Patrick Burns. 

Q. Do you know whether he got the tobacco or not? 


A, He did. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Just a moment — who was the 
mechanic working for? 

A. The Public Buildings Department. 

(. The repair division ? 

A. The repair division. 
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Q. And he brought the boy down tobacco from the city ? 
A. He did. 

@. And the boy gave him money to get it? 

A. He did. 

Q. 


(By Mr. LAms.) I would like to know where that 
boy got the money ? 

A. You will have to ask him — Burns. 

Dr. Putnam.— We have several questions to ask Mr. 
Sanderson. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — Just one question before the Trustees 
proceeed. I would like-to ask another question. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Do you remember where the 
boys got the drinking water from? 

A. Yes, sir; at night they used to get it in the ante- 
room off the dormitory. 

(. Well, where did that water come from ? 

A. Well, the tank above the sanitary closet. 

@. Away up in the belfry tower ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Well, was there any other water there to drink be- 
sides that? 

A. Well, I certainly don’t know of any. 

(. The boys all drank that water, did they ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Mr. Sanderson, how did you 
know the closet was dark ? 

A. Why, I have been in it myself. 

(). And shut the door? 

Fy at esses: 

Q. Have you any particular notion of when those 
changes were made which you said were commenced at the 
time the committee began to go down ? 

A. You mean reconverting it into a closet ? 

Cs a Yes: 

’ A. I couldn’t tell you; no, sir after the investi- 
gation was spoken of, shortly after Mr. Linehan and another 
member of the City Government came down. 

Dr. Putnam.—Can Mr. Anthony ask questions of Mr. 
Sanderson ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Yes. 

Mr. LingEHAN.— No; I object to that. Witnesses don’t 
ask questions of other witnesses, I am sure. 

Dr. Putnam. —It is merely a question of saving time, 
that is all. 

Alderman Brick. — He is Superintendent for the ‘Trustees 
and better able to ask questions than Dr. Putnam. Why not? 
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Mr. LINEHAN. — Is it customary to allow one witness to 
ask another witness questions ? 

Alderman Brickx.— I don’t know about any particular 
forms being observed in this investigation. I think he is 
more cognizant of the facts than Dr. Putnam is, and it will 
simplify matters in every way and be the means of getting at 
the truth more readily if we allow him to ask questions. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, I move that the Trustees 
be allowed to ask the questions. 

The motion was seconded and declared carried. Alderman 
Codman doubted the vote and asked for a rising vote which 
was taken, and the motion was carried. 

Mr. LingHAN. — Mr. Chairman, I move that we proceed 
with the hearing. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Mr. Sanderson, you said that 
having tobacco was considered one of the greatest crimes ? 

A. Stealing tobacco. 

Q. That stealing tobacco was one of the greatest crimes ? 

A. Or stealing. That is the way they got it — buying it 
or stealing it. 

Q. I don’t think that is the way the stenographer has it. 
He got the words at the time. Didn’t you say “ having 
tobacco ?” 

A. I said that stealing tobacco was considered one of the 
worst offences. 

@. Who told you? 

A. Mr. Anthony had me search their pockets night after 
night for tobacco. 

Q. That doesn’t answer me. Did Mr. Anthony say that 
stealing tobacco was one of the worst of crimes ? 

A. Not in so many words; no, sir. 

Q. Then all you know is that he asked you to search their 
pockets for tobacco ? 

A. Yes, sip 

Q. Otherwise you don’t know that that is considered one 
of the worst of crimes ? 

A. All I know is that they were more severely punished 
for that than almost anything else. 

Q. Did you have any tobacco stolen from you ? 

eee NOe BIT 

Q. How did you know what was in the ice chest, Mr. 
Sanderson ? 

A. Because our night lunch was left there part of the 
time, left in the ice-chest, and part of the time on the table 
in the cook-room. We went there for milk, also for our 
coffee. | 
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(. Was the ice-chest locked ? 

A. Sometimes; yes, sir. - 

(). Sometimes not? 

A. Sometimes not. 

Q. Where did you get the key? 

A. When it was locked would pick it. An ordinary fork 
would open it. 


Only know that you saw four yeast boxes there ? 
That is it. 

How about that time you were sick and went into the 
sitting-room — you stated that you were sick and went into 
the sitting-room at the same time? 

A. Yes, sir. | 

@. You were sick, but able to be in the sitting-room in 
the evening? 

A. Yes, sir; I didn’t feel well enough to go on duty and 
sit up all night. 

(. You weren’t on duty then ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. How many nights have you had off? 

A. I think in the four months I have been off three 
nights. 

Q. You are quite sure that this night when you went 
into the sitting-room was when you were sick? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — I protest against these foolish ques- 
tions, Ifa man cannot be indisposed a little bit without 
being sick abed, it is very strange. I think myself that we 
are wasting time with foolish questions. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) May I ask, Mr. Sanderson, 
which of the officers went to Portuguese Joe’s? 

A. Well, some nights Mr. Boyd, Mr. Walton, Mr. Fisher, 
Mr. Baker and Mr. Wallace. 

Q. Well, did you ever go there? 

Atiy 68. air. 

Q. Is that the way you knew what Joe sold? 

A. I went over there one afternoon since I have been on 
the Island in four months — went there once in the afternoon, 
the clerk of the Island and myself. 

Q. Who is the clerk? 


© How many yeast boxes did you see there ? 

A. I have seen as many as four. 

Q. Did you look into them ? 

A. I did not. 

@. You don’t know whether there was anything in them ? 
A, °SNo. 

Q. 

A. 
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A. Myr. Carroll. 

Q. What was he selling there then — is that the way you 
know about that place ? 

A. I bought a bottle of beer; yes. 

Q@. Did you ever know that any of these men you speak 
of bought any there? 

A. I wasn’t with them; no, sir. 

(. How did you know ‘they went there ? 

A. They used to go to Hospital Point and wave the 
lantern and Joe used to come and get them with a boat. I 
might say that that is the only signalling I ever saw down 
on the Island. 

Q. How did you know that that was the case, that they 
did that? 

A. Iam provided with a pretty good pair of eyes, and I 
saw it. . 

Q. How did- you happen to be there when they were 
doing that? 

A. When I was on the outside hour, when it was my 
hour out, my duty took me over the whole Island. 

Q. What was it about the Gardelli boy? What did he 
complain of ? 

A. His arm being lame or sore. 

Q@. When did you first hear that— soon after you first 
came to the place? 

Mr. Carroll spoke to me about it. 

When was that ? 

I couldn’t tell you the date. 

How soon after you came ? 

I couldn’t tell you. 

Did you speak to the Superintendent about it ? 
I didn’t, no; sir. 

Did you speak to anyone about it? 

No, six. 

Then you knew the boy’s arm was lame and didn’t 
speak to anybody about it ? 

A. Carroll, in my presence, took the boy to the Superin- 
tendent. It wasn’t necessary for me to tell him. 

(J. How soon after that was shown to the doctors was the 
boy sent to the hospital ? 

A. I couldn’t tell. 

Q. Within a month or two, or two days ? 

A. Icouldn’t tell. 

Q. Then your testimony does not mean that the boy was 
not attended to as soon as Mr. Anthony knew that the boy’s 
arm was hurt? 
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A. May have been attended to the next day, or immedi- 
ately. I don’t know. 

Q@. Did you say how he got hurt? 

A. I don’t know. 

@. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Was that boy sent down to 
the Island during your time ? 

A. No, sir; I think he was there when I arrived. 

Q. Were you aware that that boy’s arm was so when he 
was sent to the Island? 

A. No, sir; all I know.is when my attention was called 
to it by the Clerk of the Island —that is, didn’t call my 
attention particularly to it, but spoke to Mr. Anthony about 
it. 

Q. (By Alderman Brick.) Did you report to Mr. 
Anthony these delinquencies you have spoken about, about 
the waving of the lantern, signalling to the Rock? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. You were an officer of the Institution ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you don’t think it was your duty to report those 
matters to Mr. Anthony ?

Mr. BorpMAN. — I object to this thinking. 

The Witness. — I would like to state that these Ofer 
did as they pleased nights. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) One question — was it the boys 
who waved the lantern? 

No, sir. 

They were the officers of the Island? 

Yes, sir; the boys were in bed. 

They had just as much authority as you had? 

Yes, sir. 

(By Alderman Brick.) And you don’t think it was 
your duty to report it? 

A. No, sir. 

Dr. Putnam. —I would like to ask the stenographer to 
read that about Gardelli being maltreated. I don’t remember 
that the witness makes any such statement, but he leaves 
the impression when speaking about his arm that he was 
maltreated. 

The CHAIRMAN. —I will state that I thoroughly under- 
stand about that Gardelli boy. His arm was sore when he 
went to the Island. 
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Mr. LINEHAN. — How do you know? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Because I have spoken to his folks ; 
have talked to them about it. 

Mr. LiInEHAN. — What did they say? 

The CHAIRMAN.— That his arm was sore, and they 
wanted him sent home. I have been to see the Chairman 
of the Board of Trustees, and Mrs. Dewey and Dr. Putnam, 
about the boy, because his folks want him sent home. That 
is how I know it. 

Mr. Liven AN. — Did they tell you that he received treat- 
ment for his arm before he went there? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Proceed with the examination. 

Dr. PutNAM.—TI have here a note from the officers on 
Long Island quoting the two surgeons who saw the arm. 

Mr. BORDMAN. — I would suggest that you see them. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Proceed. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Now, Mr. Sanderson, you stated 
that there were no signals ? 

Not to my knowledge. 

Well, do you know that there were not any signals ? 
No; I do not. 

You know nothing about it? 

No; I don’t. 

. Therefore your saying that you didn’t know of any 
didn’t have any force or value ? 

A. -No, sir; I said not to my knowledge. 

@. There may have been signals without your knowing 
about it? 

A. There may have been. 

Q. Did you ever know of the necessity of using signals 
when they were not used? 

A. No; I cannot recall it. 

@. And how do you know that Mr. Wilson gave aconite 
and whiskey to a boy ? 

A. I saw it; gave it. 

(J. He said it was aconite ? 

A. <Aconite and whiskey. 

(). Marked on the bottle ? 

A. Yes, sir; I was to give him a dose of that alternately 
with quinine pills. 

Did you say the boy was set trembling by it? 
Yes, sir. 

Was he quite sick ? 

He was: he was delirious. 

Were you night watchman ? 

I was. 
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Did you report that to the Superintendent ? 

I went for Mr. Wilson, or sent for him. 

Did you ever report it to the Superintendent ? 

No; I did not. 

. Did any night watchman ever report it to the Super- 
intendent ? 

A. Not tomy knowledge. I don’t know what the others 
may have done. 

Q. Do the night watchmen generally report events of the 
night to the Superintendent if they are serious? If boys 
seem to be very sick wouldn’t they naturally report it? 

A. No, sir; we report it to the day officer in the morn- 
ing —allow the boy who is sick to remain in bed and _ report 
it to the day officer. 

Q@. And who is the day officer? 

A. Mr. Leighton at that time. 

Q. Do you say that you reported it to Mr. Leighton? 

Jai bere kta 

@. Was ita new thing to have boys deprived of their 
meals after you came there ? 

A. Idon’t know whether it was or not. | 

@. They were deprived very soon after you came ? 

A. I don’t know anything about what had been done 
there formerly.. 

@. And how long had it continued ? 

A. Icouldn’tsay. I know Mr. Patten told me that if I 
wished a boy deprived of his breakfast all I needed to do was 
to tell the day officer so in the morning, if I thought that 
was punishment enough for any misdemeanor he may have 
committed during the night. 

Q. Was that within a week or ten days, or two weeks, or 
two and one-half weeks after you first went there that the 
boys were deprived of their meals ? 

A. I couldn’t say; I think it was customary. I don’t 
want to say what I think — I don’t know how long it was. 

Q. That wasn’t the question. I asked when you knew 
of boys being deprived of their meals after you went to the 
Island ? 

I couldn’t say — knew of it several times. 
When did you leave? 

The 12th of April. 

Was it after the 1st of April? 

I couldn’t say — didn’t keep any dates. 
Don’t remember it after the Ist of April? 
I couldn’t say any dates. 
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Q. The first of March, or the middle or the first of 
February ? | 

A. Oh, yes; I have seen it several times during January, 
February, March or April — may have in April —I couldn’t 
say. 

0. During March and perhaps April; is that right? 

A. Possibly. 

Q. Certainly during March ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

. How did you know they were being deprived of their 
meals ? 

A. Because they were stood up at the end of the dining- 
room when the other boys were dining and not allowed their 
meals. 

Q. How did you know that? 

A. Boys told me so — how they happened to be there. 

Q. Boys told you so? 

AS Yessir: 

Dr. Putnam.—So, Mr. Chairman, a large part of the 
testimony here is as to what the boys told him, which is the 
kind of evidence that was excluded at the last hearing. 

Q. (By Dr. Purnam.) Did you see boys stood up 
there ? 

A. I have; I made that statement; yes, sir. 

. Do you remember what meals they were; what part 
of the day? Do you remember a single instance ? 
. The morning meal. 
Remember a single boy ? 
Yes, sir. 
What boy? 
. John Garrity, Charley Brown— the only two I can 
recall at present. 

Q. And can you remember about what dates they were, 
how long after you went there ? 

A. No; I couldn't. 

Q. Ten days, two weeks or two months? 

A. Oh, yes; the Garrity case was just previous to my 
going there. 

Q. Do you know whether the boy had had his dinner and 
got through ? 

A. Don’t have his dinner at 6.30 A.M. 

Q. Well, breakfast, then. Do you know whether he had 
breakfast and got through it and was standing there ? 

A. I know he had not. 

Q. How do you know it? 
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A. Because the boys had gone into the dining-room for 
their breakfast; some were out exercising. 

Q. Well, if the boys were exercising, do you know why 
he was standing up? 

A. He was standing up while the other boys had their 
meal. 

@. But you just said that while you saw this boy stand- 
ing up the other boys were exercising ? 

A. No; I didn’t. 

Q. What did you say? 

A. Isaid the other boys were out exercising all through 
the meal hour while these boys had their meal, and Garrity 
stood up in the dining-room. 

Q. What happened while the boys were exercising ? 

A. A part that happened, as another instance of Mr. 
Baker’s cruelty, was his knocking Garrity down and kicking 
him and lifting him up by the coat collar and throwing him 
around, and then wound up by depriving him of his break- 
fast. | 

@. Were you in at the breakfast all the time ? 

A. I stood at the dining-hall door. 

Q. Before breakfast, while the boys were having break- 
fast, and after? 

A.’ Yes, sir. 


Ota hat time did you have your breakfast ? 

A. Iate at the second table. After the day officers got 
their meals I got mine. 

@. What hour in the day was this ? 

A. Between six and seven. 

(. And you cannot tell the date at all when it was ? 

A. I should say between six and seven thirty. 

@. But the date, I say? 

AIPWIN OAsir. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) You could tell whether it was 


day or night, couldn’t you? 

A. Yes, sir; I could. 

Q. (By Mr. Putnam.) You think this may have been 
in February, in March, in April or any time? 

A. I think that was early in April. I should say about, 
well, I won’t mention any date, but I think it was in April, 
just previous to my getting through. 

Was this an unusual thing or a common thing? 

What? To see a boy standing up there? 

Yes? 

()uite common, ~ 

- Can you remember any other boys ? 
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A. I mentioned Charley Brown. 

Q. Yes; but if the cases were quite common there were 
more boys than Charley Brown. 

A. Well, I couldn’t give any other boys by name. 

Q. Will you state once more about the officers being out 
to walk in the evening — what you say about them? 

A. Yes, one night in particular — 

The CHAIRMAN. — I think that is unnecessary. 

Dr. Putnam. — Well, Mr. Sanderson has made a state- 
ment in a way which implies an imputation. 

The CHAIRMAN. — 1 know, but I don’t think the com- 
mittee thinks anything about it. I don’t think for a moment 
that they think anything about the statement. 

Mr. LinsHan. — I would like to ask you, Mr. Chairman, 
are you talking for the committee ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — I don’t think that is a proper question 
to ask. J guess every individual member of the committee 
can think for himself. 

Dr. Putnam. — I wish he might make the statement once 
nore. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — The gentleman has already made 
his statement and it is on record. 

Dr. PutnamM.-— Can J ask if it may be read? I merely 
ask what he said ? 

The Wrirness. — Well, I said I had on several occasions, 
frequently, seen them out. 

Mr. LiInEHAN.— There is no need of your saying that 
unless you want to, you know.

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Is there any reason why they 
shouldn’t be out? 

No; the question was asked of me and I answered it. 
What time of night was it? 

That question was asked me. 

What time was it? 

I said eleven; half-past eleven, as late as that. 

Was there any impropriety in doing this ? 

Not to my knowledge. 

(By Alderman CopMAN.) Well, the ladies walking 
together, as you remember it, and the gentlemen together ? 

A. Oh, I have seen them stray off in pairs. 

Q. (By Mr. Dasgy.) May I ask a question? If Mr. 
Sanderson ‘saw no impropriety in these officers and women 
walking together, why does he mention it here ? 

A. I will answer you — the question was asked me. 
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Q. Is it any crime to walk together like that? 

A. Certainly not. 

Alderman Brick.—I don’t think it is necessary to go 
into this. ‘There is no charge in connection with it, and it 
seems foolish to go into it. What is the use of going into 
it, simply suggesting something that there is no basis for? 

Dr. Putnam. —Well, the charges in this hearing are made 
in a very peculiar way. We have no charges made, in fact, 
but all sorts of questions are put containing imputations. 
That question was asked as if it meant something. Of 
course, we see nothing in it at all. It may be true or may 
not be true, but we see nothing in it, and we want to know 
the meaning of it. 

Q. (By Alderman Brick.) Did you see any impropriety, 
anything improper, while you were there as an officer ? 

A. I did not. 

Alderman Brick. — That answers it. 

@. (By Mr. BorpMAN.) Did these ladies and gentle- 
men go over in a boat together to Portuguese Joe’s ? 

A. Not to my knowledge. 

@. I had that impression, that that was said ? 

A. No; it was the men. 

Q. (By Alderman Brick.) Now, to simmer it right 
down, do you know of any case where there has been any 
lasting injury from any disciplining that happened at that 
Island? Do you know of any case where there has been a 
permanent injury or an injury that has lasted for any time 
while you were there ? 

A. Well, if you would call disfigurements that would 
last from a week to ten days — 

Q. Yes, disfigurements ? 

A. I know of no wound; no, sir. I know of discolora- 
tions that lasted a week or ten days. 

Those might have been inflicted in punishment ? 
They were inflicted in punishment. 

(By Mr. LINEHAN.) Are you a physician ? 

A. Iam not. 

You don’t make a habit of examining boys ? 

No, sir. 

(By Dr. Purnam.) Can you state what boys were 
disfigured i in this way ? 

A. Carboni, Bell, Kelley. There are others, but I can’t 
recall them now. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Did you say “ Kelley” ? 

A. I did. 

Q. Didn’t say “ Keller”?

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) You just made the statement 
that you didn’t examine the boys. How did-you know this? 

A. I did examine these. | 

Q. That was not exactly the truth, then. What made 
you examine them? 

A. Because they complained that they were beaten, and 
asked me to look at them. 

Q. May I ask you about Charley Brown? You say he 
was in there a portion of two days, and you know he was in 
there all night ? 

A. He wasn’t in there all night; he slept in the dor- 
mitory. 

Q. Do you know whether he was there over one day ? 

A. I told you as near as I can remember it was a portion 
of two days. I didn’t state positively. 

Q. Didn’t you.say positively two days? 

A. No; I said as near as I can remember. 

Q. Then, if Charley Brown said he was there three days, 
you would think it wasn’t true ? 

A. If he says he was there three days, I have no reason 
to disbelieve him. 

Q. Then if you haven’t any reason to disbelieve him, you 
don’t know anything about it? 

A. I told you as near as I remember it. I didn’t say 
positively he was in there two days. 

(. Then your recollection is of no value ? 

A. My recollection is very good. 

Q. Now, then; Charley Brown says that he was there 
three days and the officers of the school, except yourself, it 
appears on the records, say he was there a part of one day. 
Now, are you willing to swear that you have told, as far as 
you know, that which is right? 

A. JIamunder oath, suppose. Every statement I make 
is the truth, as far as I know and as far as I remember. 

Q. Then is this the result of your observation, knowing 
that he was there, or did you merely hear that ? 

A. Oh, I have seen him come to the dormitory, and he 
told me he had been in solitary. 

Q. Now, that will bear telling again, which seems to be 
the character of most of the statements. He told you he had 
been in solitary. He said to the committee that he had been 
there three days, and the officers say one day, and you are 
unable to say whether one or the other is true? 

A. It isn't disputed by the officers of the Island that he 
was there. 
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@. They say he was not there three days ? , 

A. He was there part of the time —TI don’t know how 
much. 

Q. That is all right. The question is whether your tes- 
timony supports Charley Brown’s testimony or not ? 

A. His recollection ought to be as good as mine. pe 

Mr. BorDMAN. —I move that they be confined to perti- 
nent questions, not getting into arguments between them- 
selves. 

Dr. Putnam. —I will say that one answer to that state- 
ment of the Councilman is this, that I suppose the opposite 
side will contend from the records that Sanderson’s state- 
ment confirms that of Charley Brown. Now I want to show 
that it doesn’t confirm that of Charley Brown. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Now, how about Patrick Sliney? 
You say he was in there how long ? 

Two days and a portion of the third. 

Q. You know that? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Asa matter of fact ? 
A. Yes, sir.

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That there is no doubt about ? 
No, sir. 
You didn’t hear that from anybody else — you saw 
ick Sliney in there part of the three days ? 
A. Isaw him at night. 
@. You saw him there two nights ? 
AGT 3Y 687/510: 
Q. Do you know what boys bought tobacco besides the 
one you mentioned ? 

A. No; I don’t know of any other. 

Q. Do you know that any of the other boys ever did buy 
tobacco ? 

A. No;-I don’t know for a fact that they did, but I 
know that they got tobacco that wasn’t got by Sliney. 

Q. Did you ever know of any officer giving a boy 
tobacco ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Well, then, this is hearsay about the boys having 
often bought tobacco ? 

A. I might tell you the same that I have been told, that 
they bought it whenever they wanted it. If they had the 
money to buy it with they could get it. 

Q. Do you know of whom they bought it? 

A. No; I couldn’t say which man it was they bought it 
from. It was one of the mechanics. 
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Q. But you know of one occasion. Do you know of any 
other person from whom the boys bought it? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Then, that is the only instance you know of ? 

A. That is all. 

@. Now, do the boys have money? Do you know of the 
boys having money? What boys, I mean, do you know of 
having money ? 

A. Well, I couldn’t say. 

Q. You don’t know of any boy having money ? 

A. No; the money is supposed to be taken from them 
when they arrive. 

Well, do you know of a single boy that had money ? 
No, I don’t. 

How did you know that Burns bought tobacco ? 
Because he told me so and I saw the tobacco. 

See the money ? 

No; I didn’t see the money. 

(By Alderman CopMAN.) How do you know that 
he didn’t steal it ? 

A. I don’t know how he came by it, other than he told 
me his mother gave it to him. 

Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) Gave him the money ? 

A. ‘Told me they used to suck a dime or a quarter in the 
root of their mouths when visitors came down. ‘They were 
supposed to be searched and had an apple or an orange, and 
that fact would kind of put the officer off guard and he 
wouldn’t suspect such a thing as their having money in the 
roof of their mouths. That is the way they used to get 
money in the Institution. 

Q. Did you ever report that to an officer? 

A. I learned after I came away how they got money in 
there, but they wouldn’t tell me while I was there. 

Q. Who did you learn it from? 

A. Patrick Burns. 

(J. Patrick Burns, after he was out ? 

oo) OS,< Bir. 

Q. Well, on that day, when Mr. Baker went into the 
dormitory — that night — how soon after did you find out 
that he had been into the dormitory ? 

I saw him when he was going out. 

How many times did he go in that night? 
Twice. 

Saw him both times ? 

Yes, sir. 

Saw him the first time ? 
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A. When he was going out. I didn’t see him when he 
came in. 

Q. Did you ever make a statement that you didn’t know 
he was there the first time? 

A. Ithink I made the statement that I didn’t know 
when he came in the first time, but I saw him as he went 
out the first time. 

@. You don’t remember making the statement that you 
didn’t know he had been in until he came in the second 
time ? 

A. No, sir; I didn’t make any such statement. 

@. Then there was a disturbance, and he whipped the 
boy — did you say severely ? 

A. No; I did not; I said no more than he deserved. 

Q. And you knew nothing about it ? 

A. I told you that the whipping was all over and he was 
on the way out before I knew anything about it. 

@. I only wanted to be quite sure about it. And you 
didn’t hear any noise ? 

A INO SSIs 

Q@. Didn’t hear any noise the boys made or any noise of 
the whipping ? 

A. No; I heard some blows and went down that way and 
he was then on his way out ? 

Alderman Brick. —I think a majority of the committee 
— at least, those who are on the Committee on Prisons — 
have pretty clearly shown what they have in their minds in 
regard to Baker. Of course, you can go on, if you desire 
to justify him, but I think there are three members of the 
Committee on Prisons here and I think we have made sug- 
gestions to you in regard to Baker. I think you will find it 
hard to justify Baker, and that it will take you a lot of time. 
We have already committed ourselves in our report as to 
prisons in that respect. 

Dr. Putnam. — I am not trying to justify Mr. Baker, but 
I wanted to make it quite clear that Mr. Sanderson was so 
remote from his duty that, although he was a watchman in 
the ward there, supposed to prevent boys from running 
away, they could make disturbance enough to be heard in 
another part of the building, in the sitting-room below, and 
that the officers there could go up and punish them for it 
and he know nothing about it until an officer punishing the 
boys was coming out of the room. I wish further to show 
the inaccuracy of his evidence by referring to the fact that 
he says these boys were not punished any more severely than 
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they deserved, although he didn’t know whether they were 
punished at all until the officers had gone. 

Miss CHEEVER. — Or what they were doing or what they 
deserved. 

The Witness.— May I ask the doctor a question ? 

Dr. PutnamM.—TI have no objection to answering a 
question. 

Alderman Brick.— Well, if it is a question that is in 
any way direct, but no hypothetical question, which would 
only delay us and take up time. 

The Witness. — I will ask him if, he can see around the 
corner ? 

Alderman Brick. — That is a hypothetical question. 

Dr. PuTNAM. — Of course, that is the very point. Mr. 
Sanderson was the watchman, and what I wished the com- 
mittee to understand was that, according to his own testi- 
mony, he was watchman on duty in this place, his duty being 
to prevent boys from running away, one of the objects of his 
being there, and that this happened and he knew nothing 
about it. ° 

The WiTNEss. —I wish to state that there were two off- 
cers in that dormitory at that time, that I had charge of the 
further end of the dormitory. The end where the disturb- 
ance took place was not under my charge, but a Mr. 
Muldoon. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) I would like to ask Mr. Sander- 
son why he went up to that end of the dormitory and 
attended to the business there, and talked to Mr. Anthony 
about it and to Mr. Baker also, if he had nothing to do with 
that end of the dormitory ? 

A. Because, as Mr. Anthony testified at the last hear- 
ing — if the papers had it correctly —I being the older 
man and Mr. Muldoon practically a new man, I really did 
-assume charge of the whole place. But he did have charge 
of that end, and the place where the noise took place was 
under the charge of a monitor, one of the older boys in the 
room, and neither one of us was in there. 

Q. What time in the night was this ? 

A. Oh, I should judge half past eight — possibly nine 
o’clock. 

Q. Do you know who the monitor was ? 

A. Icouldn’t say; we used to change frequently. 

Q. Was he awake ? 

A. Certainly he was awake. 

Well, when monitors don’t attend to their business, 
isn 4 it the duty of the watchman to attend to it? 
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A. Itis the monitor’s duty to let the watchman know if 
there is any disturbance in there. They usually give us a 
list of names of boys they think we should report. If there 
was any unusual disturbance they should notify us. 

Q. Does that relieve the watchman of the responsibility 
of looking after the rooms ? 

A. Certainly not. 

Q. That is all I wanted to ask about? 

A. The larger boys, the more dangerous ones, were in the 
end where I was. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — I would like to ask Mr. Sanderson a 
question ? | 

The CHAIRMAN.—I don’t think you should interrupt. 
Let the other Trustees proceed and get through, and when 
they get through the members of the committee can ask all 
the questions they have a mind to. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) May I ask from what particular 
dormitory the escapes have been made in the past? 

A. There never has been any escape made while I was 
there. I only know from hearsay how they escaped. 

Q. You had heard that those escapes came from one par 
ticular dormitory more than another? 

A. Yes; I heard that they used to escape from that 
dormitory, and I have asked Mr. Anthony to put some kind 
of stop on the windows, so that the boys couldn’t get them 
up. | 

Q. What were your orders in regard to the dormitories ? 

A. Iwill state that there is a box at the door of that 
little dormitory which we were required to ring every fifteen 
minutes during the night, and we were consequently there 
every fifteen minutes in that room, looked the room over, 
counted the boys, saw that the beds were occupied, and 
entered as much oftener as possible. 

(. Ever miss your rings ? 

AzieY es, lair. 

@. Had any one rung the box within fifteen minutes at 
that time ? 

A. I couldn’t say; I told you I wasn’t in charge of that 
end of the dormitory. 

Q. If this disturbance lasted half an hour, then, it must 
have been that the box wasn’t rung in? 

A. I didn’t hear any disturbance that lasted any halt 
hour or fifteen minutes or ten minutes. The only disturb- 
ance I ever heard in that room was the officers down stairs. 

Q. Now, I would like to ask you how you know that 
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that yeast came down and was wasted? You said that yeast 
came down, and was wasted to a very considerable extent? 

A. I didn’t say it was wasted. 

Q. Excuse me; perhaps you didn’t. You said it came 
down and wasn’t used ? 

A. I didn’t say it wasn’t used. 

Q. I beg your pardon. What did you say? 

A. I said I had seen as many as four packages in the 
refrigerator. 

Q. On the beach I am talking about? 

A. Yes, I say now I have seen a crockery vessel of lard 
and what I should take to be a pound package of yeast on 
the beach. 

@. Do you know who put them there ? 

A. Ido not. 

Q. Do you know that they came from the Island or out 
of the stores of the House of Reformation ? 

A. Well, they were right side of the bakery. The 
bakery sits close to the beach. 

The bakery isn’t near the beach? 

It is within fifty feet of the water’s edge. 

What was in this yeast package ? 

I couldn’t say; I supposed it was Fleischman’s yeast. 
as a package of yeast, anyway. 

Did you look inside ? 

I didn’t open it; no, sir. 

Don’t know whether it contained yeast or not? 

No, sir. 

Did you look at the lard ? 

I know what lard is. 

Did you look inside ? 

No, sir. 

You said you didn’t say it had been wasted. What 
did you mean ? 

A. Mr. Linehan asked me if I remembered seeing any 
such thing, and I told him [ had. I don’t remember what 
was done with it. 

(). Don’t know where it came from? 

A. Isupposed from Boston. I don’t know. 

Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) You know no baking was 
going on? 

A. Iknow no baking was going on, and the order was 
finally countermanded. 

Q. You say finally — how long did they send it ? 

A. A number of days. 

Q. Ten?

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A. Yes, sir; probably ten. I couldn’t say. 

Q. And during that time you knew it came down and 
wasn’t used ? 

A. I don’t say what became of it. 

Q. I beg pardon — what did happen these ten days that 
you say the yeast came down? 

A. What happened ? 

Q. You say that it came for ten days. Why do you 
report that yeast was sent down for at least ten days ? 

A. I said probably ten days. 

Q. Why do you report that? 

A. I haven’t reported anything. 

Q. What was the meaning of it? 

A. I haven’t reported anything. I was asked how many 
packages I had seen in the refrigerator at the time, and I 
said I had seen four or-five. I have. 

Q. You said that yeast came down for ten days after it 
was not used. 

A. I didn’t say anything of the kind. 

@. I beg your pardon — tell me what you said ? 

A. Isaid that it probably continued to come as much as 
ten days after the bakery was given up. What disposition 
was made of it I don’t know. 

Q. The yeast probably came ten days after the baking 
was discontinued, but you don’t know what became of it? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. And you don’t know whether it was wasted or not? 

A. No; I told you I didn’t know what disposition was 
made of it. 

Q. And you never saw any of the yeast itself — you said 
you saw the packages ? 

A. Oh, yes; I have seen the yeast itself. I have seen 
one of these packages cut up. 

Q. No; but these packages you saw lying around — you 
don’t know whether they contained yeast or not? 

A. Yes, they were yeast. 

Q. You say there was yeast in them? 

A. Yes, the ordinary yeast package — excuse me, I have 
a broken tooth and cannot speak very plain. 

Q. You say that this yeast came down, and you don’t 
know whether it was used or not? 

A. I don’t know what became of it. 

Q.. You have given no evidence that the yeast was wasted 
or came down improperly. I will ask you if you knew that 
yeast was wasted ? 

A. I don’t know that it was wasted. 
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Q. Or that it was improperly brought down to the Island? 

A. I don’t know how it came. 

@. Did you ever say in the presence of the boys where 
_ they could buy whiskey ? 

A. I never did. 

(. I don’t say to a boy, but did you ever say in the pres- 
ence of a boy where boys could buy whiskey ? 

A. Not to my knowledge. 

(). Or drinks of other kinds ? 

A. No, sir; not to my knowlodge. I will make that 
statement positive — I never did. 

Q. I should like to understand what it was you said 
about Miss Murphy. You said you met Miss Murphy, and 
I didn’t understand what she said or you said, or what it 
had to do with the House of Reformation. What did Miss 
Murphy say to you? 

A. Idon’t recall word for word. I met her at the South 
Station, the new station, and she told me she was waiting 
for a friend to do some shopping. 

Q. That has nothing to do with the House of Refor- 
mation ? 

A. No, sir. That came up in the drift of the conversa- 
tion. It was mentioned 

Q. What came up? 

A. I don’t remember every word. 

Q. What was the gist of what you said and she said? 
You met Miss Murphy, and one or the other said that the in- 
vestigation was going on? 

Yes. 

Q. That was the whole of it? 

A. No, sir; that wasn’t the whole. 

Q. ‘Then what was it? 

A. I cannot reeall it word for word. I said that when I 
had an opportunity to testify I should testify as to what I 
knew to be the fact, and what I could corroborate by the 
statement of others. 

Q. That is all you said? 

A. Yes, the sum and substance of what I said. 

@. Then, as far as anything happening on that occasion, 
it seems that nothing happened. Did anybody ever tell you 
to give the boys drinking water out of that tank ? 

A. No, sir; no one ever told me not to, either. 

Q. Did the boys drink water at night? 

A. They did. 

Q. Did you know they were drinking water of the tank ? 
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A. Certainly. I drank it myself. It was all you could 
et. 
(). Did you find the water bad ? 

A. No, it didn’t taste bad. 

Q. Did you ever complain of it in any way to the Super- 
intendent ?

Q. Did you ever think it was bad? 

A. No, I didn’t know anything about its being bad. 

Q. And do you know how you happen to mention about 
it now ? 

A. Mr. Linehan asked me the question. 

Q. (By Mr. Linen an.) What is it? 

A. You asked me about the water, where it came from, 
and he wants to know how I came to answer that question. 

Mr. Linen Aan. — That is all down here on the record. 

Q. (By Dr. Putman.) Now, Mr. Sanderson you made 
some statements about Novak being struck by a billy. I 
would like to ask what you knew about it. Did you see 
Novak struck by the billy? 


A. I told you no, sir. 

@. Did you examine his head?

Q. What did you find? 

A. <A prominent bunch on the side of his head.

(. Those you have mentioned— Carboni, Bell and 
Kelley ?. 

A. Yes, sir. 

(). And one other ? 

A. Yes — Morris Baker. 

Q. Did you ever tell any of the others that they had 
better complain to the committee ? 

A. I don’t remember any others. 

Q. Did you ever tell them they had better report to the 
Trustees ? 

A. No, I did not; not that I can remember. 

Q. You thought it more proper to complain to the com- 
mittee than to the Trustees ? 

A. I thought the boys would have more attention paid to 
their complaints if they should complain to the committee. 

@. Did you ever hear of any boy not having attention 
paid to his complaints if he complained to the Trustees ? 

A. Well, I don’t know as I can recall any one in particular. 
I know of boys that complained that were threatened with a 
whipping if they complained again.

Q. Well, did Finlayson say to you that Mr. Anthony 
threatened him ?

A. Certainly not; no, sir. 

Q. You say this happened after they had done it once, 
and they were threatened if they did it again? ‘To whom 
did Finlayson complain the first time ? 

A. Ithink it was one of the lady trustees — I don’t re- 
member the circumstances. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — As these questions that Dr. Putnam is 
asking are proving nothing only what is down on the records 
I move that he be given ten more minutes. 

Mr. BorpDMAN. — The present cross-examination seems to 
be not on previous testimony, but introducing new matter, 
and I would ask, Mr. Chairman, through you, that the Trus- 
tees confine themselves to cross-examination. 

Alderman Brick. —TI don’t think that is so. I think Dr. 
Putnam is trying to draw out what the gist of the charges 
is here and that he then intends to rebut them. I think he 
ought to be given every opportunity. 

The CHAIRMAN. —It is moved and seconded that we give 
the Trustees ten minutes more. 

Alderman Brick.— Mr. Chairman, that is a pretty short 
time, and I hope the motion will not prevail. I think Dr. 
Putnam ought to be consulted as to how much time he needs. 

-Alderman CopMAN.—TI move that the Trustees be in- 
structed to proceed until otherwise ordered. 

It was voted that the Trustees be given ten minutes 
more. 

Alderman Brick doubted the vote; a rising vote was 
taken, and the motion was lost, three voting in the affirm- 
ative and three in the negative. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Dr. Putnam will please proceed with 
the investigation. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) How we after you went there 
was handcuffing continued — handcuffing the boys at night? 

A. Really I couldn’t say how long, but quite a period. 
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Q. Was it three weeks, four weeks, five weeks or two 
weeks ? . 

A. Yes, I should judge it was as long as five weeks. 

@. Will you say absolutely that it was five weeks ? 

A. No, I won’t say absolutely. 

Q. Well, how long will you say A ae it was ? 

A. Four weeks. 

Dr. Putnam.— Of course, Mr. Cianhad you under- 
stand that these are things we have evidence on and impres- 
sions are given which we claim are quite contrary to the 
truth. We have evidence on these points which we have 
given somewhat and can give more at length in the future. 
That is why we insist that it seems hardly fair that these 
things should go before the committee without their being 
informed that there is some evidence on the other side and 
without their hearing that evidence. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) Was this finally at up by 
Mr. Anthony’s order ? 

Cag AES aia ST oe 

Q. And was it a custom which had come from the pre- 
vious Superintendent ? 

A. It had been done, and I think, as near as I can re- 
member, that there were boys wearing handcuffs when Mr. 
Anthony came there, and I recommended myself their being 
taken off. 

Q. You said there were four boys when you first went 
there ? 

A. I didn’t say when I first went there, but four boys at 
one period. 

Q. And what were they fastened up for? 

A. Attempting to escape or escaping. 

@. Did the boys attempt to escape after you went there ? 

A. At one time, yes, sir. 

@. Did those boys who were handcuffed attempt to 
escape while you were there ? 

A. One of them did. 

Q. Which one was that? 

A. Fred Novak. 

Q. Is that why he was handcuffed? Was he handcutted 
by Mr. Anthony, by his order, for attempting to escape ? 

A. When I went there? 

@. Was he ever handcuffed by Mr. Anthony for attempt- 
ing to escape ? 

A. Idon’t know exactly what you mean. ‘Those hand- 
cuffs were put on. 
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Q. Were orders given you by Mr. Anthony to handcuff 
him for attempting to escape ? 

A. Well, I don’t know exactly. We were ordered to 
keep handcuffs on certain boys. He was one of the boys. 

Q. The question is, whether these boys attempted to 
escape after Mr. Anthony was there, and therefore were 
handcuffed ? 

A. Oh, no. 

Q. That is the point. All these boys had the handcuffs 
put on because the boys had attempted to escape during Mr. 
Perkins’ administration, or before you got there ? 

A. Yes, sir. One boy was handeuffed at Mr. Anthony’s 
orders. 

Q. Did you say Fred Novak was handcuffed ? 

A. Isay he had been, but I say now there was one boy 
that was handcuffed by order of Mr. Anthony. 

@. Was that the only one? 

A. That was the only one that Mr. Anthony ever or- 
dered me to handcuff. 

Q. Fred Novak — what about Fred Novak ? 

A. The boys had the handcuffs all removed, and then this 
boy that I speak of was overheard, I think, by one of the 
ladies present scheming to escape, or he went out on to the 
ice, something of that kind. 

Q. (By Mr. BorpMAN.) ‘That is in testimony ? 

A. And then that night he ordered the handcuffs put 
back. 

Q. (By Dr. PurNnam.) But the question was’ about 
Fred Novak. Was Fred Novak handcuffed ? 

A. Not to my knowledge, after they had been taken off. 

Q. I thought you said that Fred Novak had been hand- 
cuffed ? | 

A. He was one of the four boys that was handcuffed, but 
they were taken off. I think he was wearing them at the 
time Mr. Perkins gave up the institution. 

@. You don’t know when Novak came ? 

A. I don’t know — been there two or three times, I 
think. 

Q. Then if Novak came after you arrived he couldn’t 
have been handcuffed at the time you came? 

A. I know if he was handcuffed after I came they were 
put on by Mr. Anthony’s orders. 

Q. At some time there was a letter published by you in 
one of the papers. Was that letter written after you left 
the institution, or before ? 
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A. I sent it to Mr. Linehan before I was discharged, and 
I said in it I expected to be discharged. 

Mr. BorpMAN. —I object. That is an introduction of 
new matter. 

Alderman Brick. — Dr. Putnam is trying to show the 
animus of the witness, I think. Isn’t that the purpose, Dr. 
Putnam ? 

Dr. Putnam. — Isn’t it proper for us to question the wit- 
ness on new matter? Haven’t we the right to ask any ques- 
tion ? 

Alderman Brick.—HI should suppose if it were to show 
the animus of the witness you would have a right to. 

Mr. BorpMAN. — This is cross-examination. 

Mr. STONE. — He is putting in new evidence. 

Dr. Putnam. — I am sorry to say that I am not enough of 
a lawyer to know whether a defendant has a right to ask 
questions about other subjects or other branches of the same 
subject, but I should think, as Mr. Sanderson is very consid- 
erably connected with the investigation, it would be per- 
fectly proper to ask him what steps he took in order to make 
that connection. 

Alderman Brick.—I think Dr. Putnam wants to show 
that this hearing comes about largely through this man’s 
animus. Itis not new or extraneous matter, but goes right 
to the issue. If this man has an animus in bringing the 
charges, I think the Trustees have a right to have it appear, 


_ and it is not new matter. 


Mr. BorDMAN. — That appears now, is already in evidence. 

Mr. LinEHAn. — Being the Councilman who introduced 
the order for the investigation, I will say that I heard from 
Mr. Sanderson four weeks after I introduced the order. At 
the time I introduced it I did not know that there was such 
a man on the Island, and he has had nothing to do with the 
charges upon which the order was introduced. 

Alderman Brick. — Dr. Putnam wants to find out certain 
things from this witness. You are testifying. 

Dr. Putnam. — At a former hearing, when witnesses were 
brought in by the Trustees, the members of the committee 
asked them questions that had nothing to do with and were 
entirely separate from the subject involved. Mr. Logue, for 
instance, was asked to relate what new buildings were being 
built there, and was questioned by one of the Councilmen as 
to whether it was a proper thing to have school-rooms so small 
as to contain thirty scholars —whether it was extravagant. 
That is only a single instance. Hardly a witness was brought 
up but what was questioned on something the Trustees had 
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not introduced in any way. Still, it is for the committee to 
decide. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, I move you, sir, that the 
cross-examination be closed at quarter of five. 

The motion was declared carried. Alderman Brick 
doubted the vote; a rising vote was taken and the motion 
was carried, four members voting in the affirmative, two in 
the negative. 

Q. (By Dr. Putnam.) You have stated something about 
your letter. In that letter did you say something about the 
last letter you had written ? 

A. I don’t just remember it now. 

Q. How many letters did you write to city officers or to 
Councilmen while you were an officer of the school ? 

A. Well, I think I wrote two. 

Q. Do you know when you began — how long after you 
first went there you began this correspondence ? 

A. In April, after the administration of the punishment 
which I say was severe. 

Q. Which boy was that? 

A. There were several. 

Q. Is that the one in the dormitory, the one that Rey- 
nolds looked at? 

A. That is one of them, yes, sir. 

Q. You say that you only wrote two letters ? 

A. I didn’t say any such thing. I say I think I wrote 


@. You don’t think you wrote more? 

A. I don’t think I wrote more than two. 

Q. You haven't copies of those letters ? 

A. Yes, I have one that was written, and printed in the 
paper, and I must say that it was printed he exactly as I 
wrote it. 

Q. Then you stand to the statements made in the paper? 

A. Ido. The statement was that if the committee came 
down there as soon as possible, or within a week, they would 
find evidence on the boys’ persons. I wrote it to Mr. Line- 
han, and it came out in the paper — wrote it to him because 
he was chairman. 

Mr. BorpMAN. — Mr. Chairman, I move that the hearing 
now close for the day, that it be adjourned, and that when 
we meet again evidence in rebuttal be taken up, one-half 
hour being allowed for each side. 

Alderman CopMAN. — Mr. Chairman, I suggest that the 
arrangement for the continuation of the hearing be left with 
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the Chairman of the Trustees and the Chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

Dr. Putnam. — Does that vote mean that the Trustees 
have only one-half hour in which to bring up witnesses. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee so voted. 

Dr. Putnam. — May I ask if the Trustees can have a 
copy of the minutes of this meeting? We tried very hard 
to get a copy of the stenographer’s report of the other meet- 
ings, and it was only to-day that we managed to get it. Of 
course, we Shall be very glad if we can have a copy. 

The CHAIRMAN .— That is all right. 


The committee voted to adjourn at 4.47 P.M., subject to

The hearing was called to order at 2 o’clock P.M., Chair- 
man Dixon presiding and a quorum present. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee will please come to 
order. ‘The Trustees of Rainsford Island will now proceed 
with their witnesses. 

Mr. LAms. — Mr. Chairman, did I understand at the last 
meeting that we were to be allowed half an hour to-day for 
rebuttal of testimony ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — Yes, sir. 

Mr. Lams. — That is as I understand it. After that we 
will have our summing up and any argument we desire to 
present. Mr. Hosmer, will you come forward ? 

The CHAIRMAN. — The committee has voted to give you 
half an hour for summing up, rebuttal and everything. 

Mr. LAmB. — We have prepared to present our rebuttal in 
half an hour, but we could not complete our argument or our 
summing up in that time. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN. — Mr. Chairman, I don’t see as we 
need any argument of the case at all. All we want is the 
rebuttal, and we will decide for ourselves about the argument 
part of it. 

Mr. LAms. — In calling it an “ areument”’ I made a mistake. 
It is the Trustees’ statement in regard to the present manage- 
ment, which I suppose you want to have. It is what has 
been done there since we took part in the management — 
information about the Island. 

Alderman Day. — Mr. Chairman, four minutes are gone 
already. I move that the Trustees have twenty-six minutes 
to close their case. 

The CHAIRMAN. — The motion has been made that the 
Trustees be given twenty-six minutes to close their case. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. LAms. — Well, Mr. Chairman, that seems a very ex- 
traordinary course to pursue. 


GEORGE M. Hosmer. — Sworn. 


Q. (By Mr. Lams.) Mr. Hosmer, I want you to testify 
as to the character of the boys who testified at the first inves- 
tigation — Charles Brown, William Avery, James Adley — 
you know the list of names, — Barchi Gardelli, John Garrity, 
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John Coughlin, Fred Novak, Harris Baker, James Moran, 
John Parmenter, Patrick Sliney, Thomas Bannon, Harry 
Leventhal, William Mansfield and Robert Keller. You 
know about those boys ? 

A. Well, some of those boys. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — Mr. Chairman, I object to any statement 
from this man. If we want the character of the boys Mr. 
Anthony has stated that he keeps a record of their offences 
and I want to see the books that are kept produced if there 
is going to be any testimony about their character, and no 
such statement as this. If they have a record, I want to see 
the book — not hear a statement from an individual. 

Mr. LAms.— Mr. Hosmer, Mr. Chairman, is the officer 
who has charge of these boys in their homes after leaving. 
He is acquainted with the families and he knows more about 
these boys than any one in our employ. 

Mr. LINEHAN. —I would like to know what bearing this 
has on the investigation at Rainsford Island ? 

Mr. LAms. — Goes to show you the character of the boys 
who have testified. 

Miss CHEEVER.—Mr. Chairman, it also has a bearing as 
tending to discredit witnesses. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) What is your full name, Mr. 
Hosmer ? 

A. George M. 

Mr. Cuppy.—Mr. Chairman, I wish to object to this 
evidence. I don’t think it amounts to anything. I don’t 
think it will change the opinion of the committee any. 

Mr. Lamp —Mr. Chairman, we are taking a great deal of 
time. 

Alderman Day.—Well, Mr. Chairman, as we have allowed 
the Trustees half an hour I think they ought to be allowed 
to put in any kind of evidence they want to in that time, I 
think there will be no objection to that on the part of the 
committee. 

Mr. LiINEHAN.—I withdraw my objection. 

The Wirness.—I will state that such of the boys as I 
am familiar with are boys of very bad character, boys I have 
had on probation, and have returned to the Institution. 
Those who have never been outside of the Institution I know 
very little about, but the boys who have been on probation 
and have been returned, and who gave testimony there, are 
very unreliable. Novak is one of those and Avery is another. 

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) I would like to ask Mr. Hosmer 
what opinion the boys he has seen who have been discharged 
have of Mr. Anthony ? 
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A. All of the boys have spoken very favorably of Mr. 
Anthony ; all of the boys who have been discharged since he 
was appointed on January 1. 

Mr. LinEHAN.—I would like to ask the witness a question. 

Miss CHEEVER.—Mr. Chairman, if our half hour is to be 
broken up by questions we will not have time to put in our 
rebuttal. 

Mr. LAMB.—Are we to have the half hour? 

The CHAIRMAN.— Yes. 

Miss Mary F. Oscoop. — Sworn. 

Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) State your name in full and 
the position you hold at the Island? 

A. Mary F. Osgood. Iam a teacher at the Island. 

@. (By Mr. Lams.) Miss Osgood what can you say in 
relation to the feeling of the boys towards Mr. Anthony? 

A. The boys feel very pleasantly towards Mr. Anthony, 
have a very good feeling. 

(J). Have you ever seen any signs that one of the officers 
was stirring up trouble amongst the boys ? 

A. I don’t understand what you mean. 

@. Have you ever seen a sign at the Island that any 
officer was stirring up any trouble? 

Yes. 

Who was the officer. 

Mr. Sanderson. 

What was the result upon the boys ? 

The boys, the particular boys, were insolent in their 
manner. 

(. There were certain boys ? 

A. Certain boys that I knew about. 

@. Has the discipline improved since you went to Rains- 
ford Island? 

Asie You. 

@. What is the character of the improvement? 

A. The boys have changed in their feelings. They do 
right, not from fear, but because they have a sense of right. 

Q. Do you consider Mr. Anthony’s discipline too severe ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Do Mr. Anthony and the officers take part in the 
boy’s games ?

(. And are the boys helped by him to get up entertain- 
ments themselves ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Was Mr. Sanderson present a 
ereat deal when other watchmen were asleep?

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) State your name? 
A. John C. Davis. 

Q. Mr. Davis, will you tell us what school you came from 
when you came to Rainsford Island ? 

A. I came from the Highland Military Academy, at 
Worcester, Mass. 

Q. The Highland Military Academy, at Worcester ? 

ist sO, Sir. 

Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) There has been some misun- 
derstanding about the character of the school you came 
from. Will you please state what the character of the boys 
there is, so that it may appear in the evidence ? 

A. The patrons of the school are boys from the best 
families in Massachusetts and other parts of New England. 

Q. (By Mr. LAms.) Have you any reason to think that 
there was any plot at Rainsford Island ? 

A. Yes, sir; I am positive of it. 

Q. Will you state what you know in relation to that? 

A. In the first place I could easily see, from the appear- 
ance of the boys and the way in which they went together in 
squads on the playground, that something was going on. On 
my approach the conversation immediately stopped, but two 
or three remarks came to my ears, and besides there were 
cases of three boys who stated to me about it, who told the 
story to me about the plot and what it consisted of. For 
instance, Bannen told me that Mr. Sanderson asked him to 
go down in the shoe-shop and watch Mr. Walton and also 
the other officers, and report to him every night, and Mr. 
Sanderson, he says, made notes of his reports. Another case 
was that of Milligan, who stated to me, without being asked 
any questions in relation to it, that the boys had made an 
arrangement to state certain things in the testimony. An- 
other case was that of Salmon, who told me that the boys — 
that is, the afternoon that the committee were on the 
Island — 

(Q. (By Mr. LINEHAN.) Some one, you say? 

A. Salmon. He told me that the boys had got  to- 
gether —told me this before the investigation took place — 
and had agreed to say that if they said anything about the 
Institution Mr. Anthony would punish them that night, and 
the boys all agreed to say so. 
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Q. (By Miss CHEEVER.) I will ask you Mr. Davis, 
whether any of that information was solicited by you, whether 
you asked any questions ? 

A. Notat all. Those boys came to me and told me of 
it. These boys are in the habit of making statements to me 
occasionally. 

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) Did Eli Cohen.say anything to 
you? 

A. Yes, sir. He told me, to use his language, that Mr. 
Sanderson told him he was going up to the city to see the 
Councilmen and to “have the Super fired.” That was the 
expression he used. 

Mr. LAms. — That is all, Mr. Davis. 


Miss ANNIE A. MACALEESE.— Sworn. 


@. (By Mr. Lams.) Miss MacAleese, will you state 
about the yeast — how long it was before it was stopped ? 

A. Well, about two days. 

QQ. Was the yeast there ten days before we stopped its 
being sent?

Q. You think it was about two days ? 

A. About two days. 

@. About lard and yeast being kept outside — when was 
that ? 

A. Well, I kept it there while I was baking, but after the 
baking stopped I kept the yeast and lard put away.

(. Will you give us your opinion, tell us what you know 
about Mr. Sanderson as an officer ? 

A. Well, one thing, he didn’t attend to his duties; 
another thing, he was around the Institution during the day, 
I think prying into things, and he caused a bitter feeling 
among the boys towards the other officers. 

@. Do you know of any of the boys being brutally 
treated ?

Q@. Did the boys seem happy ? 

A. Very happy. 

(. Will you state your opaey of the Institution and its 
management ? 

A. Very good. 
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ERBEN A. WALLACE. — Sworn. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) State your name in full and 
the position you hold at the Island ? 

A. Erben A. Wallace, Sloyd teacher. 

@. Will you tell us what you know about any plot on 
the Island ? 

A. I know nothing. 

(). Did you know there was one ? 

A. Ihave an idea that there was one from the manners 
and appearance of the boys and from things that I had heard 
said. 

(@. Was that a common opinion among the officers ? 

A. Very common. 

(. Was Mr. Sanderson seen about the Be when he 
ought to have been on duty ? 

A. He was. 

Q. What was the general impression of him? 

A. The general impression was that he was a weak 
officer. 

(. What were his methods for disciplining the boys, 
keeping them in order ? 

A. I think he had none. 

Q. Will you tell us your opinion of the grade system ? 

A. I think it is a very excellent thing, does away with a 
great deal of corporal punishment, encourages the boys to 
get into the higher grades. 

Q. Now, will you tell us about the Sloyd room of which 
you are the teacher — whether it has been improved since 
you went to the Island ? 

A. Yes, it has been greatly improved. 

Q. What is the general condition, in your opinion, of 
things at the Island? Is there too much severity ? 

A. Well, there is, rather, not enough in some cases, but 
the boys are getting used to that and I think it will work 
itself out, so that so much severity will not be required. 

(. Corporal punishment has decreased, then ? 

A. Is decreasing, yes, sir. 

Q. State whether you consider that Mr. Anthony’s 
management has brought about a good feeling between the 
officers and the boys ? 

A. I think it has. 

Mr. Lams. — That is all. 
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Miss Eminy A. SILVER. — Sworn. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) State your name in full? 

A. Emily A. Silver. 

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) And the position you hold at the 
Island ? 

A. In the culinary department. 

Q. How long were you there, Miss Silver, before Mr. 
Sanderson came —or how long were you there before ‘Mr. 
Sanderson left ? 

A. Ithink about six weeks. 

(. Did youeversee Mr. Sanderson asleep when he ought 
to have been on duty ? 

A. I did, sir. 

(. Will you state what times you saw him ? 

A. At two different times, between quarter past five and 
half past five, in the dispensary. 

@. You saw him asleep in the dispensary ? 

A. Yes, sir; I saw him asleep there. 

@. (By Miss CHEEVER.) Was that in the morning or 
at night ? 

A. In the morning. 

(. Will you state how you happened to see him? 

A. Because the door was partly ajar. 

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) What other institutions have you 
worked in? 

A. I have worked in the South Boston House of Correc- 
tion and in the Girls’ Reform School in Oak Lawn, Rhode 
Island. 

Q. How does this Institution compare with others that 
you have been employed at? 

A. Very favorably. 

@. Do you consider that the boys have been brutally 
treated at Rainsford Island ? 

A. Ido not. 

Q. Have you ever heard Mr. Sanderson make any com- 
ments on the management ? 

A. +l did; sir 

QQ. Will you state what those were? 

A. He came into the kitchen the morning he was dis- 
charged and was very angry, and he said that he was dis- 
charged because he was too lenient with the boys, and he 
said that he should come again, but he would come with the 
committee. 

Q. Did he ever say anything about being able to open 
doors easily ?

Miss KATE LEEDS Eppy. — Sworn. 


Q. (By the CHAIRMAN.) Please state your name in 
full, lady, and the position you hold at the Island ? 

A. Kate Leeds Eddy, teacher at Rainsford. 

Q. (By Mr. Lams.) Miss Eddy, will you state what im- 
provement, especially among the little boys, has been brought 
about at Rainsford Island since you went there ? 

A. The greatest improvement of all is the good feeling 
among the boys, among themselves, and their feeling towards 
the officers. The next improvement is that of separating 
the small boys from the older boys and putting them in a 
cottage by themselves. 

Q. Are you in the cottage with the younger boys ? 

Aiea, ol ey 

(. Are they benefited by the change ? 
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A. Greatly benefited. 

Q. Were the boys called up at the Island to testify 
against the management among the good boys or not? Can 
you state? 

A. They were the boys that gave us the most trouble. 
They are not, perhaps, vicious boys, but the most trouble- 
some boys. 

Q. Are they truthful? 

A. No, sir; they are no more so and no less so, per- 
haps, than most. 

Q. Do you know anything about the punishment of 
Charles Brown? 

A. Ido. Charley has been my boy, one of my boys, all 
the year. 

(J. Did he seem very much frightened ? 

A. Not at all. 

(). Has he been cured of the trouble he had ? 

A. He has. Before that I couldn’t have him in the 
school-room. 

Q. Tell us what you think of the character of Harris 
Baker? He is one of your boys ? 

A. Yes, sir; Harris is a boy that I cannot trust. He is 
sly and deceitful, a boy who is often at the bottom of trouble. 

Q@. What do the little boys think of Mr. Baker? 

A. The little boys have always shown a good deal of 
good feeling towards Mr. Baker. 

J. Is there a boy named Zurillo ? 

Yes, sir. 

What does he think of him? 

Told me he loved him. 

(By Miss CHEEVER.) What nationality is he? 
Italian. 

Can he speak English well? 

No; very poorly. 

Well, will you tell us what you think of the general 
improvement in the schools of the Institution ? 

A. The improvement is so great that I hardly can com- 
pare it to the time before. I spoke of the good feeling 
among the boys. ‘There is some satisfaction in working in 
the schools, in fact in working on the Island, where one feels 
that one is supported in their work, and there is some hope 
of helping boys as they all hope to help them. 

Q. (By Miss CEEEVER.) Have the Trustees done any- 
thing to increase the facilities for good teaching down there ? 
What have they done ? 


OFOPOrPOore 
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A. We have had a great many new books. The schools 
were poorly provided with books when I went there, and 
now we have a splendid outfit in the line of books and in the 
way of all school materials. 

@. You consider the schools more or less up to date now, 
do you? 

A. Ido, Miss Cheever. 5% 

@. Miss Eddy, will you state whether it is necessary in 
our schools down there to have small classes, and why ? 

A. Yes, we must have small classes. A teacher in a 
public school has, perhaps, out of forty boys — we won’t say 
any number, but has a few children who give her trouble. 
You take three or four such boys from five or six rooms, and 
that makes up our school-room. 

Miss CHEEVER. — That is all, Miss Eddy. 


ARGUMENT BY HoRATIO A. LAMB. 


Mr. Lamsp.—Mr. Chairman, some of Mr. Sanderson’s 
evidence, the cause of his dismissal as given by him, is 
contradicted by Mr. Anthony, the Superintendent. 

In the case of Leventhal, his statements were contradicted 
by Mr. Anthony and Mr. Fisher, who were present at the 
time, and denied by Mr. Baker. 

In the case of Patrick Sliney, the complaint of confine- 
ment without exercise was contradicted by Mr. Anthony. 
The period of confinement was also contradicted by Mr. 
Anthony. The temporary character of the closet was 
proved by Mr. Anthony, and the reason for giving it up was 
that arrangements for other guard-houses had been made. 

In regard to the disturbance in the dormitory, Mr. Walsh, 
Mr. Fisher and Mr. Baker were all present, and _ testified 
that Mr. Sanderson was not on duty, but should have been 
there. Mr. Sanderson stated that the boy deserved his 
whipping. 

The statement of Mr. Sanderson about liquor is denied by 
all the officers. 

The statement of Mr. Sanderson about the boys being 
whipped very cruelly, which appeared in his newspaper 
letter, saying that the members of the committee might 
see for themselves the marks on the boy if they visited the 
Institution within ten days, was contradicted by the examina- 
tion of the Trustees and others with them on the first visit 
to the Island, when the Investigation Committee refused to 
land. Those boys were all stripped and examined, and there 
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were no marks to be seen on them by Trustees or others 
who were there. 

In regard to the boy Sanderson asked Mr. Reynolds to 
examine, Reynolds testified that he showed no severe marks. 

In regard to lard and yeast, Miss MacAleese shows that 
his statements were false. Mr. Sanderson never looked into 
the boxes. 

In regard to the refrigerator, Miss Silver testitied that it 
was not customary for watchmen to go to the refrigerator, 
and the others had not done so; but that she found the 
refrigerator had been opened at times in the morning, and 
that Mr. Sanderson had said he could pick any lock. 

Mr. Sanderson was continually about in the day time, all 
the officers testified, and many testified that he was lax in 
his duties. 

In regard to Novak and Gardelli, those cases have been 
explained and the conduct of the officers vindicated. There 
are some letters which, if we had time, we should like to 
bring in in relation to that matter. If there is time we will 
be happy to present them. 

Mr. Sanderson denied that there was any system of sig- 
nals with Long Island, and Mr. Anthony has already 
explained that he had such a system arranged. Mr. Sander- 
son confessed that he did not know of the necessity for sig- 
nals at any time, and does not know anything about the 
signals. Mr. Sanderson said that Mr. Wilson gave an over- 
dose of aconite and whiskey to one of the boys. This 
statement has already been denied in the testimony. On 
cross-examination, Mr. Sanderson confessed that he had 
never reported this to the Superintendent. 

Mr. Sanderson said that the boys did not override him. 
The character of his discipline of the boys has been testified 
to. 

In relation to handecuffing boys, Mr. Anthony has already 
testified that it was a practice abolished after he had entered 
upon his duties, or only continued for a few days. 

In regard to boys going without meals, Mr. Anthony 
contradicted this. 

Most of Mr. Sanderson’s evidence about the boys was 
proved to be hearsay only on cross-examination. 

On cross-examination in the case of the Italian boy, 
Zurillo, whom Mr. Baker reproved in the dining-room, when 
Mr. Sanderson interfered, Miss Eddy has testified to this 
boy’s affection for Mr. Baker. 

As to the water from the tank, Mr. Logue’s testimony 
showed that for two years before the Trustees came into 
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power all water was tank water; that they promptly intro- 
duced a direct supply, this tank, which was for printers’ use, 
being alone overlooked, and that the boys were in process of 
removal from that dormitory to the hospital. 

Mr. Sanderson himself testified, when cross-examined, 
that he never saw wounds made by whipping, thus denying 
the newspaper statements embodied in his letter. 

The letter from Dr. Worthing, in relation to the case of 
Gardelli, is as follows: ear 


“ About three months ago Barchi Gardelli came to Long 
Island Hospital with an injured left arm. 

“On examination of arm by Long Island physicians the 
injury was diagnosed an old one, and any operative meas- 
ures on the arm were deemed useless and unnecessary. This 
opinion was sustained by Dr. Paul Thorndike, who ex- 
amined the arm a few days later. The boy was sent to 
Rainsford, where he was observed from time to time by 
Long Island physicians. 

“On May 23 the arm was again given a thorough examina- 
tion by Drs. Abner Post and Paul Thorndike of Boston City 
Hospital, who then diagnosed the case an old fracture of 
internal condyle of left humerus, and they were of the 
opinion that all had been done that could be. The muscles 
of the forearm being somewhat atrophied from long disuse, 
moderate exercise of these muscles was recommended. This 
recommendation has been faithfully acted upon, and I can 
state that at this date the arm shows marked improvement.

The Trustees have but little to add to the testimony which 
has been offered at these hearings. We welcome honest 
inquiry into our methods and results 

The CHAIRMAN. — The time has expired, Mr. Lamb. 

Mr. LAms. — May I have the privilege of reading this ? 
I trust that the committee will not object. 

Mr. LINEHAN. — I will ask what it is. 

Mr. LAmMB.—It is a statement. You have charged us, 
Mr. Linehan, with mismanagement. 

The CHAIRMAN. — We will allow you to proceed. 

Mr. LAms. — The Trustees have but little to add to the 
testimony which has been offered at these hearings. We 
welcome inquiry into our methods and results. The House 
of Reformation is open to all persons who take any interest 
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in such institutions, and at the office, also, we are glad to see 
visitors, to explain our plans and to receive advice and 
criticism. 

. In considering how good the present condition of the 
House of Reformation is, the condition which existed when 
the Trustees were appointed ought to be fully realized. The 
House of Reformation had then been on Rainsford’s Island 
for two years, and yet all of the improvements mentioned 
below still remained to be undertaken. ‘The Trustees fully 
realize the importance of still further changes, many of 
which, however, cannot be carried out in the present 
building. 

Many improvements have been introduced since the Trus- 
. tees were first appointed in June, 1897, and a good share of 
these since the present Superintendent entered on his duties 
early in January. These improvements touch the boys in 
all the relations of life. Their food is of better quality and 
their dining-room more attractive. Their clothing is of better 
material and is changed more often. ‘Their bathing arrange- 
ments are now very good. In place of a few bath-tubs, which 
made frequent bathing of so many boys almost impossible, we 
have now shower baths in which the temperature of the water 
can be regulated. Formerly the boys kept their clothing in the 
school-room, there being no other place, and also their valu- 
ables of all kinds, such as would not go into their pockets, 
in their desks, where these articles were not always secure 
from pilfering neighbors. Now all the boys have lockers, 
secure, yet well ventilated, each with an individual key. 

Alderman Day. — Mr. Chairman, I move that Mr. Lamb 
be invited to submit that brief to the committee. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. LAms. — Mr. Chairman, I accede very willingly, on 
condition that it become a part of the printed matter. 

Alderman Day.— Mr, Chairman, I don’t wish to crowd 
the Trustees at all. That can be submitted as part of the 
printed matter and appear in the report. 

Mr. LAms. —I am willing that that should be done, cer- 
tainly. (The balance of the statement, as submitted, is as 
follows :) 

Each boy has his own towel, the roller towels having been 
given up, and his tooth-brush, which he is taught to use 
regularly. In summer the boys get into the ocean and are 
taught to swim if necessary. 

A merit system has been introduced, the description of 
which is before the committee, by which each boy may work 
his way out of the school by good behavior, while, on the 
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other hand, no boys are released on any other grounds except 
for sickness. 

More recently the grade system has been introduced and 
has been found to be a powerful incentive to better behavior, 
inasmuch as the upper grades have more privileges in the 
way of play hours, etc. 

The military system, of which a good beginning has been 
made, proves to have a beneficial effect on the boys’ bearing 
and behavior. 

We consider it a great improvement that a matron has 
taken the place of a master in charge of the dormitories and 
dining-room, and still more that a matron has been placed in 
charge of the little boys who are now occupying the white 
building on the point. 

Appropriations having been granted lately for moving the 
fire-escapes from Marcella street, and an electric plant from 
Long Island, both of these improvements increasing the safety 
of the boys are in process of construction. 

Other improvements are a proper system of plumbing, new 
sanitaries, and an extra boiler. Officers’ quarters have been 
improved. | 

The schools have been entirely transformed. The Trustees 
found fifty to sixty boys in a room, with the rattan in daily 
use in the hand of the teacher. The school methods, books 
and furnishings were quite out of date. The boys had only 
from three to four hours’ schooling a day. Now the classes 
have been subdivided, the situation as to teaching being 
difficult in many ways, so as to have from twenty-five to 
thirty in a room, and three new school-rooms have been built. 
In place of the three men formerly employed, there are now 
five women teachers, who held certificates of the same grade 
as those required for the Boston public school service. The 
school sessions have been iricreased to five hours. The 
newest and best text-books and school furnishings, including 
apparatus for the elementary teaching of science and nature 
work, have been provided. 

The sloyd wood-work has been enlarged, and mechanical 
drawing has been introduced. ‘The boys also assist a carpen- 
ter in all sorts of repairs. They have been encouraged to 
make collections of various kinds for their nature work in 
their play hours. 

The schools now compare favorably with average schools. 
The teachers are not allowed to do any punishing without 
reporting to the Superintendent. Corporal punishment is only 
inflicted in the presence of the Superintendent, and must 
then be reported to the Trustees. The teachers have been 
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encouraged to observe and stimulate individual tastes in 
the boys, and to influence them to do original work. They 
give two evenings a week to the boys. The boys have been 
provided with a reading-room, magazines and books from the 
Public Library. The teachers have been requested to meet 
the parents of the boys,as far as possible, to form friendly 
relationships with them. 

_An exhibition of the boys’ school work was on the tables 
of the reading-room on the first day of the investigation at 
the Island. We hope the committee examined it, as we con- 
sider it remarkable, considering how short a time the boys 
have been expected to do good work. 

A vacation school, which .provided courses in sloyd, draw- 
ing, physics, chemistry and nature study under special. teach- 
ers, was instituted last summer. 

Beside their school, the boys learn much in other ways, — 
in printing, shoemaking, housework, farmwork, and to these 
may be added games, athletics and drill, and it is the plan to 
have over all these departments a teacher, not simply an 
overseer or watchman. As an important improvement in the 
farm department may be mentioned the addition of several 
cows, to be milked and cared for by the boys under the 
farmer. | . 

Many more evening entertainments for the boys have been 
given of late, the boys themselves being encouraged to take 
part in them. The boys are not sent to bed so early as 
formerly, and the teachers are with them in the evening to 
stimulate them to read and study. Through the changes 
occurring in connection with the additional school-rooms, 
reading-rooms have been arranged with tables for books and 
papers so that the boys no longer have to sit at their desks 
all the evening. 

The present Superintendent is fully in sympathy with the 
Trustees in all these improvements, many of which he has 
suggested or developed. A graduate of Brown University, 
he had been for a year Assistant Superintendent at Thomp- 
son’s Island, Boston Harbor, and subsequently at the head of 
a part of the public school system of New Britain, Conn. 
Every week strengthens the favorable opinion which the 
Trustees hold of his character and ability, and of his humane 
and inteligent methods of dealing with the boys. He is 
endeavoring to diminish the amount of corporal punishment, 
or to entirely abolish it, and to substitute for it systems of 
grading and rewards for good behavior; already since he 
took charge the amount of corporal punishment has decreased. 
The ‘Trustees heartily support his ideas on this subject. 
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As may well be imagined, it is no easy task to find teach- 
ers and officers of the requisite temperament, experience and 
character to influence these boys, the hardest to manage in 
the city, in the best way. We aim to have such as will 
inspire the boys with interest and enthusiasm in their study, 
work or play, whichever they mfay be engaged in; such as 
will have sympathy with boy life which will enable them to 
lead rather than to drive the boys. Almost all of these 
officers and teachers have been before your committee, and 
you can judge much by their appearance and manner. ‘Their 
testimony has run counter to that of eleven out of twelve 
boys who came before the committee, but we must not forget 
that there are over one hundred more not heard from, nor 
that one of the twelve selected by the committee said he had 
nothing to complain of. And, after all, it is rather a ‘severe 
temptation to a boy to have a chance to say anything he 
wishes in criticism of a teacher. In any school where such 
an experiment were tried there can be but little doubt as to 
the result. In fact, however, the testimony was controverted 
at every point. 

In conclusion, the Trustees wish to express the hope that 
the members of the City Council will continue to visit Rains- 
ford Island and to take an interest in the school there. 
They wish to urge the need of a general public interest and 
support if the children’s institutions are to become a credit 
to the city of Boston. The present Institution at Rains- 
ford Island is defective in many ways that can never be 
remedied. ‘The Trustees have provided a progressive Super- 
intendent. We ask the city of Boston to look to it that 
some appropriation in the near future supples for the boys a 
proper set of buildings on the cottage plan, and otherwise 
fitted for its purposes. 

Mr. Linrn an. —I will now call Mr. Anthony, Mr. Chair- 
man. ; 

Mr. LAMB. — Do I understand, Mr. Chairman, that there 
is a certain length of time to be allowed for witnesses? If 
so, Will you state what it is? 

Mr. LINEHAN. — Forty minutes now. That is what we 
gave the Trustees. 


SUPERINTENDENT JOHN C. ANTHONY. — Recalled. 


Q. (By Mr. Linenan.) Mr. Anthony, I would like to 
ask you if you punished a boy by the name of Bannen lately ? 
A. Ihave.

A. Just as soon as the baker got down and got to work, 
in the old brick oven. That oven, however, was found in- 
capable of baking bread.

To the City Council: 


I transmit herewith the majority and minority reports made 
to me by a Commission of four members, consisting of Hon. 
William F. Wharton, chairman, Osborne Howes, Herbert D. 
Jaques and Neil McNeil, appointed at the beginning of this 
year to examine into the organization, administration, system 
and methods of the Building Department, and I recommend 
that they be printed as a city document. 

This Commission was made up from names submitted to 
me by the Boston Real Estate Exchange, the Boston Society 
of Architects, the Master Builders’ Association and the Bos- 
ton Board of Fire Underwriters, and I transmit herewith a 
copy of the letter addressed by me to the secretaries of these 
bodies, inviting them to submit names for this purpose. The 
Board of Apportionment provided by transfer the sum of 
$2,000 to meet the expense of this Commission. 

I have not yet had an opportunity to give sufficiently 
mature consideration to the recommendations contained in 
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these reports to form an opinion as to what, if any, action is 
required either on the part of the Executive or of the City 
Council, but I deem it proper to make these reports public 
at once.

DEAR SiR, —I desire to invite your body to join in the 
organization of a Commission of four persons to examine into 
the organization, administration, system and methods of the 
Building Department, with the purpose of ascertaining 
whether deficiencies exist in it which should be remedied, and 
whether its service can be in any manner improved or per- 
fected, whether by changes in the laws or ordinances or with- 
out such changes. I propose to form this Commission by 
inviting the Real Estate Exchange to recommend to me three 
lawyers, the Boston Society of Architects to recommend 
three architects, the Master Builders’ Association to recom- 
mend three builders, and the Board of Fire Underwriters 
three underwriters, from each of which lists of three I will 
select one name, so that the Commission will consist of a 
lawyer, an architect, a builder and an underwriter. 

This method of forming the proposed Commission is similar 
to that now established by the law governing the appoint- 
ment of the Art Commission, so far as the selection by the 
Mayor of one of three names submitted by an organization is 
concerned. 

Will you please inform me, when the matter can be con- 
veniently acted upon, whether your body is willing to join in 
the formation of a Commission of this character in the 
manner proposed ?

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REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON THE BUILD- 
ING DEPARTMENT OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Boston, June-1, 1899. 
Hon. JostAH QUINCY, 


Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr, —In comphance with your request of February 6th 
of the present year, that the Commission should examine 
into the organization, administration, system and methods of 
the Building Department, with the purpose of ascertaining 
whether deficiencies exist in it which should be. remedied, 
and whether its service could be in any manner improved or 
perfected by changes in the laws or ordinances, or without 
such changes, we beg to say that we have examined into the 
above matters and herewith respectfully submit our report 
thereon. 

Although we are aware that Your Honor is thoroughly 
familiar with the organization of the Building Department, we 
will state at length its present organization in order to make 
clearer the suggestions and recommendations which we shall 
present hereafter. 


PRESENT ORGANIZATION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The Building Department consists of fifty-four persons in 
all, namely : 

One Building Commissioner, who must by law be an archi- 
tect, builder or civil engineer. He is appointed by the 
Mayor and confirmed by the Board of Aldermen, and holds 
his office for three years, or until his successor shall be ap- 
pointed and confirmed, but may be removed by the Mayor 
for malfeasance, incapacity or neglect of duty. His salary 
at the present time is $4,625. (Sts. 1892, c. 419, sect. 2; 
1895, c. 449, sect. 24.) 

Such number of building inspectors and civil engineers as 
the City Council may from time to time by ordinance deter- 
mine. ‘They shall be appointed by the Building Commissioner, 
with the approval of the Mayor, and shall hold office during 
good behavior. ‘They may be removed by the Building Com- 
misioner, with the approval of the Mayor, for malfeasance, 
incapacity or neglect of duty. ‘Their salaries at the present 
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time range from $2,500 to $1,205. (Sts. 1892, c. 419, sect. 
3; 1895, c. 449, sect. 24.) The number of building inspect- 
ors is fixed by ordinance at present at twenty-four. (Rey. 
Ord., c. 8, page 29.) Of the twenty-four thus authorized 
only twenty-one have been appointed. ‘This is due to the 
fact that the appropriations made by the City Council for the 
department are not sufficient to pay for the full number of 
building inspectors, if the present rates of salary in the 
department are maintained. There are no civil engineers 
belonging to the department, the City Council having failed 
to provide therefor. This omission seems unaccountable, 
particularly in view of the fact that St. 1892, c. 449, sect. 10 
provides that it shall be the duty of the engineers of the 
department, upon the request of the Building Commissioner 
or of the board of appeal, ‘‘to make all necessary computa- 
tions as to the strength of materials and to furnish expert 
assistance with regard to the mode of construction of any 
building subject to the provisions of this act.” 

One clerk, appointed by the Building Commissioner, with 
the approval of the Mayor; to hold office during good be- 
havior. He may be removed by the Building Commissioner, 
with the approval of the Mayor, for malfeasance, incapacity 
or neglect of duty. His salary is at present $2,500. (St. 
1892, c. 419, sect. 3.) 

Ten inspectors of plumbing, who are appointed by the 
Building Commissioner. ‘They are required to be practical 
plumbers of at least five years’ continued practical experience, 
either as masters or as journeymen, during the years next 
preceding the date of appointment. They hold office until 
removed by the Building Commissioner for cause, which must 
be shown. Before appointment they are subjected to an 
examination by the Civil Service Commission, and their com- 
pensation is determined by the Building Commissioner, sub- 
ject to the approval of the City Council. The number of 
inspectors of plumbing is determined by the Building Com- 
missioner. ‘Their salaries at the present time range from 
$1,760 to $1,205. (St. 1894, c. 455, sec. 5.) 

Eight inspectors of gasfitting, who are appointed by the 
Building Commissioner. ‘They are required to be practical 
gasfitters of at least five years continued practical experience, 
and before appointment are subjected to an examination by 
the Civil Service Commission. Their compensation is deter- 
mined by the Building Commissioner, subject to the approval 
of the Mayor, and they hold office until removed by the 
Building Commissioner, with the approval of the Mayor, for 
malfeasance, incapacity or neglect of duty. The number of 
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inspectors of gasfitting is determined from time to time by 
the board of examiners, which board consists of the Building 
Commissioner, the chairman of the board of health anda 
third person to be chosen by the board of health, who shall 
be a practical gasfitter of at least five years continued practi- 
cal experience during the years next preceding the date of 
appointment. ‘Their salaries at the present time range from 
$1,205 to $1,020. Ost. 1897, c. 265, sects. 3 and 5.) 

Besides the above officers there are seven clerks in addi- 
tion to the clerk of the department, so called, with salaries 
ranging from $1,760 to $715; 

One draughtsman, with a salary of $1,295 ; 

One stenographer and typewriter, with a salary of $715 ; 

Three constables and messengers, with salaries ranging 
from $1,890 to $926 ; 

And ene messenger to the commissioner, with a salary of 
$715. 

All the officers and employees of the Building Department 
are by law appointed subject to the civil service law with the 
exception of the Building Commissioner. 


BUILDING COMMISSIONER. 
Powers, Duties, Qualifications, ete. 


The Building Commissioner is the chief officer of the build- — 
ing department. His duties are prescribed by statute and 
ordinance, and are varied, important and responsible. He 
appoints the building inspectors, subject to the approval of 
the Mayor, and he has sole power of appointment of the in- 
spectors of plumbing and the inspectors of gasfitting. He is 
required to keep a record of the business of his department, 
and to submit to the City Council a yearly report of such 
business ; to ascertain all facts and make all returns required 
by law relative to steam boilers, and enter upon the premises 
where any fire has occurred in order to investigate the origin 
thereof. He or his inspectors are required to examine all 
buildings reported dangerous or damaged by fire or accident, 
and to make a record of such examinations, giving certain 
particulars prescribed by law. His inspectors are required 
to attend all fires occurring in the districts to which they are 
assigned, and to report to the chief or assistant engineer of 
the fire department, and to present all information they 
have relative to the construction and condition of the 
premises on fire and of adjoining buildings. 

He may require plans and specifications of any proposed 
erections or alterations of buildings to be filed with him, 
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and is directed to grant permits for such erections or altera- 
tions whenever in conformity with the requirements of the 
building laws of the city. He or his inspectors are required 
to examine all buildings in the course of erection or altera- 
tion as often as practicable, and to make a record of all viola- 
tions of the building laws of the city of Boston; to examine 
all buildings for which applications are made for permits to 
raise, enlarge, alter, build or to tear down, and to make a record 
of such examinations, and to keep such records open to the 
inspection of the engineers of the fire department and other 
persons. He is forbidden to give a permit for the erection 
of any building until he has. carefully inspected the plans 
and specifications thereof, ascertained that the building has suf- 
ficient strength and that the means of ingress and egress are 
sufficient, and no building is to be erected or altered, and no 
building damaged by fire or other casualty is to be repaired 
or restored to its former condition, and no work which im- 
pairs the strength or increases the fire risk of any wall, 
structure or building is to be done except upon his permit 
and in conformity with the provisions of the building laws of 
the city of Boston. (St. 1892, c. 419, sects. 4, 6-9, 11, and 
sect. 15, as amended by St. 1894, c. 443, sect. 38.) He has 
the power to determine what are sufficient and satisfactory 
means-of egress in case of fire for certain buildings. (Sts. 
1892, c. 419, sect. 81; 1895, cc.-3814, 449, sect. 24.) He is, 
moreover ea officio a member of the board of examiners 
of plumbers and of gasfitters. (Sts. 1894, c. 455, sect. 3; 
1897, c. 265, sect. 8.) 

This is a very general statement of the duties of the 
Building Commissioner and of the Building Inspectors. A 
glance at the Building Laws of the city of Boston will reveal 
a multitude of other matters, large and small, but all impor- 
tant for the safety and health of the public, which are passed 
upon by the Building Commissioner in fulfilling the duties 
incumbent upon him. The recital at length of all the sub- 
jects upon which the Commissioner is likely to be called 
upon to pass judgment under the different provisions of law 
would unnecessarily prolong this report. It is believed that 
the general statement made above will amply serve the pur- 
pose of emphasizing the importance and responsibility of the 
work laid out for him and the inspectors to perform. 

The law at present provides that the Building Commis- 
sioner shall be either an architect, a builder, or a civil eh- 
gineer. (Stat. 1892, chap. 419, sect. 2.) We believe that a 
necessary qualification of the Building Commissioner is tech- 
nical education combined with experience in the construction 
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of buildings, and we therefore recommend that the law pre- 
scribing the qualifications of the Building Commissioner be 
changed so that he shall be required to possess such qualifi- 
cations in addition to those already prescribed. 

It is not necessary for us to dwell at length upon the other 
qualifications of an officer who is to occupy the responsible 
position to which are attached the duties above outlined. 
The appointing power must determine in each case whether 
the person to be appointed is properly equipped beyond the 
statutory requirements. It will occur to everybody that he 
should be an active, energetic man, with good common sense 
and sound judgment, capable of passing upon the questions 
submitted to him in a fair and judicial spirit without respect 
of persons or position, and of enforcing his decisions with 
impartiality; that he should be thoroughly in sympathy with 
the method of selecting his subordinates from those who have 
passed a competitive civil service examination; that he 
should be endowed with executive capacity of a high order, 
and be possessed of the ability to direct and control men. 

An important duty which the Building Commissioner has 
to perform is the selection of his subordinates. Upon these 
depends in the largest measure the efficiency of the work of 
the department. The present Building Commissioner was 
appointed to the position in November, 1877. The method 
pursued by him in the selection of the building inspectors is 
shown below in the analysis of the manner in which the 
present building inspectors have been selected. Eight are 
veterans of the War of the Rebellion, who were in office in 
1884, when the civil service rules became applicable to the 
department. They have been subjected to no examination 
except such as the appointing power chose to give them 
previous to appointment. Of these eight, six have been 
appointed by the present commissioner, and two were in 
office at the time when he was appointed to the head of the 
department. His responsibility as to these last is not 
perhaps so direct as in the cases of his own appointments, 
though if they are incompetent from age or other cause, he 
should be justly held accountable for their retention in office. 
Certainly he must be held directly responsible for all the 
building inspectors appointed by him, and, of the twenty- 
one now in office, nineteen are his appointees. Eight of these, 
beside the six mentioned above, bave been appointed by him 
from time to time since the civil service law applied to the 
department, and are all veterans who have passed no civil 
service examination. Three are veterans who have passed 
the civil service examination, and two only have been 
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appointed after a competitive civil service examination. As 
late as July, 1894, at the time when the offices of inspectors 
of plumbing were created (stat. 1894, chap. 455), when the 
best public opinion had recognized the great advantages of 
the civil service law, and all heads of departments should 
have been fully impressed with a realization of the protection 
it afforded to them and to their departments, as well as to 
the public, three of the then building inspectors, viz.: 
Matthew Walsh, Michael H. Hartnett and William B. 
Bothamly, who theretofore held appointments as inspectors 
of plumbing in the Building Department, which they had 
received without any examination, were transferred without 
examination to the position of Inspectors of Plumbing (stat. 
1894, c. 455, sect. 10), creating three vacancies in the 
positions of building inspectors. The Building Commis- 
sioner, under the new law regulating the inspection of 
plumbing placed in office as Inspectors of Plumbing three 
men who, as veterans, had never passed a civil service 
examination to test their competency to properly perform 
their duties. Again, 1896, Richard Lynch was transferred 
from the Water Department of the city of Boston to the 
Building Department without examination, and immediately 
thereafter was transferred to the position of inspector of 
plumbing without examination, thus making the fourth 
inspector of plumbing appointed without examination, and 
creating another vacancy among the Building Inspectors. 
These four vacancies were eventually filled by the appoint- 
ment in 18965 of three veterans without examination (George 
S. Follansbee, September 1, 1895; Charles N. Norwood, 
November 1, 1895 and Frederick C. Floyd, December 1, 
1895) and by the appointment of one person who had passed 
a competitive examination held by the Civil Service Com- 
mission (John Curry, July 1, 1895). All these appoint- 
ments were made, it should be observed, at a time when 
without any question the choice of veterans without exami- 
nation was entirely within the discretion of the appointing 
power. 

In our opinion the practice of selecting inspectors from 
men who had passed no civil service or other examination, 
many of whom were well advanced in years at the time of 
their appointment, shows a failure to appreciate the manifest 
needs of the department. Ifsuch selections were excusable 
on the ground of ignorance in the early part of an adminis- 
tration, they became, in the face of ample opportunity through 
long experience of acquiring full knowledge of the duties 
and responsibilities of these subordinates, highly reprehensi- 
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ble, and must have impaired the efficiency of the service of 
the department, and deprived the public of that protection 
which it had reason to expect under the laws of the Com- 
monwealth. | 


BUILDING INSPECTORS. 


The building inspectors are divided into four divisions : 

1. Plan Division. One supervisor of plans. 

2. Egress Division. One supervisor and two inspectors 
of egress. 

3. Construction Division. One supervisor and thirteen 
inspectors of construction. 

4, Elevator and Boiler Division. Three inspectors of 
elevators and boilers. 

Of the twenty-one building inspectors now in the depart- 
ment eight were in the office before the civil service rules were 
extended so as to cover the positions of inspectors, viz. : 
Michael W. Fitzsimmons, Levi W. Shaw, James J. Barry, 
Hartford Davenport, George W. Griffin, Nahum M. Morri- 
son, Abraham T. Rogers, Patrick H. Costello. 

One, Richard Lynch, was transferred in 1896 from the 
Water Department to the Building Department, without 
examination, under stat. 1895, chap. 449, sect. 27. 

One, George McDonnell, was transferred from the City 
Architect’s Department in 1889, originally appointed as a 
veteran, without examination. 

Two, John B. Fitzpatrick and J. Homer Edgerly, were 
appointed in 1891 as veterans, without examination. 

Three, George 8. Follansbee, Charles N. Norwood and 
Frederic C. Floyd, were appointed in 1895 as veterans, with- 
out examination. 

One, Patrick F. Shevlin, was appointed in 1896 as a vet- 
eran, without examination. 

One, Thomas- J. Lavery, was appointed in 1897 as a vet 
eran, without examination. 

Three, John Curry, 1895; William F. Murphy, 1896, and 
Edwin D. Kelly, 1897, were appointed through competitive 
examination. 

Two, Cornelius J. Regan and Thomas M. Hinchey, were 
appointed from veterans examined and placed at the head of 
the list, under the veteran law of 1897. 

So it appears that the force of building inspectors, who 
hold perhaps the most important and responsible positions in 
the department, is made up as follows: 
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Men who have passed no examination whatever.

The eight unexamined veterans have been appointed 
since 1889, that is, within the last ten years, and five of 
them during and since 1895. 

The supervisors of the egress and construction divisions, 
who are chiefs of their respective divisions, both were in 
office before the civil service rules were extended to cover 
the position of inspectors. 

It is needless to say that the work to be performed by 
these inspectors of construction is of the greatest importance 
to the public. ‘The enforcement of the building laws of the 
city depends largely upon their competency and industry. 
The performance of the duties which devolve upon them 
calls for more than the ordinary knowledge of a good 
mechanic. It requires as well some of the technical knowl- 
edge and training of an architect or engineer. It is not 
enough that an inspector should be a good carpenter or 
bricklayer. He must be both, and something more besides. 
With the possible exception of those who have been appointed 
after a competitive examination conducted by the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, the public have no assurance that the 
present inspectors have the necessary qualifications. We 
appreciate entirely that practical knowledge on the part of 
these officers, knowledge of the tricks of the trade, so to 
speak, is most useful, and in this view it has been suggested ~ 
that the best equipped to do the work of inspectors are prac- 
tical men, carpenters, masons, etc. We believe, however, 
that the men who are possessed of technical knowledge can 
soon acquire the necessary practical knowledge, and after a 
few years of experience will make infinitely the most valu- 
able inspectors. A carpenter may be entirely conversant 
with the part of the construction which he has to build, and 
the mason with that portion which he has to erect, but 
neither the carpenter nor the mason may be competent to 
pass upon the construction of that portion of a building 
which is outside of his particular trade. Modern methods 
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of constructing first-class buildings vary so greatly from 
earlier methods that at the present time a building inspector, 
so far as possible, should be familar with all matters pertain- 
ing to construction. 

The existing law makes no provisions for the qualifica- 
tions of these building inspectors. 

We recommend that a change in the law be made, provid- 
ing that they shall be possessed of an elementary technical 
education, together with a knowledge of the practical details 
of building, all of which should be ascertained by civil ser- 
vice competitive examination. In such case the Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioners should be informed of the class of 
examination to which apphcants for those positions would be 
subjected, and should examine them to ascertain their tech- 
nical knowledge and fitness as well as their practical exper- 
ience. Such applicants are now examined only to ascertain 
their mechanical knowledge and practical experience. While 
under the existing law it may be now within the control of 
the appointing power to require proof of such technical 
knowledge before an appointment is made, still it is advis- 
able that the qualifications required be defined by statute. 

We believe that there are many young men graduating 
from the different technical schools who, if it were under- 
stood that technical qualifications were required for the 
positions of such inspectors, would gladly take the ex- 
amination prescribed by the Civil Service Commissioners 
with the prospect, after a few years of experience in actual 
construction, of being appointed to those positions and of 
obtaining salaries ranging from $1,200 to $2,000 a year. 

According to the statement of the Building Commissioner, 
the city is divided into thirteen districts, to each of which 
is assigned one building inspector from the construction 
division. 

The districts and the assignments at the present time are 
as follows: 


Wards | and 2, a district — Davenport. 
Wards 3, 4 and 5, a district — Morrison. 
Wards 6 and 8, a district — Griffin. 

Wards 7 and 9, a district — Norwood. 
Wards 10 and 11, a district — Curry. 
Wards 12 and 16, a district — Kelley. 
Wards 13, 14 and 15, a district — Murphy. 
Wards 17 and 18, a district — Follansbee. 
Wards 19 and 21, a district — Regan. 
Ward 20, a district — McDonnell. 
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Wards 22 and 23, a district — Fitzpatrick. 
Ward 24, a district — Rogers. 
Ward 25, a district — Hinchey. 


The three inspectors assigned to the egress division have 
to cover the whole city, and the same is true of the three 
inspectors assigned to the elevator and boiler division. 
There is but one inspector assigned to the so-called plan 
division. 

By the report of the Building Commissioner for the year 
ending January 31, 1899, there were 4,427 permits granted 
for construction and alterations, as follows : 

First and second class buildings, 529. 

Third class buildings, 1,409. 

Alterations, 2,489. 7 

The granting of these permits involved, according to the 
same report, 36,680 examinations— construction, 25,466 ; 
alterations, 11,214. This does not include special examina- 
tions, numbering 425, and the examinations for fire and 
accidents, numbering 1,947, which come within the duties 
to be performed by the building inspectors assigned to the 
construction division. That is, each of the thirteen inspec- 
tors above named, with the supervisor of the construction 
division added, making fourteen in all, made, if the work of 
examination were equally divided among them, say 2,620 
examinations during the year, or more than eight examina- 
tions a day. Of course, the work was not equally divided, 
and some of the inspectors must have made more and some 
less than the above number of examinations a day. 

The present building inspectors, with few exceptions, in- 
form us that it is impossible for them to find the time to do 
their work of inspection thoroughly in their respective dis- 
tricts, and in most instances the opinion prevails among them 
that at least two men should be assigned to each district, as 
at present constituted, and that the time of two men would 
be fully occupied in attending to the demands of a district. 
It is evident that there are periods of time in the construction 
of a building when the inspector should be present the whole 
time while certain work is progressing, in order to prevent 
the doing and covering up of improper work. If an inspector 
devotes so much time to any one building, he necessarily 
neglects others. 

The expediency of requiring so many examinations per day 
as are made at present, even from younger men of technical 
education and practical experience combined, is more than 
doubtful. However this may be, with few exceptions it is 
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not possible to obtain satisfactory inspection with the force 
of inspectors as at present constituted. 

We are of the opinion, assuming that building inspectors 
with the qualifications which we recommend are procured, 
that, in order to properly carry out the objects sought to be 
attained by the department and the building laws, the num- 
ber of building inspectors should be increased to at least 
thirty, and the inspectors detailed as the business of the city 
requires, in the discretion of the Building Commissioner. 

By the same report of the Building Commissioner, it appears 
that 5,412 examinations were made of plans. This means 
that 5,412 sets of plans have been examined by one man in the 
course of the year, or on an average, more than seventeen 
sets of plans a day, many of which are of large and elaborate 
buildings. To accomplish this satisfactorily would seem to be 
a physical impossibility for any man, however capable he 
might be. The force in the so-called plan division should be 
increased in order to insure more thorough examinations. 

During the year, from February 1, 1898, to January 31, 
1899, there were 1,032 permits for setting boilers and engines, 
etc., involving 1,326 examinations by the so-called elevator 
and boiler division, which consists of three men, including 
the supervisor. ‘This division also has charge of the inspec- 
tion of elevators, of which there were during the year 3,040 
examinations. Including the latter, each of the inspectors of 
the division made, on an average, 1,405 examinations a year, 
or about four a day. ‘This does not appear too exacting. 

During the year, from February 1, 1898, to January 31, 
1899, there were 5,232 permits for plumbing, involving 19,894 
examinations of plumbing work. ‘These examinations were 
conducted by the inspectors of plumbing, who were ten in 
number, including the supervisor. ‘This gives an average of 
about 1,989 examinations a year for each man, which is a 
little more than an average of six examinations a day. If 
the number of examinations increases there will be need 
of a corresponding increase in the number of inspectors of 
plumbing. 

There were since February 1, 1898, to January 31, 1899, 
15,558 permits for gasfitting, involving 15,523 examinations. 
These examinations were conducted by eight inspectors of 
gasfitting, including the supervisor. ‘This gives an average 
of about 1,940 examinations a year for each man, or an aver- 
age of six aday. If the number of examinations increases, 
there will be also need of an increase in the number of in- 
spectors of gasfitting. 
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DEPUTY COMMISSIONERS. 


We recommend that at least two deputy commissioners be 
provided for by law, all of whom should be required to 
possess the qualifications of thorough technical training and 
wide practical experience in the construction of buildings. 
One of them should be a civil engineer. They should be 
appointed by the Building Commissioner, subject to the ap- 
provalof the Mayor. Each such deputy commissioner should 
have charge of a special department of the work, which 
should be assigned to him by the Building Commissioner. 
They should have full control of their respective depart- 
ments, subject only to the direction of the Building Commis- 
sioner. ‘To them should be referred by the members of the 
several departments of which they have charge all questions 
relating to the work of the department. 

The object of this suggestion is to prevent the subordinate 
officers from having recourse in every case directly to the 
Building Commissioner, and thus to save the time of the com- 
missioner, which otherwise might be too greatly occupied in 
dealing with details. It should be understood that all ques- 
tions arising in the administration of the different depart- 
ments should be referred by subordinates to the deputy 
commissioner in charge of that department. If the question 
so referred was one of unusual difficulty the deputy commis- 
sioner could, in his discretion, have recourse to the Building 
Commissioner. Anattempt to organize the department in 
this way has apparently been made by the present Building 
Commissioner by placing so-called supervisors over the 
several divisions. This, however, in our opinion, cannot 
work satisfactorily, because the supervisors, not being officers 
created by law, do not have sufficient authority, and the sub- 
ordinates in the several divisions, as a matter of fact, have 
-recourse in every case of doubt directly to the Building 
Commissioner. Hence, the commissioner has to pass upona 
multitude of questions which are of small importance, and 
which for the good of the service could be better decided by 
a subordinate officer. 


ATTENDANCE OF INSPECTORS OF BUILDINGS AT FIREs. 


As stated above, the law now provides that the inspectors 
of buildings shall attend all fires occurring in the district to 
which they are respectively assigned, and that they shall re- 
port to the chief or assistant engineer of the Fire Department, 
and present all information they have relative to the con- 
struction and condition of the premises on fire and of adjoin- 
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ing buildings. (St. 1892, c. 419, sect. 9). The law would 
require an inspector to answer false alarms, and to be ready 
to respond at all hours of the night as well as the day. The 
proper performance of this duty would be very arduous, and 
would necessarily involve the expenditure of much time, and 
where fires were numerous the inspector would necessarily 
be taken away frequently from the performance of his duties. 
In practice, the observance of this law is hardly possible. 
We recommend that this provision of law be repealed, be- 
cause, as a matter of fact, the Fire Department is better in- 
formed of the condition of each building of importance in 
the city, as it affects that department, than are the inspectors 
of buildings, and the inspectors of buildings rarely furnish 
any information to the officers of the Fire Department which 
materially aids them in their work at a fire. 


SALARIES. 


Except in the case of the Building Commissioner, we see 
no reason to recommend any change in the salaries now paid 
to the different members of the department. ‘The salary of 
the Building Commissioner should be increased to such a 
sum that men of high ability could afford to take the position 
without a serious sacrifice of income. If our recommendation 
that deputy commissioners be created by law should be 
adopted, the question of their salary would be a matter 
of much importance. The qualifications which we recom- 
mend for such officers would demand adequate compensation, 
approaching nearer in proportion to that now given to the 
Building Commissioner than to the salaries of the building 
inspectors. If the salary of the Building Commissioner be 
maintained at $4,625, as at present, that of each deputy 
commissioner should be at least $8,000 or $3,500. 

In connection with the question of salaries, we deem it 
advisable that provision should be made to pay the travelling 
expenses of certain officers of the department. The building 
inspectors, for instance, are obliged to be constantly on the 
move, and it is often important that they should be able to 
get from one point of inspection to anotherrapidly. In other 
words, the more ground they can cover in a day, the more 
advantageous it is for the interests of the city. They should 
not be obliged to hesitate about taking the quickest method 
of conveyance for fear of spending money out of their own 
pockets, and we strongly recommend, although this is a com- 
paratively small matter, that proper provision should be made 
in regard to travelling expenses. 
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TRANSFER OF THE INSPECTORS OF PLUMBING AND GAS— 
FITTING TO THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


We recommend that the law be so changed that the 
inspectors of plumbing, who are now appointed by and are 
under the control of the Building Commissioner, should be 
appointed by the Board of Health and placed under the con- 
trol of that board; that all the powers exercised under the 
present law by the Building Commissioner in regard to licens- 
ing plumbers and in regard to the enforcement of the laws 
regulating the construction, inspection, etc., of plumbing, 
plumbing fixtures, etc., be exercised in future by the board 
of health. There seems no reason why, if it is thought 
desirable, the Building Commissioner should not continue to 
be one of the board of examiners of plumbers. In this con- 
nection it is to be observed that, under the present law, in 
the cities and towns where a building inspector has not con- 
trol of the enforcement of the regulations regarding plumbing, 
the inspection of plumbing is under the control of the boards 
of health. d 

The object of the inspection of plumbing is primarily to 
protect the public health, and there seems every reason why 
the Board of Health should have full control of all matters 
relating thereto. Moreover, the Board of Health already has 
a system of plumbing inspection, and it would be an-economy 
of power and a saving of money to have all inspection of | 
plumbing made by one set of inspectors. We are informed 
also that the requirements as to the standard of plumbing 
demanded under the law by the Board of Health and by the 
Building Commissioner differ. For instance, the board is of 
the opinion that certain fixtures which are approved by the 
commissioner are injurious to the public health. Thus it 
sometimes happens that work which is accepted by the Build- 
ing Commissioner is rejected when inspected by the Board of 
Health in the exercise of its particular functions. There 
results, therefore, an unnecessary conflict between the two 
departments and needless expense to the property owner. In- 
deed, it is difficult to understand why this double inspection 
was ever authorized. The only reason for it seems: to have 
been that the laws governing the regulation of plumbing 
were included originally in the general building laws. 

We recommend also that the law be so changed that the 
inspectors of gasfitting, who are at present appointed by the 
Building Commissioner, should be appointed by the Board of 
Health, and that al! the functions exercised by the Building 
Commissioner under the present law in regard thereto be 
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transferred to the Board of Health, and that the inspectors be 
placed under the control of that board. 

In this view there seems to be no object of requiring the 
board of examiners to consist of the Building Commissioner, 
the chairman of the Board of Health and a third member, to 
be chosen by the Board of Health, but it would seem sufficient 
that the Board of Health constitute the board of examiners. 

The permits issued under the present law by the Building 
Commissioner should be issued by the Board of Health, and 
that board should see to the enforcement of the provisions of 
the law regulating piping, fitting or repairing of gas-pipes 
and other fixtures and appliances. The present statute regu- 
lating the licensing of gasfitters and the supervision of the 
business of gasfitting in the city of Boston already provides 
that the Board of Health shall from time to time as it deems 
proper, inspect the gas-fixtures and appliances in any build- 
ing, and shall make such requirements relating thereto as it 
deems the public health requires, and the owner of such 
building shall comply with such requirements, and moreover 
all materials used and work performed in gas-piping or fitting 
are subject to such regulations as shall be made by the Board 
of Health. (Stat. 1897, chap. 265, sect. 10.) 

There seems to be no advantage in having two distinct de- 
partments of the city inspect gasfittings, and the same reasons 
which we have given above as governing the placing of in- 
spectors of plumbing under the control of the Board of Health 
apply as well to the transfer of the inspectors of gasfitting to 
the control of that board. 


MEANS OF EGRESS IN CASE OF FIRE. 


Stat. 1892, chap. 419, sect. 81, as amended by Stat. 1895, 
chap. 314 and Stat. 1895, chap. 449, sect. 24, reads as follows: 


‘¢ Section 81. Every building hereafter built, and every build- 
ing occupied by two or more families, or as a tenement, board or 
lodging house, or as a factory or workshop, shall have, with ref- 
erence to its height, condition, construction, surroundings, char- 
acter of occupation, and number of occupants, sufficient means of 
egress in case of fire, satisfactory to said building commissioner.” 


Stat. 1892, chap. 419, sect. 13, as amended by Stats. 1893, 
chap. 464, sect. 1; 1894, chap. 443, sect. 2; 1895, chap. 449, 
sect. 24, provides that any applicant for a permit from the 
Building Commissioner required by this act, whose applica- 
tion has been refused, or any person who has been ordered by 
the Building Commissioner to incur any expense, may, within 
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fifteen days after being notified of such refusal or order, appeal 
from the decision to the board of appeal. 

It is not clear, whether under the provision of law last 
above referred to, there is a right of appeal to the board of 
appeal in the case of an order from the Building Commis- 
sioner to provide means of egress in case of fire by which a 
person is obliged to incur any expense. Upon inquiry of the 
Law Department of the city, we are informed that no appeals 
have been taken from orders of the Building Commissioner 
of this nature, though many such orders have been issued and 
proceedings to enforce those orders have been taken by the 
law department. 

However this may be, there is no provision of law as to 
what the board of appeal should do in the event of such an 
appeal, and there is no provision of law which authorizes that 
board to determine what shall be sufficient means of egress 
in case of fire. As we understand the law, and as the practice 
has been, the Building Commissioner has entire control of the 
means of egress in all buildings belonging to the classes above 
enumerated. We concluded, therefore, in passing upon the 
question of the efficiency of the administration of the Build- 
ing Department, that it was proper for us to examine into the 
condition of some buildings taken at random, in order to de- 
termine whether they were properly supplied with means of 
egress in case of fire. We have not attempted to examine 
all the buildings in the city of Boston to which the above 
law is applicable, because, to do so would greatly delay the 
presentation of this report. We have, therefore, as above 
stated, taken certain buildings as examples of the manner in 
which this portion of the administration of the department 
is conducted. We find that in some of the leading hotels 
and apartment houses the condition of things in this regard 
is very unsatisfactory, and such that if a serious fire should 
occur a great loss of hfe would probably ensue. We find, 
also, that there are many buildings of five or more stories, 
the upper stories of which are occupied by operatives, mostly 
women, in small manufacturing businesses. Some of these 
buildings are absolutely without means of escape in case of 
fire except the ordinary inside stairways, and we urgently 
recommend that immediate steps be taken for a thorough 
examination of all such buildings, and that summary proceed- 
ings be taken wherever necessary to provide for sufficient 
means of egress. 

We have a list in our possession of the buildings examined 
by us, and the exact facts in regard to them, which we are 
ready to submit to Your Honor if requested to do so. 
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The result of our examination has convinced us that the 
present Building Commissioner has not shown a realization of 
the great responsibility that rests upon him under the above 
provisions of law. 

We appreciate entirely the difficulty of the work thrown 
upon him, and also the difficulty of enforcing his orders 
thereunder, but it is apparent that no attempt has been made 
on his part to order proper means of egress to be provided in 
many cases where the most cursory examination would make 
it clear that the means provided are insufficient. 

This whole subject of means of escape in case of fire is of 
such vital importance for the public safety that no effort 
should be spared by any one having responsibility therein to 
see to it that all powers given to him under the law are 
exercised to the fullest extent and with untiring energy. 


ENFORCEMENT OF THE BUILDING LAWS AND OF THE LAW 
RELATING TO EGRESS IN CASE OF FIRE. 


The methods provided by law for the enforcement of the 
provision of the building laws are inadequate. Those meth- 
ods are, by suitable process or decree in equity on the apph- 
cation of the city of Boston, by its attorney (Sts. 1892, chap. 
219, sect. 136; 1893, chap. 170, sect. 1), and by criminal prose- 
cution of the person, charged with a violation of the law, with 
a penalty not exceeding one thousand dollars. (St. 1892, 
chap. 419, sec. 137.) 

We are informed by the Law Department that the latter 
method, by criminal prosecution, is practically useless, as the 
technical difficulties of obtaining conviction are so great that 
successful results are hardly ever attained. The former 
method, by proceeding in equity, involves all the delays inci- 
dent to proceedings in the courts. ‘The practice of the 
building department is, whenever an infraction of the law 
occurs which is not remedied upon its representation, to refer 
the case to the Law Department, and that department proceeds 
to take such steps as it may to secure the enforcement of the 
law. Assuming that the law department proceeds in each 
case as rapidly as possible, and that the force of that depart- 
ment is sufficient to take care of the cases as they are referred 
to it, still, it can be easily appreciated that this manner of 
enforcing the law is anything but summary. Each case has 
to be investigated independently by the law department 
before action is taken. The burden of proof is upon the city 
to show that the building laws have been violated, and the law 
officer has to determine, after careful study of the case, 
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whether, in his opinion, it can be pursued in the courts with 
success. Moreover, when the case is finally taken into the 
courts, it has no precedence over other cases, and has to take 
its chance with the others. Delays may be caused by the 
engagements of counsel for the defendants. All this con- 
sumes much time, and meanwhile the guilty party goes 
unrestrained in a violation of the law. 

We recommend that the law be so changed that authority 
be given to the board of appeal, upon representation of the 
Building Commissioner that a building is being constructed 
or alterations are being made contrary to the provisions of 
the building laws, or that any building is in his estimation 
insufficiently suppled with means of egress in case of fire, 
to issue, after due examination, an order forbidding further 
continuance of the work in question until the requirements 
of the law are complied with, or vacating the building in- 
sufficiently suppled with means of egress in case of fire until 
the same shall have been supplied with the means required. 
In such cases the order could be enforced by the courts, and 
the burden of proof wouid be thrown upon the person violat- 
ing the law to show why the order should not be enforced. 
There is ample precedent for this recommendation. For 
instance, in case the public safety requires immediate action, 
the Building Commissioner may forwith, subject to an appeal 
to the board of appeal, remove a dangerous structure (St. 
1892, c. 419, sect. 87), and, moreover, may order any unsafe 
building to be vacated forthwith, notwithstanding that an 
appeal from such order be pending. So too the Board of 
Health of the city has power summarily to order unfit build- 
ings to be vacated and even removed (Pub. Sts., c. 80, sect. 
24; St. 1897, c. 219) for the preservation of the public 
health. ‘There seems equal reason for giving the summary 
power above recommended to the board of appeal for the 
maintenance of the public safety. 

Indeed, the Board of Health has authority by statute (Pub. 
Sts., c. 80, sect. 24) to forcibly remove the occupants of 
buildings ordered to be vacated who refuse to comply with 
the terms of the order and to close up the premises. 

We see no objection to giving the power to the board of 
appeal, upon the failure to obey such an order as is above 
recommended for a period of ten days, to forcibly prevent 
persons from continuing to construct or alter buildings in 
violation of the building laws, or to forcibly remove the 
occupants of buildings ordered to be vacated for want of 
proper means of egress. In such case the person aggrieved 
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could have recourse to the courts for the determination of 
their rights, if any. 

We believe that the public safety is of equal importance 
with the public health, and that the person charged with 
violating the building laws should have the burden thrown 
upon him of showing that he is acting within the law in the 
one case as well as in the other. The board of appeal would 
be conservative in the exercise of the authority conferred 
upon it as the Board of Health is to-day, and the mere notice 
to the person violating the law of an intention to issue an 
order of prohibition or vacation would, in almost every case, 
have the desired effect, while the public realization that 
violations of the law if persisted in could be summarily dealt 
with would add greatly to the effectiveness of the law. 


GENERAL SUGGESTIONS. 


A capable building commissioner with competent assistants 
would organize his department in an effective manner. The 
details of such organization should, to a large extent, be left 
to the officer in charge. In this connection, however, it is 
proper to suggest changes which could be made in the methods 
existing in the department as now organized. 

Some of the present building inspectors have books, which 
they carry around with them, and in which they enter such 
facts as they in each case deem advisable. These books are 
apparently kept for their own individual information. Some 
of the entries are copied from the application, some from the 
permit, some from the plans relating ‘to the building, and 
some are made as the result of the individual investigation of 
the officers. Some of these books contain full and complete 
entries, while others have only meagre reports. The final 
report of the inspector is made up from the application, plans 
and these notes. ‘There should be a uniform system in this 
regard, and the information relative to each building to be 
examined should be entered in full in these books either by 
the inspector who has to conduct the examination or by some 
clerk in his behalf, so that the inspector should have with 
him in his rounds of inspection all the information in writing, 
so that nothing would be left to his memory in regard to the 
details of the permit or the plans. The several items of the 
required details of the construction should be checked off by 
the inspectors whenever satisfactorily disposed of, so that 
when he comes to make up his final report upon the building 
examined, he may be able to find all the necessary particulars 
in his own note book, against which in every case there 
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would be his own check showing that every detail of the 
work had passed his examination. We do not by this sug- 
gestion intend to lay down an absolute rule to be followed by 
the department, because undoubtedly the Building Commis- 
sioner would be able to devise improved methods of proceed- 
ing in detail, but make this suggestion to indicate how in 
this particular direction we believe improvement could be 
accomplished. 

Moreover, the building inspectors are required to make a 
final report upon each building inspected by them when it is 
finished and found by them to conform in all respects to the 
requirements of the building laws. This report as at present 
required is very full and necessitates a great deal of clerical 
work on the part of the inspectors. The object, as we under- 
stand it, of requiring so full a report is to have the history of 
the building or structure all on one paper so as to be easily 
accessible in case of inquiry. If, however, the permit, the 
plans and a simple report of the inspector that he has ex- 
amined the building or structure, that it corresponds in all 
respects to the plans approved and that it conforms to the 
requirements of the building laws, were kept together and 
filed away for future reference, they would constitute a 
sufficient record of the condition of the building or structure 
for purposes of reference, and much time would thus be 
saved to the inspectors, which they could give to ts more 
important work of inspection. 

There is a rule of the department at present siliioh requires 
all the inspectors to be at the office of the department during 
the hours from 12 M. to 2 P.M. each day. It is stated 
that the object of this rule is that the men may then 
write up their reports, meet the persons who desire to see 
them in regard to buildings which they are inspecting, and 
consult with the Building Commissioner, if they so desire, 
upon questions arising in their work. We believe that this 
enforced attendance at the office during fixed hours causes 
an unnecessary loss of time. Almost all the inspectors have 
to come some distance to the office from their respective dis- 
tricts, and probably with the coming and going fully three 
hours are in this way lost to each of them out of the most 
valuable part of the day. It would seem to be enough if the 
inspectors reported at the office either in the morning or the 
afternoon of each day. If it were found necessary to have 
some person representing the inspectors at the office during 
certain fixed hours of the day that duty could be assigned to 
an officer competent to answer inquiries. 

Many other changes looking to a systematic and unitorm 
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organization of the working of the department could be sug- 
gested, and would undoubtedly occur to the head of the 
department, but we recommend particularly that attention be 
directed to matters above outlined, 

After careful consideration of the. subject, we have con- 
cluded that it is inadvisable for the department to charge a 
fee for any of the services which are rendered by its members 
in the performance of their public duties. For instance, for 
the granting of a permit or for other acts which are per- 
formed under the provisions of the building laws. 

There are, however, services rendered by the Building 
Department to individuals as distinguished from those which 
are rendered to the public. For these former, we are of 
opinion that the department should demand a proper fee. 
For instance, numerous requests for information in regard to 
the construction of a building are made by persons who de- 
sire the information to enable. them to determine whether 
they will take a mortgage of the premises upon which the 
building stands or for some other equally private consider- 
ation. We believe that if authority was given to demand 
proper fees for all such and similar information and for all 
services rendered by the head of the department or by its 
members to individuals for their own private advantage, the 
revenue received therefrom would diminish the yearly ap- 
propriation to be made by the City Council for the depart- 
ment. ‘These fees could be fixed by the Building Commis- 
sioner with the approval of the Mayor. 

It is important to preserve the records of the department, 
and we suggest that a suitable and safe place be provided 
in which they shall be kept, as under the present methods of 
storing them they are exposed to total destruction in case of 
fire. 

We desire to call attention to the misapprehension which 
apparently exists in the minds of many persons as to the 
functions of the building inspectors. These persons seem to 
labor under the belief that the inspectors are created for the 
purpose of inspecting at the public expense the construction 
of their buildings or of their alterations for the protection of 
the owners against dishonest contractors, and they bitterly 
complain because the inspectors do not do the work which 
an architect, for whose services they are unwilling to pay, 
should do. The building inspectors are created for a dis- 
tinctive public purpose, for the enforcement of the building 
laws. ‘Their duties are distinctly public, and it is intended 
that the public should benefit by their work. The law pre- 
scribes that they should see that certain provisions of the 
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law are enforced, and their duty consists in reporting to their 
superior officer such infractions of the law as they observe 
in order that he may take steps against the owner of the 
premises to oblige him to correct a condition of things 
which the law deems dangerous to the public health and 
safety. The object of the existence of the Building Depart- 
ment and of the building inspectors, as constituent parts of 
it, is not to aid the owners of buildings to enforce their con- 
tracts against incompetent or recalcitrant contractors, but to 
oblige the owners themselves to comply with the law. 


SUMMARY. 
We recommend, therefore: 


1.— That the law be amended so as to require that the 
Building Commissioner should be possessed of technical 
education, combined with experience in the construction of 
buildings in addition to the present qualifications that he 
should be either an architect, a builder or a civil engineer. 

(In the main part of our report we have made certain sug- 
gestions as to other qualifications of the Building Commis- 
sioner for the consideration of the pabou e power in the 
selection of a competent person. ) 

2.— That at least two deputy commissioners should be 
provided by law who should have thorough technical train- 
ing and wide practical experience in the construction of 
buildings, and one of whom should be an engineer. ‘That 
they should be appointed by the Building Commissioner, 
subject to the approval of the Mayor. 

That each deputy should have charge of a special depart- 
ment of the work, assigned to him by the Building Com- 
missioner, and that he should have full control of his 
department, subject only to the direction of the Building 
Commissioner. 

That if the salary of the Building Commissioner be main- 
tained at the present figure, the salaries of the deputy com- 
missioners should be from $3,000 to $3,500 a year. 

3.— That the law be amended so as to require that the 
building inspectors should be selected from men who have 
by civil service competitive examination been shown to be 
possessed of the elements of a technical education, and a 
knowledge of the practical details of building. 

That their number be increased to thirty. 

That they should no longer be required to attend fires 
occurring in the district to which they are respectively 
assigned.

That the department should be so organized that a uniform 
system be pursued by the building inspectors in their work 
of inspection and in their reports thereon. 

That the final report made by them should be simplified as 
far as possible, so as to relieve them of unnecessary clerical 
work. 

That their compulsory attendance at the office of the de- 
partment from 12 until 2 o’clock should be abolished, as 
consuming too much time in the valuable portion of the day, 
and that a method of reporting to the office once a day, 
either early in the morning or late in the afternoon, be 
adopted instead. 

That the clerical work to be performed by them should be 
reduced to the smallest possible proportion, so that practi- 
cally their whole time may be devoted to the active work of 
inspections 

4,— That there should be one or more engineers ap- 
pointed to the department in addition to the engineer deputy 
commissioner also recommended. 

5.— That the inspectors of plumbing and gasfitting should 
be transferred from the control of the Building Commissioner 
and placed under that of the Board of Health. 

6.— That immediate steps should be taken for a thorough 
examination of all buildings occupied by two or more fam- 
ilies, or as a tenement or lodging house, or as a factory or 
workshop, for the purpose of ascertaining whether or not 
they are provided with sufficient means of egress in case of 
fire, and that summary proceedings be taken to cause suffi- 
cient means to be provided where needed. 

7.— That the law should be so changed that authority be 
given to the board of appeal, upon representation of the 
Building Commissioner, after due examination, to forbid the 
continuance of work done in contravention of the building 
laws until the requirements of the law are complied with, or 
to vacate a building insufficiently supplied with means of 
egress in case of fire until the same shall have been supplied 
with the means required, and upon failure to obey such an 
order for a period of ten days to forcibly prevent persons 
from continuing to construct or alter buildings in violation 
of the building laws, and to forcibly remove the occupants of 
buildings ordered to be vacated for want of proper means of 
egress. 

8.— That fees should be charged by the department for 
all services rendered by it to persons for their private infor- 
mation or advantage. 
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9. — That a suitable and safe place should be provided in 
which the records of the department may be kept. 

10.— That the travelling expenses of the commissioner 
and the deputy commissioners and building inspectors should 
be paid by the city.

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MINORITY REPORT OF THE COMMISSION TO 
INQUIRE INTO THE MANAGEMENT OF 
THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT OF 
Aer tee Git Ve erin | ON. 


Boston, June 23, 1899, 
Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 


Mayor of Boston: 


DEAR Str,—I beg leave to inform you that I have been 
unable to agree with the report of the majority of my col- 
leagues upon the commission appointed to inquire into the 
management of the Building Department, and that I accord- 
ingly dissent therefrom. Because of the position I feel very 
earnestly obliged to take in the matter, | herewith respect- 
fully submit the subjoined statement embodying my views 
upon the questions at issue and the reasons that have pre- 
vented me from concurring in the report of the majority. 

By the terms of your letter of February 6, last, inviting 
membership on the commission later appointed by you from 
the associations which we respectively represent, we were 
requested ‘‘to examine into the organization, administration, 
system and methods of the Building Department with the 
purpose of ascertaining whether deficiencies existed therein 
which should be remedied, and whether its service could be 
improved or perfected by changes in the laws or ordinances, 
or without such changes.” 

Such an examination as you suggested in your letter has 
been had. It has been a most careful and exhaustive one 
throughout. The fullest consideration has been given to the 
various matters involved, and the inquiry was pursued along 
the lines above described. Every source of information was 
readily opened to us, and all the information furnished was in 
such shape as to be easily understood. Every complaint of 
alleged violation of the building laws was found upon in- 
quiry to have been placed, in accordance with the law, in the 
hands of the Law Department of the city for prosecution. 
The public was afforded the fullest opportunity to be heard, 
and not a single complaint, approaching the dignity of a 
charge, either direct or indirect, was brought against any

official of the department. The system of the department is, 
in my judgment, on the whole excellent. 

In view, therefore, of such apparent efficiency, the lan- 
guage, tone and general expression of the report of the 
majority impresses me, and, in my opinion, it cannot but im- 
press any impartial mind with the conviction that it was 
framed for the purpose of furnishing a pretext for a change 
not alone in the office of Building Commissioner, but a radi- 
cal, and to my mind, altogether impracticable change in the 
inspection force and the methods generally of the depart- 
ment. 

Let me now pass to a discussion of the differences existing 
between myself and my associates on the commission. I 
believe that the law, as it now stands, and which provides 
that the Building Commissioner shall be either an architect, a 
builder or a civil engineer, to be a wise law, and it should, in 
my opinion, stand without the introduction of a provision for 
“‘technical education,” which is neither essential or necessary 
as a Statutory requirement. Practising architects, builders 
and engineers are invariably possessed of technical knowl- 
edge, and the appointing power would hardly consider com- 
petent any person possessing less than both a_ practical 
experience and a technical knowledge. They are co-existent 
qualifications contemplated by the present law. 

As to the detailed criticism of the method of appointing 
department inspectors, I believe that such criticism is a 
wholly uncalled for intimation of lack of capacity in the 
appointing power, when the fact is, that the civil service law 
has been in no case violated or abridged, and when it is 
specifically provided by statute that “the building commis- 
sioner shall appoint all subordinates, subject to the approval _ 
of the Mayor.” . No appointment, as far as I have been able 
to learn, has been made except under the plain provisions of 
the civil service regulations, and if any such had been made, 
the Civil Service Commissioners are invested with authority 
by statute to remedy such violations. I disagree also with 
my associates in their imphed criticism of the age capabilities 
of the individual inspectors. My experience has taught me 
that men of mature years, discreet judgment and practical 
knowledge of building operations gained through actual 
work, in other words, men of known capacity, are not only 
preferable but better qualified and equipped to satisfactorily 
discharge the duties and responsibilities of inspectors than 
any young man, however clever, who may be able to pass the 
graduating examinations at a technical school. 

Again, I disagree with the majority in the recommendation 
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that there be a change of the office hours of the building in- 
spectors, because such a change would certainly result in 
serious inconvenience to the architectural profession, and 
prove a source of great annoyance to the master builders and 
those of the building trades generally. I believe that the 
building inspectors, to render the best service to the public 
should have, as at present, certain fixed daily office hours for 
the purpose of conference or consultation with owners, archi- 
tects or builders, having or contemplating operations in their 
several districts. The master builders meet daily for such 
conferences during the hours from 12 M. to 2 P.M. This 
has been the established custom for many years, and is widely 
known as such among architects and owners, and for this 
reuson the Building Department long since adopted the same 
fixed office hours for its inspectors’ force, that they might be 
available at a time when it could render the best service not 
only to the public generally, but to those whose business 
brings them in almost daily contact with the department. 

Regarding the recommendation of my associates that two 
deputy commissioners be provided for by law, one of whom 
shall be an engineer, I beg leave to refer Your Honor to the 
Acts of 1895, chapter 449, section 20, wherein the appoint- 
ment of three such assistants are provided for, and I desire 
to say that I am of the opinion that the present efficiency of 
the department would be further enhanced if the section re- 
ferred to were taken advantage of. I, therefore, respectfully 
recommend that two such assistants be appointed, one of 
whom shall be an architect and the other an engineer. 

Nor can I sanction their recommendation which contem- 
plates the transference from the courts to the board of appeal 
of jurisdiction in certain cases for the enforcement of the 
building laws, and the law requiring sufficient means of 
egress in case of fire to be provided in certain classes of build- 
ings. In my opinion, these powers should be as at present 
exercised only by courts of law, not by any quasi-judicial 
body. My experience in other large cities leads me to the 
belief that where such boards are invested with arbitrary 
judicial authority, serious abuses are lable to result. There 
is to my mind a wide difference between public health, as in 
the case of contagious disease or pest, and an infraction of the 
building laws, as for instance, the construction of a wall of 
less thickness than required, or perchance the difference in 
the judgment or opinion of men as to whether certain buildings 
used for tenement or manufacturing purposes have sufficient 
means of egress in case of fire. The rights of property owners 
and tax-payers should be respected. It is my judgment, 
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therefore, that if the present law in such cases is inadequate, 
itis the duty of the Law Department to use its best offices to 
secure such changes in the present proceedings, both in 
equity and criminal law as shall make them entirely effectual. 

To make a brief summary, in addition to the recommen- 
dations I have already mentioned, I would suggest that the 
present efficiency of the plan division of the department 
should be increased by the addition to its force of one archi- 
tect and the addition thereto also of one engineer, as pro- 
vided by law; that the inspectors of plumbing and gasfitting 
should be retained under the Building Commissioner, for the 
reason that permits for and the inspection of the work of all 
building trades should be, as far as possible, included under 
one department, and public convenience would, in my 
opinion, be best served without the division of authority 
recommended by the majority; also that no fees should be 
charged for services rendered the public, except in cases 
where written statements of record are furnished, and in 
such cases a nominal fee, fixed by the Building Commissioner 
and approved by the Mayor, should be charged. 

For the preservation of the records of the department a 
safe and suitable place should be provided. 

I would suggest, also, that the number of building 
inspectors be increased to twenty-four, the present ordinance 
requirement, and that provision be made for the appointment 
annually hereafter of one additional inspector. 

Attendance at fires within their districts is, in my judg- 
ment, unnecessary. ‘The department is at present thoroughly 
organized, uniform and complete in its work of inspection 
and reports thereon. 

The final reports at present required of the inspectors 
are made full and complete upon printed forms requiring a 
minimum of clerical work, and outside of their fixed office 
hours their entire time is devoted to the active work of 
inspection. 

After the exhaustive inquiry that has been had, I desire 
to say in conclusion that the present high state of efficiency 
of the Building Department is owing largely, in my opinion, 
to the good business and executive ability, tact, sound judg- 
ment and strength of character of the present building com- 
missioner, qualities rarely found, but which, I believe are 
possessed by him in a marked degree. Insinuations or 
intimations, therefore, should not, in my judgment, be mis- 
taken for propositions of fact, and even statements without 
proper supporting evidence in establishment of fact should 
be set aside as worthless against twenty-two years of faithful 
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and successful administration of a most difficult department. 
Iam unwilling, therefore, after such inquiry as has been had, 
to affix my signature to a report containing groundless 
assumptions and insinuations against the efficiency of the 
present department. 

I beg leave to acknowledge, both for the Master Builders’ 
Association and myself, the honor conferred in your appoint- 
ment of me upon this commission, and to assure you that 
only a sense of judicial fairness prevents me from concurring 
in the report of my associates.

Sir, —I beg leave to acknowledge the receipt of the fol- 


lowing order, passed by the Common Council, June 15, 
1899: 


“ Ordered, ‘That the Wire Commissioner, through His 
Honor the Mayor, be requested to report to the Common 
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Council whether any action can be taken to oblige the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway Company to place its cables on 
Broadway, South Boston, under ground, in order to prevent 
further injury to the trees on that thoroughfare.” 


I respectfully beg leave to submit the following report: 


Chapter 454, Acts of 1894, authorizes the Commissioner 
of Wires to cause to be removed from above the surface of 
the streets all wires with the exception of the long dis- 
tance telephone wires and the trolley wires of the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company within the district south of 
Dover and Berkeley streets, which includes that portion of 
the city proper. This act does not give him authority to 
order the removal of any wires or cables outside that district 
until after January 1, 1900. 

Chapter 249, Acts of 1898, authorizes him to remove 
from at least two miles of streets, avenues and highways, 
within any portion of the city of Boston, all wires with the 
exception of those before mentioned, it being the purpose 
and intention of this act to cause the removal from twenty 
miles of streets, avenues and highways outside the prescribed 
district of all overhead wires prior to the first day of Janu- 
ary in the year 1910. Atany time after January 1, 1900, the 
Commissioner of Wires can order the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way Company to place its cables on Broadway, South Bos- 
ton, under ground, providing that public interests will be best 
served by so doing. 

Inasmuch as the amount of streets which are to be cleared 
of poles and wires is limited to two miles per year, it will 
require careful consideration on the part of the Wire Com- 
missioner as to where this work shall first begin. The pur- 
pose and intention of this act would seem to be that that 
portion of the city where large numbers of wires are located 
which would prove to be an obstruction to the Fire Depart- 
ment in the performance of its duties, and where they are in 
a measure a menace to life and property, should be first at- 
tended to; and there are a great many streets within the city 
limits that contain more overhead wires which are in a worse 
condition at the present time than those in Broadway, South 
Boston. 

The location of the poles owned by the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company was granted by the Board of Aldermen. 
It was impossible to support the wires on these poles without 
interfering with the trees, in many cases without fastening 
them thereto. These fastenings are of an unreliable nature, 
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and cannot be depended on; they frequently give way and 
let the wires come in contact with the branches, abrasing the 
insulation and often shortening the life of the trees very 
materially. These feeders, however, are a necessary adjunct 
to that portion of the street railway which cannot be oper- 
ated without them, and there is no authority vested in the 
Wire Commissioner to cause their removal at this time.

ONE HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-SECOND LOCATION. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, July 3, 1899. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the West End Street Railway Company for a 
location for double tracks on Talbot avenue, from Blue Hill 
avenue to the tracks of said company on Washington and 
Norfolk streets, Dorchester, with the right to use the over- 
head electric system thereon, having further considered the 
subject, respectfully recommend the passage of the accom- 
panying orders.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the City of Boston, said company shall have 
the right to lay down, maintain and use double tracks on 
Talbot avenue, from and connecting with the existing tracks 
of said company on Blue Hill avenue, to and connecting 
with the existing tracks of said company on Washington street 
and Norfolk street, with necessary curves, cross-overs and con- 
nections; said tracks and turn-outs being shown by red 
lines on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, dated May 22, 
1899, and deposited in the office of the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
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used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of 
location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the con- 
ditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance and 
agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from the 
passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within six months from the date of the passage of this order. 

Ordered, that the consent of the Board of Aldermen be 
hereby granted to the West End Street Railway Company 
to establish and maintain the electric system of motive 
power in the operation of its cars in the City of Boston, by 
the overhead system, so called, on Talbot avenue, from Blue 
Hill avenue to Washington street and Norfolk street, with 
necessary connections with existing system of said company. 

And permission is hereby granted to the said West End 
Street Railway Company to erect, maintain and use such 
wires and iron poles, of the height of not less than twenty 
feet, at the places indicated by red circles or dots on the 
plans filed in the office of the Superintendent of Streets, as 
may be necessary to establish and maintain said overhead 
electric system of motive power. 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and 
quality of material used, shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be 
approved by him. 

Also, upon condition that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now possessed 
or that may hereafter be conferred on the Board of Aldermen 
of the City of Boston, to make rules and regulations pertain- 
ing to the operation and maintenance of the electric system, 
and the running of electric cars in the City of Boston. 

Also, upon condition that said railway company shall 
accept this order and agree to comply with the conditions 
herein contained, and shall file such acceptance and agree- 
ment with the City Clerk within thirty days from the 
passage thereof ; otherwise it shall be null and void.

Whereas, On July Fourth, the Hon. Nathan Matthews, 
representing in an official capacity as orator of the day the 
city of Boston, having been appointed to such position by the 
Mayor, and who, in the course of his remarks at the official

Resolved, That we, the members of the City Council of the 
city of Boston, do disapprove of these sentiments, which are 
not expressive of the views of.the people of Boston, in whole 
or in part, while, on the contrary, we also disapprove of the 
tendency of the times to abandon the fundamental principles 
of this Republic, as wisely put forth by Washington, J effer- 
son, Monroe and Lincoln, and we believe that a colonial 
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policy is dangerous to the welfare of the Republic because it 
means military and naval rule against the right of the citizen 
to govern ; 

Resolved, also, that we disapprove of the policy outlined 
by Mr. Matthews which would make this Republic an empire 
where classes would rule, where the sacredness of the ballot 
would be violated, and where the rights of American citizen- 
ship would be invaded, simply to gratify the greed of Ameri- 
can and foreign capitalists, who seek to make the masses 
subject to the classes ; 

Resolved, ‘That a copy of these resolutions be printed in 
the official records, and copies be sent to the Hon. Nathan 
Matthews, Mayor Josiah Quincy, Hon. P. A. Collins, Hon.

Sir, — Agreeably to request contained in yours of June 
20, 1899, referring for report the following order passed in 
Common Council June 15, 1899, namely : 
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“Ordered, That the Board of Overseers of the Poor, through 
His Honor the Mayor, be requested to give to the Common 
Council a statement with regard to the general working of 
the department, touching particularly on the following points : 
The kind and quality of food furnished to the poor, whether 
the same is supplied by contract, and by whom; why the 
Bertillon measurement system is applied at the Wayfarers’ 
Lodge; how much labor is required of applicants at said 
lodge and the money value of such labor; and why the 
names of the parents of such applicants are given to the 
Pauper Institutions Trustees.” 

The Board of Overseers of the Poor beg leave to report 
as follows : 

That for a full report in regard to the general working of 
the department, you are respectfully referred to the report 
for the year ending January 31,1899, recently made to Your 
Honor and now in print. 

As to the kind of food furnished to the poor, we furnish 
flour, beans, pork, potatoes, salt fish, Indian meal, oatmeal, 
sugar, soap, tea, rice, peas, cocoa and condensed milk. As to 
the quality of food so furnished, it is always good, and gener- 
ally the very best that can be obtained in the market. 

The food is purchased by the Committee on Supplies, and 
is bought from time to time as occasion requires, sometimes 
on contract. It is suppled by

J. R. Lomasney & Co., 

William J. Emerson & Co., 

George H. Cheever, 

The Revere Sugar Refinery Company, 

Rand and Byam, 

John A. Andrews & Co.,

The committee endeavors to keep posted as to the daily 
prices of the articles purchased, and to buy the same at the 
lowest market price. 

The Bertillon measurement system is not applied at the 
Waytarers’ Lodge. 

About two hours’ work is ordinarily required of applicants 
at said lodge. As to the money value of such labor, it is 
difficult to state exactly what it is, as the labor required is 
imposed as a work test, rather than with the idea of exacting 
any equivalent for the food and lodging furnished. 

The names of the parents of applicants at said lodge are 
not given to the Pauper Institution Trustees, the records at

OPINION OF CORPORATION COUNSEL 


AS TO LEGALITY OF 


CONTRACT BETWEEN CITY OF BOSTON AND 
RISING SUN STREET LIGHTING COMPANY. 


City or Boston, LAW DEPARTMENT, 
73 TREMONT STREET, Boston, October 12, 1899. 
To the Common Couneil : 


GENTLEMEN: In reply to your communication asking wy 
opinion “as to the legality of the contract for street lighting 
entered into by the City of Boston and the Rising Sun 
Street Lighting Company, and submit a statement of all laws 
and ordinances relating to the subject,” I have the honor to 
reply that by Acts of 1825, chapter 8, section 1, “The 
Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Boston for the time being 
may cause to be set up and affixed such and so many lamps in 
the streets and other places in said city for the purpose of 
lighting the same as they may determine to be convenient 
and necessary, and said Mayor and Aldermen are hereby 
empowered to make all necessary contracts, rules, orders and 
regulations respecting said lamps and the lighting and keeping 
the same in repair and the regulation and preservation of the 
same as they may deem most for the benefit of the city.” 

Acts of 1885, chapter 266, section 10, provides that ali 
orders, resolutions or votes of the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston which involve the exercise of any of the 
powers conferred by law upon the Mayor and Aldermen or 
the Board of Aldermen as a separate board, shall be subject 
to the veto power of the Mayor, and by section 3, of the 
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same act, the executive powers of the city and all the execu- 
tive powers vested in the Board of Aldermen as such, as 
surveyors of highways, county commissioners or otherwise, 
are vested in the Mayor, to be exercised through the several 
officers and boards of the city and the respective departments 
of the city under his general direction and supervision. 

Under these statutes, therefore, the Board of Aldermen, 
subject to the approval of the Mayor, has power to provide 
that lamps shall be placed in certain places as they shall 
determine to be necessary, and to determine whether they 
shall be lamps to burn gas, oil, naphtha or other material, 
but the executive power, the power of carrying out these 
orders, is vested in the Mayor to be exercised through some 
department of the city. 

I find on inquiry that the Board of Aldermen has passed 
orders providing that certain lamps in the city shall be gas 
lamps and certain lamps shall be naphtha lamps. The naph- 
tha lamps have for several years been lighted under a con- 
tract for furnishing the burners and the material to be burned 
and the care thereof by a company on substantially the same 
terms as the contract referred to in your order, and the 
Mayor, acting through the Lamp Department, has now, by 
the contract referred to, adopted the same system for the gas 
Jamps. The rights of the Board of Aldermen are preserved 
in the contract by providing that. the company shall light 
with gas or with naphtha only such lamps as now exist or 
that shall hereafter be ordered by the Superintendent of 
Lamps, subject to the Superintendent’s withdrawal of lamps 
from being lighted, and I assume, of course, that the Super- 
intendent will act in such matters only in accordance with 
the orders of the Board of Aldermen in relation to them. 

I see, therefore, no illegality in the contract. 

I do not deem it necessary to cite chapter 22, of the Ordi- 
nance of 1898, relating to the Lamp Department, because 
those provisions are simply re-enactments in the form of an 
ordinance of the provisions of said chapter 3, of the Acts of 
the year 1825.

Whereas, The Managers of the Franklin Fund — the dona- 
tion to the town of Boston under the will of Benjamin Frank- 
lin — propose to lay out one-half of that part of said fund now 
in the hands of the City Treasurer and all accumulations 
thereof, to be used by the city for erecting a building, to be 
known as the Benjamin Franklin Building, upon the lot of land 
owned by the city on Washington street, near the corner of 
Dover street, now partially occupied by the old Franklin 
School building, and upon other lands of the city adjoining 
said lot, so far as the same may be considered desirable there- 
for; said building to contain a branch of the Public Library, 
with reading-rooms, also a ward-room, public hall, lecture- 
rooms, and rooms for the use of the Grand Army Posts now 
quartered in said old building; also a public convenience 
station in the basement; and to lay out the remainder of said 
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part of said fund and its accumulations, to be used by the 
city for erecting buildings to contain baths for all-the-year- 
round use, combined with public gymnasia when deemed de- 
sirable; for building public convenience stations and for the 
purchase of suitable lots for such buildings. 

Now, therefore, it is hereby 

Ordered, that if said managers lay out said fund as above 
specified, the City Engineer forthwith thereafter shall acquire 
for the city any land desired for said Benjamin Franklin Build- 
ing, and suitable lots for said other buildings, when such lots 
are not already owned by the city, one at least in each of the 
following districts: East Boston, Wards 1 and 2; Charles- 
town, Wards 8, 4 and 5; North and West Ends, Wards 6, 7 
and 8; South Boston, Wards 15, 14 and 15; Roxbury, Wards 
17, 18, 19 and 21; Dorchester, Wards 16, 20 and 24; shall 
build at least two public convenience stations, one to be 
located in Post Office square and one in Park square, and 
shall employ architects and erect said buildings; said land, 
lots and the plans of said buildings to be approved by the 
managers of said fund and the Mayor; and the expense at- 
tending the carrying out of this order to be paid from the 
proceeds of said fund as laid out for said purposes.

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REPORT IN PART OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON 
THE SUBJECT OF FRANKLIN MEDALS. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, October 30, 1899. 


The eecial Committee of this Board on the subject of the 
Franklin Medals desires to report in part, at this time as fol- 
fows : 

It appears by School Document No. 9 of 1899, page 15, 
that the members of the graduating class in the various Gram- 
mar Schools were 1,524 boys, divided among 45 schools, in 
numbers varying from 12 each in the Adams and Harvard 
Schools, to 86 in the Bigelow School. A schedule is annexed 


- of the names of the schools arranged by the number of gradu- 


ates. 

It appears that the average number of boys for the school . 
year of 1899 was 19,185 boys (being a percentage of 92 on 
the enrolled list), and that on September 30, 1899, the total 
number of boys was 19,521 giving us 20,000 as a round num- 
ber for estimates. 

In the School Committee report for 1858, when the Frank- 
lin Medal problem was last discussed by that Board, it seems 
that when double schools were in vogue, six medals were as- 
signed annually to each school; but later by the rules in force 
in 1858, one medal was given to every sixty scholars in each 
school, without regard to the numbers in the graduating class. 
By this rule, at present there should be about 320 medals 
given. 

Owing to the great inequality now in the size of the schools, 
varying from 12 to 86 graduates annually, some new plan 
must be adopted to preserve reasonable uniformity of rates. 
Starting with some 320 medals to distribute, and with 1,500 
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eraduates, it would seem that one medal to each five gradu- 
ates would be the mathematical ratio, and would keep the rate 
about where it formerly was. 

Your committee has ventured to add to the official list of 
schools and graduates a table showing the number of medals 
which would fall to each school, on the basis of one medal to 
five graduates, dealing liberally with fractions, and the result 
is the appropriation of 512 medals. 

The question of cost is to be considered. Your committee 
had some specimens of Franklin Medals weighed carefully, 
and find that, according to the different patterns used, they 
have varied from 1535 grains for an engraved medal (only 
used between 1845 and 1851) to about 230 grains for a 
medal from the die made in 1851, and probably now in use 
for medals for the Latin and High Schools. 

The weight of the standard half dolar is about 200 grains, 
and the fineness is probably the same as that of the medals, 
as they are struck at the United States Mint. A half ounce 
of pure silver, or 240 grains, with the added alloy, would make 
a fine medal. as large as the old ones, and at present prices of 
silver would cost not over 354% cents. At anywhere near these 
prices, and allowing a margin for more graduates, $150 would 
pay for the 320 medals now needed, and $200 would give a 
margin for years to come. ‘The present Franklin Fund is 
$1,000 invested at four per cent., but none of the income is 
used for Grammar Schools; now if $5,000 could be trans- 
ferred and similarly invested, it would give the desired $200 
income for the Grammar Schools. 

Owing to the lack of time your committee has not gone 
into close figures ; but it can and does recommend the passage 
of the following votes : 

Ordered, That the Board of Aldermen recommend to the 
Trustees of the General Fund established under the will of 
Benjamin Franklin, the transfer of five thousand dollars to 
his special fund for providing silver medals for certain boys 
eraduating from the Grammar Schools of Boston, such sum 
to be paid to the City Treasurer of Boston to be invested in a 
bond to run for ninety-nine years, and to bear interest at the 
rate of four per centum per annum, the interest to be used in 
the purchase of medals in accordance with Franklin’s will. 

Ordered, That until otherwise ordered by the Board, said 
interest money, or so much as may be needed in each year, 
shall bespent by the Mayor in procuring medals, each con- 
taining one-half ounce of pure silver, with sufficient alloy to 
make the fineness of U. S. dollars, and any unexpended 
interest shall be carried in a separate fund to provide for 
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more medals as the growth of the schools may require, but 
always on the ratio of one medal to five graduates in each 
school. 

Ordered, That the School Committee shall be notified of 
the foregoing action of the Board, if any fund be created, and 
that the said Board shall be requested in accordance with 
Franklin’s will to give the medals as honorary rewards by 
the Directors of the Free Schools for the encouragement of 
scholarship in the said schools. 


Your committee desires to add that they have heard noth- 
ing but good of the action of the School Committee in regard 
to the management of the Franklin Medal Fund, and are 
convinced that the body will be glad to extend the usefulness 
of this useful bequest. It desires especially to endorse the 
rule laid down prior to 1858 by that committee, that ‘general 
scholarship and more especially good conduct shall be taken 
into account in awarding the medals.” 

Lastly your committee would urge that this donation, 
though small in amount, is venerable and peculiar to Boston. 
It should be preserved, and a tie thus formed which will bind 
together the most promising part of the graduates from our 
Free Schools. This object lay close to Franklin’s heart. 
Before he made his main bequest to Boston for public pur- 
poses he specifically gave the money for these medals, and 
repeats his indebtedness to the free Grammar Schools of his 
native city. Surely, if alive, he would desire to add a small 
part of his accumulations to this fund.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR TRANSMITTING COPY OF 
COMMUNICATION OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 
OF AUGUST 25, RELATIVE TO THE GARBAGE 
PLANT AT COW PASTURE. 


MAYOR’S OFFICE, City HALL, 
Boston, October: 30, 1899. 
To the Board of Aldermen : 

I transmit herewith, as requested by an order passed by 
your Board at its last meeting, a copy of a communication 
addressed by the Board of Health to the Superintendent of 
Streets, relative to the garbage plant at Cow Pasture, under 
date of August 25, last. 

This communication received the prompt and careful con- 
sideration of the Superintendent of Streets, in consultation 
with the City Engineer and myself, and we visited the garbage 
plant together a few days afterit was received. The position 
taken by the Superintendent of Streets, with my approval, 
was verbally communicated to the Board of Health within a 
few days, and shortly afterwards conditions materially im- 
proved, and have notsince been regarded as sufficiently serious 
to call for radical action, particularly in view of the fact that 
the contracting company was, and still is, laboring to some 
extent under the disadvantage of having been unable to fully 
replace its plant in the condition in which it was prior to the 
fire which seriously damaged it in February last. It is 
certainly a fact of vital importance in connection with this 
matter that, although the garbage plant was in full operation 
from November 15 of Jast year, no complaint of offensive odors 
from it was made, so far as [ am aware, until many months 
afterwards, and subsequent to the date when an important 
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portion of the plant had been destroyed by fire. This would 
certainly seem to indicate that it was, and still is, possible to 
conduct the operations of the plant in such manner as not to 
be “ objectionable to the public health or comfort.’’ Up to 
the time of this fire I think that all of the city authorities 
connected with the matter regarded the plant as a decided 
success as supplying a sanitary and unobjectionable means of 


_. disposing of garbage. As the Superintendent of Streets, 


therefore, considered that it had been demonstrated in the 
past that this plant was capable of meeting the expectations 
of his department, he naturally felt inclined to make every 
effort to have it brought bavk to the same conditions before 
taking any radical action under the contract, — which might 
result in compelling the city to go back to discarded and 
objectionable methods of disposing of its garbage, — and 
this position was taken by him with my fuli approval. 

The examination above referred to, made at the end of 
August, led to the conclusion that the odor complained of 
must come chiefly from the raw garbage upon the scows, 
prior to its entering the plant, or from the pressed tankage 
made up of the residue of the garbage left after the extraction 
of grease and water therefrom. Measures were promptly 
taken to deodorize the raw garbage by treating it with a 
suitable disinfectant while in the carts in which it is gath- 
ered, and before its collection in large masses, and these 
efforts seemed to meet with success. It is believed that the 
main cause of complaint has been due to odors from the 
pressed tankage placed upon the scows prior to removal. 
The necessity of removing this tankage, instead of drying - 
and grinding it within the building as formerly, for use as a 
fertilizer base — which is intended to constitute one of the 
main products of the manufacturing operation — arises 
from the fact that the dryers formerly used were destroyed 
in the fire referred to. The representative of the contractor 
states that the order for new dryers was placed shortly after 
the fire, and that no expense or effort has been spared to 
secure their delivery and installation; but that this has been 
delayed, owing to the overcrowded condition of the iron and 
steel industry ¢ and the impossibility of securing prompt atten- 
tion to orders. It is stated, however, that the dryers are 
now promised within a very short time. It should be noted 
in this connection that the arrangements for completely dis- 
posing of the vapor and odors from the digestors seemed 
to be working perfectly satisfactorily, and it does not seem 
to be claimed that any odors of this character are detected, 
although these would be the most objectionable, and are the 
most difficult to control. 
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It should further be stated in connection with this matter 
that the identical process in use at Cow Pasture has for 
some time been in satisfactory operation in the cities of New 
York and Philadelphia, and I have been furnished with 
recent statements from officials of both of these cities ex- 
pressing entire satisfaction with the sanitary conditions con- 
nected with the operation of these plants. 

In view of this situation, it has not seemed to the Superin- 
tendent of Streets or to myself that the city would yet be 
warranted in taking the position that this plant cannot be 
operated in accordance with the provisions of the contract, 
or that the company can as yet be fairly placed in the posi- 
tion of being either unable or unwilling to operate this plant 
in a thoroughly sanitary manner. While it cannot be denied 
that unfortunate conditions have existed at times during the 
summer season, it has certainly been demonstrated that 
conditions formerly complained of could be materially im- 
proved, and I believe that all concerned should at least await 
the installation of the new dryers and the resumption of the 
normal operation of the plant before calling for radical 
action. If the garbage plant cannot be operated in its pres- 
ent location without being ‘“ objectionable to the public 
health or comfort,” it will have to be abolished or removed ;: 
but the importance of its operation to the city is such that 
no objections should be allowed much weight unless they are 
based upon solid and substantial grounds. It should further 
be noted that the great bulk of the complaints, particularly 
those made recently, have come from a small number of per- 
sons living in a very limited area of territory, and that at 
least some of the complaints have been fixed at times when 
the direction of the wind has been such that it would seem 
physically impossible for smells to have travelled in the direc- 
tions claimed.

DeAR Str, — The Board of Health respectfully begs to call 
your attention to the following facts concerning the garbage 
plant adjoining the pumping station at Cow Pasture, Dorches- 
ter District, and recommends such immediate action on your 
part as the terms of the contract between the city of Boston 
and the New England Product Company may seem to you to 
demand. 

This garbage plant was installed and called into use No- 
vember 15, 1898. Complaints of offensive odors from said 
plant began to be made early in the present summer. The 
Board of Health made a thorough investigation, and found 
that the offensive odors from this garbage plant were reaching 
distances of over one mile, and that the complaints of the 
residents of Dorchester and elsewhere were well founded. 
Hearings were given by the Board of Health to the complain- 
ants and to the officers of the New England Sanitary Pro- 
duct Company early in July. Promises were made to the 
Board of Health by the officers of the said company to so alter 
and repair the plant as to-do away with any nuisance, and 
that such repairs and alterations should be completed on or 
before August 1, 1899. ‘This time was granted as requested, 
and the officers of the company reported the work as com- 
pleted about the first of August. 

Nevertheless, these alterations in the plant and the assur- 
ances of its management that its condition was then such 
as to control the odors, the complaints from the residents of 
Dorchester and elsewhere have continued with increasing 
frequency and force down to the present date. The Board ~ 
of Health has diligently traversed the territory, within 
range of the odors complained of, by day and by night, with a 
view of estimating the degree of nuisance, and with an earnest 
hope that the alterations in the plant would be found to be. 
successful in so far diminishing the nuisance as to make the 
plant tolerable to the people living in the vicinity. 

The Board of Health now, however, feels bound by its 
convictions and obligations, to report to you that the said 
garbage plant at Cow Pasture has been for several months, 
and is now, causing such offensive odors to the inhabitants 
of Dorchester, South Boston and elsewhere as to warrant it 
in declaring the said plant to be ‘ objectionable to the public 
health or comfort” within the meaning of the terms of the 
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contract between the city of Boston and the New England 
Sanitary Product Company, and to call for immediate action 
on the part of yourself under the following terms of the said 
contract (Art. 3, Sect. E): 

‘Carry on all said work in such manner that the appear- 
ance, smell and use of said scows and their loads and the ap- 
pearance, smell and operation of said plant and the taking 
of any substances, materials, residues or waste, toor from 
said island and the depositing or keeping of any thereof, in any 
place, will not be objectionable to the public health or com- 
fort. 

(Art. 9). If the contractor from any cause, except fire 
or extraordinary ice in the water surrounding the city or in 
Boston Harbor or process of law or other extraordinary or 
unavoidable cause as aforesaid, shall fail for more than five 
successive days, to remove or to cremate or render said garbage 
as required in this contract or to dispose of the residue or 
waste thereof as so required, the superintendent acting for 
the city by notice in writing to that effect, signed by him and 
approved by the Board of Health of said city and the Mayor, 
given to the contractor or mailed to him at the business ad- 
dress given by him to the superintendent, may cancel this 
contract or using any labor, materials, implements or ma- 
chinery of the contractor with any others he may deem 
necessary and by day labor, contract or otherwise without 
further notice, may take possession of the plant and 
any scows of the contractor he may desire, forcibly if neces- 
sary, and thereafter do the things required in this contract of 
the contractor; and in case that such cancellation or the 
taking possession of the property and doing things as afore- 
said any expenses, losses or damages incurred by the city in 
each and every month of said term of ten years in removing 
and disposing of. the garbage, to be removed by the con- 
tractor under this contract, over and above the amount which 
would have been paid to the contractor by this contract, 
shall be paid to the city by the contractor.”

The Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, corporation 
duly established under the laws of the State of Maine, having 
a usual place of business in the City of Boston, in the 
County of Suffolk, and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
hereinafter called the contractor, of the first part, and the 
City of Boston, a municipal corporation in said Common- 
wealth, hereinafter called the city, of the second part, agree 
as follows: 


ARTICLE I. Said contractor shall have the charge of all 
gas-lanterns hereafter used for lighting the streets and 
places of said city, except such lanterns as said contractor 
shall be notified from time to time by the Superintendent of 
Lamps of said city to discontinue; shall within four months 
after June 1, 1899, place on every post designated, 
within one month after the date hereof, by said Super- 
intendent, a boulevard lantern of said contractor like 
the lantern deposited as a sample in the office of said Super- 
intendent and marked ‘‘ Welsbach Boulevard No. 1,” and 
shall within five days after being notified by said Superin- 
tenent so to do, place on every additional post specified by 
the said Superintendent, and furnished with a supply pipe 
from the gas main to the top of the post, a similar lantern ; 
shall, when required by said Superintendent, furnish in place 
of any lantern whether owned by the city or said contractor, 
other than a boulevard lantern, a lantern of the pattern now 
kept in said office as specified by said Superintendent, or any 
other lantern, if the contractor and the Superintendent shall 
so agree; shall place and maintain on every gas-lantern when 
in use, Whether owned by the city or said contractor, a Wels- 
bach burner and mantel, and furnish gas and keep it burning 
in every such lantern during the hours shown on time ecards 
to be furnished by said Superintendent, so as to give a sixty 
(60) candle light; shall keep all lanterns when in use in good 
repair and condition and well painted, and properly replace

all broken or displaced glass and signs on said “lanterns 
before the next time of lighting, the signs to be furnished by 
the city, but placed and kept securely fastened by the con- 
tractor; shall clean all lanterns when in use as often as once 
a week, and oftener if required, to keep the light from being 
obstructed ; and shall when it removes a lantern without 
substituting another therefor, properly plug the pipe so that 
the gas will not escape therefrom. 

The Superintendent of Lamps and the contractor may 
agree at any time to install in leu of gas-lamps as many 
Welsbach naphtha lights of sixty (60) candle power each 
with boulevard lanterns of approved pattern as may be neces- 
sary to fully carry out this contract, same to be kept and 
maintained, as herein provided under and subject as to cost 
and other requirements to all the other provisions and obliga- 
tions of this contract applicable thereto. 

ARTICLE II. Said contractor shall report in writing at 
the office of said Superitendent on Thursday of each week, 
and on the ninth of each month, the number of said lanterns 
lighted on each night subsequent to the last report, giving 
in each report the name of each person engaged in lighting 
the lanterns and the number lighted by each person. 

ARTICLE III. Said contractor shall have the use of all 
property now belonging to the city, and used by the Superin- 
tendent of Lamps in carrying on the duties of his depart- 
ment, as the contractor considers necessary to carry out this 
agreement; shall keep the same in good condition and 
repair, and replace any thereof that shall be destroyed or in- 
jured, and shall return the same to said city in like good 
order and condition when the lanterns to be placed within 
four months from the time this contract goes into effect are 
so placed. 

ARTICLE IV. Said city shall lay and maintain all gas- 
pipes to the burners in the care and charge of said contractor 
and keep the same in good condition and repair; as full pay- 
ment for everything furnished or done by, or resulting to, 
the contractor in carrying out this contract, shall for each year 
of three thousand eight hundred twenty-eight (3,828) hours 
pay for each and every lantern taken care of and lighted by 
said contractor as aforesaid, at the rate of thirty (80) dollars 
per year, in proportional monthly payments on the first day 
of each and every month; provided, however, that if any 
lantern has not been kept and lighted in accordance with 
this contract during all the hours required by said time card, 
a proportional deduction as determined by said Superin- 
tendent, shall be made; and provided, further, that if at any 
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time by reason of a reduction by any gas company in the 
price of gas, the contractor shall procure its gas supply at a 
lower average price per lamp for the whole number of lamps 
lighted than the average price paid for gas by the contractor 
when the system provided for herein is fully installed, the 
said rate paid by the city shall be reduced by the amount of 
the reduction in the price of gas so secured. (It is under- 
stood and agreed that any reduction made prior to the com- 
plete installation of the Welsbach system shall be calculated 
in the deduction from the rate to be made as before provided 
with like force and effect as if made thereafter, but the con- 
tractor shall receive the full rate until such installation is 
complete.) The contractor shall render to the city state- 
ments every three months, showing such reductions, if any, 
and the amounts of same accrued during the prior three 
months shall be deducted from the next payments due the 
contractor. The said rate paid by the city shall then be 
adjusted in accordance with such reductions. 

ARTICLE V. This contract shall take effect June 1, 1899 
(which date may be changed by mutual constent), and shall 
continue in force subject to the necessary appropriation being 
made for gas-lighting, for the term of seven years from June 
1, 1899, but any change of date shall not relieve the con- 
tractor from its obligation to have the Welsbach system as 
provided herein fully installed and in operation within four 
months from June 1, 1899, and shall continue thereafter 
until a new agreement is made by the parties, or until the 
expiration of three months after notice in writing which may 
be given prior to said date by either party of its election to 
terminate the contract at the end of the period of seven 
years as herein provided, and on such termination the said 
contractor may remove its lanterns and all other property by 
it furnished under this agreement, providing the same is not 
purchased by the said city. If at the expiration of said 
term the Mayor of said city desires that the city shall pur-

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MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


TRANSMITTING- 


REPORT OF ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


ON THE 


PENAL ASPECTS OF DRUNKENNESS. 


MAYOR’S OFFICE, Ciry HALL, 
Boston, November 17, 1899. 


To the City Council: 


I transmit herewith a report of the Committee on the 
Penal Aspects of Drunkenness, appointed by me on January 
11, 1899, and I recommend that it be printed as a city docu- 
ment, and that provision be also made for printing 2,500 extra 
copies. This carefully considered report, made unanimously 
by a representative committee, whose members are well 
qualified to make a valuable analysis of the workings of exist- 
ing methods of dealing with the punishment of drunkenness 
and ascertaining their defects, should prove an interesting 
public document, not only in Boston but elsewhere, and 
should lead to the adoption of more rational methods of deal- 
ing with this important problem. I feel that the members of 
the committee are entitled to the thanks of the city for their 
painstaking work. 

While I have not been able to take any part in the work 
of the committee, I am in hearty sympathy with the main 
conclusions arrivedat. It has long seemed to me that the fine 
system of punishing drunkenness, as in operation at present, 
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was entirely indefensible from any standpoint. Its financial 
results are comparatively insignificant, even upon the face of 
the figures, while in reality the amounts received from those 
who pay their fines are far more than counterbalanced by the 
cost of maintaining in confinement those who do not; while 
from the standpoint of meting out to all, without regard to 
social condition, the equal justice which is assumed to 
prevail under democratic institutions, it is certainly a gross 
anomaly to let off practically without punishment those who 
are able to pay fines, while inflicting a heavy penalty upon 
those who are too poor to purchase exemption from imprison- 
ment. JI know of no more glaring instance of injustice 
daily inflicted upon a large scale than the operation of the _ 
system of imposing fines for the offence of drunkenness, with 
imprisonment as the alternative for non-payment. The 
present practice seems to me unworthy of a civilized demo- 
cratic community; it is unscientific, uneconomic and unjust, 
and if it can be even modified in the directions suggested by 
the committee great good will certainly result. 

_ With the main recommendation of the report — that pro- 
bation work should be considerably extended and system- 
atized —I think that every intelligent observer must agree. 
This certainly seems the most hopeful line of work, and the 
one in support of which it should be the most easy to unite 
those of all shades of opinion upon the general aspects of the 
liquor problem. ‘The circumstances which lead to arrests 
for intoxication are of infinite variety, and to deal with these 
cases in mass, without some intelligent effort to individualize 
each case, and to deal with it according to the special cir- 
cumstances surrounding it, is neither scientific, hamane nor 
economical; I believe that it would be a direct economy to 
the public treasury to double the expense of probationary 
investigation, while the indirect benefits of extending this 
work would be far reaching. The excellent beginning which 
has been made in this line of work is the one bright spot in 
our record in dealing with the punishment of drunkenness ; 
the extension and better organization and co-ordination of 
that work may yet give to this community the high rank in 
respect to the treatment of drunkenness which it has already 
won in so many other lines of reformatory and philanthropic 
effect. 

In contrast to the crude and old-fashioned method of 
dealing only with symptoms, the modern scientific spirit, 
which is at last in our day being applied to the problems 
connected with crime and pauperism, seeks to ascertain the 
causes of moral and social disease, and to diminish their 
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influence, if it cannot altogether remove them. ‘To deal 
with every person arrested for intoxication in the same man- 
ner would be an absurdity. We have already made some 
progress in the classification of cases by law, and the exercise 
of discretionary powers by the judges does much to alleviate 
present conditions ; but there can be no question that what is 
now most needed is the extension of individual investigation 
and of the probation system. If the fine system is to con- 
tinue as at present, the recommendation of the committee 
that time should be allowed to those arrested for drunk- 
enness in which to pay their fines is certainly a wise 
and practical one. The expenditure of all available 
money is the usual incident of such a case of intoxica- 
tion as leads to an arrest, and the alternative of immedi- 
ate payment of a fine, instead of imprisonment, offered to 
the unfortunate victim is in a great majority of cases a 
hollow mockery. If the community desires pecuniary com- 
pensation for his offence he should at least be placed upon 
probation long enough to show his disposition and ability to 
earn the amount of the fine imposed; if incarceration is the 
only proper penalty for drunkenness then the opportunity of 
escaping it through the payment of a fine should not be 
allowed to those who are /pecuniarily more fortunate than 
their fellows. 

I trust that this report will be carefully read by the 
members of the City Council, and that it will lead to the 
support by the authorities of the city, and by the public 
generally, of such legislative action as is required in order 
to carry its principal recommendations into effect.

Str, — We have the honor to submit herewith the report of 
your Committee on Penal Aspects of Drunkenness. 

The committee has made a careful study of existing condi- 
tions. They have examined all available official statistics, 
and have supplemented these by statistical investigations of 
their own from official sources. They acknowledge with 
hearty thanks the generous co-operation of officials responsible 
for the administration of existing laws; judges, probation 
officers, police officials and heads of penal institutions. They 
are indebted to the Overseers of the Poor and to representa- 
tives of the leading charitable organizations of Boston for 
valuable information and suggestions; and they are under 
obligations to leading medical authorities for much valuable 
expert advice. The committee has sought all available 
assistance from the experience of other States and countries. 
In a word, it has endeavored to take advantage of all 
accessible sources of information and suggestion. 

In expressing its conclusions, your committee desires not 
so much to recommend specific changes of method as to lay 
down principles which should control such changes in order 
to reach the ideal system which ought to prevail in dealing 
with this vastly important problem in this community.

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PRESENT STATE OF THE LAW.. 


Massachusetts is one of the few States in which public drunk- 
enness is a punishable offence without regard to accompanying 
disorder or breach of the peace. ‘This law, enforced by pub- 
le sentiment, which holds the police force up toa high 
standard of efficiency, makes the number of arrests for 
drunkenness very large, as compared with the figures for 
other States, and gives Massachusetts an undeserved reputa- 
tion for excess of drunkenness and other offences against 
decency and good order. Apart from this tendency to 
mislead those who reach their conclusions by a_ super- 
ficial study of comparative statistics, the immediate 
effect of this law is good, inasmuch as it keeps our 
streets comparatively free from the demoralizing influ- 
ence of public drunkenness, and often saves the drunken 
man from the personal harm or more serious offend- 
ing which would otherwise be likely to result from his help- 
less or irresponsible condition. 

But it does not follow because it is desirable to take a 
drunken man from the streets by arrest when necessary, and 
keep him until sober, that either the interests of the public, 
or the welfare of the man or of those dependent upon him, 
are always best served by treating his offence as a crime 
deserving harsh penalties. In fact it is at this point that in- 
quiry into the present methods of dealing with persons thus 
arrested for drunkenness becomes interesting, because the 
methods possible under the law, and actually employed by 
the courts in the disposition of these cases, are so various 
and differ so widely in effect. 

The offences in question designated by our ae are (1) 
that of bemg a Common Drunkard; (2) that of Public 
Drunkenness. 


RANGE OF PENALTIES. 


A very wide discretion is wisely left with the courts in 
disposing of these cases. Comparatively few complaints are 
entered against “common drunkards,” because such com- 
plaints require proof of habitual drunkenness which is more 
or less difficult to secure. On the other hand, the offence of 
sunple drunkenness is much easier to prove, and carries with 
it even more severe penalties. It is certainly extraordinary 
that the first offender may be punished as severely as the 
common drunkard. But such is the law. Moreover, this 
anomaly is only an illustration of the survivals in our laws 
relating to this subject, — which, far from being a well con- 
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ceived system, are a patch-work made up of old and new 
legislation. ‘The penalties for drunkenness are as follows: 

1. For being a Common Drunkard — by Imprisonment : 

Males: In the House of Correction, or local Workhouse, 
not exceeding six months; or in the State Farm on an inde- 
terminate sentence, not more than two years; or in the 
Massachusetts Reformatory on an indeterminate sentence not 
less than one year or more than two. 

Females: In the House of Correction, or local Work- 
house, not exceeding six months; or in the Reformatory 
Prison for Women, not exceeding two years; or by Fine, 
both males and females, not exceeding $20, — with or without 
a condition that it be paid within a specified time, the 
prisoner to be held in custody pending payment; with a 
penalty of imprisonment as above, if the fine is not paid 
within the specified time. 

2. For Public Drunkenness. 

A person charged with this offence may request to be 
released without arraignment; that is, technically speaking, 
without being compelled to answer to the charge; and, in the 
exercise of this power, the court is warranted in releasing 
him, if it so desires, without bringing him into court at all. 
So far as we can learn this power to release out of court is 
seldom used in Suffolk County. On the other hand, a wise 
use of it upon the recommendation of police captains or 
probation officers, would preserve in safer hands (as was in- 
tended by the framers of the law) one of the most useful 
features of the Act of 1891, which gave to police officials the 
power to release from the stations. This power to release is 
unquestionably a judicial function, and therefore more prop- 
erly exercised by the courts; but that it might very properly 
be exercised in certain cases of first offenders, to whom the 
publicity of the open court seems an unnecessary disgrace, is 
hardly open to question. 


AFTER CONVICTION. 


After conviction the court may (1) imprison for longer 
or shorter terms in every case: 

Males, in the House of Correction, or local Workhouse, 
not exceeding one year; in the State Farm, on an indetermi- 
nate sentence, not exceeding two years; in the Massachusetts 
Reformatory, on an indeterminate sentence, not less than one 
year nor more than two. Females, in the House of Correc- 
tion or local Workhouse, not exceeding one year; or in the 
Reformatory for Women, not exceeding two years; or (2), if 
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there is no evidence to show that the prisoner has been 
arrested twice before within the twelve months next preceding, 
the case may be placed on file, which means practically a dis- 
charge; or (8), the prisoner may be put on probation for a 
specified period under conditions fixed by the court; or (4), 
the court may impose a fine and give the prisoner any suit- 
able time to secure the money necessary to pay the fine, giving 
the imprisonment for non-payment only in case of failure 
to pay it at the time specified — the fine in any case ranging 
from one cent to fifteen dollars; or (0), which is the usual 
case, —if the fine is not paid, the court may order imprison- 
ment until payment, not exceeding thirty days.* 


INVESTIGATION. 


The law requires that every person arrested for drunken- 
ness shall be informed by the officer in charge of the station 
to which he is brought of his right to make a statement con- 
cerning his past record. ‘This statement is put into the 
hands of the probation officer, whose duty it is to investigate 
its truth, and to report to the court the history of the case. 
The court has also the testimony of the arresting officers, and 
such other evidence as other witnesses or its own records 
may afford. 

It would seem, therefore, that the laws give to the courts 
_the fullest opportunity to learn the true nature of each case, 
and to deal with it in the manner best suited to its needs. 
This opportunity is further increased by the power to commit 
the prisoner to a variety of institutions. Theoretically, then, 
there seems to be nothing in the way of an intelligent hand- 
ling of these cases; practically, there are several serious 
difficulties. In some of the courts, where the number ot 
cases is very large, the judges incline, under pressure of busi- 
ness, to impose the fine much too frequently, with the 
serious result that an enormous number of cases are sent to 
prison for non-payment of fines. The pressure of business 
also impairs the thoroughness and efficiency of the probation 
work, and makes it imperative that the probation staff should 
be increased. A further fundamental difficulty is the fact 
that the institutions to which most of the persons convicted 
of drunkenness are sent are not well adapted to the treatment 
of this class of offenders. To these difficulties must be 

* By a law approved April 1, 1899, it was enacted as follows: ‘ When a convict has 
been confined in a prison or other place of confinement eight days for fine, or fine 
and costs not exceeding five dollars, twenty days for fine, or fine and costs not ex- 
ceeding ten dollars, thirty days for fine, or fine and costs not exceeding twenty 
dollars, he shall be discharged.’”? This change in the law will tend to increase the 


number of short sentence prisoners. The evils of the short sentence are dealt with 
elsewhere in this report. 
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added the almost entire lack of co-operation between the 
courts. Each court acts as if it stood alone in the com- 
munity, when in fact it is but one of many courts in the 
Metropolitan District, dealing daily not only with the same 
class of cases, but from day to day with the same individual 
offenders. ‘There is little attempt to get the valuable infor- 
mation contained in each others’ records, and there is no 
comparison of methods or results. The probation officers of 
the several courts when called in the conduct of their busi- 
ness into territory within the jurisdiction of neighboring 
courts get very little help from each other. Courts having daily 
before them residents of adjoining towns have no power to 
place these non-residents under the care of home probation 
officers, where they rightly belong. In fact, there is a lack 
of co-operation among the officials of our courts, and an ab- 
sence of co-ordination in their work — the result largely of 
custom or of hmited time or power— which would not be 
tolerated in private business affairs. The result is a maxi- 
mum of labor, with a minimum of thoroughness and efficiency. 

All these serious difficulties in the existing situation are 
discussed at length in this report. 


ARRESTS FOR DRUNKENNESS. ’ 


Whether justly so or not, the number of arrests for drunk- 
enness has come to be the almost universally accepted 
measure of inebriety in a community. It is, therefore, of 
first importance to inquire into the relations of the fluctua- 
tions of this number to changes in the laws governing the 
sale of liquors, the punishment of drunkenness, and the 
methods of arrest. 

Experience in Boston—and it is one common to other 
places — bears out the statement that, under our present 
license system, far-reaching restrictions of the sale of liquor, 
even when properly enforced, do not necessarily affect the 
amount of inebriety dealt with by the police. A single 
illustration will suffice:. The adoption of the high-license 
and statutory limitation law in 1889, the most drastic 
measure enacted since the time of prohibition, was followed 
in the first year by an increase of 3.81 arrests per 1,000 in- 
habitants. Although this increase was partially wiped out 
the succeeding year, the rate of arrests continued higher than 
before the enactment of the law of 1889, and has, with one 
or two exceptions, remained higher until last year. It goes 
without saying that minor legal restrictions are not reflected 
n the police returns. 
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So, too, changes in the laws governing arrests for drunken- 
ness, unless they are of a very radical nature, do not materi- 
ally affect the number of such arrests. A reduction or in- 
crease in the size of the fines imposed for drunkenness has, 
as a rule, little or no effect upon the number of persons ar- 
rested. Experience in Boston offers some evidence on this 
point. In 1880, the arrests per 1,000 inhabitants rose to 
44.67 from 38.68 the year previous, and in 1881 reached the 
high figure of 49.57. The officials gave as one reason for 
this apparent growth of inebriety that the fine on a first con- 
viction had been reduced to one dollar; which, they said, 
‘‘ rendered men more reckless than before.” Yet, under the 
same lenient drunk law, the arrests fell off in 1882-1884, 
while the number of arrests for all offences took an upward 
turn. ° 
_ The restoration in 1855 of the former maximum fine of 
$5 was without visible effect. The subsequent diminution 
in arrests in 1886 and part of 1887 seems solely chargeable 
to more thorough policing under the newly created Metro- 
politan Board of Police which, among other things, made 
a strenuous effort to stop Sunday selling. The increase of 
about eight arrests per 1,000 inhabitants during 1888 may in 
part have been due to the fact that Cambridge and other 
places near Boston had voted no license, but seemed out of 
proportion to the known outside influences, for the percent- 
age of non-residents arrested had only advanced slightly. 


A RApIcCAL CHANGE. 


On July 1, 1891, the law abolishing fines and giving 
police officers authority to release persons arrested for drunk- 
enness without order of the court went into effect. | What- 
ever the effect of this radical change upon the disposition to 
drink, its effect upon the disposition to arrest was manifest 
at once. During the five months of 1891 in which the law 
was operative, the arrests increased about seven per 1,000 
inhabitants, with no corresponding increase in the percent- 
age of non-residents arrested. In the course of these five 
months, 10,442 persons were released by the police. In 
1892, under the same law, the arrests attained the highest 
proportion yet known, or 75.21 per 1,000 inhabitants, the 
relative increase of non-residents being very slight. No less 
than 73.71 per cent. of those arrested were released by the 
police. 

In 1893 the power to release was taken away from the’ 
police, and the fine system was restored. Perhaps chiefly in 
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consequence of the greater reluctance to arrest caused by the 
former change, the arrests at once fell about eleven per 1,000 
inhabitants, followed by a further reduction in 1894 when 
the present law was operative during the entire year. 

Since 1894 the fluctuations have been considerable. In 
1896, for instance, high water mark was again approached 
with 61.53 arrests per 1,000 inhabitants, which, however, is 
‘still far behind that of 1892. On the whole, the fluctuations 
‘ have only been such as may be expected in any large city, 
unless it be that the decline in arrests witnessed during 1898, 
and which still continues, marks the beginning of a new era. 
The total number of arrests for intoxication last year was 
26,157, or 49.91 per 1,000 inhabitants. This decline can 
hardly be attributed to the operation of economic forces, for 
according to the best information available, in other large 
cities, subject to the same economic influences as. Boston, 
drunkenness flourishes as of old. It is well known that 
Boston has always borne an enviable reputation for its high 
rate of arrests for drunkenness, which far exceeds that of 
cities like Chicago, New York and Philadelphia. This rate 
has probably been maintained more in response to a public 
sentiment demanding the removal from the streets of all 
objectionable persons than because visible intoxication is by 
comparison more prevalent than elsewhere. Considerably 
more than one-half of the arrests made in Boston in twelve 
months are for drunkenness, while in the city of St. Louis, 
for instance, about one-sixth of the total number is for this 
offence ; yet no one will maintain that these statistics furnish 
a measure of the relative amount of drunkenness in the two 
cities. Signs of a recent change in the public sentiment 
alluded to are more or less consciously reflected in the work 
of the police, who, without relaxing their vigilance, seem to 
act more frequently than before on the theory that it is wiser 
to help respectable-looking offenders to their homes, when 
this can be done with safety, than to lock them up. The 
probation system may in part be responsible for the indicated 
change in public sentiment, since under it the wisdom of 
releasing conditionally or unconditionally nearly all first 
offenders is becoming more and more evident. 

From what has been said, therefore, it is sufficiently obvi- 
ous that comparative statistics of arrests, —taken by them- 
selves, — furnish no reliable measure of the amount of drunk- 
enness in different localities at the same time, or in the same 
locality at different times. 
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JUVENILE ARRESTS. 


On the other hand, it is an indubitable highly satisfactory 
fact that the arrests of juvenile offenders have declined to 
nearly one-half the number of a decade ago. © For the last 
three years the figures have remained nearly stationery, but 
still constitute less than 3 per cent. of the whole number of 
drunks. The inception of this decrease dates from the 
creation of the Metropolitan Board of Police, and was 
accelerated by the weeding out of a lot of irresponsible 
liquor dealers under the law of 1889. Yet the decrease is 
one that cannot be attributed simply to the enforcement of 
better laws, for it has continued amid the fluctuations of the 
whole number of arrests and their general upward tendency. 
We are justified in beleving that the ever-growing social 
work for the betterment of the lives of children, especially 
the boys who are most exposed to temptation, has helped to 
bring about this good result with its clubs, classes, summer 
camps, and other moralizing agencies. 


DISPOSITION OF CASES OF DRUNKENNESS: IN THE MuUNIC— 
IPAL CourRtTS OF BOSTON IN 1898. 


Published statistics (see annual report of the Prison 
Commissioners) make it evident that the lower courts in 
other parts of the Commonwealth pursue a course in dealing 
with drunkenness which is not in harmony with the practice 
generally obtaining in Boston. We find (see appendix, table, 
p. 45) that, except in Bristol, Nantucket, and Suffolk 
Counties, from 56 to 93 per cent. of all persons arrested for 
drunkenness are actually sentenced. It follows that the 
number released is comparatively small, which is likewise 
true of the cases taken on probation. The prevailing method 
of punishing drunkenness is to impose a fine. Ten counties 
sentence to a money penalty more than 70 per cent. of the 
persons arrested; three counties even going to the extent of 
fining more than 90 per cent. of the offenders. Outside 
Nantucket, the fine system is nowhere so little in vogue as 
in Suffolk County. 

Nevertheless one is forcibly struck by the widely divergent 
methods of dealing with drunkenness exhibited by the muni- 
cipal courts of Suffolk County, or more particularly those of 
Boston. The detail tables in the appendix (pp. 46-49) offer 
some highly instructive illustrations. 

Thus, in the matter of releasing unconditionally the 
persons arraigned, we find that the Central court resorts to 
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this expedient in more than 66 per cent. of all cases, while 
the East Boston court releases less than 5 per cent. In the 
remaining courts, the percentages of releases vary from 6.58 
per cent. in Brighton to 51.19 per cent. in West Roxbury. 
Except in the Central and West Roxbury courts, fines are 
imposed in about 50 to 85 per cent. of all cases. The 
ereatest contrast is between the Central and Dorchester 
courts, the former applying the fine penalty in but 10.88 per 
cent., but the latter in 85.86 per cent. Even the West Rox- 
bury court fines 35.24 per cent. of the persons arraigned. 
Further, in sentencing drinkers to imprisonment without 
the option of paying a fine, the practice of the courts is at 
great variance. The South Boston court leads, sending 
25.46 per cent. of those arrested to prison, followed by 
the Central court, which sends 18.37 per cent. In the other 
courts the percentage of sentences to imprisonment varies 
from 2.78 per cent. in Dorchester to 16.02 per cent. in 
East Boston; in four courts it falls below 9 per cent. The 
large number sentenced to imprisonment by the Central court 
finds some explanation in the fact that it deals with the rel- 
atively largest number of confirmed and vicious drinkers. 
Lastly, in applying the probation system, the policy of the 
Boston courts is anything but uniform. ‘The East Boston 
court which releases so few, places 30 per cent. of all cases 
on probation, while only 17 per cent. are so dealt with by the 
Dorchester court. It is true that the latter places a number 
of cases on file, which some hold to be equivalent to proba- 
tion; although it is difficult to see wherein this procedure 
differs from unconditional release, since it rarely happens 
that cases are taken from the files. In the other courts the 
probation cases constitute from 2.12 per cent. (Roxbury) to 
8.94 per cent. (South Boston) of the total number of arrests. 


‘The Central court approaches the general average for the 


city with 4.20 per cent. of probation cases. 

The cause of these widely divergent methods of dealing 
with drunkenness is primarily to be found in the widely 
divergent opinions of the judges regarding the proper penalty 
for this offence. The fact that some judges may be in 
possession of nfore complete evidence than others regarding 
the cases coming before them is hardly an important factor 
in the matter. It is true that the work of the probation 
officers attached to the various courts, who gather as much 
information about the prisoners as they can in the brief time 
intervening between the arrest and trial, yields very unequal 
results. ‘These officers do not all share the same point of 
view, neither do they pursue precisely the same methods of 
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investigation; and the data available in one district may be 
wanting in another. Nevertheless, the fact that one judge 
clings to the fine as an adequate form of punishment, while 
others believe in releasing as many as possible or in applying 
the deterrent of probation, is in no wise to be explained by 
the character of the work of the probation officers. Itis not 
the evidence alone, but the attitude of the judge, which de- 
termines whether a penalty shall be meted out and what form 
it shall take. 

These conflicting views of judges regarding the punish- 
ment of drunkenness are the more surprising when we re- 
member that the judges act under the same laws and deal 
not only with offenders drawn from the same social classes, 
but from day to day with the same individual offenders. 
Moreover, it is obvious that public opinion is little concerned 
with the particular form of penalty resorted to. The public 
at large is ignorant upon the subject, and the most conflicting 
policies are tolerated within the limits of single communities, 
such as Boston. 

Summing up the disposition of the cases in the municipal 
courts of Boston for the year 1898, we get the following 
totals and percentages : |

DISPOSITION OF CASES OF DRUNKENNESS IN THE 
SUPERIOR COURT OF SUFFOLK COUNTY IN 1898. 


It needs but passing mention that not all cases of drunken- 
ness are finally disposed of in the lower courts. Between 
700 and 800 cases are annually appealed to the higher court. 
The circumstance that more than 76 per cent. of the 787 
appellants in 1898 pleaded guilty, makes it clear that the 
motive for appeal is seldom that of establishing innocence; 
only 22 cases were tried by jury. In some cases the appeal 
is from long sentences to the reformatories, but in general 
the motive is the hope that the judgment of the lower court 
will be reversed, or that the case will be pigeon-holed ; an 
in a few instances the appellant may wish to gain time for 
the payment of the fine. Moreover, we find that 22.83 per 
cent. of the cases last year were not prosecuted or placed on 
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file either before or after trial; that less than 50 per cent. 
were sentenced ; and that about 28 per cent. were placed on 
probation. In short, the chances of escaping punishment are 
so good as to make one wonder why more cases are not 
appealed. We note that but 47 of the 332 sentenced were 
fined ; 30 were sent to the reformatories, 7 to the State Farm, 
and the remaining 248 to the houses of correction. 


SEX, FAMILY, RESIDENCE AND OCCUPATION OF PERSONS 
ARRESTED FOR DRUNKENNESS. 


The data we present were obtained from the records of the 
probation officers attached to the Central court; they may be 
considered representative of conditions throughout the city. 
Of the nearly 15,000 persons arraigned in this court in 1898, 
89 per cent. were males and 11 per cent. were females. 
Among the former the non-residents outnumbered the resi- 
dents; and but 8 per cent. were described as homeless. 
Among the women, on the other hand, conditions are 
reversed, for nearly three-quarters of them claim a residence 
in Boston. Considerably more than one-half the men are said 
to be without family, that is, in the sense of having persons 
dependent upon them for support. Of the women, no less 
than 95 per cent. asserts that they are without family. 
This is hardly a credible statement in view of the common 
experience that most inebriate women are or have been mar- 
ried. The proportion of men who are without occupation is 
very large, and it would probably be swelled considerably 
did we possess accurate information concerning all. It is 
well within the truth to say that at least one-fifth of the 
males arrainged in the Central court have no occupation, 
in the sense of working at a trade or having fairly steady 
employment. The group of women stated to be without 
occupation would probably be found quite insignificant if 
we could eliminate those engaged in house-work in their own 
homes.

COMMITMENTS FOR DRUNKENNESS TO THE PENAL INSTI-— 
TUTIONS OF SUFFOLK COUNTY IN 1898. 


About 95 per cent. of the persons committed for drunken- 
ness are sent to the House of Correction at Deer Island, the 
remainder being divided between the House of Correction at 
South Boston and the county jail. It appears to some extent 
to be a matter of accident in which county institution a pris- 
oner is confined. Thus, if a batch of prisoners leave court 
_too late to catch the boat for Deer Island, they may be sent 
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to South Boston; or the destination of prisoners may some- 
times be determined by the fact that an institution has need 
of prisoners fitted to perform certain kinds of work. Such 
accidents do not happen of course to persons sentenced to 
the reformatories or to the State Farm. 

Of the 8,458 persons committed to the county institutions 
Gneluding those from Chelsea) during the year ending 
September 30, 1898, 4,285, or more than 53 per cent. were 
imprisoned for non-payment of fines and costs; about 34 
per cent. were sentenced to terms of imprisonment of less 
than six months; the remaining 15 per cent. for longer 
periods, but in all cases for less than two years. 

It must not be understood that the number of commitments 
during one year represents so many different persons. The 
8,447 commitments to Deer Island during the entire year of 
1898 have been found to represent but 5,444 individuals ; 
consequently, they were 3,003 recommitments within the 
year. Just how many were sentenced more than twice or 
how many served sentences for the first time in their lives 
could not be learned without the expenditure of much more 
time and money than the committee had at command. The 
method of collecting and recording information regarding 
prisoners is such that the most essential facts can only be . 
gleaned by dint of long and patient research. We know, 
however, that throughout the Commonwealth the number of 
recommitments always greatly exceeds the number of first 
commitments; and, further,’ that about one-half of the 
recommitments are for the fourth or subsequent offences. 
This, among other facts, points to the existence of a large 
class of men and women who on account of habitual or 
periodical drunkenness spend a great part, often the greater 
part of their time, in prison. Most of them are over thirty 
years of age. We find that of persons committed for 
drunkenness to all penal institutions in Massachusetts last 
year, about 13 per cent. were under 25 years of age, 18 
per cent. between 26 and 30 years of age, 34 per cent. 
between 51 and 40, 21 per cent. between 41 and 50, and 
less than 12 per cent. more than 51 years of age. 

Since the fine system prevails to a greater extent in other 
counties than Suffolk, these counties show a relatively 
greater number of commitments for non-payment of fines and 
costs. In eight out of twelve counties (Nantucket and Dukes 
not being considered) more than 70 per cent. of the persons 
arrested are put in jail for non-payment; the average for the 
Commonwealth is about 63 per cent. 

Long sentences and simple imprisonment by direct 
sentence are relatively more frequent in Suffolk County than 
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elsewhere ; yet the short sentence prevails. Comparatively 
few persons are sentenced to imprisonment for more than 
two months, and as the majority of commitments are in default 
of payment of a fine rarely exceeding $5 (often less), equiv- 
alent to eight days in jail, it will be seen that most offenders nec- 
essarily serve a very brief sentence. Again, numerous prison- 
ers pay the fine after incarceration, or have it paid for them, 
so that the originally short sentence is perchance reduced to 
a night’s lodging in the house of correction. We find that 
of the 5,074 persons discharged from Deer Island in 1898 
no less than 22.13 per cent. by paying the fines shortened 
their sentences probably on the average about one-half. 
Among the 16.87 per cent. pardoned from the same institu- 
tion were doubtless not a few who had been sentenced to pay 
a fine, hence to a brief confinement, which was further 
reduced by the pardon. About 60 per cent. of the prisoners 
at Deer Island were discharged in 1898 because their sen- 
tences had expired. In other institutions containing a much 
larger proportion of persons held for non-payment of fines, 
it is fair to infer not only that the average sentence is shorter, 
but that a relatively smaller number serve it out. 


THE Pusuic Cost oF DRUNKENNESS AND INCOME FROM 
FINES FOR THIS OFFENCE DURING THE YEAR 1898. 


Be COREG: 


To calculate in dollars and cents the cost of drunkenness 
to a municipality ike Boston is in some respects impossible, 
at all events in the light of our present information. Although 
we feel safe in assuming that at least 30 per cent. of the 
destitution cared for by the city is due directly or indirectly 
to drink, we have no means of knowing just what outlay this 
percentage calls for. Neither do we know how much the 
city spends in supporting the families of persons imprisoned 
for drunkenness. The subject has never been thoroughly 
investigated. From the books of the Overseers of the Poor 
we learn that in 1898 something more than $2,000 went 
to support the families of persons serving sentence for 
drunkenness; but the records were confessedly incomplete 
on this point. The actual amount spent for this purpose is 
held to be considerably larger. On the other hand, with all 
due allowance for the probable understatement, the popular 
estimates of the sums of public money devoted to the care of 
families of drunkards who are in prison, is certainly much 
exaggerated. None the less, the burden to the community is 
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very large. We lack all measure of the alms given by in- 
dividuals and private societies to families whose bread-winners 
are undergoing punishment for drunkenness; but it is noto- 
rious that the calls upon charity from this source are heavy 
and incessant. 

The most expensive part of drunkenness to a city is the 
police work. it calls for. A satisfactory estimate of the 
average amounts represented by the several items which 
enter into the cost of making arrests could not be obtained, 
although such estimates were submitted. The items in 
question comprise the time spent by the police in making 
arrests and attending court, the use of the patrol wagons and 
signal system, the medical care, food, lodging, transportation 
to court, ete. 

In 1898, the miscellaneous work of the police department, 
that is, work unrelated to crime and drunkenness comprised 
164,379 matters deemed of sufficient importance to report; 
and there were probably as many more of which no report 
was made. It seems reasonable to suppose that one-half of 
the total cost of the police department ($1,683,957.97) is 
necessitated by its miscellaneous work. The prevention and 
detection of crime is estimated at three-eighths of the total 
cost, leaving one eighth, or $210,494.74 as the cost of arrest- 
ing and caring for persons who get drunk. With 26,157 
arrests In 1898, the average cost of each arrest was $8.04, 
which tallies closely with some of the itemized estimates 
submitted, and is wholly conservative. 

Next to arrests, the largest element of cost is the main- 
tenance during confinement of the persons committed to our 
three penal institutions. For all three of them we calculate 
the amount on the basis of the per capita cost of mainte- 
nance. So far as the House of Correction at Deer Island is 
concerned, this method results in an understatement, for we 
do not consider the interest on the large sums expended on 
buildings and improvements for the housing of those com- 
mitted for drunkenness;. and there are various other items 
not taken into account. ‘The totals we give are, however, 
startling enough. 

The cost of maintenance of persons committed for drunk- 
enness was, in 1898: 


At the House of Correction on Deer Island, $111,212 71 


‘“ “ 66 in South Boston, 4,590 08 
66 County Jail, é : . 13,205 33 
The cost of making arrests as above, : . 210,494 74 


Total cost of drunkenness, ; t $339,502 86 
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During the year in question the county had an income of 
$23,490.78 from fines for drunkenness, of which a little less 
than one-third was paid after committal. Deducting this 
item of receipts, the actual costs of arrests for drunkenness 
and maintenance of those committed was thus $316,012.08. 

(For itemized statement see pp. 54, 55.) 


SHORT SENTENCES. 


In our analysis of the present conditions, it was shown 
that 53 per cent. of the persons confined for drunkenness in 
the penal institutions of Suffolk County were sentenced to 
fines, and 384 per cent to imprisonment for periods less than 
six months. We may conservatively estimate that of the 
former, none, and of the latter, not more than one-half 
remain in prison longer than thirty days; so that in all upwards 
of 70 per cent. of those committed actually serve short sen- 
tences. The intimate relation between the fine system and 
the number of short sentences is thus clearly established. 
And the severest indictment which can be brought against 
the habitual fining of offenders is that in a majority of cases 
it results in their being sent to prison for short terms. 

In view of this fact, attention should be directed to an act 
defining the length of time to be served in default of pay- 
ment of fines, passed by the last Legislature, which, inasmuch 
as it leads to an increase of short sentences, can only be de- 
scribed as an automatic device for intensifying the evils 
under the old law. Formerly a prisoner could be held in 
confinement thirty days for non-payment of a fine not ex- 
ceeding $10, or 40 days for a fine not exceeding $20. Now 
the law makes the following provisions : 

“When a convict has been confined in prison or other 
place of confinement eight days for fine or for fine and costs not 
exceeding $5, twenty days for fine or fine and costs not exceed- 
ing $10, thirty days for fine or fine and costs not exceeding 
$20, he shall be discharged.” ~ 

When we remember that in four-fifths of the cases the fine 
imposed for drunkenness does not exceed $5, it will be seen 
that the new law practically reduces imprisonment for this 
offence to eight days or less for all who are committed for non- 
payment. 

The objection on principle to imprisonment as a penalty in 
ordinary drunk cases is discussed elsewere. That such ob- 
jections exist also in the minds of the judiciary, may be 
inferred from the sparing use made of this penalty except as 
an alternative. But no matter how it comes to pass that a 
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person is committed, the fundamental purpose of imprison- 
ment for drunkenness must in all cases be the same. 

The value of imprisonment as a penalty must be measured 
by its beneficial effects, including the restraining effect of 
wholesome punishment upon the offender, the exemplary 
value of his punishment as a lesson to others, and the 
reformatory influence of his treatment in‘upbuilding character 
and strengthening him for a_ better fulfilment of social 
duties. 

‘So far as the merely “ preventive,” “ deterrent” or exemp- 
lary value of punishment as a restraining lesson to others! is 
concerned, endless bitter experience has shown that it is 
easily overestimated even in the case of distinctly deliberate 
and premeditated forms of crime. But in the peculiar case 
of drunkenness, the unpremeditated and often pathological 
character of the excess still further diminishes the restrain- 
ing influence of punishment upon others than the offender 
himself. For years we have “ made examples”’ of thousands 
of inebriate men and women, and their number diminishes not. 
Indeed, it is to be feared that —thanks largely to the short 
sentence — the story of the drunkard taken to a convict’s 
cell has lost by endless repetition whatever force it may have 
had. 

Once more, tested by the restraining influence upon the 
offender himself, the short sentence has still less to commend 
itas a method of dealing with ordinary cases of drunkenness. 
Proof of this is not far to seek. The total number of recom- 
mitments (see p. 52) no less than the amazing rec- 
ords of institutionalized “rounders ” whose recommitments 
are reckoned by scores, make it obvious that the dread of a 
few days’ imprisonment is generally no match for the alcohol 
appetite. But worse than this, when, as frequently happens, 
the sentence amounts in fact merely to the detention of a 
debauch and debilitated man in a comfortable hospital under 
skilled care, it appeals to the broken-down inebriate as a 
blessed relief, a welcome opportunity for recuperation rather 
than as a punishment to be feared. The brief loss of liberty 
is nothing to him, and in the hospital he suffers none of the 
hardships of prison life. On the contrary, what he needs, 
and what his means never could supply, the community 
lavishes upon him perhaps up to the very moment of the 
expiration of the sentence. 

There can beno quarrel with the humane treatment accorded 
such an inebriate; but is there anything in such a_ brief 
experience of prison hospitality which will make him careful 
lest he again be caught and nursed back to soberness and 
health ? 


) 
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For the more numerous offenders, who are not admitted to 
hospital treatment, the week or ten days in prison is like- 
wise all too brief a period to bring home to them a vivid sense 
of their plight. Since the majority are committed for non- 
payment of fines, their thoughts often dwell less upon the 
deprivations and degradation of imprisonment than upon the 
ever-expected rescuer in the shape of a friend with $5 in his 
hand. Many are justified in feeling that they are detained 
rather than imprisoned ; for it may be only a matter of hours 
before help comes. In fact, under our unreasonable and 
highly objectionable system of demanding the immediate pay- 
ment of a fine by persons who have generally parted with 
their last cent in a drunken spree, there is an obvious neces- 
sity for sending offenders to prison even if it be but for a day, 
pending the arrival of money from other sources; but the 
moral evils and the palpable injustice which such temporary 
imprisonment for debt inflicts upon our poorer citizens will 
become more and more obvious as we proceed. 

Turn finally to the test of personal reformation and inquire 
whether a penalty which fails so signally to accomplish ‘its 
purpose as a social and individual deterrent, still offers an 
explanation of its prevalent use in its beneficial effect upon 
individual character. In our jails and houses of correction, 
the individual committed for drunkenness, and whose offence 
is therefore principally against himself, is herded with others 
who are declared enemies of society. Though not a criminal, 
he is classed with thieves, burglars and even more offensive 
evil-doers — these are his companions. Yet the supposition 
would seem to be that confinement in such environment will 
help him to gain in moral fibre, and to overcome the craving 
for stimulants. Among those who are imprisoned for 
drunkenness there are also doubtless not a few so vicious 
and criminal that they cannot be further corrupted by their 
surroundings. But since the brief detention of such incor- 
rigibles obviously affords no adequate protection to society, 
to what end are even they periodically shut up for a few days 
in the company of their kind? Is it for their mutual 
unprovement ? 

There is, however, another large contingent in our prison 
houses consisting of first and occasional offenders, who are 
weak but in no sense criminal ; in the whole Commonwealth, 
let it be remembered, about 43 per cent. of the persons com- 
mitted are first offenders, that is, have never before been sen- 
tenced for drunkenness. In the discharge of our bounden 
duty to protect these unfortunates against themselves, we 
force them into close relations with the most loathsome and 
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depraved beings. We begin their reformation by declaring 
them to be what they are not — criminals. So strong is this 
sense of shame and degredation which imprisonment  pro- 
duces in the first offender, that an official connected with one 
of our houses of correction declared, as a result of long ob- 
servation, that he had never seen any one sent there for the 
first time for drunkenness who was not moved to tears by the 
realization of his situation. But unhappily the shame and 
remorse yield quickly to the hardening and demoralizing in- 
fluences of such an unwholesome environment. It is an old 
story that the hardened offender loses no opportunity to work 
upon the mind of the novice, seeking to rob him of all sense 
of shame, and to initiate him into his own ways. The mor- 
ally weak and now degraded drinker proves but too plastic 
material in the hands of the old “rounder.” It is not too 
much to say that amid such influences ten days’ confinement 
in a house of correction may work a mischief which ten years 
cannot undo. _ 

But this is not all. Apart from the evil bent a brief con- 
finement may give a man’s whole future career, he is often 
made to suffer from itin other ways. ‘To have “done time at 
the Island” may not be a disgrace in certain circles ; but in 
the eyes of those members of the community whose good-will 
the released prisoner is most in need of, to have served a sen- 
tence even for the first offence of drunkenness is to have 
been branded as a criminal, a companion of outcasts, a man 
to be shunned, and one from whom positions of trust must 
be withheld. Thus the baneful influences of the prison dog 
his footsteps wherever he goes, —an incessant hindrance to 
sober and industrious living, and constant incentive to dis- 
couragement and relapse. 

Beyond all this, even if the surroundings of the prisoner 
at an institution are such as appeal to his manhood, and none 
but wholesome influences are brought to bear — which latter 
may be perfectly true so far as the prison officials are con- 
cerned — how is it possible in five or ten days to repair the 
ravages of years? Habits of self-restraint are not formed in 
a week; and to get the rum out of a man is only a _prelimi- 
nary to building up his weakened will-power. Yet this one 
result, the getting the rum out of the unfortunate, is the one 
value competent prison officials attach to the short sentence ; 
the prisoner is sober when he is liberated; but he has not 
learned the habits of sobriety. 

A further objection to the short sentence is that it does 
not sufficiently protect society against the confirmed ine- 
briate. Ags a diseased member, the inebriate is a menace to 
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society, — an offence to all, a nuisance to his neighborhood, 
and a curse to his family. ‘To put him periodically under re- 
straint for a few days when he becomes particularly obnoxious, 
to patch up his shattered nerves, and turn him out when he 
is in condition for a new bout with his old enemy, is a travesty 
upon that protection which should be one of the objects of 
confinement. If it is right that the arm of the law should at 
any time separate the drunkard from the rest of his fellows, 
it is a duty to keep him in restraint until there is reason to 
hope that he has learned a lesson, and can return a better 
man. It is clear that the short sentence cannot work the 
needed reformation. 

In view of the obvious character of the facts and con- 
clusions already presented, an appeal to expert authority in 
regard to the value of the short sentence seems hardly neces- 
sary. It is none the less true that the views here expressed 
in regard to the value of the short sentence are upheld by all 
criminologists of note. To quote buta single passage, Enrico 
Ferri, the distinguished Italian criminologist, says: “A 
few days in prison, mostly in association with habitual crimi- 
nals, cannot exercise any deterrent influence. . . . On 
the contrary they are attended by disastrous effects, by 
destroying the serious character of justice, relieving prison- 
ers of all fear of punishment, and consequently driving them 
to relapse, under the influence of the disgrace already suffered, 
and of the corrupting and compromising association with 
habitual criminals in prison. The results of these short 
terms, indeed, which impose about the same restriction on 
liberty as an attack of indigestion, or a heavy fall of snow, 
are so manifest that the objection to them is now almost 
unanimous.” (Criminal Sociology, p. 269.) 

Finally, the short sentence puts the community to a large 
and, as we have shown, often worse than useless expense. 
The amount annually spent for the maintenance of those com- 
mitted for drunkenness for less than thirty days cannot be 
placed at much less than $90,000, or about 70 per cent. of the 
total cost of caring for this class of offenders in our three 
county prisons. ‘This sum is devoted to the maintenance of 
what to many unfortunates is a school of drunkenness. In 
startlng contrast is the fact that less than $25,000 are 
annually appropriated for our probation work, which is un- 
speakably more effective than any prison, since it both 
represses drunkenness, and helps to protect the victim of the 
liquor habit against himself. 
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FINEs. 


The condemnation of the short sentence carries with it the 
condemnation of fines so far as they are responsible for short 
term imprisonment; and the appalling fact has already been 
stated that imprisonment for non-payment of fines (and 
costs) accounts for 53 per cent. of all persons confined for 
drunkenness in the penal institutions of Suffolk County in 
1898, the proportion in other parts of the Commonwealth 
rising to above 70 per cent. Therefore, even before a 
mechanical scale of equivalence was established by the last 
legislature (p: 4), the imposition of a fine was in the great 
majority of instances practically synonymous with a short 
sentence. ‘The prevailing use of fines for drunkenness would 
therefore stand condemned if there were no other count in 
the indictment than the manifold iniquities of the short 
sentence already recited. 


INJUSTICE OF THE PREVAILING SYSTEM. 


But unhappily the counts in the indictment of fines as 
commonly administered are more numerous. With honor- 
able exceptions in certain courts (p. 9) the present use of 
fines violates every precept of just punishment. It punishes 
the innocent even more than the guilty. It is one penalty 
for the rich and another for the poor. Bad in itself, it still 
more frequently leads to the infliction of a still worse 
penalty; and the indirect result is a demoralizing form of 
explatory inprisonment which perpetuates the judicial anoma- 
lies of imprisonment for debt in the last century. It would 
seem incredible that any penalty largely resorted to in a 
civilized community should be so administered as to fall 
more upon the innocent than the guilty; but it is a matter 
of common observation, no less than the well-nigh univer- 
sal testimony of charity visitors, probation officers and other , 
competent experts, that the fine imposed in ordinary cases of 
drunkenness, inflicts more suffering upon those who are 
innocent mothers, wives, children, than it does upon the 
real culprit. This is equally true whether the fine is paid or 
not. If paidimmediately, it is too often they who produce the 
money at the sacrifice of the sewing machine, of furniture, or 
of food, raiment and other necessaries of life; if the bread- 
winner is imprisoned for non-payment, it is they also who 
suffer the deprivations while he is absent, and they who feel 
most keenly the consequent loss of reputation and earning 
capacity after his return. If the innocent do not vicari- 
ously suffer, itis generally either because the burden of paying 
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the fine or supporting the abandoned family has been trans- 
ferred to benevolent counties or individuals — the overseers 
of the poor— or because the offender is alone in the world; 
or because he is relatively well-to-do, and escapes too easily ; 
or because he is a “ rounder,” whose incarceration is a blessing 
to himself, his family and his community, and whose 
reiterated punishment by fine or short sentence is so palpably 
absurd as to be almost criminal. 

Again, it seems almost equally incredible that a demo- 
cratic community should tolerate the incessant use of a 
penalty which discriminates between rich and poor to the 
extraordinary extent of lberating the former with little or 
no inconvenience, while subjecting the latter to serious sacri- 
fice, or ignominious imprisonment. 

Finally, if the moral sensibilities of the community are 
blunted to such considerations, it might reasonably be ex- 
pected that the business sense of the community would revolt 
at the paradoxical absurdity of pretending to recoup the 
county for the cost of arresting and trying the offender by 
imposing on him a fine which he seldom pays, and then board- 
ing him at public cost from eight to thirty days for failure to 
do so. The balance sheet and official arithmetic of this 
enterprise have already been presented (pp. 14,15). None 
the less this is the most frequent official explanation of the 
theory of fines. 


REMEDIES. 


On the other hand, it is not to be forgotten that certain 
judges honestly believe in the deterrent value of fines properly 
administered, and urge the necessity of some such expeditious 
method of dealing with peculiar cases, notably perplexing cases 
of non-residents. But common justice and common-sense alike 
demand that if the fine system is to be retained it shall be so 
amended that the offender who cannot pay immediately shall be 
given a reasonable time in which to earn the money, and shall 
remain in the care of a probation officer pending payment. 
Fortunatly there is no lack of precedent for this more intelli- 
gent and satisfactory use of fines. A detailed discussion of 
the immense moral and financial advantages of such a sus- 
pended or probationary fine naturally finds its place in the 
recommendations in regard to the extension of the existing 
system of probation. 


PROBATION. 


» No aspect of the present methods of dealing with drunken- 
ness is so hopeful in its results as the work of probation

officers. Fortunately, also, none is more universally com- 
mended, or more capable of immediate improvement and 
extension. 

The statute authorizing the appointment of probation 
officers by the judges of the several courts was passed in 
1891. It contains theprovisions already referred to (p. 4), 
enabling judges at their discretion to place persons convicted 
of drunkenness in care of a probation officer for a longer or 
shorter term, under conditions determined by the court. In | 
practice the terms of probation vary greatly in the different 
courts, from a few weeks to as many months, with an 
occasional extension or renewal of the term in exceptional 
cases. The customary term in the Central municipal court 
is five weeks. At the end of this period the probationer re- 
appears before the judge who sentenced him, and upon the 
presentation of a favorable report and a recommendation for 
discharge by the probation officer the case is dismissed. An 
adverse report, or failure to appear in court, or to submit to 
the conditions imposed, may lead to re-arrest and summary 
procedure. 

The total number of probation officers serving in the eight 
courts of Suffolk County in 1898 was fourteen, and the 
total number persons placed on probation during the year 
was 1,271 (p.10). The Central municipal court, which in 
1898 dealt with 16,625 arrests for drunkenness, or about 
two-thirds of the total number of such arrests in Suffolk 
County, had an efficient corps of seven probation officers, and 
placed 4.20 per cent. of the cases on probation. ‘Two of the 
staff were women. As already indicated (p. 9) the percen- 
tage of arrests dealt with by probation exhibits extraordinary 
variations from court to court, and reveals unexpected differ- 
ences in the disposition of the several judges to make use of 
probation and probation officers. 


FUNCTIONS OF THE PROBATION OFFICER. 


The probation officer, it will be observed, is a direct 
appointee of the court, and responsible solely to the court. 
He has the great advantage, therefore, of being absolutely 
free from many of the complications which beset officers sub- 
ject to political influence. His functions may be described 
as essentially twofold ; he may be regarded as the confidential 
agent and adviser of the court, on the one hand, and of the 
prisoner on the other. In the former capacity, as agent of 
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the court, he is charged with the difficult and responsible 
task of investigating and reporting on the numerous cases of 
persons held under arrest for arraignment in the municipal 
or district courts. Omitting for the moment other classes of 
offenders, the daily routine of probation officers is largely 
concerned with that large group of unfortunates, nightly, 
and to asmaller extent daily, arrested for drunkenness and 
awaiting arraignment at the next session of the court. The 
total number of such cases brought before the eight muni- 
cipal courts of Suffolk County was 26,157 in 1898, very 
unequally distributed over the different days of the week 
and weeks of the year. 


A Day’s WORK. 


As a rule the first daily duty of the probation officer is to 
investigate the nocturnal batch of drunks awaiting trial at 
the morning session of the court, at half-past nine. At best 
the time is short; and the work must begin early. His first 
business is to interview the prisoners. Then comes the 
difficult work of verifying their preliminary statements in 
regard to name, residence, occupation and previous record. 
In the brief time available he must detect misrepresentation 
and collect additional information by consulting the official 
records (unhappily, according to present practices, except in 
rare cases, only those of his own court), interviewing families, 
and visiting alleged places of residence or employment. It 
is in no small degree the evidence thus hurriedly collected in 
regard to individuals, families, and previous industry or 
sobriety, or the reverse, that enables the judge to face with 
greater confidence the almost impossible task assigned to him, 
helps him to individualize in some degree the monotonous 
batches of drunks daily brought before him, and to decide 
with more intelligence the all-important question as to the 
effect of fine, imprisonment, probation or discharge, upon the 
well being of the prisoner himself, and upon the well being 
of the family or others dependent upon him, or responsible 
for him, and upon the well being of society at large. 

Hasty and incomplete as this preliminary investigation by 
the probation officer must often be in courts where the con- 
gestion of cases is great, it represents an almost incredibly 
great advance upon the earlier and more mechanical methods 
of dealing with drunks. At the same time, it suggests the 
emphatic necessity of still further increasing the scope and 
thoroughness of this preliminary phase of probation work. 


» 
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A FRIEND OF THE PRISONER. 


On the other hand, turning to the second aspect of his 
work, the probation officer may with almost equal accuracy 
be described as the confidential agent and adviser of the 
prisoner, who is sometimes sadly in need of a friend at 
court. So far as the facts elicited by this preliminary 
investigation will justify the experiment, it 1s the privilege 
of the court to waive the ordinary forms of punishment by 
fine or imprisonment, and place the prisoner on probation, 
subject to the personal, friendly and watchful guardianship 
of the probation officer for a specified period of weeks or 
months. Lapse from good conduct, and unfavorable report 
by the officer in charge of the case, may at any time during 
this period lead to re-arrest and speedy sentence; while good 
conduct and a favorable report at the end of the period will 
once more make the probationer his own man, strengthened 
by discipline, and free from the constant but wholesome dread 
of suspended or deferred punishment. 


THE DETERRENT EFFECT OF PROBATION. 


The probation officer thus stands for leniency, for another 
opportunity to escape the personal disgrace and the vicarious 
suffering of family and friends which imprisonment or fine 
or both must often involve; he stands for another chance at 
reformation under the powerful stimulus of the personal, 
friendly guardianship of an officer of the law; for another 
chance to strengthen the will and develop the power of self- 
control, aided by the most effective deterrent yet devised — 
conditional and suspended punishment. For experience 
shows conclusively that a paternal solicitude which is 
invested with the dignity of the law and the authority of the 
courts often has weight and influence where the ordinary and 
unofficial forms of moral suasion are of no avail. 


DIVERGENT PRACTICES OF THE COURT. 


The extent to which the courts have availed themselves of 
the statutory permission to make use of probation officers 
bears no direct proportion to the number of cases coming 
before the courts (pp. 46-49). Careful inquiry shows that no 
analysis of the number of cases to which the services of a 
probation officer could properly be extended will explain or 
justify the divergent practices of the separate courts in this 
respect. Doubtless the need and the utility of preliminary 
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investigation and subsequent probation varies with the char- 
acter of the people ordinarily arrested in different localities ; 
but when all allowance is made for local variations, the great 
divergence in the use of probation officers must be ascribed 
to the preconceived opinions of the judges concerned, and a 
conservative belief that things are well enough as they are. 


ENDORSEMENT OF PROBATION BY PUBLIC OFFICIALS 
AND OTHER EXPERTS. 


In the midst of much conflict of opinion and apparent 
contradiction in fact, it is a source of profound satisfaction 
to find on all sides a cordial agreement in regard to a matter 
of fundamental importance. Such agreement it is the satis- 
faction of this committee to report in regard to what is known 
as the probation system. 

It would be difficult to exaggerate the universal cordiality 
with which probation work is endorsed by competent ob- 
servers, who represent almost every possible point of view, 
official and unofficial. Systematic efforts have been made to 
secure the unbiased opinions of representatives of those 
groups of people who in their public or private capacity are 
entitled to speak with authority in this matter — judges, po- 
lice officers, heads of penal institutions, chaplains, charity 
experts and private citizens familiar with the concrete results 
of probation in the lives and homes of drunkards, theoretical 
students of methods and results in other localities and 
countries. However diversified the views of these specialists 
and observers may be in many respects, personal and inde- 
pendent observation and experience have persuaded them of 
the deterrent and reformatory value of probation in dealing 
with large classes of persons arrested for drunkenness, and of 
the desirability of steadily extending the scope and volume 
of probation work. 


ENDORSED BY JUDGES. 


The venerable chief justice of the municipal court has un- 
hesitatingly given the full weight of his authority and _ pro- 
longed experience in favor of an extended use of probation 
officers and of longer periods of probation, as the most ur- 
gent and most hopeful improvement in present methods of 
dealing with drunkards. ‘The same weighty and convincing 
verdict of approval is rendered by the judges who have had 
largest experience and best opportunities to test the efficacy 
of probation. No one can question the weight of such en- 
dorsement by judges who are in daily contact with the pro- 
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bation officers; who are constantly receiving their assistance 
in the disposition of cases; who are continually confronted 
by the visible evidence of improvement which a term of pro- 
bation has wrought in the appearance and conduct of men 
and women who are brought before the court at stated periods 
for inspection, extension of probation, or discharge. 


By PouLicE OFFICIALS. 


A similar concensus of opinion has been found among 
police captains and other officers; some of them frankly 
confess that the attitude of conservatism or avowed distrust 
with which they regarded this innovation in the beginning has 
been converted into cordial co-operation, while probation offi- 
cers in their turn, ascribe much of their success to the ready 
assistance afforded them by the police. Indeed, this com- 
mittee is indebted to police captains for the important sug- 
gestion that probation officers should be increased in number 
and assigned to certain police stations, in order that the 
investigation of cases may begin as soon as possible after 
arrests are made, and the present extreme congestion of 
morning work be somewhat relieved. 


By HErApbDs oF PENAL INSTITUTIONS. 


The heads of penal institutions, and the chaplains and 
other officers whose constant dealing with drunkards and 
misdemeanants entitles them to speak as experts in regard to 
the effect of various forms of discipline, also commend the 
use of probation for a large class of offenders as a substitute 
for the dangerous and demoralizing alternative of imprison- 
ment under conditions of companionship which at best must 
frequently tend to confirm rather than reform evil ways. 
From such officials also comes the frequent appeal for an 
extension of the principle of probation to what are known as 
parole cases, in order that the large class of offenders who 
are granted permits to be at liberty before the expiration of 
their full sentence may also have the benefit of the deterrent 
and reformatory influence of personal and friendly watchful- 
ness by a representative of the court. 


By OTHER EXPERTS. 


The testimony of those who view the results of probation 
from an unofficial standpoint is equally unanimous and con- 
clusive. Large numbers of practical workers have stated 
their convictions, — men and women who are in almost daily 
touch with those classes of the community whose lives and 
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homes are most devastated by drunkenness. Such observers 
are seldom optimistic. The demoralization of short terms of 
imprisonment in corrupt company and comfortable quarters ; 
the vicarious suffering of children and other members of the 
family caused by fining and imprisoning the bread-winner ; 
the financial burden upon the community of maintaining the 
offender, and those dependent upon him at public and private 
charge, — these are the aspects of the present methods of 
dealing with drunkenness which elicit most frequent and 
despondent comment.  Butit is no less true that one redeem- 
ing feature of this painful situation is everywhere acknowl- 
edged to be the personal work of probation. The one 
deterrent influence which controls the drunkard who cannot 
control himself is constant, wholesome dread of the summary 
punishment which hangs over him during the period of pro- 
bation ; the one check upon the craving for drink which can, 
temporarily at least, rescue the drunkard’s family from 
cruelty and destitution, is probation; the one incentive to 
reform for the man who seems beyond the reach of self and 
friends is the incentive that comes with the personal guardian- 
ship of a kind but firm friend who is clothed in the dreaded 
authority of the law. 

Even the frequent criticisms passed upon probation work 
by these unofficial observers are little more than demands for 
an extension of it. It is constantly insisted that in practice 
the probation officer has not the time and strength to make 
the most of his exceptional opportunity; that there is need 
of more watchful attention, more personal influence, more 
extended terms of probation, and a more generous application 
of the principle to offenders who are now commonly dis- 
charged, imprisoned, or released on parole. 

It is obvious at a glance that the work of probation officers 
calls for men and women of tact, firmness, intelligence, and 
generous moral enthusiasm. Experience amply justifies the 
assertion that a discriminating judge can find men and women 
of this character to undertake the work. Moreover, like all 
valuable educational and reformatory work, it is personal and 
individual in character, and makes large demands upon time 
and strength. 

Moreover, probation may be said to embody the most recent 
advances in penological thought and method. The archaic 
theory of punishment which aimed primarily to take public 
and legal vengeance upon the offender in proportion to the 
magnitude of his offence has proved indefensible in theory, 
impossible in practice, and demoralizing in its results. The 
purely deterrent theory of punishment which endeavored pri- 
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marily to ‘make an example” of the offender merely as a 
means of frightening others, much as the farmer hangs up the 
deterrent crow in his cornfield, has also been fundamentally 
modified both in theory and in practice. Society has at last 
come to recognize the right of the offender, on the one hand, 
and social responsibilities and duties toward him on the other. 
To protect society so far as possible by reformation ; to deter 
from crime by surrounding the offender with influences which 
moralize his purposes and strengthen his power of self con- 
trol; to resort to extreme forms of coercion and restraint only 
when the welfare of the individual and of society demand it, 
— this is the latest word of science and of morality in regard 
to the duty of society towards unfortunate or degraded mem- 
bers. There is no better justification of the system of pro- 
bation than the embodiment of these ideals. 


NECESSITY OF EXTENDING THE SYSTEM. 


In view of the remarkable consensus of opinion in regard 
to the results and the possibilities of probation, on the part 
of such divergent classes of observers, it is not surprising 
that the system so successfully inaugurated in Massachusetts 
is attracting attention in other States and other countries, 
Minnesota and Vermont have introduced it. Already 
this subject has figured in the discussions of such ex- 
perts as are gathered at the National Conference of Chari- 
ties and the International Prison Congress. Inquiries in 
regard to the success of the system are constantly coming 
from other parts of the country; and recently the repre- 
sentative of a German State, Dr. Hintrager of Wiirttemberg, 
has been sent to make a detailed study of methods and re- 
sults upon the spot. Still more recently, in an address 
before the American Bar Association, the Hon. Sir William 
Rann Kennedy, of the High Court of Justice of England, 
declared his purpose of investigating the results of probation 
and other innovations in the treatment of criminals. 

It would, therefore, be easy to draw misleading conclu- 
sions from this great array of commendations. Far from in- 
dicating that the system of probation is already perfected, it 
represents an earnest endorsement of an urgent demand for 
more. The commendation is everywhere qualified by the 
limitation “so far as it goes.” Failure to go further would 
invite censure, and even ridicule. Inconsistent practices, 
crude methods, and incomplete results are tolerated as insep- 
arable from initial phases ; but when tolerated beyond the 
experimental stage, they are properly open to the interpreta- 
tion of incompetence and insincerity. It is puerile to sup- 
pose that the experiment of probation can stop where it is. 
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Impartial investigation reveals not only possibilities, but the 
necessity for radical improvements if these possibities are to 
be realized. Searching investigation and unsparing criti- 
cism it is impossible to evade. Attention has been chal- 
lenged by the novelty of these efforts to humanize and 
moralize the traditional machinery of punishment; we are 
looked upon as the promoters and sponsors of an important 
departure; and whatever credit may attach to the initiation 
of these reforms, it is useless to conceal the fact that 
nothing but a business-like organization and extension of the 
probation system can avoid the reproach of incompetence, 
the’ odium of failure, and the discredit of the principle 
involved. | 

Under such circumstances there is but one logical course. 
Massachusetts, which has had the honor of being a pioneer 
in inaugurating this form of probation, should also be first 
to recognize the value of her own experiments, and to im- 
prove and extend the system wherever it is applicable. In 
view of what has been accomplished, it is beyond question 
that probation as a method of dealing with drunkenness has 
passed the experimental stage. 


A BETTER ORGANIZATION OF PROBATION WORK. 


There are, therefore, two classes of changes which call for 
immediate and unhesitating adoption. ‘The first relate to the 
perfecting of the system of probation as it now exists ; the 
second, to the extension of that system. 

Turning to the first class of considerations, it may be said 
that at present there is no adequate organization of probation 
work as a whole, however efficiently it may be carried on in 
connection with some of the courts. So unobtrusive has been 
the development of the system that neither the public at 
large nor the officers themselves have sufficiently recognized 
the importance and the possibilities of better organization. 
Some of the most serious embarrassments which impair the- 
efficiency of the existing system are purely mechanical, ex- 
emplifying a penny-wise-and-pound-foolish form of conserva- 
tism and economy, which needs only to be mentioned to be 
condemned. Take, for example, the matter of telephonic 
communication and the facilities for recording and exchang- 
ing information. 


- 


A METROPOLITAN PROBATION DEPARTMENT. 


It would seem an inevitable matter of business economy 
that a corps of men who are called upon to collect before nine 
in the morning information in regard to a large number of 
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cases scattered over an extended area, would be given every 
facility which telephonic communication could afford for econ- 
omizing time, minimizing travel, and facilitating interchange 
of information. Exactly the reverse is true. Telephonic 
facilities are meagre in the extreme. Co-operation and di- 
vision of labor between the officers of the several courts is, 
with few exceptions, very slight. So far from approximat- 
ing the ultimate ideal of a metropolitan probation department, 
the probation work of the several courts has been carried on 
in a tentative and isolated fashion, with but little effort at 
co-ordination and mutual assistance. Doubtless this is to 
be explained by the somewhat modest, experimental and 
tentative character of probation work up to the present. 
But the time has arrived for devising permanent, uniform 
and efficient methods of registration, communication, and co- 
operation, — looking to the ultimate organization of a metro- 
politan probation department, which shall embrace not only 
Suffolk County, but those outlying districts which contribute 
so largely to the formidable number of non-resident drunks 
arrested and arraigned in Boston. 


CLERICAL ASSISTANCE. 


Closely allied to such indispensable mechanical improve- 
ments is the distinct need of further organization and division 
of labor in the matter of clerical assistance, where it can be 
made to economize the time and energy which are sorely 
needed for the exhausting tasks in which the true worth of 
probation is to be found,— personal investigation, and 
friendly warning or encouragement, with forcible persuasion 
as a last resort. . 


MoreE OFFICERS. 


In addition to mechanical facilities in the way of registra- 
tion, communication, division of labor, and better organization, 
the thorough and efficient conduct of the business already in 
the hands of probation officers, calls for a substantial increase 
of staff, distributed at various parts where the congestion of 
cases is great, or the character of the work peculiarly exact- 
ing, or the present force inadequate,— not omitting the 
provision of a woman probation officer for the Superior 
Court. The economy of increased expenditure for this pur-- 
pose has already been demonstrated. (p. 19.) - 


A PROBATIONARY FINE. 


Another extension of the principle of probation, which is 
unequivocably demanded in the interests both of justice and 
of common sense, is to the treatment of that large body of 
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persons who are sentenced to pay a fine. To the rich 
minority the infliction of a fine is no punishment, and is 
equivalent to immediate release. On the other hand, there 
is something essentially unreasonable and absurd in the 
effort to collect a fine from men and women who have just 
spent their earnings in a drunken debauch. Such a demand 
on the morning after arrest is in case of many working people 
a formal mockery; and the imprisonment which is yearly 
meted out to thousands of our poorer citizens for failure to 
make such immediate payment is little less than imprison- 
ment for debt under peculiarly exasperating circumstances. 
Omitting for a moment the facts elicited by a careful in- 
quiry — that fines when they are paid generally come out of 
the wrong persons, such as wives, mothers, and children, or 
still worse, represent a first mortgage which the local pol- 
tician has placed upon his client — there is every argument 
in favor of placing the offenders whom it is deemed desirable 
to punish by a fine in care of a probation officer for a longer 
or shorter period, pending the earning and the paying of that 
fine. | 

Spite of the conservative objections which such an innova- 
tion arouses, it is entirely legitimate under the existing 
statute, and isolated instances have been found in which 
justices in this locality have been so impressed with the 
class discrimination and the injustice involved in immediate 
imprisonment for non-payment of fines, that they have tried 
the experiment of giving the prisoner a reasonable time in 
which to save and pay his fine. Startling as such sensible 
and humane and business-like procedure may appear in the 
light of the current practice and tradition of many of our 
courts, it is worth remembering that time allowance is well- 
nigh universal in some countries which make free and suc- 
cessful use of finés for the punishment of minor offences. In 
a personal letter addressed to a member of this committee, 
Dr. Hintrager of Wiirttemberg, replies in substance as fol- 
lows to an inquiry touching the practice of German States: 

Imprisonment for non-payment of fines may only be re- 
sorted to after the impossibility of collecting the fine has been 
proved. ‘The fact that the defendant at the time of sentence 
has ne money wherewith to pay the fine is not held to be 
evidence of his inability to furnish it at some future time; 
he cannot be summarily removed from the dock to the prison. 
The court must first establish the fact that payment will not 
be rend red — “ must wait and see whether there is really no 
hope that the defendant can and will pay.” The time within 
which payment must be made is fixed at the discretion of the 
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court. Usually two or three weeks are allowed, in some 
courts with heavy dockets, four to five weeks ; in exceptional 
instances, six weeks, as, for instance, where the defendant 
can show proper cause why it is impossible to make earlier 
compliance with demand of the court. Upon failure to pay 
at the end of the stipulated period the defendant is cited to 
appear in court within three days whence he is sent to ° 
prison. If this notice is not complied with he is at once re- 
arrested. 
OBJECTIONS CONSIDERED. 


The most frequent and naive objection to such a system of 
probationary fines is the alleged probability that some of 
the non-residents or less tractable offenders would escape pay- 
ment by evading the probation officers and keeping out of 
the clutch of the court. Such an objection is especially in- 
genuous in view of the fact that the existing system of - 
enforcing the payment of fines by the penalty of immediate 
imprisonment for non-payment, not only loses the fine in the 
vast majority of cases, but also causes a vast additional loss 
represented by the cost of maintaining these defaulters at 
public expense pending their expiatory imprisonment. It 
will be remembered that in Suffolk County in 1898 the finan- 
cial absurdity of such an arrangement was roughly repre- 
sented by an expense of $129,000 for maintenance, and an 
income of $23,000 from fines. (pp. 14, 15.) 


THE EVILS OF THE PRESENT SYSTEM. 


In fact, short of a public bounty on drunkenness, it is 
doubtful whether human ingenuity could devise a system 
which would be as wasteful and demoralizing as the present 
one. Granting, therefore, that the alleged evasions might 
occur under the proposed system of probationary fine, the 
result even in such cases would still be a distinct gain over 
the present situation in several important respects. In the 
first place the financial loss to the community in such excep- 
tional cases of non-payment would not be represented as 
it now is, by both the fine and the cost of the expiatory im- 
prisonment. In the second place the indirect deterrent 
effect of such attempted evasions would be very great, inas- 
much as such defaulters would have the strongest incentives 
to keep out of the courts in future in order to avoid the ex- 
emplary punishment meted out to fugitives from the law: 
and such deterrent influences would not be counteracted by 
the corrupting and compromising effect of short-term im- 
prisonment. 
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ADVANTAGES OF THE PROPOSED SYSTEM. 


But these are really the exceptional cases. Actual experi- 
ment under widely divergent conditions, in this locality 
and elsewhere, warrant the assertion that with an adequate 
‘staff of probation officers and a business-like organization of 
probation work the normal result of probationary times 
would be a great financial and moral gain to the com- 
munity. Iirst of all there would be greater probability 
under such a system of deferred payment that the offender 
would earn and pay his own fine, so that payment or non- 
payment might be accepted as a rough test of eapacity for at 
least temporary industry and sobriety. In like manner the 
family of the offender would be partially relieved of the 
heavy sacrifice now too often incident to either the payment 
or the non-payment of fines. Finally, and almost more im- 
portant, the poor citizen, though still bound to be punished 
more severely than the rich one under any system of fines, 
would not be dragged to prison because of his poverty, while 
the rich purchased liberty by immediate payment of a paltry 
sum. 

Moreover, retention of the fine in this modified form would 
satisfy the desire of the courts for some form of fine penalty ; 
and incidentally the metropolitan organization of probation 
work would do much to solve the perplexing problem of deal- 
ing with the large number of non-resident drunks. (pp. 30, 34.) 


THE Economy oF INCREASED EXPENDITURE FOR 
PROBATION. 


Doubtless a probationary fine, like other extensions of 
probation work, involves an increased staff and a more busi- 
ness-like and efficient organization and equipment. But 
the economy of such increased expenditure is to be reckoned 
not simply in saving of thousands of dollars now expended in 
the imprisonment of drunkards for debt, but in the inesti- 
mable saving of reputation and character as well. 

As already indicated the deterrent and reformatory value 
of probation has everything to commend it. Both finan- 
cially and morally, increased expenditure on this account is 
the ounce of prevention which saves both the sufferings of 
disease and the pound of belated cure. 


Non-RESIDENTS. 


An examination of the police records shows that, during 
the year 1898, 40 per cent. of the persons arrested for drunk- 
enness in Boston were non-residents. This high percentage

of non-residents is a natural result of the proximity of nu- 
merous no-license communities. The treatment of this class 
of offenders involves peculiar difficulties. The application 
of the probationary method meets with serious obstacles here. 
A non-resident is beyond the effective oversight of the 
probation officer of the court that sentences him. 

It seems desirable, therefore, gradually to extend the pro- 
bation system to include, so far as possible, this class of 
offenders. Enabling legislation for this purpose is needed. 
The first step in this direction must be to initiate some plan 
of co-operation between the probation officers of different 
courts, so that cases may be transferred from one to the 
other. The plan of a metropolitan probation system, 
already suggested, meets this wish so far as Boston and the 
surrounding towns are concerned. Within the metropolitan 
district, each person who receives a probationary sentence 
would be turned over to the probation officer of the court 
within whose jurisdiction he resided. 

The collection of fines, in cases where time has been 
allowed for payment, would be made in the same way, the court 
that collected the fine in each case being reimbursed for the 
expense by a certain percentage of the amount. The estab- 
lishment of co-operation between the various courts, in the 
manner here indicated, would make it possible to deal with a 
large proportion of the non-resident cases through probation. 
At the same time such an arrangement would greatly 
strengthen the probation system and increase the respect 
with which it is regarded. 

There will always remain, however, a certain number of 
non-resident cases that cannot be treated by the method of 
probation ; as, for example, persons living in other States. 
Here the court may at its discretion release, fine, or 
imprison. Imprisonment should be the last resort, but in 
cases in which the court may consider it advisable to order 
the imprisonment of non-residents, the sentence should be to 
a State rather than to a county institution. Non-resident 
offenders may fairly be regarded as a charge upon the State, 
and it seems reasonable that the State rather than the county 
should bear the cost of imprisonment. 


IMPRISONMENT. 


Although the changes already recommended in regard to 
extended use of probation, the adoption of the probationary 
fine, and the abolition of short sentences would largely 
diminish the prison population, and would gradually cor- 
rect evils which are now growing, the problem of inm- 
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prisonment must still remain an important one. Re-exam- 
ination of the statistics in regard to recommitments (p. 52) 
shows that Suffolk County, like other parts of the Com- 
monwealth, has a large contingent of chronic drunkards, 
ranging all the way from the thoroughly institutionalized 
“rounder,” to the victims of periodic sprees and occasional 
relapses. The typical “rounder” may be said to have head- 
quarters at “the Island” to which he returns with consider- 
able regularity after more or less prolonged and erratic 
excursions into the outer world. He, therefore, becomes a 
familiar figure to the police, the judges, the prison officials, 
who take him as a matter of course and treat him with a 
lenient complacency which must in large part account for the 
fact that the record of his recommitments for longer or 
shorter terms is reckoned literally, not by tens, but by scores. 
Not infrequently “rounders” are very skilful in taking 
advantages of the law and the practices of the courts in such 
manner as to avoid long sentences and still secure periodic 
board and lodging and hospital treatment at the public 
expense. Instances are not wanting in which in the 
absence of money with which to get drunk they actually 
go to the stations and ask to be “run in,” and when this 
amiable request is refused on technical grounds, they promptly 
qualify for arrest by smashing the glass in the station door, 
or breaking the lamp just outside, or sticking a foot through 
a neighboring shop window, or insulting an officer and making 
a row; and having thus complied with the technical formal- 
ities, they are “run in” and “sent down.’ Once at the 
Island they are in a state of physical collapse, due to habitual 
excess, or the convenient outbreak of an old wound or chronic 
disease. A clean bed, egg-nogg, beefsteak, convalescence, 
slow recovery, little work, and then au revoir. This is in no 
sense an exaggerated or uncommon picture. 


THE ROUNDER A PRODUCT OF THE PRESENT SYSTEM. 


Let no one misunderstand this pitiful wretch, — the 
“rounder,” physically and morally debauched, is the product 
of the existing system. He represents the closing act in a 
moral tragedy, in which society plays the villain in the guise 
of justice and law, and the poor man is the victim, with 
the imprisonment of a hitherto respectable first offender for 
the first official act in the tragedy; the corrupt and com- 
promising associations of the prison, for the second act; 
tainted reputation and decreased earning capacity, for the 
third; discouragement and relapse, for the fourth, and so on 
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to the end of the miserable business, — first moral and then 
physical death. | 

Undoubtedly these are extreme cases, undoubtedly some 
of the rounders are predisposed to start with; some were 
rich also, and, worse still, some were guilty of crimes against 
person and property, but the terrible indictment still remains 
that such tragedies are not only possible but practically inevi- 
table under the prevailing methods of dealing with drunken- 
ness in Boston. It is true that Deer Island is not entirely 
peopled with drunkards of this extreme type; the pity is 
that all the successive phases of gradual degradation are there 
together in larger or smaller numbers. It is true that not all 
are accorded hospital treatment and exemption from irksome 
labor, but it is no less certain that the ordinary conditions 
of confinement are as lacking in deterrent effect as they are 
potent for evil; witness the added fact that the 8,447 com- 
mitments to Deer Island in 1898 are found to represent but 
0,444 individuals, with 3,005 recommitments. 


REMEDIES. 


The most obvious and absolutely essential remedies for 
such a tragic state of affairs are perfectly familiar and well 
understood — first, classification ; second, discipline. 

It is needless at the close of the nineteenth century to 
argue the necessity of classifying prisoners according to their 
offences, 4n order to minimize the influence of corrupting 
association on the one hand (pp. 17, 18) and to secure the kind 
of discipline adapted to the needs of different kinds of offenders, 
on the other hand. The recognition of this fundamental prin- 
ciple of classification and special treatment marked the dawn 
of the earliest phases of prison reform, and the failure to 
give effect to this principle in a Suffolk County prison at the 
close of a century of humanitarian reform is little short of a 
public disgrace. 


SEPARATION OF DRUNKARDS FROM OTHER CRIMINALS. 


As already indicated (p. 17) drunkenness is not ordi- 
narily a crime in the sense of an offence against person and 
property. The very nature of the offence thus points to the 
propriety and expediency and justice of confining this class 
of prisoners in separate institutions. To herd them indis- 
criminately with miscellaneous criminals is to make the house 
of correction a house of corruption and a school of crime. 
The isolation of persons sentenced for drunkenness is a feas- 
ible first step towards a rational classification of prisoners. 
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Whatever difficulties may stand in the way of any scheme 
of absolutely complete classification, no practical or valid 
objection can be raised to such a reform. The change could ~ 
be effected in Suffolk County without great expense. It 
would merely be necessary to set apart some such institution 
as the House of Correction on Deer Island as a reformatory 
for prisoners sentenced for drunkenness. In sdme respects 
this would seem to be the manifest destiny of Deer Island ; 
for.as a rule at the present time over 80 per cent. of the 
inmates are serving sentence for drunkenness. In spite of 
some practical difficulties, experience in regard to the needed 
classification of prisoners has shown that where there is a will 
there is a way; and what is lacking in Suffolk County is not 
the way but the will. 
DISCIPLINE. 


Public sentiment is doubtless responsible in some degree 
for the lack of a vigorous, deterrent discipline. ‘Too often 
there seems to be a confusion of ideas in regard to what is 
really kind, humane, deterrent and reformatory ; and there is 
a consequent tendency to condemn any approach to severity 
as a heartless and arbitrary infliction. More than one 
capable and conscientious official has been seriously hampered 
by the failure of public opinion to support a rational scheme 
of prison discipline. 

Undoubtedly the head of a great prison has pecuhar facili- 
ties for the exercise of arbitrary power, and no safeguard in 
the form of public sentiment can ever make it safe to trust 
such power in the hands of any but a good and strong man. 
On the other hand, there is no cruelty so great, so demoraliz- 
ing to the prisoner and to the public as that which takes the 
insidious form of a lax discipline and a misplaced leniency, 
and robs the prison of all terror for evil-doers, and converts 
it into what has been described as “a decently furnished 
lodging-house under strict discipline,” — or a hospital for 
moral cripples. 

REMEDIES. Harp LApbor. 


Many suggestions have been made in regard ‘to the dis-. 
cipline of penal institutions in Suffolk County. The first 
thing needed is work —abundance of wholesome, vigorous, 
hard work; the more the better so long as it does not over- 
tax the strength of the prisoner. If organized labor and 
legislators cannot tolerate competitive manufactures, an 
abundance of other labor should be provided. Out-door 
manual labor has much to commend it in the case of drunk- 
ards; it couduces to physical and moral health. But so long 
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as it is easier to earn comfortable board and lodging in a 
public institution than _it is outside the results are 
demoralizing. ; 

Next to work, and almost more effective in some respects 
in dealing with the chronic cases already referred to, is long- 
term imprisonment. Content as the institutionalized drunk- 
ard is to have headquarters at Deer Island and make an 
occasional and brief sojourn at “the beach,” permanent resi- 
dence or prolonged confinement in the institution is no part 
of his plan. The “rounder” serving his fortieth term at 
Deer Island for drunkenness, regards himself as the victim 
of judicial malevolence and unprecedented persecution if he 
is sentenced for six months, or even for a considerable 
shorter time. Sympathetic friends are also likely to be 
horrified at any such exceptional severity ; influence is 
brought to bear, and persistent appeals are made for the exer- 
cise of official clemency and a recommendation for release 
by the court (pp. 17,18). On the other hand, so far as the 
deterrent and reformatory value of prison discipline is con- 
cerned, it has already been pointed out that longer terms of 
imprisonment are absolutely essential to any good result. 
Moreover, there is little doubt that many nomadic “ round- 
ers”? would transfer their headquarters to a new locality if 
a determined policy of long sentences were adopted in cases 
not amenable to other forms of treatment. 


DIET. 


Not only a matter of work, and duration of imprisonment, 
but in other respects prison life must be rendered decidedly 
more unattractive if it is to accomplish its legitimate result. 
The suggestion has emanated from prominent officials, who 
recognize existing evils, that a graded system of diet might 
do something to discourage the return of chronic repeaters 
and “old rounders”; and numerous other curtailments of 
privilege, perfectly consistent with physical and mental 
health, might contribute to this desirable result. The essen- 
tial consideration is that changes along the line of classifica- 
tion and discipline would enable our penal institutions to 
bring to bear legitimate and powerful influences, which would 
in some measure entitle them to be called houses of cor- 
rection. 

ASYLUM TREATMENT. 


Closely connected with the subject of classification and 
special treatment is the involved question as to the desira- 
bility of making provision for the voluntary, or even compul- 
sory, Submission of chronic drunkards to a special course of 
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treatment. While there can be no question about the path- 
ological character of confirmed inebriety, the whole question 
presents peculiar difficulties to the unprejudiced inquirer. 

The proposition to catch drunkards and then submit them 
to a course of treatment which will forever destroy their 
desire for alcohol presents grave difficulties. First of all, the 
weight of evidence seems to show that there is no royal road 
to recovery for those who are not eager for their own reform, 
In the great majority of cases this mental attitude is an in- 
dispensable condition of success. Given the desire to reform, 
professional skill, personal influence, and favorable environ- 
ment, are almost invaluable aids to recovery. Mental 
attitude is so important that in the opinion of those most 
competent to judge, compulsory committal to special insti- 
tutions for medical treatment would largely defeat its own 
end. It is true that prolonged detention sometimes works 
the desired change in mental attitude; but such experiments 
are far from satisfactory. On the other hand, it has been 
suggested that a certain amount of indirect compulsion 
might be brought to bear with good results, if committal to 
such an institution as the Foxboro ’Asylum were presented 
as an alternative to prolonged imprisonment, and the pris- 
oner allowed to choose. 

This conservative attitude may fairly be taken to repre- 
sent the present condition of local expert opinion. Fortu- 
nately, recent European experiments, more especially those 
inaugurated in Switzerland by the distinguished alienist and 
neurologist, Dr. August Forel, point to much more hopeful 
results in the asylum treatment of inebriety. 

The Swiss asylums for inebriates, which in ten years have 
reached the number of seven, and have become so favorably 
known that they draw patients from distant parts of Europe, 
are characterized by the absence of all medical treatment as 
a specific antidote for alcoholism, by rigid insistence upon 
total abstinence from the moment of entrance, by plenty of 
work, so far as possible out of doors, by strict discipline 
and by unsparing personal attention to the peculiarities of 
each case. Even more significant is the thorough prelim- 
inary investigation of all applicants and the rigid exclusion 
of incurables, although in practice this has not always proved 
possible. 

These experiments also throw some favorable light on the 
value of compulsory commitments, for although essentially 
private institutions, the Swiss asylums are to some extent 
subsidized by the local authorities, and are being increasingly 
used for the treatment of cases under compulsory commit- 
ment. 
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The discrimination in the selection of patients, coupled 
with an invariable enthusiasm for total abstinence on the 
part of officials in charge, no less than the persistent organ- 
ized effort to surround patients with temperance influences 
after their discharge, in no small degree accounts for the ex- 
ceptional success of this form of asylum treatment. At the 
same time it contrasts strikingly with the more indiscrin- 
inate and wholesale attempts to deal with the problem of 
asylum treatment in this country, and suggests the obvious 
explanations of the less hopeful results already referred 
to. 

The difficulties of the situation are undoubtedly great, 
but there is no reason to doubt that a vigorous elimination 
of incurable cases and a hberal provision for small institu- 
tions adapted to individual treatment would give corre- 
spondingly good results in this Commonwealth. 


CONCLUSION. 


In preparing this report, your committee has felt called 
upon to observe the definite limits set to their field of inquiry 
by the terms of their appointment: “to examine into the 
operation of the laws relating to the punishment of drunken- 
ness, in their relation financially, socially and morally to the 
City of Boston.” 

However much this investigation may have deepened their 
sense of the injury wrought by drink to the peace, prosperity 
and moral welfare of this community, they have felt that the 
consideration of the causes of intemperance was not properly 
within their province. ‘To consider the legal method of deal- 
ing with those who have fallen victims to the evils of intem- 
perance is one thing, to consider the possibilities of prevent- 
ing drunkenness and the needed reforms in laws relating to 
the liquor traffic is quite another. 

It will be observed that the classes of offenders here con- 
sidered are roughly divided into the following groups : 

First of all, the large class of accidental and of first offend- 
ers, who under the present practice of the courts are com- 
~monly discharged and, with occasional exceptions, obviously 
require only the exemplary warning furnished by arrest, a 
night in jail, and arraignment in court. For the exceptional 
cases referred to, probation or probationary fine may serve 
still further to reinforce the warning. This whole group, it 
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will be remembered, constitutes more than 50 per cent. of 
the total number of arrests for drunkenness in Suffolk 
County. 

Second, the smaller class of occasional offenders, presumably 
on the road to habitual inebriety, and calling for.the most 
intelligent sympathy and treatment. It is here that the 
restraint, encouragement and personal influence of probation, 
and in rarer cases of probationary fines, is most needed and 
most effective. 

Third, the still smaller but more distinctly pathological 
group of habitual and of periodical drunkards. Here the 
restraining influence of probation is obviously less likely to 
produce permanent results; and it is this class which makes 
the strongest appeal for the more systematic and scientific 
rescue work of asylum treatment. Unhappily, at present the 
frequent application of fines and consequent short-term im- 
prisonment to persons in this critical condition only hastens 
the work of demoralization. 

Fourth, the smallest and most pathetic residual group 
of confirmed inebriates. For the small minority of young 
offenders belonging to this group, every consideration of 
humanity urges the exhaustion of every deterrent influence 
and the most thorough asylum treatment before turning to 
the last resort of prolonged imprisonment. For the great 
majority of this group, including the “rounders” and incor- 
rigibles who infest our public institutions, permanent deten- 
tion under an indeterminate sentence, and under conditions 
which protect them and society from further degradation is 
the only logical treatment. 

However reluctant public opinion may be to sanction such 
heroic treatment, it must not be forgotten that there is in 
every great community a residual group of incurables and 
incorrigibles calling for special and systematic treatment, in 
their own interest no less than in the interest of society. 
Individual welfare and social welfare, individual justice and 
social justice, unite in demanding that the unfortunate who 
has lost the power of self-control shall be protected against 
his own degrading weakness, and that society shall be relieved 
in part of the danger and the contagion of his example and 
the hereditary transmission of weakness to pauperized and 
degenerate children. Such ends a monastic régime of whole- 
some discipline, labor, recreation and improvement can alone 
accomplish. 

Finally, it must be fully admitted that such a comparatively 
simple classification cannot pretend to be exhaustive. It 
is one of the complexities of the situation, calling for the 
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largest exercise of wisdom by the courts, that in all these 
groups cases of drunkenness are not infrequently complicated 
by criminal conduct, so that they cannot be disposed of as 
simple cases of intoxication. Doubtless such complications 
in some measure account for seeming anomalies. in the pun- 
ishment of persons nominally under arrest for drunkenness. 
Moreover, in practice these groups overlap, and not a few 
cases are so complicated and obscure as to defy accurate 
diagnosis and classification. 

It would be possible to prolong this report by a discussion 
of details and an enumeration of important but relatively 
minor improvements in the ordinary methods of punishing 
drunkenness. It has seemed wise, however, to strike at the 
root of the evils, and concentrate attention upon the removal 
of the main causes, rather than obscure the real issues by 
the superficial treatment of numerous symptoms and effects. 
Another reason for pursuing this course is the confident 
belief, inspired by persistent inquiry and by personal contact 
with the public officials most concerned, that minor details 
will certainly be attended to, once the main difficulties in the 
way of improvement have been removed. For it is not to be 
supposed that the extraordinary anomalies and anachronisms 
in the prevailing methods of dealing with drunkenness are 
primarily the result of official Imcompetence. They are in 
fact inherited survivals, imbedded in long precedent and per- 
petuated by the natural inertia of professional procedure. 
In some part also the disorders are the inevitable result of 
patchwork legislation and the intermittent and fragmentary 
tinkering of minor symptoms and details. 

In fact, however, these defects are the result of a lament- 
able lack of co-operation, organization, and esprit du corps on 
the part of judicial and of administrative officials. Even 
the gregarious instinct seems repressed, and birds of a 
feather fly apart. In fact, nothing is more surprising than 
the extraordinary isolation of the separate courts and public 
institutions within the narrow limits of Boston, and the in- 
consistencies, anomalies and wastefulness resulting from 
such mutual indifference and professional reserve. Doubtless 
some important divergences of practice are the legitimate 
and necessary consequence of sharply defined differences in 
the local conditions and the prevailing character of the 
offenders dealt with; but careful inquiry establishes 
beyond question the fact that local anomalies and eccentrici- 
ties are not mainly the result of conscious and intelligent 
adaptation to local problems and peculiarities. On the con- 
trary, it is painfully evident to the careful inquirer, and it 
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is constantly admitted by the most trustworthy public ser- 
vants, that the real explanation is the extraordinary isola- 
tion and lack of co-operation on the part of men who are 
really working over the same great problems, who are fully 
competent to give mutual and invaluable assistance, who 
ought properly to be members of a great organic effort to 
solve one of the most pressing problems of civilization. 

The essential truth of the explanation cannot fail to be 
forced upon the reluctant inquirer when he learns how rare 
it is that the judges have ever found time to visit the 
varied institutions which they are daily peopling with in- 
mates ; how rarely they have found opportunity to acquaint 
themselves with the procedure adopted in other courts deal- 
ing with the same classes of offenders ; how little tendency 
there is for these experts to meet habitually for the discus- 
‘sion of perplexing problems and the more efficient organiza- 
tion and despatch of public business which they have in 
charge; when he learns the slight extent to which the pro- 
bation officers connected with the several courts know each 
other and unite for mutual assistance, and discovers a cor 
responding isolation in other departments. 

With the highest regard for the intelligence and disin- 
terestedness of the officials concerned, and with all due 
respect for their official dignity and their distinguished ser- 
vices to the community, it must still be admitted,— and it is 
constantly and regretfully admitted by these officials them- 
selves,— that some of the most obvious principles of ordinary 
business organization and management are thus ignored. 
~ But it must not be inferred that such lack of enterprise is 
wholly gratuitous. It is doubtless true that there is a ten- 
dency in public institutions and judicial procedure to keep 
moving in a straight line, with little deviation from the well 
worn grooves of precedent and professional routine, but it is 
not less true that the public has yet to learn that the proper 
performance of judicial and administrative functions demands 
leisure for visiting institutions, for comparative study of 
methods and for the perfection of organization. Under 
existing circumstances it is hardly possible to expect that the 
brief respite now accorded to hard worked judges should be 
spent in inspecting the institutions they help to people, and 
in discussing the perplexing problems which weary their lives. 
But it is not too much to hope that public sentiment will one 
day learn to stimulate intelligent study of these problems by 
insisting that one of the qualifications of a judge shall be an 
expert knowledge of the institutions he must make use of, 
and by insisting that the duties exacted of officials shall leave 
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ample opportunity for further study and investigation. Pub- 
lic sentiment has already reached this point in some countries 
and no single innovation is more needed here or more certain 
to be followed by good results, than better facilities for 
increasing, exchanging, and organizing the expert knowledge 
of the several branches of judicial and penal administration. 

Once more your committee desires to pay a tribute of 
sincere respect to the moral integrity and public spirit, the 
humanity and practical wisdom, of many of the judicial, 
police, administrative officials and other experts throughout 
the Commonwealth who are dealing with these difficult and 
persistent problems. If the redress of the evils and the 
inauguration of the reforms here suggested rested solely with 
them, the emphasis placed upon certain facts might seem 
superfluous ; but it is to be remembered that in the absence 
of an intelligent public opinion, reforms and necessary inno- 
vations are too often defeated by inadequate trial, or made 
the occasion of demagogic attack. Many serious abuses in 
our penal administration to-day are in the last analysis con- 
cessions to flabby and ignorant sentimentality, hasty legisla- 
tion, or the result of almost criminal indifference on the part 
of upright and intelligent citizens, or the fruit of partisan 
aims, selfish intrigue and small politics. Public opinion can 
do much by rousing to the support of intelligent experiment, 
innovation and legislation; by emancipating officials from 
the fetters of partisan pressure and political intrigue. The 
public can also do much by taking an intelligent and appre- 
ciative interest in our institutions and the men in charge of 
them by according to the officials of the courts and institu- 
tions the social recognition due to public services which have 
the moral worth and dignity of a profession which must fail 
unless it ministers both to the bodies and the souls of the 
unfortunate. For it must always be remembered that all 
that architecture, and law, and medicine, and penal science 
can devise is vain, if anything less than good and wise men 
are put in eharge of the enterprises. 

In unity is strength. Once the judicial and institutional 
experts abandon their traditional isolation and professional 
reserve, and focus their intelligence upon the problem of 
punitive discipline and reform, once the citizens of the 
democracy make a personal application of the question, “* Am 
I my brother’s keeper?” and accept their individual respon- 
sibility for the conduct of their public institutions, nothing 
can stand in the way of the triumph of those moralizing 
aims and principles which must be the very groundwork of 
social welfare.

The total number of first commitments to the Massachu- 
setts Reofrmatory, the Reformatory Prison for Women, and 
the State Farm, is generally about twice as large as the total 
number of recommitments to the same institution. In the 
County Prisons, however, we invariably find the recommit- 
ments to exceed the first commitments. 

In the two reformatories and at the State Farm most of 
the persons recommitted had previously served but one term, 
while in the County Prisons the greatest number recommitted 
had previously served six to fifteen terms. IT urthermore, in 
county institutions, the number previously committed two 
times is greater than the number previously committed one 
time, but the reverse is true regarding persons sent to State 
institutions. F 

In the respects under consideration, the statistics vary but 
little from year to year.

There were 8,447 committals for drunkenness. ‘This num- 
ber represents, however, but 5,444 individuals; consequently 
3,003 committals were for offences repeated within the year. 
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Just how many individuals were sentenced more than two 
times could not be learned. 

It is known that in numerous instances the same person 
was committed three or more times. A conservative esti- 
mate would probably place the number of individuals recom- 
mitted for drunkenness during the year at about 2,000. 

Of the total number committed in 1898, 370 were still in 
custody at the time of the investigation. How the remain- 
ing 5,074 were discharged is shown below:

RELATING TO 


TREES. 


In the Year One Thousand Hight Hundred and Ninety-Nine. 


AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 47 OF THE REVISED 
ORDINANCES OF 1898. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows : 


Chapter 47 of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 is hereby 
amended by inserting a new section, to be section 105 of said 
chapter, and by renumbering section 105 so as to be section 
106; said new section to be as follows: 


“Section 105. No person shall attach any wire to a tree 
belonging to the city, or in any Street, except by bending 
wire around a part of the tree, over blocks painted substan- 
tially the color of the tree, and so placed as to protect the 
tree from injury.”

SEVENTH LOCATION. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, October 9, 1899. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted 
the petition of the Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Com- 
pany for leave to lay tracks and to use the overhead system 
thereon, on River street, Washington street, and Adams 
street, etc., having further considered the subject, respect- 
fully recommend the passage of the accompanying orders.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Company to lay down 
tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, said company 
shall have the right to lay down, maintain and use tracks 
on River street, from a point near Oakland street, through 
River street and the square formed by its junction with 
Blue Hill avenue and Oakland street to the Milton line. 
Also on Washington street from a point near Dorchester 
avenue, through said street and a public way supposed to be 
called Washington street, to the Milton line. Also on 
Adams street, from a point near Dorchester avenue, through 
said Adams street and the said public way supposed to be 
called Washington street to a point connecting with location 
herein granted. All with the necessary switches, curves, 
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‘cross-overs and connections connecting with existing tracks 
of said company and the tracks of the West Roxbury and 
Roslindale Street Railway Company. And _ permission is 
further granted to said company to make, at its own expense, 
such changes in the tracks of the West Roxbury and Roslin- 
dale Street Railway Company as may be necessary to make 
such connections; said tracks being shown by red hnes on a 
plan made by H. T. Whitman, dated June, 1899, and de- 
posited in the office of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and 
shall be approved by him. Also upon condition that said 
Norfolk Suburban Street Railway Company shall accept this 
order of location, and shall agree, in writing, to comply with 
the conditions herein contained, and shall file said acceptance 
and agreement with the City Clerk within thirty days from 
the passage of this order; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within one year from the date of the passage of this order. 

Ordered, That the consent of the Board of Aldermen be 
hereby granted to the Norfolk Suburban Street Railway 
Company to establish and maintain the electric system of 
motive power in the operation of its cars in the City of 
Boston, by the overhead system, so called, as follows: on 
River street, from a point near Oakland street, to the Milton 
line; on Washington street, from a point near Dorchester 
avenue, through said street and a public way supposed to be 
called Washington street, to the Milton line; and on Adams 
street, from a point near Dorchester avenue through said 
Adams street and the aforesaid public way supposed to be 
called Washington street, with necessary connections with 
existing systems of said company and the West Roxbury and 
Roslindale Street Railway Company. 

And permission is hereby granted to the said Norfolk Sub- 
urban Street Railway Company to erect, maintain and use such 
wires and iron poles, of the height of not less than twenty 
feet, at the places indicated by red circles or dots on the 
plans filed in the office of the Superintendent of Streets, 
dated June, 1899, as may be necessary to establish and main- 
tain said overhead electric system of motive power. 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and 
quality of material used, shall be under the direction and to

the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and be ap- 
proved by him. 

Also, upon condition that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now possessed 
by, or that may hereafter be conferred on, the Board of Alder- 
men of the City of Boston, to make rules and regulations 
pertaining to the operation and maintenance of the electric 
system, and the running of electric cars in the City of Boston. 

Also, upon condition that said railway company shall ac- 
cept this order, and agree to comply with the conditions 
herein contained, and shall file such acceptance and agree- 
ment with the City Clerk -within thirty days from the 
passage thereof; otherwise it shall be null and void.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE TRANSMITTING REPORT OF 
DIRECTOR IN CHARGE OF THE RANDIDGE FUND 
EXCURSIONS. 


MAyoR’sS OFFICE, City HALL, 
Boston, November 17, 1899. 
To the City Couneil: 

I transmit herewith the report of Mr. E. C. Marshall, 
director in charge of the Randidge Fund Excursions for the 
past season, and I recommend that the same be printed as 
a city document. 

This report certainly makes a gratifying showing as to the 
large results obtained through the income of the Randidge 
Fund, and I feel that Mr. Marshall, who has for the second 
time taken charge, at my request, of these excursions, in 
addition to the performance of his regular duties as Penal 
Institutions Commissioner, and without extra charge, should 
be complimented upon the showing made, and particularly 
upon the entire absence of any accident in connection with 
the care and transportation of such a large number of 
children. I believe that the showing made by the city in 
this line of excursion work is a unique and creditable one, 
and that the beneficent intentions of the donor of the fund 
have been realized in a larger way than he could have 
anticipated. 

I commend this report to the consideration not only of the 
City Council, but all public spirited citizens, as showing how 
much can be accomplished in the line of philanthropic work 
at a comparatively insignificant expenditure of money by the 
intelligent utilization of the organization and facilities of the 
city government.

Hon. JOSIAH QUINCY, 
Mayor of Boston: 


Sir, —I respectfully present my report on the adminis- 
tration of the excursions, conducted at the expense of the 
bequest of George L. Randidge, during the year 1899 : 

The excursions began on July 5, and continued until Sep- 
tember 8, inclusive, a period of fifty-seven secular days, every 
day of which, with the exception of five, was utilized. In 
addition to these, two excursions were given on Sundays. 

The general arrangements for the outings were the same 
as those for last year. ‘The children were transported on the 
steamer J. Putnam Bradlee to Long Island and there allowed 
to enjoy themselves in such a manner as they thought best. 
Simple games were arranged for them. A sand court was 
provided for the younger children, in charge of a matron, and, 
under the eyes of experienced swimmers, they enjoyed sea 
bathing, a suit being furnished each child by the courtesy of 
the Bath Department. A lunch was provided for the chil- 
dren at noon. 

The total number of children that partook of the benefits 
of the excursions this year was 16,105, as against 13,531 last 
year, making an increase this year of 2,574 and an average 
each day of 298. It is with much personal satisfaction that 
I report that this large number of children was transported 
and handled without the slightest accident. 

The Sunday trips of this year were something novel in the 
administration of the fund, and were given to the representa- 
tives of the Hebrew Free Schools of the city. These outings 
were simply harbor excursions on the steamer Bradlee, 
and the children were not landed at the picnic ground and 
no lunch was furnished, the trips taking place in the after- 
noon only, from two until half past five o’clock.

This financial statement shows that there is a balance to 
be paid from the income of next year of $166.17, the revenue 
of this year being in that amount insufficient to cover the 
entire expenses of the excursions. ‘The total cost of the 
maintenance of the excursions, outside of the permanent 
equipment, was $2,128.96, a per capita expense of 15.2 cents 
as against a per capita expense of 14.8 cents last year. 

Some criticism has been made as to the relative expense of 
the items of subsistence and salaries in the conduct of the

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excursions, and it seems to me that such criticism should be 
answered in order that it may be perfectly understood as to 
why these items approached so near in expense. It must be 
apparent to any one that the physical and moral care of chil- 
dren of these ages, of both sexes, on such an outing, is of the 
ereatest importance, and that it is essential that they should - 
be carefully safeguarded in every way from anything that 
would injure them and bring discredit upon the management 
of the excursions. The items of expense for salaries are as 
follows:

It appears to me that this number of attendants is not too 
many for the conduct of these excursions and the proper care 
of three hundred children, and certainly no one can complain 
that the salaries paid are excessive. No one will say that the 
salary of the Superintendent, at eight dollars per week, was 
large. In fact any person who saw the amount of work done 
by that individual would regard it as insignificant compensa- 
tion ; but he was my personal representative in charge of the 
excursions, and as such was further compensated by me out 
of my own means for the work done in connection with the 
excursions. ‘The other salaries were fair and not excessive, 
and in my opinion satisfactory service could not be performed 
with any less number of attendants, or any less sum spent 
for salaries.

Company this department was supplied with car tickets for 
use in connection with the excursions, and the disposition of 
the tickets was as follows:

In addition to the car tickets furnished by the railroad, 
that corporation was also kind enough to supply cars for the 
transportation of the children going on these excursions, after 
the supply of car tickets was exhausted, making a total num- 
ber of rides furnished of about 24,000. 

I desire to renew my recommendation of a previous year 
that some system of forestry be adopted for Long Island in 
order to provide shade for the picnic ground. I desire also 
to express my thanks to the Boston Bath Commission for the 
supply of bathing suits for the excursions, to the manage- 
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ment of the Long Island Hospital for their codperation, to 
the Board of Police for police service in connection with the 
excursions, and to the officers and crew of the steamer 
Bradlee for the care and efficiency which they displayed 
in handling the children.

Dear Sir, — At your request I have made a careful ex- 
amination of the books and accounting affairs of Alfred T. 
Turner, Esq., Treasurer of the City of Boston, for the fiscal 
year which ended January 31, 1899, and have the honor to 
report to you as follows: 

I proved the correctness of the amount of cash reported to 
have been on hand January 31, which was $4,477,759.56, by 
reviewing the work done upon the cash book for the period 
of the examination; by the verification of the deposits in the 
various banks and trust companies of the city; and by the 
counting of the money in the office of the Treasurer. 
Futhermore I revised the clerical work in the books which 
deal with the income and outgo of money, directly or in- 
directly, and traced all results finally into the balance sheet 
of January 31, which is a true abstract from the ledger, and 
correct in every way. 

I inspected all vouchers, bills or papers whatsoever for 
such disbursements as were made by the Treasurer direct,

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and found them properly sustaining the charge and in due 
form. I also examined all the securities of the trust funds 
held by Mr. Turner, as Treasurer, or custodian, and found 
them on hand, the total amount held in trust January 31 
being $1,284,967.89. 

I proved in various ways and to my complete satisfaction 
the correctness of the annual report of the Treasury Depart- 
ment made to the Mayor under date of February 23, 1899, 
substantiating the receipts and payments, the:debt matured 
and paid, the new debt issued and the statements of the 
total City of Boston and County of Suffolk funded debt, etc.

ONE HUNDRED AND EIGHTY-EIGHTH LOCATION, 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, November 27, 1899. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was recommitted, 
October 30, the petition of the West End Street Railway Com- 
pany for a location for double tracks on Adams street from 

-Neponset avenue to Minot street, with the right to use the 
overhead electric system thereon, having further considered 
the subject, respectfully recommend the passage of the accom- 
panying order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
the West End Street Railway Company to lay down tracks 
in the streets of the City of Boston, said company shall have 
the right to lay down, maintain and use double tracks 
on Adams street, beginning at Neponset avenue and connect- 
ing with company’s tracks on said avenue; thence on said 
Adams street to a point at or near Minot street, there con- 
necting with other tracks asked for by said company ; said 
tracks being shown by red lines on a plan made by A. L. 
Plimpton, dated October 6, 1899, and deposited in the office 
of the Superintendent of Streets. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
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form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, shall be under the direction and 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets, and shall 
be approved by him. Also- upon condition that said West 
End Street Railway Company shall accept this order of loca- 
tion and shall agree, in writing, to comply with the conditions 
herein contained, and shall file said acceptance and agreement 
with the City Clerk within thirty days from the passage of 
this order; otherwise it shall be null and void. 

~The whole work of laying the said tracks to be completed 
within one year from the date of the passage of this order. 

And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is hereby 
further granted to the said Company to establish and 
maintain the overhead trolley electric system of motive 
power in the operation of its cars on said _ location, 
to erect, maintain and use such wires and iron poles, 
of the height of not less than twenty feet, at the 
places indicated by red circles or dots on the plans filed in 
the office of the Superintendent of Streets, as may be nec- 
essary to establish and maintain said electric system of 
motive power. 

The rights herein granted are upon condition that the 
whole work of constructing the same, and the kind and 
quality of material used, shall be under the direction and to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets and be 
approved by him. 

Also, upon condition that nothing herein contained shall be 
deemed a limitation or waiver of any rights now possessed by, 
or that may hereafter be conferred on, the Board of Aldermen 
of the City of Boston, to make rules and regulations pertain- 
ing to the operation and maintenance of the electric system, 
and the running of electric cars in the City of Boston. 

Also, upon condition that said railway company shall 
accept this order, and agree to comply with the conditions 
herein contained, and shall file such acceptance and agree- 
ment with the City Clerk within thirty days from the passage 
thereof; otherwise it shail be null and void.

In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, December 18, 1899.’ 
The special committee of the Board of Aldermen appointed 
to visit and inspect the prisons in the County of Suffolk, 
having made the inspection required by the statutes of the 
Commonwealth, respectfully submit their second semi-annual 
report: 


SUFFOLK COUNTY JAIL. 


The jail was visited by the committee on Tuesday, Decem- 
ber 5. A thorough inspection of the main building contain- 
ing the cells, kitchen and laundry, was made.” The inmates 
were questioned as to the food, cleanliness of cells, bedding, 
etc., and the report from each one questioned was that the 
best of care, and good wholesome food and cleanliness pre- 
vailed. ‘The committee renew the recommendation made in 
their last report, and also made by former committees, for an 
appropriation sufficient to erect a new building for women 
exclusively, a part of this building to contain a modern 
laundry. There should be provided for the jail a place to 
treat the sick. At the present time they have to be cared 
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for in cells, which is in the minds of the committee inhuman. 
If a new building was erected for women, the part now oc- 
cupied by them could be made over into a hospital. A brick 
wall should be built at once, in place of the wooden fence 
separating the jail from the property facing on Cambridge 
street. 


HouskE OF CORRECTION, SOUTH Boston. 


This institution was paid a visit by the committee on 
Tuesday, December 5. So many times have the committee 
recommended the erection of a new institution that they fear 
a further reiteration would be of no avail. It is without 
question inhuman to place human beings in a prison building 
such as exists here. The commissioner and master do all 
that is possible under the circumstances, but cannot provide 
a new and modern constructed “cell building” unless the 
government provides an appropriation, which, in the opinion 
of the committee, should be granted. The condition of the 
prisoners showed good care on the part of the management, 
the calisthenic drill and hourly exercise marching around the 
yard, having a good effect on the physical condition of the 
men. The school, under its competent instructors, has 
proved a valuable adjunct to the institution. 


House oF CORRECTION, DEER ISLAND. 


The committee visited this institution, Wednesday, De- 
cember 6. 

This place, the committee feel free to say, is the model one 
controlled by our city. Cleanliness, good order and disci- 
pline prevail in every department. Many of the unfortunates 
broken down in health are sentenced here, so a greater pro- 
portion need medical care than those sentenced to other insti- 
tutions. The good care and attention given to the sick is 
manifest by the reply made by each one, when asked as to 
their treatment by the officials in charge. ‘The committee 
recommend an appropriation sufficient to build a new wharf, 
the present one being in an unsafe condition. A new boiler 
and dynamo should be installed at once, and all of the build- 
‘ings could then be lighted by electricity. A new prison or 
cell building for women has been favored by past commit- 
tees, and we renew the recommendation at this time. 


House OF REFORMATION, RAINSFORD ISLAND. 


The committee visited this institution on the day of the 
visit to Deer Island. 

This was the first introduction of the committee to the new 
superintendent, Mr. Seavey, who immediately impressed the 
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committee that he was the “right man” in the “right 
place,” and that the Trustees of the Children’s Institutions 
had secured a head for this place that would make the insti- 
tution what it should be, a place for reformation of boys. 


The committee appreciate the fact that the place itself is un- — 


fitted for the work the trustees are trying to accomplish, and 
believe that a location on the main land, with buildings built 
on the “ cottage ” plan, to be far more preferable. The work 
of farming could be carried on together with other out-door 
work, which cannot be done at the present place. The work 
of repairing the building burned is progressing so that in about 
three weeks’ time the boys at present cared for at Deer Island 
will return to this place. The committee hesitate in making 
any recommendation for the expenditure of money at this 
institution, believing it should be abandoned, and a new place 
secured. 


PARENTAL SCHOOL, WEST ROXBURY. 


Thursday, December 7, the committee called at this institu 
tion for their semi-annual inspection, and found, as they did 
at their last visit, an overcrowded and unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of things. In the first place, the buildings used as dor- 
mitories contain more beds than should be allowed under the 
law, or rules of the Board of Health. 

The committee do not blame the management for this con- 
- dition of things, for if the court sentences these boys (from the 
size and ages of some of them, it would be better to sentence 
the parent for not keeping them at school) the city must pro- 
vide for their keeping. Since our first visit there have been 
two one-story buildings erected for school class-rooms, a valu- 
able addition for a short while. What the Truant School 
needs and should have to make it satisfactory, and the com- 
mittee recommend the incoming administration to give it 
their attention, is a new building for dormitory purposes, a 
new administration building, a new building for manual train- 
ing studies, a new barn, the grading of the grounds, and the 
most important of all, a proper protection against fire, to con- 
sist of a new main-pipe service and fire-hose. 


REMARKS. 


The committee have not changed their opinion as expressed 
in their last report relative to the efficiency of the one-head 


~ 


salaried official, as compared to the board of seven trustees. _ 


The work assigned to this committee under chapter 220 of 
the Public Statutes is very important, and its recommenda- 
tions should receive more consideration in the future than 
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they have in the past. The city of Boston is praised all over 
the world for its institutions; let us not forget that although 
these we speak of contain the unfortunate classes, they should 
be accorded some consideration when disposing of our appro- 
priations. | 

The heads of the different institutions visited received the 
committee with courtesy, and every opportunity was freely 
given for proper inspection. 

The committee wish to express their thanks to Commis- 
sioner of Penal Institutions Marshall, Deputy Sheriff Brad- 
ley, Messrs. O’Hare and Bruen, Dr. Putnam, and Miss 
Bailey, of the Children’s Trustees ; Colonel Whiton, Master of 
the House of Correction, South Boston; James R. Gerrish, 
Esq., Master of the House of Correction, Deer Island; Sum- 
ner D. Seavey, Esq., Superintendent, Rainsford Island; and 
B. C. Day, Esq., Superintendent, Parental School, for their 
assistance to the committee. 

Annexed will be found the reports of the superintendents 
of the various institutions, giving in detail the information 
called for under the statutes.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR IN CHARGE AND THE 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE OF THE BOSTON MUNICI- 
PAL CAMP. 


Boston, MAss., December 26, 1899. 
Hon. Jostan Quincy, Mayor of Boston: 


Str, — We respectfully submit our report on the organiza- 
tion and operation of the Boston Municipal Camp for Boys 
at Long Island, during its second season, ending September 
2, 1899. In doing so we are pleased to say that the results 
of the enterprise have justified its establishment. Over one 
thousand boys of the city, who otherwise would have been 
unable to have secured an outing of this kind for themselves, 
have shared its benefits. It will always remain a bright spot in 
their memory, and its effect will be not only to make them 
physically better, but to give them higher ideas of citizenship 
in a municipality which devotes such attention to a part -of 
its coming citizens to which too little attention has in the 
past been directed. 

The need of such an undertaking is evident. The closing 
of the schools in June sends into our streets annually about 
seventy thousand children. These children are mainly with- 
out occupation and free from the restraint of school discipline 
and regular work. The majority of these children have to 
find their recreation near their homes, through inability of 
their parents to provide for them in any other way. It is 
apparent to any one that this sudden relief from all restraint, 
this relaxation of salutary discipline, is not conducive to best 
results to unformed minds, that it tends to disorder, and such 
derangement of order is apt to lead to petty misdemeanors, 
some of which are apt to call for police interference and con- 
nection of the juveniles of the city with representatives of 
the law. It is this first connection between these two forces 
of the community that is to be regretted, avoided and 
guarded against. The first step having been taken, and the 
familiarity with the police and law established, the petty 
offender is apt to feel himself, and to be considered by 
others, as set apart and disgraced or glorified, according to 
the point of view taken, and to be ostracized by one portion 
and made much of by another part of his juvenile associates, 
and to feel that he is under the ban of the police. All this 
tends to loss of self respect, to greater offences, and the moral 
hardening of the boy. Thus from a simple misdemeanor 
may result more serious offending. 
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All agree that the prevention of crime can be best accom- 
plished by the care of the juvenile, that éf the first encounter 
with the police can be prevented then there will be no sec- 
~ond, while the first step having been taken the next is easier 
to take, and thus a tendency to disorder is established. It 
is in this direction of prevention that the Municipal Camp is 
of greatest usefulness. It is an influence that cannot be 
measured, but one which we are sure is tending vastly to the 
good and welfare of the community. 

The closing of our schools should not mean to the majority 
of our children simply a respite from all useful work and 
discipline. The old saying that the Evil One finds occupation 
for idle hands is most true, and, while the idea of the vacation 
is to be approved, that is, that children and teachers should be 
relieved of the daily grind during the hot summer months, 
yet the municipality should provide vacation occupation in 
the way of outings, such as this one, for all deserving chil- 
dren, if they would stem the tide of increasing misdemean- 
ors among the young of our city. We believe that this 
undertaking, carried out to its fullest extent, will result in 
great saving to the city, a saving not only in money, but in 
useful lives and better citizenship, and that the child whose 
pleasures are considered by a municipality, as well as his 
tasks, will have a kindlier heart, a greater respect, and a 
higher understanding of the mutual duties of citizen and 
state towards one another. 

The opportunities of a portion of our juvenile population 
for useful and enjoyable vacations is apparent, but the 
need of such a vacation for those who have not the means 
to supply themselves with such is equally obvious. Their 
claims for consideration should be allowed for their 
interests, and their welfare are closely entwined with 
the happiness and well-being of our city. When we 
care for the children of our city we are caring for its 
future. If by anything we can do we can make our 
juvenile population better then we ensure the bettering 
of our citizenship, the uplifting of our city; but if we 
neglect our opportunities for doing this we must blame our- 
selves if our city becomes corrupt, our State decrepit, and 
our organization disintegrate. It is the youth of to-day 
that is the citizen of the next decade, and it lays with us, 
citizens of to-day, to say what those citizens shall be. Will 
they be law-abiding and self-respecting or the reverse? It 
is a momentous question, for what they are the city will be. 

The influences of such work as this are far-reaching, ex- 
tending deep down and far beyond the surface. It is a 
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recognition of the fact that upon the proper training of the 
young depends the future welfare of the city and even the 
pation, and that in the future their minds and our responsi- 
bility for them are to receive a fuller recognition and greater 
consideration. As an indication of this we have only to 
point to the interest taken in this movement by citizens all 
over the country, by the full accounts of this enterprise given 
in the leading journals of the nation, and by the inquiries 
and interest taken in the movement, until now the Boston 
Municipal Camp not only has a national reputation, but is 
known among philanthropic circles throughout the world. 
The better care of the less fortunate has advanced materially 
within the last fifty years, and this movement is an extension 
of that idea, — the better care of the children who because of 
their circumstances must early in life take up the responsi- 
bilities of their own support physically, mentally and morally, 
aud thereby become citizens, better fitted not only to sustain 
themselves, but also the material and moral welfare and good 
name of our city. 

Although but two years in operation the Boston Municipal 
Camp is now recognized as a guide in the organizing of 
similar outings. Still more, it is the first movement of 
this kind of any municipality in solving the problem of what 
to do with the youth in the long vacation in summer between 
the closing and opening of the schools. 

While our city, with its playgrounds, parks, baths, and 
gymnasia, affords many. opportunities for healthful out-door 
exercise and recreation, yet it does not supply all that is 
necessary to the remembrance of a delightful vacation. A 
week in camp may seem but a short time, but observation 
of its results upon the young and perceptive mind has shown 
positive results. Of this better testimony could not be given 
than the universal praise of school-masters and teachers and 
parents of the boys admitted to the camp. 

Camp life in the Boston Municipal Camp is not an idle 
pastime. Here good associations and wholesome inculea- 
tions, tending to the moral well-being, and order with a 
thought of severity, prevail. Discipline is maintained simply 
by making good conduct an essential for continuance in the 
camp. 

Mindful of your Honor’s wish, as expressed at our first 
meeting, that attention should be paid to the educational side 
of the problem, and that it should become a factor in im- 
proving the mental standing of those admitted to its priv- 
ileges, your committee has devoted much thought to this side 
of the problem, and, although hampered in this respect by the 
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late organization of the control of the camp, yet much has 
been accomplished in this direction. The selection of the 
boys was largely determined in connection with the school 
department. The superintendent was a man chosen from 
among the masters of our schools and in every way it has 
been the endeavor of the management to bring it into line 
with the educational system of our city. Much more may 
be done in this direction by an organization of the camp 
direction in the early months of the year, while schools are 
in session, and the educational life of the city is at its fullest 
flow. Incomplete as this instruction may have been, by 
reason of lack of time to organize it, yet they cannot but feel 
that the children in this environment derived much 
knowledge from the lectures which were daily given them. 

We cannot speak but in praise of the good order and dis- 
cipline of the camp. To organize a camp of this character, 
with its constantly shifting population from week to week, 
into an orderly community, requires patience and skill in 
direction. The boys are removed from their familiar 
surroundings and placed under conditions entirely dif- 
ferent from those to which they had been accustomed. ‘Too 
much discipline would be irksome, and too little would 
defeat the purposes of the camp. It is therefore necessary 
to exercise the best judgment in order to bring about perfect 
order without stringent law. It is therefore with much 
pleasure that we pronounce the discipline of the camp all 
that could be expected of such composite material of which 
it was composed. The material from which the boys were 
taken consisted mainly of boys from the tenement districts 
of the city, where pleasure without trespass is difficult. 
Naturally the boy in quest of pleasure will not journey far, 
but will seize the first opportunity for it, and this too fre- 
quently leads him into wrong-doing, and we are informed 
that this has been greatly minimized.in the past two seasons 
vy the operation of the Boston Municipal Camp. 

The location of the camp was the site selected last year, 
the southwesterly point of Long Island. A place in the 
country outside of Boston, where there would be fields and 
woodland, near a lake or river, might afford some things that 
are not to be found on the Island, yet there is not a place 
within the limits of our city equal to Long Island inany respect. 
It is convenient to the city, and easily accessible, and sufh- 
ciently separated from other interests so that the boys of the 
camp are not liable to create trouble by clashing with them. 
The boys are easily kept within the camp limits, and perfect 
supervision is maintained over them. ‘The scenery from the 
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promontory cannot be surpassed. Here the eye never tires. 
The view is at once exhilarating and restful. The many 
hills and valleys in the distance, the small islands, the steam 
and sailing craft, large and small, the ebb and flow of the 
tides, the fortifications from which may be plainly heard the 
duty calls—all serve to make camp life pleasant and 
enjoyable. 

To accommodate the increased number of occupants this 
year made necessary an enlargement of the tents and an in- 
crease in their number and an extension of the campus. 
While conditions were more favorable this year for the 
camp, because of two buildings being already erected, there 
was still much to be done which ought to have been given 
more time. However, by persistent effort, all was in readi- 
ness to receive the first quota of boys on July 10, the date 
set for the opening of the camp. 

The report of the camp of 1898 advised a relation between 
the School Board and this work. It was with this idea in 
mind that a master of one of our schools was selected as 
superintendent, and in the choice of Mr. Edward P. Sher- 
burne for that position the committee feel that they were 
fortunate in having at its head a person of experience and 
capability. 


DURATION. 


The camp was opened on July 10, and closed September 
2, covering a period of eight weeks. 


DESCRIPTION. 


The camp was composed of seventeen tents, sixteen for 
the boys and one for headquarters. There were also three 
wooden buildings, the dining pavilion with cook-house at- 
tached, the storehouse and the library. The dining-room 
was used also as a lecture hall. The library proved a great 
addition to the camp, being furnished with about five hundred 
volumes, and also with a large number of periodicals donated 
by individuals interested in the success of the camp. The 
storehouse was equipped with a large refrigerator, for the 
_preservation of meats, etc., and the whole building proved a 
very desirable acquisition to the camp. ‘The library building 
and storehouse were kindly contributed to the camp by the 
Trustees for Children. The camp was connected by tele- 
phone with the Long Island Institution and the Randidge 
Picnic Ground. 


INSTRUCTION AND ENTERTAINMENT. 


The idea of the management was to make these features 
as prominent as possible, at the same time to free them from 
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everything that would make the boy feel that he was under 
the irksome discipline of school, from which he had been 
vacationed. The boys were furnished with out-door games, 
such as baseball, croquet, quoits, etc., and instruction in 
swimming was given during the bathing hours. They were 
trained in the management of a sail-boat and in fishing, and 
besides these out-door games and plays a series of talks was 
instituted by the direction. As the personnel of the camp 
was constantly changing it was.deemed best that instead of 
instituting separate lectures for each day of the camp tour, 
that it would be best that a certain number of people be re- 
quested to deliver the same lecture each week. In that 
manner it required less number of people, and they were able 
to cover their subjects with much less trouble to themselves.

HEALTH, 


The health of the boys was excellent. Few cases of ill- 
ness occurred, and most of those were contracted previous to 
the boys’ admission to the camp. ‘The serious cases were 
treated at the Long Island Hospital, and one of the advan- 
tages of the location of the camp is its accessibility to an 
institution of this nature, where serious illness can ve treated 
on its first appearance, and its duration thereby greatly dimin- 
ished. One case in camp that we had, of an injury to a boy’s 
foot, which occurred before the boy came into camp, might 
have resulted disastrously for him had he not been immedi- 
ately transferred to the Long Island Hospital, and there put 
under intelligent care and supervision, which resulted in his 
complete recovery. 


SUPPLIES. 


The transportation of supplies was attended with less 
difficulty than formerly. With the experience of last year 
we deemed it necessary that there should be connected with 
the camp a horse and wagon and driver, and we found that 
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these were desirable acquisitions not only for the camp, but 
also were helpful to the conduct of the picnics conducted at 
the expense of the Randidge Fund. 

Our dietary is now so fully determined that supplies for 
the camp can be purchased in gross rather than in detail, as 
has been done while it was in its experimental stage, and 
this will much assist the future administration of the camp. 

We are conversant with the needs of the camp in other 
ways also, so that with an early organization of the camp ad- 
ministration for the coming year, it is probable that the cost 
for supplies may be materially reduced by timely and advan- 
tageous arrangements regarding these items. 


DIETARY. 


The dietary for last year was adopted for this, with a few 
minor changes, suggested by the experience of last year; 
and we have no hesitation in saying that it was both ample 
and well suited for such an enterprise, and in every way sat- 
isfactory to those for whom the camp was instituted. The

CAMP TOUR. 


The plans of admissions to the camp provided for the en- 
tertainment of one hundred and fifty boys each week, seventy- 
five to be admitted on each Monday and Thursday, and the 


discharge of the same number on those days. 


These plans 
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were somewhat interfered with by the failure of some of 
those notified of their admission to report for entrance. This 
prevented the keeping of the full number in camp at all 
times, for when attempt was made by the administration to 
notify a greater number than actually could be accommo- 
dated, in order to provide for possible delinquencies, we were 
confronted at times by the liability of overcrowding the 
camp. In future we recommend that it be ascertained 
whether the boys notified are in a position to accept the ap- 
pointments. This may be done if time is given the adminis- 
tration to make their arrangements in ample time before the 
opening of the camp. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


The opportunities for religious services in the chapel were 
ample. All desiring to attend could do so, and this we 
found to be the prevailing spirit. The Sabbath was not 
devoted to the pleasures of the week. After the morning 
services the boys were content to visit the library or pass 
the time in reading in their tents, and in all ways the camp 
observed a proper respect for the day. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

We would respectfully renew our recommendation of last 
year that trees be planted at the camp-ground, that the 
grounds be graded up to reclaim the marshy tract adjacent 
to the camp-ground, also the construction of a pier at that 
end of the Island where the camp is located, and also the 
adoption of some form of military equipment for the camp. 


FUTURE CONDUCT OF THE CAMP. 


We would respectfully suggest that in order that the best 
results may be obtained from this expenditure of energy and 
money that this undertaking be placed upon a more perma- 
nent basis ; that if possible a department shall be created for 
the care and conduct of outings for the children of the city, 
but, if that is not deemed advisable, that such organization as 
is proposed to place in charge of this camp shall be formed 
early in the year, and time given it to arrange its plans and 
formulate with definiteness the management of such an im- 
portant enterprise. Much time is required for the~ prelimi- 
naries of such an undertaking, and if courses of instruction are 
contemplated they should be arranged before the schools are 
closed, and the teachers of the city have made definite plans 
for their vacations. 
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We respectfully recommend that some plan be considered 
for similar outings for the girls of the city, and this matter 
requires careful thought and attention that can only be 
achieved by an early organization of the management of these 
outings. The question of girls’ outings is a more complex 
one than that for boys, but we believe that it is one that 
should not be avoided because of its complexity and difficulty 
of management. They should be provided for, and the prob- 
lem of how to provide for them should be solved. Its 
difficulty should only make it attractive to those interested 
in such matters for its successful solution will bring joy and 
health to many, and provide for those now entirely unprovided 
for. In conclusion, we desire to express our thanks to those 
who have so kindly aided us in our work, to the Trustees for 
Children, the Pauper Institutions Trustees, the Bath Com- 
mission, the Boston Ice Cream Company, for donation of ice 
cream, to the proprietors of the “ Boston Herald” and 
** Youth’s Companion,” for supplies of those papers to the 
camp, and to all who so kindly assisted us by their advice and 
cooperation.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
CAMP. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 20, 1899. 
Mr. EF. C. Marshall, Executive Director, Boston Municipal 
Camp : 


DeEAR Sir,-—I hereby respectfully submit the following 
report : 

The camp was opened Monday, July 10, and closed Septem- 
ber 2, having been in session eight weeks. 

During this time 1,164 boys enjoyed the hospitality of the 
city, and I have reason to believe were benefited morally and 
physically. 

The health of the boys was uniformly good; no case of 
serious illness occurred. 

But few boys were sent home for misdemeanors, and the 
city of Boston has reason to be proud of its youth if the boys 
sent to the camp are any criterion. 

We are greatly indebted to Mr. Sullivan, Inspector of 
Provisions, for efficient help in the commissary department. 

You expressed a wish that from my study and observa- 
tion during the summer I make such recommendations as_ 
would be helpful in future undertakings of a similar nature. 
I therefor present the following: 

1. An addition should be made to the pavilion or kitchen 
to serve as a dining-room for the aids. 

2. The system of supplying the boys with single towels 
is altogether unsatisfactory ; a better plan would be to have 
a supply of large roller towels adjusted on a rack. This, it 
seems to me, would give better service, and be far more con- 
venient. ‘ 

3. ‘To secure the best results, older and more experienced 
men should be selected for aids; men who would respect 
themselves and thus command the respect of the boys. I 
would suggest, if I may without presuming, that hereafter 
six men be employed and paid a salary large enough to in- 
duce them to share the responsibility, — a responsibility too 
much for one man. ‘They should be men who once were 
real boys and who are not so old as to have forgotten their 
boyhood’s ideals and ambitions. Then besides these, twelve 
or more younger men, of good character and manly deport- 
ment, could be taken for assistants or monitors. I am more 
than ever convinced that it is essential to have some one, with 
at least a show of authority, in each tent. 
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4. A road from the wharf to the camp should be built. 

5. Some arrangement should be made with the “ Institu- 
tion” for the disposition of the waste from the kitchen, or a 
stable should be built and three or four pigs kept. 

6. More indoor games should be provided, and a building, 
similar to our library building, erected as a gathering place 
upon rainy days. <A stove should be in this building, so that 
clothing, shoes, stockings, etc., could be dried. The kitchen 
is the only place now. 

7. <A registrar, who could also act as librarian, i is almost a 
necessity for the correct keeping of records, invoices, ete. 

8. After the first of August the lectures, so far as possi- 
ble, should be given in the evening.  _ 

9. A naphtha or steam launch should be provided. Until 
that is done a safe row-boat (medium size) for each aid, or 
tent, will afford more pleasure, and be much more satisfactory 
in every way than the present arrangement. 

10. <A large tub (near the pavilion, in the space now de- 
voted to the boys), in which to wash dishes, would be preferable 
to washing in the kitchen. 

11. A large float should be built and: anchored or made 
fast near the swimming place. 

12. The low ground, north of the camp, should be filled 
that we may have another ball ground for the smaller boys. 

13. Blank applications for distribution among the boys 
should be sent to each school principal early in May, and the 
teacher’s and principal’s name, as well as the father’s or 
guardian’s name should appear on each application to guar- 
antee its acceptance. 

I know of no department of the city that can be made 
more productive of good than the Municipal Camp. 

Were it possible to keep the boys two weeks instead of 
one, that good would be immeasurably increased.

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MINORITY REPORT 


OF 


COMMITTEE ON INVESTIGATION OF RAINS- 
FORD ISLAND. 


Boston, July 17, 1899. 
In Board of Aldermen: 


The undersigned, a member of the Joint Special Commit- 
tee on Investigation of Rainsford Island in regard to the 
management of said institutions, being unable to agree with 
the report submitted to the Common Council on July 13, 
respectfully submits the following report : 


\ 

The committee gave hearings at Rainsford Island on 
April 25 and May 9, and at City Hall on June 15 and 27. 
No written specifications of charges against either the Trustees 
or Superintendent Anthony appeared, and the complaints are 
the oral testimony of boys confined at the Island, former offi- 
cers of the institution, and such matters as arise from in- 
spection gf the Island. Thirty-nine witnesses testified before 
the committee, and their evidence was taken stenographically, 
and appears with the reports of the committee printed. 

The witness, Frederick J. Sanderson, testified in the main 
that boys were beaten and knocked about (see testimony, 
pages 195 and 196) by the athletic instructor, and in this he 
is corroborated by the witnesses Avery, Garrity, Novak, Gar- 
delli, Moran and Leventhal, all boys at the institutions. 
This was denied by the athletic instructor (testimony, pages 
36 and 135), who claimed that these charges arose from the 
animosity of the witness Sanderson (testimony, page 134), 
and that the evidence as given by the boys was part of a plan 
agreed upon between themselves and suggested by Sanderson. 
Superintendent Anthony testified (testimony, page 105) 
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that he has investigated these charges, and believed upon in- 
vestigation that they were without foundation. The rule of 
the institution is clearly stated by the Superintendent (testi- 
mony page 17). 

“Q. (By Alderman Adams.) Do you allow the officers 
to choke the boys, place their hands upon them, shake them 
or assault them in any way ? 

“A. No, sir; my rules to govern my officers provide that 
they shall not place hands on boys unless an assault is made 
upon them by any of the larger boys, and if at any time it is 
absolutely necessary to place hands on boys to make a writ- 
ten report to me.” 

After due consideration of all the evidence, I would, on 
the facts, call attention to the report of the Inspectors of 
Prisons upon this same subject (Document 110—1899), and 
again say “ That the treatment of the boys by the athletic 
instructor does not meet with the committee’s approval, and 
we believe that under different methods the institution 
would be the gainer in kindly feeling and better discipline. ” 

There was some testimony in relation to acts of severity 
or cruelty on the part of other officers; but there does not 
appear sufficient ground for action by the committee on these 
charges, and as to the charges of cruelty or severity, in the 
infliction of corporal punishment by Superintendent Anthony, 
I believe that, as regards him personally, they are unfounded, 
and that in the particular case of striking the Novak boy he 
was justified under the conditions in so defending himself, 
and that he is using his best efforts to minimize corporal 
punishment, so far as it is consistent with the maintenance 
of discipline. The charge of handcutfing boys is admittedly 
true, and it is a matter of congratulation that this method of 
punishment has been abandoned. As to the confinement of 
the boys Sliney and Brown in solitary cells, the testimony 
(page 101) shows that there was an opening in the door 
covered by a wire screen twenty by fourteen inches, and (tes- 
timony, page 102) shows that the boys were takeg out and 
the cell aired regularly every hour; and that, as a matter of 
punishment, it was not cruel or unusual, yet in view of the 
possible danger by fire it is apparent that the guard-house 
system, which has been adopted in place of the solitary cell, 
is a decided advance, both as to safety under the existing 
conditions and generally in the treatment of boys in reform- 
atories, in those cases where solitary cells would perhaps be 
the method adopted for punishment in a prison for adults. 

As to the case of Robert Keller, I believe on the evidence 
of Dr. Taft and statement of Dr. Lancaster (testimony, 
pages 182 and 187) that he received immediate and proper 
treatment. As to the alleged failure to care for the Gardella 
boy, I believe that the injury to his arm occurred before his 
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committal to the Island, and that during his incarceration he 
has received every attention, considerate with his case. The 
fact that some of the boys in the upper dormitory drank 
water from the open tank does not tend to show neglect 
upon the part of the Superintendent or Trustees. Drinking 
water was provided for them on the floor below, and when 
they drank from the tank it was entirely without the knowl- 
edge of either the Superintendent or the Trustees. 

I am not inclined to put entire credence upon the testi- 
mony of the witness Sanderson. It is evident from the 
testimony that he was out of touch with the other officers of 
the institution, and was discharged by the Superintendent 
because of lack of confidence, and from his own testimony 
(see pages 107 and 221) it would seem that the Superin- 
tendent was justified in removing him. 

When Superintendent Anthony took charge of the Island 
in January it is well known that the boys there were in a 
state of almost insurrection, and the fact that he has re- 
established discipline, and that it is apparent from inspection 
that he holds the respect and confidence of the boys is 
greatly to his credit. He has made considerable improve- 
ments, and it is evident that he takes active interest in his 
work at the institution. 

I am inclined to agree with the report of the majority of 
committee that the Trustees for some reasons, best known to 
themselves, have shown a tendency towards an evasion of 
the Civil Service laws, and have given preference to persons 
not citizens of this city in the matter.of employment. I 
would recommend to them a somewhat closer adherence to 
law and the City Ordinances in these matters I would also 
on the evidence (testimony, pages 47, 49 and 51) recommend 
that the employment of pauper labor be abandoned, and that 
some scheme for the readjustment of salaries at the Island, 
on a more equitable basis, and considerate with the employ- 
ment and retention of capable persons, be adopted ; also that 
the positions of athletic instructor and of military drill be 
united in some one competent person. 

The attuck on His Honor the Mayor in the opening of the 
report of the majority of the committee I do not believe is 
germane to the matter which we were called upon to investi- 
gate; certainly the Mayor has endeavored to secure high- 
minded, philanthropic, and at the same time, capable and 
careful men and women for Children’s Institutions Trustees, 
and that these men and women have gone about their work 
with spirit and intense pride, no honest person will gainsay, 
and any attack directed at them personally is to be deplored. 

The Island when taken was entirely unsuited for the pur- 
poses of a reform school; it had been the subject of investi- 
gation in 1894, under the former Pauper Institutions Com- 
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missioners, and its condition was such as to call for con- 
demnation, and it was abandoned as an institution. The 
Trustees have labored diligently, as is shown by the testi- 
mony of Chief of the Repair Division Logue (testimony, 
pages 160 and 161), to put the buildings and grounds in 
proper condition for use as a reformatory; that they have ac- 
complished much is evident, and they themselves say that 
if they could be provided with the means much more would 
be done. 

The inspection of the school and shop work of the institu- 
tion give abundant evidence that the Trustees are active and — 
progressive, and are bending every effort, not merely to make 
the Island a place of confinement, but, by the most enlight- 
ened and modern methods, to so train and elevate their wards 
as to accomplish the real intendments of a reformatory for 
boys. 

The attack upon the system of unpaid boards, while it 
evokes discussion which is reasonable, is of doubtful value. 
The report assumes to destroy the system because certain 
delinquencies appear under the unpaid board. This conclu- 
sion is, however, not a tenable one, for far more criticism 
appeared, and certainly more abuses were shown to exist, 
under the former paid board, prior to the investigation 
of 1894, which the Trustees replaced. It must be borne 
in mind that more difficulties surround the direction and 
management of a reformatory than would houses of cor- 
rection, or a prison, and especially where the reformatory 
is used for boys of tender age. I therefore feel that a 
precipitate change is to be avoided, even though some 
change looking to a plan involving the situations of both 
paid agents and unpaid boards with supervisory powers 
should in the end be found to be the wiser.: 

Since the writing of this report Superintendent Anthony 
has resigned, and his place has been filled by the appointmert 
of Mr. S. D. Seavey. Mr. Seavey is schooled in prison 
discipline, and under his administration, at least so far, the 
outlook seems to be for the best interests of the institution.

ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT KILEY. 


Gentlemen of the Common Council of 1899: 


I am scarcely able to find words sufficient to express my 
feeling of gratitude to the members of this body, who have 
so unjustifiably eulogized me here to-day. As your presiding 
officer for the past year I have attempted to perform my 
duty, although at times it has been difficult, to the best of 
my ability, acting impartially and fairly towards the mem- 
bers of this body. In this arena of debate, in this body, 
composed of seventy-five men of different minds, different 
ambitions, with different purposes to accomplish, it is diffi- 
cult indeed to satisfy the desires and wishes of all. If I have 
offended any member, if I have in any way slighted or mis- 
treated any member of the body, I hope that with the ad- 
journment of this Council it will be forgotten: I apologize 
to any member of the Common Council who feels that he 
has not been treated as he should have been by your presid- 
ing officer. ‘The Common Council of 1899 carries associa- 
tions with it which I shall never forget. As one of the 
young men in this city elected by a constituency, I am proud 
and always will be proud, to have served as your presiding 
officer for the year 1899. Entering upon the duties of the 
office under peculiar difficulties, with lines drawn as they 
were, it would indeed be difficult — perhaps I might say un- 
natural — if the feelings of some of the members of this body 
should not at times be aroused. Let me ask of you mem- 
bers of the Common Council that anything that has been 
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said or done which has conveyed offence, or, perhaps, ill- 
feeling, in this body be forgotten at the adjournment of the 
Common Council of 1899. 

Although shorn of the powers that this body possessed for 
years, in that you did not have your usual powers as to the 
disposition of the city’s finances, you authorized your presid- 
ing officer, as your agent, to go to the State House and re- 
quest action to restore to the City Government the rights 
which properly belonged to the people of Boston. You have 
received back that great power, and it will be exercised by 
the City Government of 1900 at the beginning of the new 
century --— used with greater effect, in my judgment, than it 
has been for years. You have been instrumental, fellow- 
members of the Council, in obtaining powers for future city 
governments such as they have not enjoyed since the Charter 
Amendment Act of 1885. You have obtained powers which 
will in the future command the respect of all heads of de- 
partments for the humblest member of this body. Although 
you have tor the past year been shorn of those powers, you 
have accomplished much that is notable, and that has been in 
the interest of the City of Boston. Once more I desire to 
say that I hope, upon the adjournment of this body, every 
member can be called by me my personal friend. In closing, 
I wish you all the benedictions and happiness of the season. 
For those of you who are departing, either to higher office or 
to private life, I wish all the success and all the welfare that 
a friend could wish for a fellow-man. I thank you with the 
deepest appreciation for this token of your esteem and friend- 
ship, not because of the intrinsic value of the article itself, 
but for that which it represents — your esteem and regard 
and friendship, which is greater than all to me. Once more, 
I wish to the members of the Common Council of 1899 all 
the best and highest success that man can wish to man, and 
I hope that you will all enjoy a prosperous and Happy New

OPENING PROCEEDINGS. 
Chairman BARRY, in taking the Chair, said: 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen, in entering 
upon the duties of the Chairman of this Board, I 
wish to express my appreciation of the honor which 
you confer upon me by choosing me as the successor 
of the long line of eminent citizens of Boston who 
have occupied this chair since 1822. 

I recognize the confidence which you have placed 
in me, and I assure you that, so far as it lies within 
my power, this confidence will not be abused. 

It will be my constant effort to perform my 
duties in such a manner as to meet the commenda- 
tion of my fellow-citizens, and at the same time I 
hope to be able to merit the approval of you, my 
associate members of the Board of Aldermen. It will 
be my aim to so preside over your deliberations as 
to show you that I have no other end in view than 
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to carry out the beneficial laws of parliamentary 
practice, with due regard to the courtesy and impar- 
tiality which a presiding officer should always show 
towards those who have placed him in his position 
of honor and trust. 

I deem the present a fitting occasion to express 
to the citizens of Boston my gratitude for the long 
period in which they have been pleased to retain me 
in the city government; for fourteen years I was a 
member of the Common Council, durmg which time 
I served for five years as President of that body; in 
1894, 1895, 1896 and 1897 I was a member of this 
Board, and now, after an absence of a year, I am 
again returned by an exceedingly large vote. 

It must be gratifymg to any one to feel that he 
has the esteem of his fellow-citizens, and I am 
pleased now to make public acknowledgment of the 
kindness and consideration which came to me from 
all quarters, especially during the recent municipal 
campaign. J wish in particular to thank the press 
of Boston for the great service it rendered to me, 
and to assure the gentlemen connected with it that 
their courtesy will never be forgotten. 

And now, gentlemen, as a lengthy address would 
be inappropriate at this time, I will only say that I 
thank you with all my heart for your kindness in 
electing me to this office, and I wish to express the 
hope that our relations during the present year will 
be of the pleasantest character, and that we will 
labor to the best of our ability to advance the best 
interests of our beloved city of Boston.

Alderman PRESHO said: 


Mr. Clerk, this is a pecuharly impressive mo- 
ment for me after six years of service in this body 
to bid farewell, the senior member of this Board. Five 
times before I have taken part im occasions of this 
kind, and looking back I am reminded of the many 
prominent men I knew in this Board and the many 
delightful acquaintances I have made. 

Legislatures, not remarkable for despatch of busi- 
ness, for soundness of ideas, or disinterestedness of 
motive, have thoroughly padded the blue books with 
useless changes. Vast moneyed powers have been 
able to secure passage through the Legislature of great 
schemes involying immense public interests, which 
must be accepted or rejected as a whole, or would 
at the end of a very limited period become laws, or 
pass from the control of the city government to 
state commissions, practically allowing the municipal 
councils no choice in the matter. This was done 
under the plea that great corruption existed in munic- 
ipal councils, but was in fact an evidence of the 
immense influence of corporations in the State Legis- — 
lature. It is very fortunate that the attention of the 
Legislature has been aroused to the speciousness of 
many so-called reforms, and it is equally fortunate 
that the Supreme Court of the Commonwealth has 
stood as a defender of the people of our city against 
that most remarkable specimen of freak legislation 
in the history of the city—the sewer assessment 
law. 
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The attempt at concentration of power in the 
hands of the Mayor and at.the complete demolition 
of the legislative branches of the City Government in 
the form of the Board of Apportionment Act has 
been relegated to the depths of obscurity by reason 
of its only too evident absurdity, and its inconsist- 
ency with popular form of government. 

It seems hard to realize that m the short space 
of my aldermanic career the city has passed to the 
very verge of bankruptcy, with the result that a 
Mayor has recently been elected solely on the issue 
of financial reform. ‘The period has been to me one 
of mingled regrets and pleasure as regards the per- 
sonnel of the members and officers of the Board. 
In no way could the swift changes of time more 
Impress me than in the thought that but a single 
member of the Board of 1894, the first to which I 
was elected, now remains; and not one of the prom- 
inent officers of the Board is with us now. And 
yet we cannot say that the character and standing 
of the Board has deteriorated in any respect by rea- 
son of these changes. | have served under three 
mayors, with all of whom I have had the most 
pleasant personal relations. The social relations of 
the members of all the Boards have always been 
pleasant. We have always realized that the fierce © 
attacks and severe personalities in debate have been, 
like many of the high-sounding resolutions offered, 
intended merely for stage thunder for the bene- 
fit of our various admiring constituents. Just a 
majority of the Board retires this year—a_ very 
large number. First comes my honored associate, 
the Chairman of the Board, who began his alder- 
manic career at the same time with myself. 

The Board will suffer a severe loss in the with- 
drawal of the great energy, the indomitable per- 
severance and the great resourcefulness which has 
made David F. Barry the leader of many successful 
movements in this Board. 

Oftentimes it has been the fact that a man would 
be nominated and elected from a ward he had served 
faithfully in some other capacity, and a cry would

arise that small men were goimg into the Board of 
Aldermen; but his unanimous renomination and _ his 
election by an increased majority would show that 
the people found out that he was worthy of their 
selection. When I first entered the Board the at 
large system was in vogue. That was succeeded by 
an amendment which made the act perfectly ridic- 
ulous, and I consider the present act the height of 
absurdity. I believe that the aldermanic term should 
be of two years’ duration, for the reason that it 
takes a man fully a year to become acquainted with 
the duties, and if he has to look for his re-election 
he is obliged to devote time and energy that ought 
to be given to his people, and there are so many 
demands upon a man’s time that it is impossible for 
him to do justice to his constituents when he is 
obliged to seek a re-election the same year. 

- Alderman William Berwin, keen, suave and_pol- 
ished, mellow as the breeze from the sunny south 
from whence he came, adroit, witty and fluent of 
speech, has been one of the most active forces on 
the Board. Alderman Berwin though unsuccessful as 
a mayoralty candidate has a firmer grip on his ward, 
and will be heard from at the proper time. 

We rejoice that the voters of Alderman Colby’s ward 
have tendered an appreciation to his able services by 
promoting him to the State House, where his strik- 
ing eminent legislative and oratorical abilities will 
find more fitting scope. 

In the fiery moments of debate we were led to 
fear that terrific lyddite shells, in the shape of ex- 
plosive disclosures of corruption were suffocated into 
political oblivion, and that awful rumors, like Ban- 
quo’s ghost, stalked about the Board. But we soon 
learned that these were part of Alderman Colby’s 
parliamentary ars@nal, and that as soon as he had 
gained or lost his point his good nature quietly laid 
them aside for future occasions. 

Then comes Alderman Codman, the active Com- 
modore, whose pleasant yacht trips are so seductive 
that Dorchester admirers will ensure his_ re-election 
far into the next century. 
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His sensitive olfactory nerves can endure the odor 
of many sorts of plants, but at the Garbage Plant 
his soul and nostrils revolt. Alert, persistent and 
persuasive, he has brought forth so many needs of 
streets for Dorchester durmg my acquaintance with 
him, that as I enter upon my duties as Street 
Commissioner and compare Dorchester’s needs as 
presented by Alderman Codman, and the annual 
appropriation, I shrink with terror. 

Worthy namesake of glorious personality, Sam 
Adams, leader of the Boston town meeting one hun- 
dred years ago! In this assembly, the successor of 
the early town meeting, we have another of that 
name, and from my experience with this later Adams, 
I find the Adams stock has not degenerated. 

Alderman Dixon, another follower of the briny 
deep. Enshrined in the hearts of the people of the 
old North End, he can well afford to be mdependent 
and fearless, and like Ajax, defy the lightning of 
the Strategy Board. Extremely warm hearted and 
generous with his sympathies and finances almost to 
a fault, he is universally beloved by his associates. 

Happy is Dorchester who is so well and eloquently 
taken care of by her doughty triumvirate, each of 
whom, Jack-in-the-Box like, does his best to antici- 
pate the other two in rising to proclaim her interests. 
Alderman McDonald is confessedly the orator of the 
trio. His burning affection for the firemen has filled 
me with envy and jealous fear that he will rob me 
of the title of Fireman’s Friend. All who come in 
contact with Alderman McDonald are convinced of 
his sterling integrity and his determined purpose to 
do his whole duty. 

My first impressions of Alderman O’Toole were 
somewhat obscured by the idea, arising from the 
party feeling in the “six to six” Strife of last year, 
that he was going to be a fierce partisan; but I 
now bear testimony to the fact that he has been 
one of the fairest men in the Board, and I con- 
gratulate him on the independence he has shown. 

Alderman Doyle, with his able and unique leu- 
tenant, Jerry Watson, form a campaign combination 
which is perfectly irresistible. His serenity of 
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temper is proverbial, and it is reported that the 
only thing that ever ruffles him is the fact that he 
could not procure the labormg men $3.00 a day. 

We are so firmly convinced that Alderman Day 
is so much in earnest in beating down the barriers 
of opposition and delay on the part of the opponents 
of the tunnel that if something is not done soon 
he will take a spade and dig the tunnel himself. 
Never has a new member of the Board made a 
more pleasing impression for absolute fairness of 
spirit and uniform courtesy. 

Alderman Brick might be termed a real brick 
and not a gold brick. The chamber would have 
many a dull moment were it not for the oratorical 
surprises of Alderman Brick. He fears not to be in 
a minority, even in a minority of one. Alderman 
Brick’s legal ability and attamments have made him 
a valuable member of the Board this year. 


Alderman BERWIN said: 


I consider it a rare pleasure to have the pleasant 
privilege of seconding the resolution which has 
just been read. 

I assure you, Mr. Chairman, that the imdorse- 
ment of the resolution is no perfunctory task, 
but that it represents the deep sentiments of my 
associates and myself. The long career of public 
service which with your retirement is suspended, 
but I trust not ended, has been a _ recognized 
benefit to our community, and I am sure, has been 
universally appreciated. 

I cannot take my seat without a deserved ref- 
erence to the nestor of the Board, our friend from 
Charlestown, who retires from service here to 
service still more responsible, as a member of the 
Board of Street Commissioners; while I sincerely 
congratulate him upon his merited good fortune, I 
cannot but regret that at least for the next three 
years we will not hear the familiar refrain 


“Mark your ballot slowly, 
Sean the list with care, 
Presho’s name is near the foot, 
Don’t forget its there.” 
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Nor can I yield the floor until I have said some- 
thing about our worthy associate on my right, the 
Alderman from Ward 12 (Alderman Colby), who 
throws off the toga of municipal responsibility only 
to enter the service of the Commonwealth, in the 
shaping of the laws for the government of the 
State of which even our large city forms but a part; 
I am certain that in such a broad field for re- 
form, as our State Legislature will afford him, we 
cannot fail to hear from him on the Hill, in a 
manner that will reflect credit upon him, and bring 
to him the plaudits of an admiring constituency, and 
the appreciation of posterity. 

I wish that I could say that all my associates, 
who retire with myself from the Board, with the 
close of the year, were being transferred to better 
and higher service like our friends Presho and 
Colby, but as I look about me I find three others, 
who, like myself, are leaving the Board to enjoy for 
a time at least the blessings and quiet of private 
life. Organized labor is losing its stanchest friend 
and defender in the Board, in the retirement of my 
friend from Roxbury, and neighbor of Jerry Watson. 
His devotion to the public interests can always be 
remembered by his associates with the keenest satis- 
faction. 

Now for the Alderman from my own section of 
the city who has always come to the Board, fresh 
from the borders of Charles river, always prepared 
to go through the process of municipal legislation, 
or the process at the Garbage Plant; while he has 
not fully confided to me his plans with respect to 
the future, I have already learned enough to satisfy 
me that he will mainly devote his spare time to the 
presidential campaign of his friend Admiral Dewey. 

In the retirement of Alderman McDonald, Dorches- 
ter loses one of its most loyal and _ representative 
advocates. 

To those whose continued service in the Board 
during the next year is a part of the good fortune 
of our community, I am sure I but express the sen- 
timents of all who now retire, when I tell them that 
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I leave these pleasant associations with the profound- 
est regret, and with the most heartfelt good wishes, 
and the earnest hope that the friendly attachments 
which we have formed may continue and grow until 
the end of time. 

To the City Clerk, who retires after his long and 
faithful service to the city, to his worthy assistant, 
who lies at his home suffering from his brave ser- 
vice in his country’s cause, to the Clerk of Com- 
mittees, genial, accommodating and always courteous, 
to the City Messenger, ever anxious and willing 
and prompt, and. to the assistants in all of these 
departments, and last to the energetic, alert and con- 
genial representatives of the press, I extend one 
and all my thanks, and a most sincere desire that 
they will enjoy a happy New Year, and many 
of them. — 


Alderman McDONALD said: 


Mr. Clerk, my associations of one year with mem- 
bers of this Board have been very pleasant. Our 
weekly meetings brought us together early in the 
year, so that we became very well acquainted, and 
the legislation which we have proposed and passed 
here will bear fruit. It is too early as yet to pass 
judgment upon it. Of the Chairman of the Board, 
whom it has been my privilege to know for more 
than twenty years, I can say that he has always 
been a good friend of mine. He has acted fairly 
and justly in the position which he has occupied, 
and every member of the Board has had a fair 
opportunity to discuss every question that was pre- 
sented. He has been sustained in all his rulings, 
and, as the years roll by, he can pomt with pride 
to his occupancy of this chair. Our City Clerk, who 
left us for a short while to embark in other enter- 
prises, has occupied the position for nine years, and 
his management of the affairs of that office has 
made for him a host of friends in this city. 

Strangers entering his door were treated fairly, 
politely, and no man ever came out from his office 
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without saying to himself “There is a faithful pub- 
lic servant.’ I am pleased that he is succeeding 
beyond his expectations in the new enterprise upon 
which he has embarked. I am sure that the mem- 
bers of the Board wish him every success. To the 
Assistant City Clerk, Mr. John T. Priest, who faced 
the rebel bullets in the Civil War, I send my greet- 
ings and best wishes for his speedy recovery. John 
F. Dever has certainly attended to his business faith- 
fully, as has also his assistant, Mr. Doyle, who has 
served as Clerk of Committee on Claims for almost 
the entire year. Mr. Leary, the City Messenger, has 
attended to his duties faithfully, as have his assist- 
ants, Mr. Charles Murphy, Mr. Fred Robinson, Mr. 
Silloway and the others in that office. To our ste- 
nographer, HE. W. Harnden, I certainly am exceed- 
ingly obliged for his kindness to me, and also to 
Mr. Frank X. Chisholm, who has always been accom- 
modating. To the press I wish to return my best 
regards. While I have not had occasion to call over 
and see them very often, still I believe they have at- 
tended to their duties faithfully, and I will say of the 
reporters what Arthur Lincoln once said in the 
Chicago “ Herald,’ writing of the reporter in verse: 


‘¢« He loves to write of others, in whose glory he delights ; 

He oft-times makes them famous ’twixt darkness and day- 
hight. 

He loves to write in detail on the rolling scroll of fame 

The way that they won glory. But he never tells his name. 

He would die to serve his paper, his life is the price of 
news ; 

There is no one to sing his praises, and few can fill his 
shoes.” 


Alderman Presho certainly has the confidence of 
the voters of this city, as proved by his election to 
the» Street Commissionership. He has the faculty of 
making and keeping friends. As for Alderman 
Berwin, it has been a pleasure to me to listen to 
him attentively during the year upon subjects we 
have had before us for debate. Alderman Colby I 
esteem very highly, and I am pleased that he has 
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been promoted to the State Legislature, for I know 
of no man who is better able to look after the 
interests of the city in the Legislature than he. 
Alderman O’Toole has faithfully represented his 
district here in the Board, and I am sure that he 
will be remembered in the future. As to Alderman 
Adams and Alderman Codman, from Dorchester, we 
have been on the best of terms durmg the year. 
There is one fact that we have agreed upon, and 
that is that there is no place in all the world hke 
good old Dorchester. I am pleased to say that 
Alderman Day will be back again im the Board. 
East Boston should be proud of him. Alderman 
Doyle has debated considerably during the year, and 
I shall be pleased to call here next year and listen 
to him, because, with the good voice he has, he has 
the makings of a good debater. Alderman Brick 
has been ready at all times to debate questions 
logically in this Board without any preparation. 
As for Alderman Dixon, I am sorry that he is 
absent to-day, but I am glad that he is coming 
back to the Board, like the eagle, stronger than 
ever. As I said before, Mr. Clerk, my associations 
in the Board during the past year have been very 
pleasant, and as the years go by I shall look upon 
this year as one of the pleasantest in my life. May 
the friendships formed here long continue after we 
have left this Board. 


Alderman BRIcK said: 


Mr. Clerk, the valedictory exercises are drawing 
to a close, and several of the members about to 
retire have had their last say. I at this time wish 
to say that I leave the Board with relief and 
regret —relief, that many of the harassing details 
incident to the work of this Board, which have been 
an annoyance and an interference with my business, 
are to be discontinued; regret that I am to part 
with the pleasant company in which I have been 
placed durmg the year. There have been times 
during the year, in the course of debate and in the 
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consideration of various questions before the Board, 
when my position here, perhaps of a more or less 
obtuse and stubborn character, has excited feeling 
against mie on the part of other members. I hope 
they will forgive me and will have for me, as I 
part with them, the same kindly feeling that I have 
for them now. I feel in such good humor that I 
can forgive almost anybody with whom I have been 
associated here for anything unpleasant that has 
happened. [I can even forgive the representative 
of the Boston “Journal.” I extend my felici- 
tations and hearty good-will to the Chair. There 
have been times in the year when I have differed 
with him. There have been times when I have 
thought he did not use me as I felt my position, 
as the only Democratic lawyer here, deserved. Still, 
that is a matter of which different men take ditfer- 
ent views; and I wish to extend to him my hearty 
regards and hopes for his success in the future. 


Alderman DOYLE said: . 


Mr. Clerk, I am pleased to be permitted this after- 
noon to say a few words in parting with our esteemed 
Chairman. It has been my pleasure, as his nearest 
neighbor among the members of the Board, to have 
agreed with the Chairman on almost all questions 
that have come up during the year, and I desire to 
say that my long acquaintance with him has made it 
seem almost necessary to me that I should agree with 
him, because of his long experience with matters re- 
lating to the city’s welfare and his long connection 
with political life. While he has decided to throw off 
the cares of state for awhile, | hope that at some 
time in the near future he will be permitted to 
return. ‘To the officers and members of the Board, 
particularly those members who are about to retire, 
I extend my cordial feelings of kindness. To those 
who are to remain in the Board with me for another 
year I simply say that I hope our relations will be 
as friendly in the future as they have been in the 
past. 
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Alderman DAy said: 


Mr. Clerk, I would also like to second the resolu- 
tion. I think the Chairman of this Board has added 
to the great fame he already had as a_ presiding 
officer by the manner in which he has guided our 
proceedings this year. He certainly has been able 
and impartial in presiding over the body, and I feel 
that I owe to him a personal debt of gratitude on 
account of the manner in which he helped me, as a 
new member. I found him always ready to assist 
me in anything I desired to obtain for my district, 
and I assure him that I feel grateful for it. As to 
the retirmg member from Charlestown, I will simply 
say that I don’t feel exactly that he is retirmg. He 
is going on the floor above, where we can very 
easily get at him, and I am going to presume on the 
pleasant relations that have existed between us dur- 
ing the present year to visit him many times in be- 
half of my district. I only hope that his right-hand 
neighbor from Ward 6 (Alderman Berwin ) will also 
be found on that same floor, in the opposite corner, 
where we can get at him. I assure him that when 
he called me a tool of the Board of Strategy he 
did not make me feel badly. I forgive him freely, 
and I know that if he thought it would make me 
feel badly he would not have said it. The Alder- 
man from Ward 12 ( Alderman Colby), who is about 
to retire, is going to assume other duties; but I feel 
that the loss of his services will be a distinct loss 
to the City of Boston. I am willing to admit that 
I have been governed here this year very largely, 
outside of political matters, by his influence and 
advice, and the only question during the whole year 
upon which I feel like apologizing for the stand 
I took was a question upon which he and I were 
on opposite sides. The Boston “Journal” had an 
article a short time ago, written in a jocose spirit, 
referring to the gentleman from Ward 12 as “the 
first angel” and referring to me as “the second 
angel.” It will be the source of a great deal of 
pride and satisfaction to me in the year to come 
to feel that I may at least endeavor to merit pro- 
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motion to the place occupied this year by the retiring 
Alderman from Ward 12. It is not at all settled 
whether the Alderman from Ward 18 (Alderman 
O’Toole ) is gomg to retire or not. If we could only 
find the Commodore and get him to call a caucus, 
we might get a line on him. Iam sure our relations 
have been very friendly and pleasant, and whatever 
the outcome of that contest may be, I hope we will 
maintain our friendship during the year to come. 
The Alderman from Ward 8 (Alderman Brick) is 
the only member who has made a national repu- 
tation, and I really think myself that subsequent 
events justify him to a large extent in the stand 
he took. As for the Alderman from Dorchester 
(Alderman McDonald) I am very sorry that he is 
going to leave the Board. Perhaps, on account of our 
political affiliations being the same, I got better ac- 
quainted with him, and had closer relations with 
him than with the other two Aldermen from Dor- 
chester. But I can assure him that the Garbage 
Plant is gomg to be taken care of in the next Board. 
I have already been told that, as a punishment 
for my vote on the question, they are gomg to put 
it over in my district, on Apple Island. To all the 
officers who have served the City Council I want to 
give my hearty and sincere thanks for the services 
they have rendered to me. I can only reiterate 
what has already been said, and I think they under- 
stand that I feel grateful for the aid they have 
given to me In my work. As far as the members 
of the body who are to return, and who will serve 
with me next year, are concerned, it is useless for 
me to say anything, except that I really do think 
the ablest members of the Board are going out of it. 


Alderman O’TOOLE said: 


Mr. Clerk, I want at this time to extend my 
sincere thanks for the courteous manner in which 
our Chairman has treated me during the year. The 
position of Chairman of any legislative body is very 
trying, but I think he has used a great deal of tact 
throughout the year, and deserves a great deal of 
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eredit for it. It is with sincere regret that I am 
leaving to-day members with some of whom I have 
been associated for two years. I have always had 
the kindest feeling towards them, irrespective of 
politics. My friend on the left, from Charlestown 
(Alderman Presho), said that when I came into the 
Board in 1898 and stood on this floor, he thought 
I was going to be a partisan. But in the next 
breath he pays me a high tribute. I consider it a 
very, very high tribute, irrespective of any man’s 
political associations, to do him the honor to say 
that he has been imdependent in his action. I 
believe the city of Boston demands from the Repub- 
lican and Democratic members certain things, that 
upon certain measures political feelings shall be cast 
aside for the best interests of Boston, and that each 
member, irrespective of party, shall vote as his own 
convictions tell him is right. I have had pleasant 
relations with both the Republican and the Dem- 
ocratic members of this Board. While on the 
impulse of the moment, in the heat of debate, I 
have always tried not to mdulge in personalities. I 
believe gatherings of this sort—small representative 
bodies — should be conducted in a way, as family 
gatherings. I want to thank the City Clerk, City 
Messenger, the Clerk of Committees, the different 
attaches of the Board of Aldermen, for their kind 
efforts in my behalf, and to wish them all a happy 
and a prosperous future. 


Alderman CoLsy said: 


Mr. Clerk, I desire to say just a word. It is 
past my lunch hour and about all has been said 
that can be truthfully said, and perhaps some things 
that would hardly be called the truth. I am very 
glad to second the resolution as offered. I think 
the members of the Board feel that, while they may 
have differed with the Chair on certain points at 
different times, on the whole the presiding officer 
has done credit to himself and justice to the mem- 
bers. I know of no greater praise that can be 
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given to a man than to say that he has filled to 
the best of his ability the position in which he has 
been put. 

I think the Chairman may feel that he has served | 
not only faithfully, but well. I am also glad to ex- 
tend my thanks to the various officers in City Hall, 
whom I will not undertake to enumerate, and also 
to the members of the press. I think that I, in 
common with my fellow-members, am indebted to 
them for favors shown and for courteous and fair 
treatment. I am not able to say absolutely with 
honesty that I feel any very deep regret at leaving, 
because [ am not positively sure that I am _ not 
pleased to go—not that I consider, perhaps, that it 
is any promotion to go from the Board of Alder- 
men of Boston to the State House. I rather think 
it is possible for a man to wield a great deal more 
influence, if he has the time and ability, at City 
Hall, than it is to do anything of consequence at 
the State House. At the same time I have to be 
honest, and to say that there have been certain things 
which have made more or less friction, and that the 
work here has not always gone altogether to my 
satisfaction. At the same time I don’t know that 
I regret the time spent. I have had some experience, 
and have had a great many pleasant times. My 
brother lawyer opposite (Alderman Brick) knows that 
we are here at some pecuniary sacrifice, to say the 
least, and we hope we can make it up by the expert 
ence we have had, which will be of assistance to us 
in our later lives. Certainly to be brought in con- 
tact with so many men in different lines widens our 
field of experience and knowledge, and I suppose 
any professional man is indebted to experience for 
his training. We have now had the experience, and 
let us go out and see if we cannot profit by it. I 
hope the pleasant personal relations that have existed 
between us will, as far as possible, be continued in 
the future; because, while we have differed on matters 
of politics and business, | am very glad to say that 
our personal relations have always been very pleas- 
ant. 
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Alderman ADAMS said: 


Mr. Clerk and fellow-members of the Board of 
Aldermen, perhaps if I had spoken earlier in the 
session I might have been able to say something 
which would be of imterest to you. But, as it has 
been my privilege throughout the year to vote first 
on all roll-calls, I decided to-day that I would wait 
until others had spoken. The wants of his constit- 
uents have been well taken care of by the Alderman 
from Ward 20 (Alderman McDonald), who retires, 
and I wish to say that I regret very much his leavy- 
ing the Board. He has always worked cordially and 
heartily with me on all matters for the interests of 
our section. I know of no occasion when he has 
tried to block matters or throw anything in my way, 
even although we have been opponents in the elec- 
tion which has just closed. I have attended, I think, 
every meeting of the Board this year, and have enjoyed 
every meeting. But [I am frank to say that I have 
enjoyed none as [ have the meeting of to-day— 
not because of the fact that so many of our older 
and able members are retirmg, but because I have 
listened with great pleasure to the honest and sincere 
remarks from the heart of all the members around this 
chamber. I am coming back to represent in part 
my district for another year, with great pleasure. I 
feel, however, that we will be somewhat handicapped, 
inasmuch as we come back here next year with only 
two representatives in the Board, whereas this year, 
according to Alderman Day, we have had four repre- 
sentatives. I don’t think it would be right for me 
at this hour to take the time to cover the ground 
as thoroughly as have some of the members who 
have preceded me; but I wish to say before I sit 
down that I feel that you, Mr. Chairman, have cer- 
tainly been the fairest presiding officer that I have 
ever had anything to do with. I always had some 
sort of fear and apprehension of Mr. Barry before I 
became a member of the Board of Aldermen, but I 
have found from close affiliation with him in matters 
of business which have come up here, that he is a 
man of very broad calibre, and that he has filled 
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the position to which he was elected, to my mind, 
with great ability and fairness. I doubt if any 
member of this Board on retirmg can say that he 
has taken the slightest advantage of his office in 
any of his rulings. To the clerks, the reporters, 
the City Messenger, the Clerk of Committees, all 
officers and officials connected with this body, I wish 
to extend my cordial thanks for the courtesy which 
they have invariably extended to me whenever I have 
asked for any information or any favors. 


The resolution was read a second time, and passed by 
a unanimous rising vote. 


Chairman BARRY said: 


Gentlemen of the Board of Aldermen, recognizing 
the formality of a vote of thanks, I cannot flatter 
myself that I am wholly deserving of the tribute 
paid me by the resolution which you have just 
adopted. Nevertheless, I accept this testimonial as 
an indication of your generosity and friendliness, and 
as a mark of your appreciation of my efforts to 
serve you with fidelity, and to the best of my 
humble ability. My relations with each and every 
one of you have been of the most pleasant char- 
acter, and I shall retire from the Board of Alder- 
men of 1899 feeling that I have eleven friends who 
will be dear to me as long as [ live. 

If anything has occurred in the heat of discussion, 
if any act has been done, or word spoken, which has 
marred our companionship, I trust that the same will 
now be forgotten, and that we will remember each 
other only as associates who were united with the 
common purpose of conducting the affairs of our 
beloved city honestly and conscientiously, in so far 
as we had it within our power to do so. 

For nineteen years it has pleased my constituents 
to delegate me as their representative to the City 
Government; and to my fellow-citizens I now wish 
to make public acknowledgment of the confidence 
which they reposed in me. I have tried to do my 
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duty towards them, and with the kindly assistance 
which has always been given me by my associates in 
this Board, and in the Common Council, I feel that 
I have accomplished much that has redounded to 
the improvement of the district which I have repre- 
sented. My work speaks for itself, and those inter- 
ested are free to examine the records of the city de- 
partments to learn what I have been instrumental in 
obtaining for the accommodation, comfort, and educa- 
tion of my people. 

I consider myself under deep obligation to the 
Common Council for electing me five different times 
as its President, thereby enabling me to claim the 
honor of having held that office longer than any 
other incumbent; and I shall always feel indebted 
to you, gentlemen, for choosmg me as the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, a distinction enjoyed by 
predecessors who were among the first citizens of 
Boston. 

Under the provisions of the City Charter I have 
many times been called upon to perform the duties 
of Acting Mayor of Boston, and to have served in 
this capacity will ever be to me a pleasant memory. 

Entering upon the service of the city when little 
more than a boy I feel that I am retiring while 
still a young man; but I do not wish to have it 
understood that I am closmg my career, for I mean 
to live in hope that my constituents will see to it 
that I am again returned to labor for their welfare 
and for that of the entire city of Boston; I am 
confident that I still have it within my power to do 
much more for those who have honored me in the 
past, and I am sure that my temporary absence from 
office will convince them of this fact. 

My lengthy experience in municipal matters urges 
me to make this claim; aside from that I do not 
wish to boast. I have often wished that I had the 
ability to do more than I have done, but I always 
felt that I was handicapped by the want of the ad- 
vanced education now, in our day, so easy of acquire- 
ment. Leaving the public school ‘at an early age, I 
was obliged to go to work; and had it not been for 
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the opportunity afforded me by a private evening 
school, conducted by a generous-hearted man, I fear- 
that my school traming would be hardly worth men- 
tioning. The children and young people of the 
present day have much to be thankful for, as Bos- 
ton, first im almost all that goes to make up a 
progressive city, furnishes without cost every ad- 
vantage, for those obliged to work, or not so obliged, 
to obtam an education sufficient to carry them 
through any ordinary walk in life. 

Our Grammar and High Schools for day and even- 
ing pupils are without rivals in this country, and 
hardly any one m the community is under the ne - 
cessity of beg uneducated or untrained. 

I trust, gentlemen, you will pardon me for these 
personal allusions; my apology is that they force 
themselves on my mind on this occasion when I 
reflect on the success which has attended me through 
the kindness and consideration of those with whom 
I have come in contact durmg my life. I would 
gladly pass in review the business which we have 
attended to during the present year, but I fear that 
it would be tiresome to you, as you are just as 
familar with it as I am. You will pardon me, 
however, for alluding to the receptions tendered to 
Admiral Dewey, and to the Lord Mayor of Dublin 
and his companion, Mr. Redmond. 

These receptions were a credit to the city of Bos- 
ton, and were an advantage to it also. The presence 
of Admiral Dewey was an inspiration to patriotism 
for all who had the pleasure of greeting the noble 
hero, and the reception to the Lord Mayor and Mr. 
Redmond did much to continue the friendly feeling 
which always exists between this country and poor 
suffering Ireland. 

Before vacating the chair, I wish to express my 
regret that City Clerk Galvin has found it necessary 
to sever his connection with the office which he has 
so faithfully filled, and to thank him for the courtesy 
and assistance which he has rendered to me in the 
performance of my’ duties as presiding officer of this 
Board, and I can assure you, gentlemen, that it is a 
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source of pleasure for me to see him acting in his 
old position to-day, as City Clerk, which he filled 
for several years, with entire satisfaction to the citi- 
zens of the City of Boston. I am grieved at the 
serious illness of Mr. Priest, the Assistant City Clerk, 
who has also been of great service to me in my 
official connection with him; I hope he will soon be 
restored to perfect health, and will long be able to 
hold office, the performance of whose requirements 
has become to him a second nature. 

Mr. Dever, the Clerk of Committees, and Mr. 
Leary, the City Messenger, are worthy of my heart- 
felt thanks for all they have done for me, as are 
also the City Hall police officers. The kindness 
extended to me by the City Hall reporters, and the 
papers they represent, is fully appreciated, and they 
have placed me under lasting obligations. 

And now, gentlemen, as we are about to separate, 
I offer you my best wishes for your future success 
and happiness, and I hope that the official relations 
which we have had in this Board will be succeeded 
by an esteem and friendship for each other which 
will endure throughout our lives. 


Alderman McDoNALD offered an order: 


That the Opening and Closing Proceedings of the 
Board of Aldermen for the year 1899, together with 
the opening and closing addresses of the Chairman, 
and the photographs of all the members, be printed as 
a city document, and that the Superintendent of 
Printing be directed to have one hundred copies 
thereof printed and sent to the present Chairman, 
David F. Barry, for distribution among the members 
of the Board; the expense thus incurred to be paid 
from the contingent fund Board of Aldermen. 


Passed, under suspension of the rule.
